MONITOR OF CAPTION ED NEWS PROGRAM : 

Douglas Edwar ds' television new s program for CBS, 6:45 p. m. , 
4-5-62, was monitored by SA |mfl|[B||HH|^Crime Research Section, in 
connection with the regular pracUc^o^Tonuoring pertinent television programs. 
Edwards appeared first on the program to report the general comments of Walker 
before the Senate Subcommittee on 4-5-62. He said Walker castigated Secretary 
1 of State Dean Rusk and Defense Department official Adam Yarmolinsky as advo- 
i eating a soft line on communism. He also mentioned that Walker had struck a 
reporter for the Washington Daily News during a news conference after the hearing. 

The program then switched from Edwards in New York to David 
Seboenbrun in Washington. Schoenbrun concentrated on official Washington comment- 
concerning Walker's testimony. He said an official at the White House deplored 
V.’-ilker's statements and indicated he felt sorry for Walker. Schoenbrun said that 
Justice Department "spokesmen" indicated they had heard comments of this type 
in tlie past and there was nothing new in the general tenor of Walker's statements. 
Schoenbrun reported in substance that the Director and the Attorney General have 
deplored extremist remarks of this nature, and that the Attorney General stated 
Walker's remarks were a conscious effort to divide Americans. Schoenbrun ended 
his comnientary with a statement to the effe^'t that Washington officials believe 
Walker has hurt himself with his testimony. Schoenbrun was on for approximately 
tlvee to four minutes and then the program shifted back to Edwards for other news. 

Schoenbrun mentioned the Director just once, and he did not 
attribute any statements to him or make any specific references to material in 
Mr. Hoover's recent speeches. The "spokesmen" to which he referred were not 
ick'ntified.

00 
bond, but when the U. S. Attorny Russell Millin was told by Clyde 
Watts, Oklahoma City Attorny for Walker that the money was 
available for bc'ud, that Attorny Millin replied "the question of 
bond is immaterial. " 


‘=!ir, this is a seriour thing, and I fear for General 
Walkers safety. Something is fishy in the whole thing. The agents 
of the Kremlin would jump at the chance to do an operation like a 
prefrontal lobotnmy on him, to permanently remove him as a source 
of trouble.

The article 
stated that V/alker attack.ed "iVie Nashville Tennessean" several 
times as being ":mi example of a managed, fed press."

In connection witii the above- entitled matter, I discussed the following 
tv.’o items with Inspector Malley: / *

(1) With respect In the 8 m.m. color movie taken by Abraham Zapruder 
in Dallas of the actual shooting, tJie Bureau, of course, has 
copies of this film and from it a rough approximation can be made 
as to the elapsed time between the three shots which were fired. 
However, since this estimate of time depends upon the speed at which 
tlie camera was running, it is considered desirable that we obtain from 
Mr. Zapruder information as to the speed at which his camera 
was set during tiie shooting of this film and, in addition, that the camera 
itself be forwarded to the Laboratory in order that we may determine 
Ibe actual spe?fl of the camera at the reported setting. 


(2) With respect the bullet^eporte'^lly recovered from the shooting 
into the homo of General walker, I pointed out to Mr. Malley that 


because of the distorted nature of the bullet and the fact that we had no 
known specimens taken sometime near April 1963, it had not been possible 
to make a determination as to whether the Walker slug had been fired 
from the assassination rifle, I requested Malley to consider possible 
sources of bullets which might have been fired by Oswald during the 
early part of the year in order that we might further attempt to resolve 
the question of identity. In this respect I suggested that Mrs. Oswald 
be interviewed for possible leads as to where Oswald might have 
conducted target practice.

By letter dated 12/2/63, the Dallas Office submitted a rifle bullet 
obtained from Lieutenant Carl Day of the Dallas Police Department. This 
buMet was recovered from tlie home of Edwin A. Walker, Retired Major 
G'ineral, U. S. Army, on 4/10/63, by the Dallas Police Department following 
M leport of a bullet ha\nng been fired into Walker's home through a window. 


Investigation in connection with the assassination of President 
Keimedy discloses that the rifle used in the assassination was shipped to 
Lee Harvey Oswald at Dallas, Texas, on 3/20/63, and that Oswald continued 
to reside in Dallas until 1/29/63. 


It was requested that tlie Laboratory compare the buUet from Walker’s 
Irnne with the test bullof.s obtained from Oswald's rifle. 

/ 

It was determined that the Walker bullet has the same physical charac- 
teristics as the assassination bullet and fragments. It is a 6. 5- mm caliber 
bullet wliich has been fired from a four land and groove, right twist barrel, 
Alannlicher-Carcano rifles of the type used in the assassination are among 
those weapons which produce rifling characteristics such as are on the Walker 
Iv.’Eet. 


It is noted tJiat this bullet is extremely distorted and mutilated; also, 
Uial it reportedly was fired on 4/10/63, some seven months ago. No test 
bullets known to have been fired from the subject gun near 4/10/63, are avail- 
able. The only kjiown test bullets from the assassination weapon are those 
rc'.( ently fired in tlie FBI Laboratory for comparison with the bullet and 
fragments involved in the assassination. Accordingly, because of the extreme 
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mutilation and distortion of the bullet and because the individual characteristics 
produced by the gun barrel may have changed during the intervening seven- 
month period, it could not be determined whether or not the Walker bullet was 
fired from Oswald's rifle. 

The results of the Laboratory examination as set out above were 
arrived at independently by three of our top Rrearms examiners in the 
T .nboratory. 

If test bullets known to have been fired near the date of 4/10/63, are 
subsequently located, it may be possible to further resolve this question. 

Efforts are bemg made to see if similar earlier known buUetecan be located.

In connection with the above- entitled matter, I discussed the following 
two items with Inspector Malley: * 

(1) With respect to the 8 m. m. color movie taken by Abrahan/zapruder 
in Dallas of the actual shooting, Hie Bureau, of course, has 
copies of this film and from it a rough approximation can be made 
as to the elapsed time between the three shots which vere fired. 

However, since this estimate of time depends upon the speed at which 
the camera was running, it is considered desirable that we obtain from 
Mr. Zapruder information as to the speed at which his camera 

was set during the shooting of this film and, in addition, that the camera 
itself be forwarded to the Laboratory in order that we may determine 
the actual speed of the camera at the reported setting. 

(2) With respect 1o the bulle'^eporTe'-ily recovered from the shooting 

into the home oLOeneraT Walker , I pointed out to Mr. Malley that ' 
because of the distorted nature of the bullet and the fact that we had no 
known specimens taken sometime near April 1963, it had not been possible 
to make a determination as to whether the Walker slug had been fired 
from the assassination rifle, I requested Malley to consider possible 
sources of bullets which might have been fired by Oswald during the 
early part of the year in order that we might further attempt to resolve 
the question of identity. In this respect 1 suggested that Mrs. Oswald 
be interviewed for possible leads as to where Oswald might have 
conducted target practice. 


Mr. Malley advised that both of these items would be checked into and we 
would be further advised,

By letter dated 12/2/63, the Dallas Office submitted a rifle bullet 
obtained from Lieutenant Carl Day of the Dallas Police Department. This 
bullet was recovered from the home of Edwin A. Walker, Retired Major 
General, U. S. Army, on 4/10/63, by the Dallas Police Department following 
a report of a bullet having been fired into Walker's home through a window. 


Investigation in connection with the assassination of President 
Kennedy discloses that the rifle used in the assassination was shipped to 
Lee Harvey Oswald at Dallas, Texas, on 3/^20/63, and that Oswald continued 
to reside jn Dallas until 4/29/63. 

It was requested that the Laboratory compare the bullet from Walker's 
home with the test bullets obtained from Oswald's rifle. 

I 

It was determined that the Walker bullet has the same physical charac- 
teristics as the assassination bullet and fragments. It is a 6. &-mm caliber 
bullet which has been fired from a four land and groove, right twist barrel. 
Mannlicher-Carcano rifles of the type used in the assassination are among 
those weapons which produce rifling characteristics such as are on the Walker 
bullet. 


It is noted tliat tJiis buUet is extremely distorted and mutilated; also, 
tiiat it reportedly was fired on 4/10/63, some seven months ago. No test 
bullets known to have been fired from the subject gun near 4/10/63, are avail- 
able. The only known test buUets from the assassination weapon are those 
recently fired in the FBI Laboratory for comparison with the bullet and 
fragments involved in the assassination. Accordingly, because of the extreme

mutilation and distortion of the bullet and because the individual characteristics 
produced by tlie gun barrel may have changed during the intervening seven- 
month period, it could not be determined whether or not the Walker bullet was 
fired from Oswald’s rifle. 

The results of the Laboratory examination as set out above were 
arrived at independently by three of our top firearms examiners in the 
Laboratory. 

If test bullets known to have been fired near the date of 4/10/63, are 
subsequently located, it may be possible to further resolve this question. 

Efforts are being made to see if similar earlier known buUetscan be located.

Katzenbacli rciteraled that he had no complaints against the FBI. He 
stnt "d again tliat the purpose of his call was to tell me about Senator Russell’s feelings. 

He added tlrvl he had anotner reason for calling and that was to determine 
if v'G c ould give him any icioas as to how Warren Olney could be dropped as Chief 
Counsel of the Presidential Commission. I told Katzenbach of our feelings concerning 
Olne', . He stated that he wns presently working through Congressman Hale Boggs and 
iiC tlmuglit lie was going to be successful in getlbig Olney 's name removed from 
octnsideration. He told me that Boggs was very sympathetic. 

Katzenbach 'oentioned tlial Vvdagg(mer_Carr, the Texas State Attorney 
Gcn' ral , would like very much to see the Direv tor on Friday, 12-6-63, I asked him 
vi.al fnr. Ke stated li'.at Curr had no particula]' motive in mind other than to indicate 
to the press later on tnat he iiad discussed ma’Jers with the Director, I told him I could 
sew !n percentage in the Di-ector’s seeing Carr, that we were tlie investigative 
'■•ger.ry and that Carr’s dealmgs should be with the Departmenv and the Presidential 
Conmiission. ICatzcnbach ii' Jicated that the Wiute House might think otherwise. He 
stated ihat the President v, s most anxious for Carr to be given attention in Washington 
inasmuch as Carr was .-un’iing for office nexi; year. I told Katzenbach I knew this, 
Jiuv.’cver, I still felt thr. the Director should not be injected into this matter. 

Katz -nbach stated lie wouici attempt to disuade Carr from seeing the Director, however, 
Carr was quite persistent.

SAC, Dallas has telephonically advised that he has discussed the 
m.Ttter appearing in the article mentioned al?ove with Chief Curry of the Dallas 
Police Department and Chief Curry advised that he gave no such information to 
the paper and neither did Chief of Detectives Stevenson. Chief Curry further 
ad^'ised that the Dallas Police Department had made no "ballistics test" of this 
material. Chief Curry did advise, however, that George Carter of the "Dallas 
Times Herald" was told of the FBI Laboratory results which had been furnished 
to the R)lice Department concerning the Walker case. Carter inquired of the 
Clhef if they were going to close the Walker case and Chief Curry told Carter 
thcA did not intend to go any further. From this, if Chief Curry is reporting 
the situation correctly to us, it appears thni Carter composed the article as

For information, it is noted tliat Hie FBI Laboratory report covering 
tlie examination of the Walker bullet obtained from the Dallas Police Department 
indicated that the Walker bullet is tlie same caliber and is the same type of bullet 
;as tlie bullet evidence recovered in connection with tlie assassination of President 
K'cnnedy. The Walker bullet was fired from i barrel rifled with four lands and 
; grooves, right twist, and Mannliclicr 'Carcnn i rifles of the type used in the 
^assassination are among weapons producing .such impressions. However, the 
report further points out tliat because of cxI i ' me mutilation and distortion of 
the Walker bullet, it was not possililc t(.> dctcminc the brand of tlie ammunition 
and whether or not the Walker bullet was fired from Oswald's rifle. 


With respect to the photograph accompanying the article, the original 
I photograph was reportedly obtained by the Dallas_Police Department from the 
residence of Mrs. Ruth Paine where Oswald' wife had been living in Irving, 
'Texas. A copy of this photograph was included in the initial FBI report to the 
jFresident's Commission. This same photograph appeared in the "Evening Star" 

I ol 2/18/64, and is featured on the cover of th^ "Life" magazine currently on 
I’K'vsstands. No information has come to the Bureau's attention that this 
'photograph has appeared in previous newspai'ers or magazines.

Police officials. Neither Ruby nor Oswald were suspected 
by Dallas Police of aiiy participation in the Walker 
incident prior to the assassination of the President. 

* The only su^ect developed by them prior to 11-22-63 
was a 22-year-old Scotsman named William McEwan Duff, 
who was befriended by Walker and worked for him for a 
period of time as a chauffeur and houseboy. Duff was 
questioned by Dallas Police and was exonerated on the 
basis of a polygrai^ examination.

The report of the investigation conducted by 
Police Departme^^tTbf the attempted assassination c: Major 
General Edwin^A. "V/alker , wliich report was proxddec to t'dt 
Commission by the Attorney General of the State of Teaaf', 
not indicate the caliber and other basic characteristics ci ti. 
bullet which was recovered from General V/al]cer*s n.onte. *. 
note, however, that the report of Officers McElroy and Va: di 
both of the Dallas Police Department, indicates tha^ ihe uul.c : 
given to Detective G.B. Brown of the Dallas Police D.. partr: . r. 
Crime Eaboratory Division. 

In view of the conflicting stories concerning the nai .r* e. 
the bullet which was actually recovered from General Wall e 'd 
home, we would appreciate advice as to whether o"- not tlLa: 
bullet was ever examined by the Dallas Police Ee pa . , e 
any other person or organization on its behalf. We vv ould • 
have any reports which may have been made of such an exam.' 
if in fact any such examination was made. We would like to k: 
who had possession of that bullet from the time it was recover« 
from General Walker*s home until it came into the possessio:. 
this Commission. ^ , 
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We also note that Mr. Robert Surrey, then of ifOi- 
Liindenwood Street, a business associate of and aide to Gc-.eral 
Walker, stated that at about 9:00 P.M. on April C, 1903, .-.e 
observed two men sitting in a 1963 Ford, either dark purple or 
brown in color, which was parked in the rear of General ''. :Iker 
house. Mr, Surrey said the t%vo men got out of the car ar.d 
walked around General Walker's house, apparently obse; /ir.^ 
it closely. Surrey sadd he became suspicious and follower the 
car in an attempt to obtain its license number, which he -.vas not 
able to do since the car bore no license plates c: ar.y lunc. 

There appears to be some coni'usion, ho v- .cr n- 
cerning Mr. Surrey's story. The Dallas police £lo sev.-:/ ^ 
state that Mr. Surrey also saw the same car and the san*.;; ,wo 
men at General Walker's premises o;i the evemng of Apri. 10, 
1963 and that report is reflected in the report of y'-ur Bureau 
set forth at page 441 of ilie report of Special Agent Rober: P. 
Gemberling dated December 10, 1963 at Dallas, Texas. P:.ease 
advise as to when Mr. Surrey did see such car and men. 

In view of the fact tliat Marina Oswald has s..a',. 
that Lee Harvey Oswald told her that he had gone ao G^ner^ 
Walker's home "three days or more" prior to April Ir, . 63 
(page 733 of Agent Gemberling's report dated Decc-mbar -.3. 
1963), we think Mr, Surrey should be inter\iewed to duternuinc 
whether or not he can describe to any extent either of the -• o 
men whom he saw. Assuming that Oswald was involve a i: ti'-e 
attempt on Walker's life, consideration should be given to 
possibility that he may have had accomplices. 

The Dallas Police also indicated tliat Dr. Ruti; 
Jackson, General Walker's next door neighbor, had a dog ikai 
supposedly barked at "everybody and everytlang." The co„ 
apparently did not bark on the evening of April 10, 1963. T,te 
Dallas Police report indicated that Dr. Jackson's dog wa' 

"very sick" on April 11 and 12, 1963. No reason for the ..iuei . 
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was indicated. Wo would appreciate advice as ro whether cr 
not Dr» Jackson's dog appeared to have been drugged or uthir- 
wise incapacitated in connection with tl'.e attempt on General 
Walker's life. 

We also note a ccrtiiin confusion in the stories :c.d 
by Marina Oswald concerning her husband's involvement the 
Walker shooting. She told your agent on December 3, 19.3 that 
Oswald said that on April 10, 1963 he had gone to W'alker's 
residence on foot. Your report then states: "He said that a 
he fired the rifle, he ran away and that he could run very fast. . 
He came home on the bus," (Pages 71-2 of Agent G-n*. be r Ling's 
report of December 10, 1963.) 

On December 11, 1963 Marina a'lviscd Secret S.tvice 
agents that Oswald told her that he took buses to to to ti.e 
Walker residence and that he took a different bos to ret'orr .'.ome 
after the shooting.

She said she had asked OSVIAZJ) how he had arrived at the 
WAU^R home on the night he had attempted to kill WALKER by 
shooting him. OSWALD replied that he had walked up to the house, 
MARINA said she later learned 0SWAU> had taken a bus to the vi- 
cinity of the WAIZER home and she presumes that he had gotten 
off the bus a distance from the WAIZER home and had traversed 
the remaining distance on foot. She said OSWALD had said also 
he bad returned to their home by bus after the attempted assassina 
tlon. CARINA advised she was not aware of what buses OSWALD trtrk 
to arrive In the vicinity of the WALKER home or to leave the vi- 
cinity of the WAUSR home en route back to their home. 

MARINA said she remembers OSWALD telling her he had 
r\in away from the WAUSR house after the attempted assassination 
and that he could run very fast. She said she does not recall 
that OSWALD told her how far he ran or v^at bus he boarded or 
where he boarded the bus.

The purpose of this memorandum is to recommend that 
no acknowledgement be made of a letter received 10/8/70 from captioned 
individual. Correspondent is former Major General Edwin A. Walker 
who has been, in the p^t, the subject of frequent press comment. Walker 
reportedly resigned fr^ the military service after being critized for J 

methods of indoctrinating troops. His letter is critical of both the Director's 
comments on campus problems and recent comments of President 
Nixon. He charges that both commentaries are out of date. He charges 
that Mr. Nixon as Commander in Chief, should look homeward rather than 
overseas to find the enemy. His letter is critical of Administration policies. 

In the past Walker has reportedly charged that the United 
Nations is immoral and that its late Secretary Dag Hammarskjold was a 
"Red Swede" who took instructions from Moscow. He also has alleged 
that the United Nations is in complete control of U. S. foreign policy and 
has made other charges concerning United Nations control over the U. S. 

A. Baltimore psychiatrist has allegedly described Walker as showing 
signs of grandiosity, confusion and poor judgement.

25, 1945. ten days after t*hc war had ended. He was 
twenty-seven years old when he died. 

Little doubt remains that he was shot by a Red 
Chinese officer heading a patrol of which he ran afoul 
but. .said one of those who served with him. “if he 
had strong political convictions, they were not in 
e vKtrncc." , - 

Very much. in evidence are the political convic- 
tions of a retired candy manufacturer by the name 
of Welch. Robert Welch has called former President 
Eisenhower a Communist, believes Chief Justice Earl 
Warren .should be impeached for similar ideological 
tend^nries. He fnicl.s almo.st every American institu- 
tion from rhurrhe.s to newspapers, from Congress to 
the public .schools. Red-infe.sted. 

It Is not clear when he first heard of young Birch 
but he hit upon the mis.sionary-Army officer as the 
first American *‘martyr” in the cold war and ‘appro- 
priated his name. The John Birch Society was founded 
on Dec. 9. 1958, at a meeting in Indianr.polis with Rob- 
ert Welch as its leader.

Latest reports are that the semi-secret organiza- 
tion has “cells’* (another term used by the Commu- 
nists) in- thirty-four states.

The John Birch Society Is not the only, although 
probably the largest, organization of its sort to And 
adherents during the cold-war years which so many 
have found frustrating. Another Is the Minutemen, 
headed by a former drug salesman by the name of 
ROBERT BOLIVAR DePUGH. His idea is to esUbliih 
a “guerrilla” army trained to repel a Communist inva- 
sion. 

Membership in this outfit is kept secret to avoid 
embarrassment by public “misunderstanding” and to 
prevent the Reds from building a file of “prime 
enemies” in the event of a “take-over.” DePugh says 
that “even a felony record is not a bar to member- 
ship.” 

He claims that there are 25,000 Minutemen 
across the country but disinterested surveys suggest 
that they are a “pitifully small group,” possibly less 
than a thousand. The Birch Society, on the other hand, 
may well have the more than 100,000 members It 
claims. 

One of the frequent characteristics of the far- 
Right organizations is that they brand as pro-Com- 
munist any one who que.stions their extreme views or 
their methods. Last week a high school mathematics 
teacher and a group of students in Wilton, Conn., were 
criticized as pro-Communist in a mimeographed letter 
sent to town officials and families by E, J. McCallum 
Jr., president of the Citizens Anti-Communist Com- 
mittee of Connect iruL. They had protested agaiiut wtel 
tliey regarded as distortions in a film, “Operation Ab^ 
lition,” shown at the school.

IT IS my experience that 
ihe suppression of a story can 
build it up to explosive pro- 
portions.

Had they been more ex- 
tensively schooled to *^ate** 
esBUDBAism while remaining 
ImtfVnked warriors, they 
would have been no leas 
mlnerable to the sednctlve 
naeihods of their captors. 
They failed bocaoae they had 
failed in the hard school of 
BOklieriaf. 

Troop indoctrinalum about 
the nature of the enemy or 
any other subject will never 
of itself harden an army. 
'Hiere is no substitute for the 
methodology and the relent- 
less grind of iechnicaJ in- 
struction and exhausting ex- 
ercise afield, which gives the 
individual confidence in his 
role as a fighter and the unit 
I a feeling of superiority in its 
’ military task. 

THE PRIMARY aim of all 
indoctrination should be 
building stronger military 
character in forces; indoctri- 
nation designed to enlighten 
the soldier on the nature of 
the world struggle and the 
▼iKue of his own cause is 
purely secondary.

nr FOLLOWS, then, that 
how troops should be indoc- 
trinated is not to be an- 
swered by philosophers and 
pedants. The result would 
be the wrong emphasis and 
the downgrading of the pri- 
mary object. 

True, the services wilt 
sometimes blunder and wan- 
der far afield, especially 
when they are so close-rid- 
den that they endeavor to 
look like all things to all peo- 
ple. But once their authority 
over Indoctrination is taken 
away, their right U disp«M 
all training time toward tho 
all-around upgrading of mil- 
itary power is invaded. 

And when institutions art 
treated as if they were in- 
ferior, they are on the road 
to becoming infe i i Pi.

HIS CAUnO^I- is wide- 
spread. As never before, U. S. 
senior officers fee] pres* 
sured into Imow nothin^m. 
Sen. Thurmond isn’t raising 
a false alarm when he says 
thia. Generals, after all, are 
men; when part of their free- 
dont of thought and speech is 
arbitrarily restricted, they 
mm less apt to be forceful 
StoouDcils where their voices 
Bm judgments should domi- 
nate. 

WUheut the Walker case, 
the recent directive by De- 
fense Sercetary McNamara, 
which rammed the already 
over-padded g«r on the Amer- 
ican military right back to 
their brass tonsils, would 
never have j»ecn wri tten. 

McNamara didnl" surt this 
trend; it began in the Eisen- 
hower years. But he has 
doublctimed it with notable 
help from Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Public Affairs 
Arthur Sylvester, who, Ji^c 
most publicists in their first 
fling ^t a security job, quakes 
at the shadow of an Imagined 
danger. 

THE McNAMARA memo 

« )scribed political discus- 
D at troop formations, 
litics is a kimocio-Iike word, 
though, covering everything 
and touching nothing. Taken 
in iU broadest sense, the ban 
means that a troop leader or 
the Army itself cannot talk 
to aoidiers about the virtues 
of their own cause or the 
vices of the enemy's. 

Harlag th os dam pered 
military interest in the sub- 
ject, McNamara next named 
13 civilian VIPs in early Jan- 
uary U determliie how troops ' 
should be indockrlaated.

ALTHOUGH THERE must 
have been vague passes at 
it earlier in our history, 
World War II initiated our 
first formal experience with* 
troop indoctrination. Ideo- 
logical cross-currenta as they 
had to be put to troops, what 
with Russia an ally and other 
tyrannies stamped enemy, 
were more confounding than, 
today’s. — 

The sea was uncharted, the 
pilots utterly green. Yet the 
guidance (manual) controlling 
indoctrination was written in 
13H hours by a major and, 
having proved suitable, lasted 
the war. 

Policy, plans and programs 
were shaped by a half dozen 
relatively junior staff offi- 
cers. The executed plan for 
the indoctrination of enemy 
POWs was drafted by a lone 
field officer during one lost 
weekend. There were no a.s- 
sisLs from political commis- 
sars; no person of high rank 
ever interfered.

THAT, at any rate, was the 
implication of Sen. Ful- 
bright’s July memo. Its slur- 
ring lone made a cause ccle'- 
bre of the Walker case which, 
left alone, would have cooled. 

McNamara asked for guid- 
ance, and be certainly got it 
Fulbrigbt, in effect, instruct- 
ed him that when Americans 
put on military suits they 
lose perspective on all else, 
especislly foreign policy. 
That is really the point Ful- 
bright msdt snd McNenura 
accepted. - 

The irony is that the Sena- 
tor was advising on the 
management and mentality of 
soldiers when he himself has 
never spent s day in uniform. 

THE MEMO should have 
been abtacked, but when 
Thurmond, bridling at K, In- 
stead ebampiooed Walker ar 
the perfect figure of a mod- 
em major general, a good 
cause began hobbling along 
on clay feet.

In eight press rel esses in 
January styled “Muzaiing the 
Military,” Sen. Thurmond 
charged that Pentagon cen- 
sorship has become oppres- 
sive snd frivolous, that troop 
Information and Education 
pro^amt are compelled to 
take a limp line against com- 
munism. and that suppression 
of service - sponsored public 
seminars on this subject are 
part of a widespread insidious 
plot to soften the American 
fiber. If there were no choice 
between swallowing this pack- 
age whole or rejecting it, it 

would be unfortunate.

THERE IS, however, a dif- 
ference between conspiracy 
and bureaucratic arrogance. 
The censorship is insensibly 
constrictive. Official atti- 
tudes are conducive to mak- 
ing the officer body wary 
about communism as a topic 
for troop discussion. 

On the other hand, public 
seminars are obviously a du- 
bious outlay of officer time 
and taxpayer money. And it 
is not the Army’s task to 
evangelise the country. 

According to Thurmond, 
American POWs in the North 
Korean camps were the 
dupes of their Communist 
captors because they hadn’t 
been schooled to hate com- 
munism. This is cited as a 
horrible example, along with 
the inevitable it-can-happen- 
again moral. It happens to 
be wholly misleading.

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Specimen Q188 was fired from a barrel rifled with 
four lands and grooves, right twist. Kannlloher-Carcano 
rifles of the type used In the assassination of President 
Kennedy (described as sx>eeiinon XI in Laboratory report 
PC>78243 BX) are among those which produce general rifling 
impressions such as were found on specimen Q188. 

Because of the e::trene mutilation and distortion 
of Q188 and because the in^lividual microscopic narks left 
on bullets by the barrel of the XI rifle could have changed 
subsequent to the time Q 18 v was fired, it was not possible to 
doteroino whether or not QIC 8 was fired from XI, 

There are no specimens presently being maintained 
in the National Unident if ic cl Ammunition file which could have 
boon fired from the K1 rif ' c or which logically should be 
cotapared with Q188. Furth>.r, no bullets or rifles which 
logically should be compar'd with specimen Q188 have eons to 
the attention of the FBI Lr.boratory since Uarch, 1963, 

The copper Jacket and the lead core of the Q188 
bullet were doter^ned to be slightly different in compositions 
from the copper Jackets and lead cores of the Q1 and Q2 
bullets. 


Although the differences in cos^sition between the 
Q188 and the Q1 and Q2 bullets were small and do not indicate 
that these bullets represent two different types of bullets, 
it was not possible to determine if these bullets came from 
the same box. It is to be noted that there is no assurance 
in the fabrication of ammunition that all the ammunition ending 
up in one box possesses ballots from the sane batch of metal, 
that is, with the same composition. 

The bullet, Q188, is being temporarily retained in 
the Laboratory for comparic»on with any additional bullets 
which may be received,

MOORE was told that at approximately noon yesterday, 
we received a note In Russian which had been translated by 
a Secret Service representative and that this note was 
dictated to Mrs. HENLEY, Secretary In Mr. BELMONT'S office. 
MOORE advised 4 ^ did not see any memorandum concerning this, 
but would make arrangements to get a copy.

LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA (AIJPLA) 
also known as the American Nazi Party 
W estern Division (AMPWD) 




On March 7 , 1962 , GEORGE LINCOU^ ROCKWELL advised » 
a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that 
HOLSTEIN was one of his leaders In Los Angeles. 


At a press conference on May 2 , 1963 # lu Los Angeles, 
California, RALPH PERRY FORBES stated he Is a lieutenant In the 
AKP and the nlnth-ranl:lng officer of the organisation. He stated 
he arrived In Los Angeles Hr.y 1 , 1963, to take charge of the 
party's headquarters In the Los Angelos area, which has control 
over party activities in the Southwestern United States. 


GEORGE LE^COLN ROCKWELL arrived In Los Angeles on 
May 6 , 1963# and was photographed hy the local press with 
RALPH PEPJIY FORBES. ROCKWELL was quoted hy the press as saying 
he cane to Los Angeles because of the arrest of five members of 
the ANP as a result of an altercation at the Shrine Auditorium 
on April 28, 1963# where a Salute to Israel rally was being 
held. He was also quoted as stating local headquarters were to 
be established In California. 
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NATION OP ISLAH, fonerly 
referred to as the MusIIji 
Cult of Islaa, also known as 
Muhammad *s Temples of Islaa 

In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described his organization/ on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam," (NOI) and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam.** 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad's Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mld-1960, 
Muhammad and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad's 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or ^Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples 
of Islam^" 



The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness, 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following Muhammad's teachings 
and bis interpretation of the "Koran" believe there Is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the 
white race, referred to as "white devils," in the United States; 
and that the white race, becaiise of its exploitation of the 
so-called Negroes, jiust and will be destroyed in the approach- 
ing "War of Armageddon." _ . . . 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad ,* have refused to register under the provisioc 
of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that members 
owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the , 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution: 'by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any., fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

In his book **Tbis Tise The World,** copyrlghtsd 
in 1961, George Lincoln Rockwell Identified himself as 
Conmander, American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - lUFENS), Arlington, 
Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of **The Richmond News 
Leader,'* a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, 
again applied for the American Nazi Party .to be chartered 
in the State of Virginia, but this request was turned down 
by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action 
was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits use of "Nazi** or "National Socialism" la 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out 
that Rockwell’s party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Purty. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the 

ANP - WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at 
his residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February R6, 1959, 
aa an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the Gexinan Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler r Be added 
that Rockwell is the dominant force and personality in 
this party; that he is espousing a "line** of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the 
United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper *s Manual," an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle 
for power are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves 
known to the masses;" second "the dissemination of our 
program and the truth about the Party;" third "organizing 
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**the people who have been converted to our propa^nda;"

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Warren Report Is ‘Fraud’, Says 
Gen. Walker In Pasco Address 


‘‘The Warren Commission Re< 
port on the assassination of Pres. 
John Kennedy is false, a sham, 
a fraud and an insult to the Amer- 
ican people.” 

With allegations such as that 
Gen. Edwin A. Walker, contro- 
versial national figure, kept an 
audience of more than 300 persons 
attentive Saturday night when be 
made a public address in the audi- 
torium of the agriculture building 
at tbe Pasco County Fairgrounds, 
Dade City. 

Almost half of the audience, a 
survey would have indicated, was 
from Zephyrbills and surrounding 
rural community. 

The appearance of Gen. Walker, 
who recently resigned his military 
commission and sacrificed his pen- 
sion in order to be aftle to lipeak 
out on controversial ymatters, was 
sponsored here by tMJas ep Co un- 
to Supporters oy Constitutio^jiT 
Gwernment.,-.. / 

"While you pay read about 
my speech in your local pa- ' 
pers, I venture there won't be 
a word about it in the' big 
dailies of your area; tbe lilh 
eral blackout of my remarks 
Is complete, and nationwide,” 
Walker said. 

Ranging over a variety of topics 
in a 90-minute talk, the general 
covered such items as: 

• His lawsuits against the As- 
sociated Press and various news- 
papers ('more than $20 million 
worth, none of which has been 
settled either in or out of court; 
in the only case to have come to 
trial. Walker was awarded an 
$SOO,000 judgement against the AP, 
reduced to $500,000 by an appellate 
court a n.d now an>eale<U.by. the 
ute Texas Su^eme CoarL 


• The United Nations (be as- 
serted that Anicricair-soldiers fight- 
ing in Vietnam are doing so fim 
tbe UN, and that Pres. Kennedy 
sent two divisions of troops to Ox- 
ford, Hiss., during . the James 
MenMiith enrollment incident at 
the behest of the UN and to prove 
to the One Worlders that the US 
is loyal to the UN). 

• Racial integration (be said 
the US Is following orders of the 
UN as expressed in an U-artjcle 
statement adopted in 1963 which 
says tbe whole world will “inte- 
grate or else” regardless of race, 
color or ethnic origin, which Walk- 
er defined as "our common every- 
day culture.” He said: “If LBJ 
is so all-fired eager to integrate, 
why doesn’t this great, ridiculous, 
corny president integrate tbe 
Greeks and the Turks, or the 
Jews and the Arabs, or tbe 

, Chinese and Japanese?”) 

• Tbe Ku Klux Ban (Walker 
was greeted by applause when be 

. charged that Pres. Johnson lied 
when he said bis father and grand- 
father bad always fought the mnc. 
“We have beard his relatives back 
in Texas sUte that LBJ’s folks 
were always first at Ban meet- 
ings,” Walker said. “I’ll tell you 
one thing; the Ban will outlast the 
Great Society.”) I 

• Hie Vietnam war (Ambassa- 
dor Lodge directs our activity in 
Vietnam, not in our interest, but 
for the interest of the UN, Walker 
said. He asserted efforts by Lodge 
over the past three years to form a 

* coalition govemmeiit in Vietnam 
and bring a halt to fighting there 
are secretly designed “to sell out” 
Vietnam to ithe Communists.) ' ' 

• The National Counefl ff 
Churches (Walker diarged, and 
his remarks brought heavy ap- 
plause, that “instead of a revo^- 
tion lor morality led by tbe 

. clergy we are confronted by 
preachers in our pilpits who are 
members of tbe National Council 
of Churches selling out your re- 
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part of the master 
plan/’ be said). 

• The US State Department 
(*'The most disgraceful thing about 
Vietnam, and this is not to belit- 
tle our boys who have died there, 
is the fight between the Vietnam 
generals, patriotic men about 35 
years of age who want to save 
their nation from the Reds, and 
our own State Department, want- 
ing us to surrender." Walker as- 
serted that hundreds of CIA men, 
hundreds of. USIA men and hun- 
dreds of State Department "med- 
dlers’* are like a swarm of bees, 
each with a direct line ^ to' bis 
agency back in Washington, and 
each trying to end the war by sur- 
render, while our generals are try- 
ing to win it. "The boy coming 
borne in a box represents our fight 
to surrender, not a fight for vic- 
tory," Walker said.) 

On the Warren Report 
' The speaker said the Warren 
Commission Report "is one big lie 
from cover to cover." He charged 
that the report bases its conclu- 
sions on a belief that Ruby and 
Oswald did not know each other, 
"but this is false, as hundreds of 
Dallas people will tell you the two 
w*ere knoum pals and were seen 
together regularly." ^ 

He said Oswald is termed "a 
kmer" and "an eccentric", yet 
I Oswald knew more national and 
international figures personally, 
particularly leftist ones, than any 
other man his age. 

Walker imphed that a eon- 
spiracy exists to pla>r down 
the role of the Communists in 
(be assassination, and noted 
that Sen^, Robert Kennedy bao 
a^er visited Dallas, « 


**We*re stm waiting 
come to Dallas to view tbe scene 
of bis brother’s murder," Walker 
said, "as any of us would do. 1 
would leave no stone unturned to 
pin tbe exact guilt on my bro- 
ther’s murderer, but Bobby bas 
never even come to Dallas as we 
have expected bim to do." < 

"President Johnson*! Revolu- 
tion" was the title of the general’s 
sddress, snd on this subject be 
charged that history will record 
the current revolution as **tfae 
greatest ever known; JFK already 
is being acclaimed the hero of tbe 
revolution, and scrapping for lead- 
ership of it are an assortment of ' 
headline hunters.** ? 

"But LBJ Is tbe real leader, and | 
even he is a puppet,** Walker as-i 
serted. He said 13J is *’ddiber*| 
ately corny at times so ^ will $ 
lau^ at him and not notice Mm 
steal another of your ireedomsj 
•way.** J 

"I don't say you should arm I 
yourselves for the revolution," the ^ 
speaker said, **but you’d better | 
keep the guns you have cleaned ? 
and oiled; you might need them.**i 
The general concluded his speedi 
with an appeal for a revival of 
patriotism: 

*Xet me tell you one thing 
sure. If every third home tn 
(Ms nation would have been , 
flying the American flag eo , 
Nov. 32, no one would have 
dared to shoot your president. 

**We need to show these trouble 
makers around the world, and on 
our own stiwet comers, that there 
is stiU some patriotism Jeft in our 
once-great nation/* Walker said.* 
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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 




Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the IDi 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U.S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
irtiite supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several Southern states.) _1 v 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans,' 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc. , Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on August 4 , 1965, that the- 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several Southern states. This source said that Robert 
H. Shelton is the Imperial Wizard of this organization, 
and was last elected to this position on September 5, 1964, 
at a National Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source - 
said that the activity of the UXA is increasing and that 
the national office remains in Suite 401, Alston Building, ^ 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama.

A source who has furnished reliable infom^ion in 
the past has previously advised that a member of the White 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi (WKKKKOM) , Lauderdale 
County Klavern, Meridian, Mississippi, stated that he had 
been wet king with Major General Edwin Walker and his assistants. 
The scarce advised at that time that Major General Walker has 
approximately 100,000 followers in several Southern and 
Western states and that these followers have been storing 
ammunition over a period of time. The source indicated 
that General Walker was allegedly going to lead an Insurrection 
if President Lyndon B. Johnson was re-elected in the November, 
1964, election. 

The above source subsequently advised on November 11, 
1964, that he had contacted the Klansman from whom he had 
first learned of the information regarding General Walker 
and it was the opinion of the source that there was no direct 
knowledge of such a plan and the Klansman who had told him 
originally had merely heard some rumors. 

A second source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past and who is in a position to know of practically 
all general plans of the principal Klan organization in 
Mississippi, the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi, 
advised on November 18, 1964, that he has heard of no tclk 
and knows of nc plans of the Klan or any right wing group 
to conduct any acts of violence as a result of the election 
of President Lyndon B. Johnson.

TULLOS BRADY, brother of 
Judge TOM BRADY, Introduced General WALKER with the state- 
ment that General WALKER was the number one man in America 
that could not be dictated to. BRADY went on to 
praise the Editor of the "Southern Review" claiming this 
was the only true news of what was happening in the State 
of Mississippi and the nation without being censured.

information concerning General WALKER’S speech: 

The opening remarks of General EDWIN A. 

WALKER were directed towards the Federal Government, 
stating that he was well aware that some FBI Agents 
were in the auditorium and, therefore, the audience was 
segregated. His second point was directed towards 
President JOHNSON and his appointing CARL ROWEN as 
Head of the Vital United States Information Agency 
which resulted in a black stamp on what news would 
be sent to other countries will be censured by ROWEN 
and not given the true picture. His comments convernlng 
the press, in general, was that it was strictly a one- 
sided reporting of what happened, particularly in Oxford,' 
Mississippi. He said the only way a clear picture will 
ever be given concerning the Oxford, Mississippi, situation 
is for the people of Mississippi themselves, each person, 
to spread the true word to their hundreds of friends in 
other states. 

WALKER included in his speech the fact 
that the Stat^ of Mississippi had the fortitude to 
show the world that they could not be intimidated by the 
present Government, in that, they gave such a large vote 
against the present Government. WALKER said the other 
states' eyes were opened to the way Mississippi responded 
in the election and that these states had a lot of respect 
for Mississippi. 

WALKER told about his law suit in Fort 
Worth, Texas, and how the students from Ole Miss at Oxford, 
Mississippi, came to Fort Worth to testify in his behalf. 

He expressed his appreciation for their coming such a great 
distance to help him and remarked that the students seemed 
to' enjoy what they did because they were telling the 
Mississippi side of the story. 

WALKER spoke of the assassination of President 
KENNEDY and made the claim that the FBI and the Justice 
Department knew that OSWALD was in Dallas and the Department 
of Justice had no reason to blame the FBI because they had 
the information In their desk drawer in Washington. WALKER 
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said the people of Dallas did not believe the Warren 
Report, stating that RUBY was a man who knew OSWALD 
well but that the people of Texas knew that the Government 
of Texas would never prove anything against RUBY since 
President JOHNSON and RUBY were like two peas in a pod. 
While WALKER was speaking, an individual passed by the 
source and made the comment that "he is nothing but a 
nut" and left the room.

Charles Evers, Field Secretary of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People in 
Mississippi, led a m arch of approximately 275 individuals 
to theSld^ios County Courthouse in Natchez, Mississippi, 
on March 7. 1966, to protest the failure of the Adams 
County officials to appoint a Negro to the Natchez-Adams 
County School Board, At the courthouse Evers announced 
to the group that more marches will be held and he urged 
all Negro parents to keep their children out of local 
schools for at least a vreek to emphasize their demands 
for the appointment of a Negro to the school board.\ . 


Mr. Brent>;Forman, President of the Natchez^Adams 
County School Board, has advised thht the apparent boycott 
of the schools began on March 8, 1966, with approximately 
80 per cent of the Negro students remaining away from classes. 


On March 10, 1966, Evers led another march to 
the Education Center Building in Natchez, More than 700 
Negroes, the majority of whom were of high school age or 
younger, participated in the demonstration. The Negroes 
completely blocked the sidewalks and portions of the street 
in front of the Education Center Building. Erers delivered 
a speech, which appeared to be directed to white persons 
in the area, in which be stated that the Negroes greatly 
outnumber the white people and that at any time the Negroes 
can kill all of the white people if they so desire. Ho 
also eaid that if the school situation does not change 
he will lead a march of Negro children on the white schools 
at a future date. Evers announced that all of the Negro 
students will return to classes on March 14, 1966. Although 
a crowd of about 150 white spectators gathered near the scene 
of the demonstration, there were no incidents. A large number 
of local police assisted by officers of the Mississippi Highway 
Safety Patrol were on the scene to maintain order. .

VIOLENCE ACCOMPANIES DEMONSTRATION AT HERTFORD. NORTH CAROLINA 


In a deoonstration to Mp^slze the demands of 
Negroes for more Jobs, Golden A,|^:P^nks, Field Secretary 
of the Southern Ctoistian Leadership Conference in 
North Carolina, and Reverend F. LJ-^ndrews, President of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People in Hertford, North Carolina, led a group of 
approximately 150 Negroes in an attempted march to the 
center of Hertford on the night of March 9, 1966. The 
marchers were halted by troopers of the North Carolina 
Highway Patrol about one^half mile from the starting point 
of the march and thirty of the adult participants, including 
the two leaders, were arrested and charged with marching 
without a permit. 

Tlie state troopers ordered the remaining 
demonstrators to disperse and when this order was Ignored 
fire hoses were turned on them. The marchers scattered 
but immediately regrouped and began throwing rocks, bottles, 
and other objects at the troopers. Tear gas was then used 
against the marchers and they left the area. All of those 
arrested were released on bond. > 

On the night of March 10, 1966, Captain S. B. Mitchell, 
North Carolina Highway Patrol, and Daniel Coltralne, State 
Human Relations Committee Chairman, with four squads of 
troopers from the North Carolina Highway Patrol, met a large 
group of Negroes as they departed from the First Baptist 
Church in Hertford and started marching to the courthouse 
in Hertford. After a discussion with Captain Mitchell and 
Mr. Coltralne the leaders of the march agreed to a compromise. 
They held a short prayer meeting and sang one song at the 
point of confrontation and then return^ to the church without 
further incident. / 


Earlier in the day Golden^Frlnks stated that he 
plans to take demonstrators by bus on Saturday night, 

March 12, 1966, to within five miles of Elizabeth City, 
North Carolina, and march the remaining distance to a 
scheduled United Elans of America rally being held in 
Elizabeth City. Frinks said it is the intention of the 
civil rights leaders to develop a crisis so that their 
problems will be brought to the attention of the necessary 
people.

AT UNIVERSITY OF MISSISSIPPI PLANNED 


Th« scheduled speech ot Senator Robert E^^lbnnedy^ 
at the University of Mississippi in Oxford^ Mississippi, on 
March 18, 1966, is reportedly drawing opposition fron several 
prossgregatidn groups, n<^Aaericans for the Preservation 
of the White Race plans to sponsor a rally in Jackson, 

Mississippi, several days prior to Senator Keimedy's appearance 
to destonstrate its opposition, ^is group had originally 
planned a **ride-in** denonstration at the University of 
Mississippi, on the day of Senator Kennedy’s appearance but 
canceled it because of a fear that it would be blamed if any 
violence erupted, \ ^ 

The members of the Knights of the Green Forest, 
Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Kliix Klan, plan to stage 
a picketing demonstration at the University of Mississippi 
at the time Senator Kennedy is speaking. A source of this 
Bureau has advised that the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of Mississippi are encouraging Klansmen and their friends 
to drive to Oxford on March 18, 1966, to Join in the protest ' 
of his appearance, j 

The Citizens Council of America, a prosegregation 
group, was denied permission to xis'e the courthouse at 
Oxford, Mississippi, on the evening of March 18, 1966, 
for an appearance of Edwin AV<Walker, former Major General, 

United States Army, who was to speak in an effort to offset 
Senator Kennedy’s speech earlier that day. Walker reportedly 
still intends to speak in Oxford, probably on the courthouse 
lawn, A source has advised that Charles Evers will lead 
members of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People in a demonstration at the University of Mississippi 
on March 18, 1966, in support of Senator Kennedy’s visit.

On July 8, 1965, a confidential source 
advised that on July 4, 1965, a Citizens Council 
Rally was held at Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

This source advised that the rally 
began at about 1:00 p.m,, and was held on the 
steps of the Capitol Building, It was estimated 
that the crowd in attendance at this rally numbered 
around 3,000 persons. 

This same source stated that the rally 
consisted mainly of several speakers that seemed to 
be concerned with segregation of the races and who 
also had some adverse comments about officials in 
the Federal and State Governments. 

This source stated that among the speakers 
at the rally were the following: 

Courtney/ Smith, President of Citizens Council, 
Judge JohriyPArick, Saint Francisville, Louisiana, Ned 
Touchstone, Edi^r of the ''Councilor", retired Army 
General, Edwin/V/alker^ 

This source further advised that a 
resolution was proposed at the rally to petition 
the Government of Louisiana to put up $25,000 for a 
fund to investigate andattempt to determine if any 
accomplices of Lee Harvey Oswald are still in 
Louis iana. 
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Source advised that General Walker was 
mainly concerned with Lee Harvey Oswald and his 
accomplices and further stated that the Warren 
Commission Report was not based on fact. 

This source advised that in attendance 
at this rally were several known and unknown Klansmen 
from various areas of Louisiana, 

The rally ended with a march of all 
participants from the Capitol Building to the 
Governor’s mansion. Baton Rouge, a distance of about 
three blocks.

STRUGGLE TO THE DEL\TH BETWEEN 
1964) 


Last week we interrupted the publication of the report 
of Thomas Buchanan (started in "L* Express" on February 20) to 
permit him to communicate the results, which he considers 
encouraging and positive, of his contacts with American 
authorities charged with the investigation of the assassination 
of John F. Kennedy. 

That which he has to tell us now no longer falls under 
the heading of mathematical analysis of material circumstances 
of the assassination. 

Dut if, as he believed to have demonstrated, this 
assassination was a result of a plot, of which Lee Oswald and 
Jack Ruby have been instruments, what interests or what passions 
could create such a plot? 

This is what Thomas Buchanan tells us now, 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

The gang which Oswald joined upon his return from 
Russia was unlike any other. Oswald could not know at that time 
what kind of a hornet's nest he stepped into. He knew only the 
"front men" of the gang ready to give him a nev/ start, to protect 
him, and to procure employment for him. These men were gangsters. 
But the group for which they worked was not an association of 
criminals: this group governed Dallas. 

In fact, no one would have been able to procure 
municipal employment for Oswald and to keep him there without 
the approval of the city government; better still, without a 
decided willingness of the rulers of Dallas to use Oswald later 
on. 


Which one of these rulers, then? All of them, except 
criminals. There are some American cities whore gangsters hold 
real power: Galveston, among others, where pirate Jean Laffitte 



lived not so very long ago and where piracy, adapted to this 
century, continues to flourish. Dallas, however, does not 
resemble Galveston: it is, according to "Fortune" magazine 

"one of the cleanest and best administered cities in the" United 
States. " 


The Ruby gang has never succeeded in putting its hand 
upon Dallas. On the contrary: it was the police which put its 

hand upon the Ruby gang and sent two of his accomplices to 
prison, after which Ruby understood and kept quiet. 

More exactly, he was careful not to go beyond the 
limit of that which was tolerated, i. e., to play horses, 
manage brothels, entertain respectable citizens, in brief, 
provide them with what the Romans called "play." The organizers 
of this "play" fight to the death among themselves but do not 
fight (at least, not normally), with the police, who are their 
secret partners. 


The Most Subversive Citizen 


Thus, gangsters do not rule Dallas; neither does the 
police; nor the District Attorney; nor the mayor, who complained 
that someone threatened to kill him if he went to Kennedy’s funera 
in Washington; nor the citizens or their elected representatives. 
No, Dallas is governed by a Council *.yhich "The U. S. News and 
World Report" (economic weekly with right-wing tendencies) of 
February 3, 1964, described in these terms: 

"The Council is composed of about' 250 persons. They are 
the richest citizens of the city. Their group was formed in 
1936, for the good of the city. One does not enter it except 
by cooptation. Members of the group are the managing personnel 
of important companies. They ai*e used to making decisions and 
executing them." 

In a recent book, "The Decision Makers," a daughter 
of a Dallas judge supplies these additional details: the Council 

itself is headed by a group of seven members, the "creaun" of the 
city. These seven men, all of them possessing immense fortunes 
and powers, approve or reject all the important decisions 
regarding this city of millionaires. Thc*y are too important to 
deal with officials directly; their orders are relayed through 
the Council. 
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A decision to give municipal employment to Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the most "subversive" citizen of Dallas, on the list of 
all the police authorities - this decision assuredly was not 
within the competence of some functionary of the "Anti-Red 
Squad." The Seven Great Ones of Dallas would have certainly 
put through a very bad quarter of an hour anyone who would 
permit, without consulting them, school books of Dallas to 
pass through the corrupting hands of a "Red." They were of 
necessity aware of the hiring of Oswald. What was their ulterior 
motive in authorizing it? 


The Seven Anonymous Great 

Although the identity of the Seven Great Ones has not 
yet been revealed by any of the authors who wrote about Dallas, 
it is not too difficult to establish it. A group of the richest 
and most pov/erful citizens of the city should automatically 
include H. L. Hunt, an oilman v/ith a world reputation, whose 
fortune is without equal in Texas. His income was estimated 
at 200,000 dollars a day and his capital at 2 billion dollars. 
Lamar, son of H. L. Hunt, whoso personal fortune reaches 
150 million dollars likcw'ise ought co be a member of the Group 
of Seven, 

Afto’r the Hunts, the most powerful family in Dallas 
are the Murchisons. Private fortunes of brothers Clinton V/. and 
John D. Murchison have been evaluated in 1961 at 150 million 
dollars. Together tliey possess or manage some hundred companies 
with a capital totaling one billion dollars. 

Dallas certainly is not the only city in the United 
States or in the industrial world goveined by businessmen. 

The singularity of Texas, however, lies in the fact 
th.at its oligarchy is not composed of the level-headed, rational, 
far-sighted businessmen such as one finds elsewhere; it is 
dominated by adventurers and gamblers. 

Of course, we are not spealting of professional 
gamblers, although Hunt started his faljulous career in a 
gambling house of El Dcrado, Arkansas, and won his first oil 
v/oll at poker (1). 

(1) Footnote: The career of Hunt and, more generally, 

Texas, made a subject of a brilliant 
book written by John Bainbridge which 
has just been published in French undex' 
the title "Stupefiant Texas" (Amazing 
Texas). 
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The gaubling to which jnul t inill i.; laires of Texas are addicted 
(and in which they 1 ose sonet in es'^ is an industry which appears 
more serious at first sight, natnely, petr'^Teum, Its rules rre 
very different from those of steel, coal, banV;ing or ir.suranco 
Industry. As a consequence the r:en whom petroleum industry 
attracts, are, too, of a very different type. 

Few people are avvare of the dominant ot^sition which 
petrolenn; •'occupies in tlie /''''>erican er^ono-oy. A majority 
undoubtedly consiiler Lhnt steel, a u r '^: po 1 i T e , or chemical industry 
are ,tiie r.pst imn^vtant l>ranches, but .* canilrl - over hO billion 
doll'^rs invested \n t'no petrol ir^dnsi i-y excopds that of 
tl)G three ab'Ove-mcMit ioned industries nut together. Almost lialf 
of this intense wealth is ov;ned by liie Texans. 


On Exorbitant Prices 


Profits which Texas gets from its petroleum 
are so substantial that this State has no income tax, I'ts 
citizens grumblingly pay only the federal tax (imposed by 
Washington). As a consequence, the oilmen are undisputed 
masters of Texas. In theory, their industry is regulated 
by the Texas Railroad Commission which decides upon the 
quantity which each producer has the right to extract 
every month. The commission determines first the tonnage 
which the companies, who own the pipelines, are disposed 
to buy; then each Texan oil company is allocated a quota 
of this tonnage. 

The overproduction as well as competition and 
the lowering of prices is thus being avoided. It follows 
from this that no Texas oilman would tolerate a commission 
acting in the public interest (v/hich would want prices . 

to be as low as possible) rather than in the interest of 
producers (who want prices to be as high as possible). Thus, 
members of the commission are chosen with care. From time 
to time, when the oilmen's decisions threaten the economy 
as a whole, efforts are made to moderate their appetites. 

Such was the case, for example, in Hay, 1958, 
when a federal commission accused twenty-two companies 
of an agreement to impose exorbitant prices, Vi'as there 
any shortage (of oil)? None whatever: the resources 

were so great that from nine to thirteen days of extraction 
a month would be sufficient to meet the demand. And yet, 
the Humble Oil Co, raised its prices and 28 other companies 
imitated it. 

H. Carmical (sic), financial expert of the "New York 
Times," estimated that this inci'ease would cost half a billion 
dollars to consumers. Public indignation was so strong 
that companies were brought to court for a violation of the 
antitrust law. But an understanding judge decided that 
"proofs were insufficient" and concluded: "Personally, I am 

absolutely convinced that defendants are not guilty," 




Traditionally, the "deiondants" argued that oil 
prospecting is such a risky gane that only a hope for more 
than ordinary profits can induce one to engage in it. In 
the newly explored regions only one drill-hole out of eight 
proves to be productive. Moreover, even when one is lucky, 
a small independent oilman cannot be sure that this luck 
will hold out; his v/ell may be exhausted before he discovers 
another one. 

Oilmen thus ieel that their fiscal privileges 
are justified, permitting them to deduct 27.5% of 
"amortization" from their gross income. In 1926, when 
taxes were very low in the United States, these fiscal 
advantages did not matter too much. But fiscal revenue 
has risen by 35 times since then; in relation to other 
industries, the oilmen's privilege increased in the same 
proportion, to say nothing about numerous additional favors 
which oilmen were able to obtain. 

Thanks to this special status, prospecting for 
and extraction of petroleum became practically a business 
without risks, at least for large companies. 

The only ones who remain vulnerable are small 
businessmen who go into d^’bt to accomplish one single 
operation. They have seven chances out of eight to end 
up by being ruined. On the contrary, a man like Hunt, 
who carries on a great number of operations at the same 
time, cannot lose. He cannot keep his millions from bringing 
in more millions for him. And, curiously enough, Hunt is 
broken-hearted about it. 


It is not that he wants to lose his entire fortune; 
far from it. However, when one has made his first billion, 
the facility with which one acquires the second one deprives 
the whole adventure of its attraction and freshness. Especially 
when one like Hunt is "in love" with the game. The worst 
that could happen to a gambler is, in fact, either to lose 
everything or to win for sure, to the point where the game 
becomes monotonous. 
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Ideas of Juan Achala 


When Hunt realized that he would be unable to ^eep 
himself from making money, he went to look for risks elsewhere. 

No one ever gambled like him in history of the United States. 
During the baseball world series of 1956, he bet 300,000 
dollars on the Yankee team in the first game and lost. 

His office has direct telephone connection with the majority 
of 'American race courses. But, on the whole, Hunt is doomed 
to win, even at the races; he declared recently that he 
won there a million dollars in one year. 

Finally, Hunt looked to politics for risks which 
he was no longer able to run in business. He became for 
extreme-right groups what Thyssen was for Hitler. It was 
Hunt who enlisted Texas millionaires to finance the 
campaigns of Senator McCarthy, After the death of the 
latter. Hunt spent a fortune to maintain anti’eonununist 
passions which McCarthy inflamed. He acquired a radio- 
television chain and launched a series of publications 
of extreme-right tendency which he called ’’Facts Forum,” 
parallel with another enterprise of the same sort ("Life Line"). 

In I960, Hunt started to write himself. His novel 
was rejected by editors. Hunt finally had it published by 
a firm which prints telephone directories and sells them 
for half a dollar, Kis book is amply worth this price. 

Entitled "Alpaca" and presented as a love story. 

Hunt’s novel takes place in a small imaginary country, 

and its hero, Juan Achala, a profound thinker, studies 

the "past misfortunes and unpredictable future." For the 

benefit of his admirers and friends, Juan Achala sets 

forth a program which would cure his country of the misdeeds 

of democracy. He shows how stupid it is to allow a vote 

to anyone indiscriminately. It would be much better if 

ordinary citizens delegate their right to vote to rich 

people, and 10% of the wealthiest citizens dispose of 

seven votes each. By paying a special tax, these 10% 

should have a chance to still increase the weight of their votes. 
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The society, according to Achala, should be 
governed in the manner of corporations: "The greatest 

shareholder should have the greatest number of votes." 

Court juries obviously should be abolished and taxation of 
large incomes limited to 25%. As to those who exploit 
natural resources of the country, they should enjoy more 
extensive fiscal privileges. 

V.'e may note that Juan Achala has already realized 
a good portion of his program in Dallas itself. 

Hunt described his hero as a man of "athletic 
build, proud, but with innate courtesy, with burning eyes 
surmounted by finely outlined eyebrows, and whose magnificent 
white and regular teeth, emphasizing a quick smile, 
exercised a magnetic attraction even upon strangers," 

Life was kind to Hunt: shortly after the publication 

of his first novel, he met the living incarnation of 
Juan Achala in the person of General Edwin Anderson Walker, 
a member of the John Birch Society, a new extreme-right 
group for which Hunt provided money. 


The Night of April 10 

V/alker caused pamphlets to be distributed in the 
unit he commanded in V/est Germany which were furnished by 
the John Birch Society and which vehemently denounced 
President Kennedy and his foreign policy, A scandal broke 
out; the general was censured and finally relieved of his 
command. Recalled to the United States, he resigned, 
launching a particularly bitter attack againrt the 
President, whom he has not ceased to insult since then, 
in terms which would have caused his imprisonment in a 
majority of other countries. 

Walker did not hesitate to call citizens to 
violence against representatives of John F. Kennedy. He 
was arrested for organizing armed resistance against federal 
troops, in order to prevent Negro children from going to 
public schools in Mississippi. 
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It is thus highly significant that this most 
bitter enemy of John F, Kennedy, residing at Turtle Creek 
Boulevard in ©alias, the favorite section of the Seven Great 
Ones, had a direct contact with Lee Oswald. In fact, the 
FBI made it known that on the night of April 10, 1963, it 
was Oswald who took a shot with a rifle through a window 
of a study where Walker, military chief of John Birch Society, 
was working. This was the first use made by Oswald of his 
Carcano rifle which was delivered to him a few weeks earlier. 


In An Address Book 


Surely, the FBI was not mistaken. There is only 
one question; why did it delay so long in making this 
revelation? This first mission of Oswald contains, in 
fact, some interesting elements. The same marksman, 
employing the same rifle, already furnished with its • 

telescopic sight, shot at a short distance leaning his 
rifle upon a fence (assures the FBI) at a man who was 
seated and well illuminated. He shot rnd missed. And 
despite the great celerity supposedly proved later, Oswald 
was incapable on that evening of recharging his rifle 
quickly enough for making a second shot. The same man who 
denied all the time that he shot Kennedy, came home that 
evening to tell everything to his wife (with whom he uas 
not on very intimate terms) and boast about his exploit. 

Better still: the same man is supposed to 

have hated at the same tine the President and his worst 
enemy. Or, perhaps, he did not really try to kill 
Walker? Thxs is a legitimate question: if Oswald's 

attempt against Walker was a serious undertaking, 
we cannot understand why he was not arrested and questioned. 
Even in Europe it happens that a man exposes nimself to 
a fake attempt (on his life) to enhance his popularity. 

In saying this I am not advancing an unfounded 
theory: relations between Oswald and Walker have been 

proved. In fact, after the assassination ol Kennedy, 
police found an address book at the home of Oswald. It 
contained a private telephone number of an FBI Agent and 
the number of his car (license). Moreover, it also contained, 
according to the "Dallas Morning Post," General Walker's 
name and telephone number. 
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But it is evident that a man who seeks to 
assassinate another has no need to write the name of his 
victim in his notebook. And when one preserves someone *-s 
telephone number, it is to telephone him, not only once but 
also in the future (1), 

(1) Footnote: It would be interesting to know if 

V/alker’s number appeared in the 
telephone directory. If so, 

Oswald must have intended to use 
it frequently. If not, it remains 
to be determined how he obtained it. 

Now we have all the necessary elements for 
identifying the gang of which Oswald became a member. 

All the oilmen of Texas are gamblers. It is 
appropriate to recall here the disdainful v/ords of an * 

aristocratic southerner who refused to associate with 
the newly-rich of Texas: "For us, money made in oil is 

the same as money won in gambling. And we have no desire 
to associate with gamblers," 

All the Texan oilmen are obsessed by the desire 
for power. Money is important to them above all because 
of the power which it confers. This is particularly obvious 
in the case of the Murchisons who, in distinction from Hunt, 
inherited their fortune from their father and received the 
best possible education. One of the brothers, nevertheless 
had a room built for him with eight beds, "so we can talk 
oil all through the night," 

Oil is not, however, the principal preoccupation 
of the Murchisons, They represent a new Texan generation 
which seeks to annex other domains to their empire. 

They threw themselves into the most ambitious 
enterprise ever attempted by a Texan: to dominate the 

United States by taking control of Y/all Street , This is 
the first time in history of the United States that outsiders 
have challenged the traditional citadel of American finance. 

If they succeed, the financial center (and the principal 
center of decision) of the United States will no longer be 
in Manhattan but in Dallas, 
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The first test of strength between the Texans 
and Wall Street came in 1960, The Brothers Murchison were 
then accused of taking advantage of their position in the 
administrative council of the Investors* Diversified 
Services (I.D.S.) for obtaining loans on favorable conditions. 

Although the charge was withdrawn later, the 
Murchisons swore to avenge themselves and to take control 
of -this most powerful investment company in the world; in 
fact, the capital of the I.D.S. reaches 4.2 billion dollars. 
But even the Murchisons were not in a position to buy 
directly the majority of the I.D.S. shares. They then 
launched a devious attack against the Alleghany Corporation, 
a holding company which controls 47% of the shares of the 
I.D.S. 


18 Million Dollars in Losses 


Quietly they bought all the shares of the Alleghany 
they could find. One fine day, the New Yorkers found 
themselves before an accomplished fact: the number of votes 

at the disposal of the Murchisons in the Alleghany was nearly 
equal to that of Allan P. ICirby, a Manhattan financier v/ho 
controlled the company until then. 

Ifirby and Murchisons from then on threw themselves 
into a bitter fight, each searching to draw small shareholders 
into their camp, Ai'med with IBM calculating machines, which 
enabled them to determine their positions day to day, the 
Murchisons gained the upper hand and ousted Kirby. Immediately 
they tried to take over the complete control of the I.D.S.; 
crov.ned with success, their attempt won for them a 5 billion 
dollar empire, twice the fortune of Hunt, 

But Wall Street, frightened by this unparalleled 
victory of Texas united against the newcomers. Attorneys 
for ICirby obtained a judgment declaring that the transfer 
of the I.D.S. under control of the Murchisons was illegal. 

Faced with defeat, the latter sold their shares in the 
Alleghany, suffering a loss of 18 million dollars. 
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Ti'uman - A Communist 


Seventy-one-year-old Kirby was reinstated at _ 
the head of the company. He gambled the best part of his 
fortune in this duel "out of vanity." The Texans who did 
not foresee such a vigorous resistance, have just lost a 
battle; but they resolved not to lose the war against 
Wall Street. 

There are three kinds of enemies for the Murchisons, 
the Hunts, and other Texas billionaires, whom they swore 
to crush; Wall Street financiers; Washington politicians; 
and communists, who they suspect, have infiltrated themselves 
everywhere. Like Hunt, the Murchisons widely financed 
McCarthy. They prevented the re-election of the two 
principal critics of McCarthy in the Senate: Vi’illiam Benton 

of Connecticut and Millard Tydings of Maryland, although 
the latter is a very conservative nan who vigorously opposed ' 
the New Deal. 

Texans' hostility to Washington and V.'all Street 
is often surprising. The "New York Times" of October 16, 1956, 
for example, was astonished that the "Governor of Texas, 
a rich and conservative man, speaks about V/all Street in 
the same terms as the 'Daily Worker,'" an extreme-left daily. 

It is also astonishing that Texan billionaires, despite 
enormous privileges enjoyed by their State and their 
industry, continue to complain about their "oppressive 
taxes" and the interference of Washington bureaucrats in 
the Texas affairs. 

In fact, Texas has such a small social welfare 
budget that its citizens get more federal subsidies than 
those in any other State, Among 50 A;nerican States, Texas 
is in 44th place in aid to (dependent) children from its own 
funds, but in 1st place, in subsidies received from V/ashington. 
In aid to the aged and infirm, Texas classes itself as the 
40th, but is in 2nd place for sums received from Washington. 
Texas stands in 3rd place in federal aid to education and in 
32nd place for its own expenditures for education. 
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However, Dallas billionaires consider a "conuaunist" 
any critic of their regime and their fiscal privileges. 

Among these critics one can find, however, the late Senator Robert 
Taft and ex-President Truman, 

The first serious attempt to make the Texas oilmen 
pay taxes, comparable to those imposed upon other industries, 
was made under Roosevelt. The result was that 
Vice President John Nance Garner, a Texan, teammate of 
Roosevelt in 1932, became his sworn enemy and opposed his 
re-election in 1936, 

In 1945, when Roosevelt died, a San Antonio 
billionaire gave a cocktail party to celebrate in the 
midst of war, the President’s death. Since then, the 
Texans have been effectively protected in ’iv'ashington by 
San Rayburn, Speaker of the House of Representatives, the 
best champion the oil of Texas has ever had; .thanlis to 
him, proposals which tended to modify the status of the 
oilmen were regularly buried before they were discussed. 

The principal adversary of the Texas billionaires 
is Senator Douglas of Illinois, who wishes to limit the 
special deduction of 27,5% to small producers of petroleum 
only, Douglas has shown that an oil conpany which, in 1954, 
made four million dollars of clear profit, paid only 404 dollars 
of taxes, i.e., less than an average couple with two children; 
that another company did not pay any taxes after having 
made 5 million dollars net profit, A third one, despite 
its 12 million dollars of profits obtained 500,000 
dollars of tax credit 

To these critics, the Texans reply that "national 
security" depends upon maintenance of their profits at 
the present rate, "Petroleum, gentlemen, is ammunition," 
declared General Ernest 0, Thompson, Commander of the 
National Guard of Texas. "Vrhy meddle with a system which 
provided so much petroleum for us that we were able to 
win two wars?" 


Wells of Libya 

The implication is clear: two wars; why not a 

third one? There is no community more hostile than Texas 
to prospects of a relaxation of Russian-American tensions. 
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And nowhere are they so convinced that the United States 
would be able not only to survive a nuclear war, but also 
to win it - especially if it sti'ikes first - and that the 
game could be \\orth the candle. 

In part, this opposition to all relaxation nay be 
attributed to Texan egoism; the armament policy, in fact, 
contributed to its economic expansion, six times as rapid 
as 'in the United States as a whole. And, conversely, np 
other State would suffer more from disarmament. 

But the Texans are equally afraid that a relaxation 
of tensions may result in the withdrawal of American troops 
from countries v/here the oilmen of Texas have acquired great 
interests, H, L, Hunt, for example, bought in Libya 
4,5 million hectares, all in one block, the subsoil of which 
overflows with petroleum; he characterized as "fantastic" 
the production of wells drilled up to now. And he does 
not wish to suffer the fate of Hichard M, Kleberg, Junior, 
president of the most celebrated cattle-raising enterprise 
in Texas, who lost 12,000 hectares in Cuba after the overthrow 
of Batista, 


To all of these people it appears really scandalous 
that the United States permitted Castro to establish himself 
in power. They see in him a danger for oil investments in 
all Latin America, a mortal danger to themselves. 

But neither private interests, nor fears, however, 
would be sufficient to explain the attitude of a considerable 
part of Texan billionaires. These men are motivated not 
by calculation alone. They are also motivated by boredom. 
Short of new possibilities for conquest and adventure in 
Texas, they turned their eyes toward other horizons, ’iVe 
,havo in them a case of the most pov.'crful and wealthiest 
oligarchy in the world, an oligarchy which, moreover, is 
composed of men with a passion for gambling and taking risks.

A. Little Rock, Arkansas 

, A news story appeared in the Arkansas Democrat , 

a Little Rock daily newspaper, on May 22, 1964, bearing the 
caption "Integration of All Grades Completed by School Board." 
This article states that the Little Rock School Board had 
announced that in the fall of 1964 the last four grades of the 
public schools would be integrated. Heretofore all grades 
from five through twelve had been integrated. Other news 
stories concerning the board's action pointed out that a total 
of 198 Negroes had been assigned to Little Rock's public schools 
for the fall of 1964 as compared with a total of 121 during 
the school year of 1963-64. ^ 

According to a news story in the Arkansas Gazette , 
another Little Rock dally newspaper, on June 10, 196T^ 
approximately 45 Negro public school students had objected 
to being assigned to all Negro schools. A school official 
was quoted as saying that hearings would be held on all re- 
quests for re-assignments.' ,

EDWIN A-^^ALKER, vho commanded troops at Little Rock during 
the Integration of Central High School. WALKER addressed a 
"segregationist rally" at the Municipal Auditorium In Little 
Rock on May 18, 1964. One of the quotes attributed to him 
vas "Enforcement of segregation In Little Rock, Oxford, and 
elsewhere Is merely the 'Implementation of the plans . policies 
and purposes' of the United Nations."

A. Little Rock, Arkansas 


According to Little Rock Chief of Police R. £. 
BRIANS, a group of 19 Negroes was denied admittance to a 
Little Rock public swimming pool on June 10, 1964. A news 
story appeared In the Arkansas Gazette on June 11, 1964, 
stating that Little Rock city of f ic ials hsxl decided to either 
close or sell to private persons Little R'»ck's two public 
swimming pools. The two pools are located at War Memorial 
Park, for whites, and at Glllam Park, for Negroes. , 

B. Fayetteville, Arkansas 


A news story appeared in the Arkansas Gazette 
on May 17, 1964, captioned "Jobs for Negro Top Problem, King 
,.Aide Says." The story reported that Reverend WYATT TEF 
^'WALKER, of Georgia, a civil rights leader and executive 

secretary to Dr. MARTIN LUTHER-irklNG, JR., addressed a meeting 
at the University of Arkansas sponsored by the Student Bar 
Association. WYATT 's address urged additional employment 
for Negroes and civil rights. 



A group of Negroes vas denied admission to a public 
swimming pool located in Oakland Park on June 2, 1964. He said 
it was his understanding that both the pool in Oakland Park 
and the public pool in Townsend Park (for Negroes) would be 
closed indefinitely by city officials. ^ 

A news story appeared in the Arkansas Gazette on 
May 30, 1964, bearing the caption, "Pine bluff Minister Moved 
After Lowering Racial Bars." The story stated that one of 
the pastors reassigned by the Little Rock Conference of the 
Methodist Church this week was Reverend EDWARD W.>'HARRIS, 

Pastor of the First Methodist Churic h^bf 'Pine BlufTj, "who became 
a controversial figure earlier this year by inviting Negroes 
to join his church. \ 

D. Fort Smith, Arkansas

Service was refused to some Negroes at Fort Smith 
by two or three eating establishments. Thereafter certain 
Negro leaders stated that plans would be made to demonstrate 
to protest the denials of service . The source said the Fort 
Smith Chamber of Commerce is encouraging the eating esublish- 
ments to serve all races. , ,

A source, who has furnished reliable Information In

FAIR PLAT FOR CUBA COIOlITTES 


The April 6, 1960, edition of **The Nee York Tlaes** 
newspaper contained a full-page advertlseeent captioned 
**What Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced 
the formation of the FPCC In New York City and declared 
the FPCC Intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press. 

**The Kev York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, { 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BDCH Identified himself and ROBERT 
TABER as organizers of the FPCC. He also f I fled be and I 
TABER obtained funds from the Cuban Governmeat which were 
applied toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. |

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the | 
first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle i 
between Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP). 
elements to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby 
Influence FPCC policy. This source added that during the i 
past year there had been a successful effort by FPCC leader- | 
ship to minimize the role of these and other organizations 
in the FPCC so that their Influence as of May, 1963, was 
negligible. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive I 
Order 10450. 1 


On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that 
VINCENT "TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then 
formulating FPCC policy and had Indicated that he had no 
Intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any 
other organization. This source stated that LEE believed 
that the FPCC should advocate resumption of dlploautlc 
relations between Cuba and the United States and should 
support the right of Cubans to manage their revolution 
without Interference from other! nations. LEE did not 
advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se. 


APPENDIX 
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The November 23, 1963, edition of ’The New York 
Tines" reported that Senator THCMIAS J. DODD of Connecticut 
had called FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of 
the Castro network in the United States." It is to be 
noted that Senator DODD was a member of the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee which twice conducted hearings on the 
FPCC. 

The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York 
World' Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-Castro 
FPCC was seeking to go out of business and that its prime • 

activity during its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro- j 

Castro street rallies and mass picket lines, and the direction j 
of an active propaganda mill highlighting illegal travel-to- j 
Cuba campaigns. Its comparatively brief span of life was [ 

attributed to mounting anti-Castro American public opinion, | 
the 1962 Congressional hearings which disclosed FPCC financing' i 
by Castro’s United Nations Delegation, and ultimately, the ' ^ 
bad publicity irtilch the FPCC received from disclosure of 
activities on its behalf by suspected presidential assassin 
LEE H. OSWALD. 

On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second 
source advised that V. T. LEE had recently remarked that the 
FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to organize 
another similar organization. 

On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that 
there had not been any FPCC activity in many months and 
that the FPCC had been dissolved.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE - 
TAMPA BAY CHAPTER; 

FAIR PLAY STUDY GROUP 


The Sunday "Tampa Tribune" newspaper for May 15, 
1960, carried an advertisement captioned "What Is Really 
Happening in Cuba?," which purported to show the United 
States press had given a false picture of conditions in 
Cuba with regard to communism, confiscation of property, 
and chaotic living conditions. The advertisement was 
signed "The Fair Play for Cuba Committee, 60 East 42nd 
Street, New York 17, New York," (FPCC). 

On June 24, 1960, Mr. LOUIS FRITZE, Tampa Art 
and Music Company, 205 East Tyler Street, Tampa, Florida, 
advised he placed the aforementioned advertisement in the 
"Tampa Tribune" using funds contributed by pro-Cuban groups 
in Tampa. FRITZE said there was no FPCC in Tampa on that 
date. 


On January 9, 1961, a source advised that on 
January 5, 1961, sixteen men and women met and organized 
the Tampa Bay Chapter of the FPCC. This source subsequently 
advised the Tampa Bwy Chapter of FPCC was affiliated with 
the national organization known as the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee of the Institute for the Improvement of Inter- 
American Relations, Incorporated, 799 Broadway, New York 
City, having contributed funds and submitted financial 
reports to the national organization. The same source 
reported June 2, 1961, that a charter from the national 
FPCC was presented to the Tampa Bay Chapter at a meeting in 
Tampa, June 2, 1961. 

This source advised thereafter the Tampa Bay 
Chapter continued to hold meetings and to act in pursuance 
of the same aims as the national FPCC until April 12, 1964, 
when the membership voted to stop using the FPCC name because 
of the national FPCC organization's having been dissolved. 

Tampa members decided they would continue to meet as a study 
group on Latln-American affairs, and at their meeting May 17, 
1964, this group chose to name Itself the Fair Play Study Group. 
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STUDENT CX)MMITTBE FOR TRAVEL TO CUBA 

"The Columbia Owl", a weekly student newspaper 
of Colymbia University, New York City, December 12, 1962, 
issue, page one, contained an article entitled "Students 
to Visit Cuba During Holidays". This article stated in 
part that the Ad Hoc Student Committee for Travel to Cuba 
was formed October 14, 1962, by a group of students from 
New York City universities, the University of Wisconsin, 
Oberlln College, and the- University of North Carolina, 
who stated that as students they would like a chance to 
see and evaluate the situation in Cuba for themselves and 
had received an offer of transportation and two weeks stay 
in Cuba from the Federation of University Students in Havana, 
as guests of the Federation. The Committee accepted the 
offer and applied to the United States State Department 
for passport validation, which was refused. However, 
over fifty students planned to defy the State Department 
ban and travel to Cuba. 

A source advised on December 6, 1962, that during 
December, 1962, it was learned that the Ad Hoc Student 
Committee for Travel to Cuba had recently been formed by 
the Progressive Labor Group. 

A second source advised on September 13, 1963, 
that a group of 59 individuals, who had assembled in New 
York City, departed New York City by air on June 25, 1963, 
traveling to Parle, France; Prague, Czechoslovakia; and 
then to Havana, Cuba. The group remained in Cuba until 
August 24, 1963, at which time they departed by air for 
New York City via Madrid, Spain. The group arrived in 
New York City on August 29, 1963. 

‘ The same source advised that the leaders of the 
group were members of Progressive Labor and the trip was 
planned and organized by Progressive Labor members. 

"The Columbia Owl", March 11, 1964, Issue, page 
one, carried an article captioned "Another Visit to Cuba, 
Students Will Defy Student ITavel Ban this Summer". This 
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article sets forth in part that three aembers of the Student 
Committee for IVavel to Cuba spoke at an assembly sponsored 
by the Progressive Labor Club of Columbia University. At 
this assembly, VICKI ORTIZ, Student Committee for Travel 
to Cuba campus representative, stated that the Federation 
of University Students in Havana had extended another 
invitation for 500 students to visit Cuba in 1964. Miss 
ORTIZ stated that the Student Committee for Travel 'to Cuba 
was, thererore," planning another trip to Cuba in July, 1964. 

A third source advised on February 6, 1964, that 
he had received information that the name of the Ad Hoc 
Student Committee for Travel to Cuba was changed. to the 
Permanent Student Committee for Travel to Cuba in February, 
1963. After the group arrived back In the United States 
from Cuba in the latter part of August, 1963, the name 
of the organization was changed to the Student Committee 
for Travel to Cuba.

With regard to the General Walker incident, the article 
in the "Evening Star” refers to a scribbled notebook entry with 
General Walker’s nane and phone nunber. This probably refers to the 
rote in Russian which was found on 12>2>63 in a book beinz sent to 
Mrs. Oswald by Mrs. Paine. This note when translated indicated that 
subject was preparing to take sone drastic action and expected to be 
killed or at least arrested. This note was turned over to the 
Dallas office by Secret Service on 12-W-63. It had been found in one o1 
2 books which were given to Secret Service on oecoDber 2od by the Irving 
Police Departnent. These books had been given to the Irving Police 
Department by Mrs. Paine on 11.30-63 so that they could be given to 
I Mrs. Oswald who frequently used them. 


Mrs. Oswald was later interviewed and advised that she had 
originally found this note in the Spring of 1963 on a night when 
her husband came hone and said that he had shot at General Walker. 

It is noted that Walker was shot at on 4-10-63 and that the bullet 
which was recovered according to the Laborato^ may have cone from 
subject's gun although a positive identification cannot be made. 

We have reviewed the articles in the "Journal American" dated 
12-8-63. These articles contain no additional pertinent information 
which has not previously come to our attention. The reference in one

In recOQciendntion of procedures to inprove protection of 
the President, it proposes the foznation of a coniraittee at cabinet 
level to oversee the problens of protecting the President; the 
j>ossible relocation of the duties of the Secret Service to another 
agency, or in the alternative the appointnent of a responsible 
position in the Treasury Department to supervise the Secret Service 
and to keep the Secretary of the Treasury infoiTied as to its 
performance; that the facilities of Secret Service be completely over- 
hauled, including the cstablisiment of criteria of information it 
needs to properly protect the President; that there be perfected a* 
closer association and liaison between the Secret Service and all 
Federal agencies; and, finally, that the President's physician ac-

The report states that both the Secret Service and the FBI have 
professed to the Commission that the liaison betv.’cen then was close and 
fully sufficient. The Commission does not believe that the liaison be- 
tween the FBI and the Secret Service prior to the assassination was as 
effective as it should have been. With regard to this comment, it is 
noted that prior to the assassination of President Kennedy the FBI . 
disseminated to the Secret Service all Information which came into 
its possession which it believed would be of value to the Secret Ser- 
vice in carrying out its responsibilities. It is noted tliat at no time 
did Secret Service express discontent nor did it furnish a written 
criteria regarding its needs,

The Cocuaittee will include representatives of the President’s 
Office of Science and Technology, Department of Defense, Central In- 
telligence Agency, FBI, and Secret Service. This Interagency Con- 
nittee has not reached the stage of development -to extend invitations 
to the FDI and others, but is expected to do so soon. It is noted 
that since the adoption of the Bureau's ne\7 criteria for dissemination. 
Secret Service has made available in writing to the Bureau the criteria 
upon which they desire to receive information. It is noted that the 
Bureau's criteria is broader in scope than the written criteria fur- 
nished by Secret Service.

The report of the Commission gives the Bureau credit for the 
amount of investigative effort since the assassination and mentions 
that 80 additional FDI personnel were sent to Dallas to assist in the 
investigation, that wo had conducted more than 25,000 interviews and 
as of 9-11-64 submitted more than 2300 reports comprising some 25,400 
pages. 


In referring to the identification of 20 latent fingerprints 
I and 8 latent palnprints, the Commission discussed the identities 
I other than Osv/ald that were identified v/ith the latent prints. The 
Commission in their wording stated "most of the prints were found to 
have been placed on the cartons by an FBI clerk and a Dallas police 
officer.” The true facts are that it was determined that a clerk in 
the Dallas Office was identified with five latent fingerprints and 
one latent palmprint and the remaining latent fingerprints and four 
of the paluprints were detenaiued to be those of a Dallas r>olice of- 
ficer. In connection with the clerk in the Dallas Office, ho was re- 
j sponsible for the wrapping of the cartons for transmittal to the 
Bureau. 


In discussing the shooting of Dallas police officer J. D. 
Tlppit, the Commission states that certain witnesses to this shoot- 
ing w’ere ^njterviev^d by thw_FDI ”tw o m onths afte r the s hootin g.” 

It is noted the' shooting of the Dallas'* police offi'cer Gy Oswald was 
completely a local matter within the Jurisdiction of the Dallas Po- 
lice Department and the Bureau did^ not attempt to conduct any in- 
vestigation concerning this slutting.

Laboratory facilities to the Dallas Police DcpartEient in this matter. 
Ho interviews were conducted relative to the Tippit shooting until 
requests we're received from the President's Commission to do so. 

Concerning the various interrogations of Leo Harvey Oswald, 
the Commission comments on the small size of the intei’view room in 
the Dallas Police Department and states that up to 25 different per- 
sons participated in these interviews. There is no clear cut state- 
ment as to the number of individuals that participated in these in- 
terviews at any given titie. In this regard it is noted that 1 Agent 
participated in an interview on 11-22-63 and 1 Agent pax*ticipated in 
two interviews on 11-23-63. 

Comment is also made that Oswald was not represented with 
counsel. The entire interviewing of Oswald was under the Jurisdiction 
of the Dallas Police Department, not the FBI, and the Bureau had no 
control over the conditions under which the interviews v/ere taking 
place. 


The report states an FDI Agent is quoted as stating the con- 
ditions at the Dallas Police Department were like Grand Central 
Station or the Yankee Etadium, The Agent in the footnote is identi- 
fied as Cpecial Agent Janes li osty.

The Cor.uuission has I'clied very heavily upon the technical find- 

I ines of the FBI Laboratory to suppox't their conclusions as to the 
identity of the assassin and our Laboratory findings are not presented 
in an unfavorable light. In some instances, reportedly in the in- • 
terests of impartiality, because of deep involvement of the FBI in the 
investigation of the case, the Commission had other e::perts examine 
evidence upon which we had submitted reports. Upon being challenged 
by the Cux'eau at tho time on the basis of a lack of confidence, the 
Commission denied any such lack of confidence.

With reference to Dallas.^etype of September 29, 1962, advising 
that former Major General Edwin A;jr Walker was organizing a group of armed 
men to proceed to Oxford, Mississippi, on word from Walker to resist 
Federal troups, ASAC Clark, Dallas, was instructed to obtain all possible 
information regarding Walker's plans from informants as well as established 
reliable sources. It was particularly emphasized to Clark that efforts 
should be made through the above sources to determine whether Walker had 
actually departed from Mississippi, and if not whether he intended to do so. 
Clark advised such checks would be made immediately and the Bureau would 
be kept fully advised of all information obtained. 


Dallas teletype of September 29, 1962, advised that a Dallas 
informant had received information that Walker was presently en route to 
Mississippi and that all Walker's followers were to depart from Mississippi 
immediately.

WALKER claims that he is flooded with calls and enthusiasm 
about his efforts to stand behind Governor BARNETT. WALKER 
said his action at Little Rock, Arkansas was against his 
principles and his own troops in Little Rock if given choice 
would have opposed action there. In answer to a question 
as to a meeting in Dallas on the night of September 2S, 

1962, WALKER stated somebody was having a "tea party" that 
night. Details concerning such meeting not stated in 
answer to question asked WALKER. WALKER stated that if ne 
went to Mississippi he would probably go to Jackson, Mississippi 
and Oxford, Mississippi. When asked if people en route to 
Mississippi are organized WALKER stated it appears to be a

The Laboratory has determined that the bullets recovered 
from the two individuals who were killed are .38 caliber and the 
characteristics of the bullets are similar to those fired from 
Smith anti Wesson r>_volv>jrs.

Attorneys for former Major General Edwin A. Walker 
presented a petition for a writ of habeas corpus to the^lerk of 
the U. S, District Court at Springfield, Missouri, yesterday.

Just what did you 
visualize from the time you arrived in Mississippi, 
the orderly fashion by Misslssippians or marshaLs , 
and the atmosphere as you sensed it when you 
arrived there. 

There was an atmosphere throughout the State of 
general protest, peaceful protest but definitely 
a determined protest against the procedures and 
the intentions of the Federal Government in 
Mississippi.

_Ku KLux Klan at^Uo^, Mississippi. The letter aslceo that ether Kiansmen 
be advised that ^|H|| was re-organizing the Elan in Mississippi to throw out 
‘ the ’’chaff and undesirables who fail to respond in time of emergency. " The 
letter indicated that many Klansmen could not seem to realize that the time 
had arrived for them to be white and to perform as Klansmen. 

With respect to former Major General WaH:cr, although it v.as 
indicated earlier that his appearance for psychiatric examination might be 
accompanied by crowds of followers and possible trouble, he appeared at the 
Southwest Medical School of the University of Texas, Dallas, Texas, at 
approximately 11:00 p. m. , last night without incident. A source of our Dallas 
CXiicc contacted Wall --r’s secretary last ever.ir.^ ..cd told hy the secretary 
that no demonstration was planned. She implied that Walker’s followers were 
! under instructions from his attorney to make no statements and to hold no 
‘ demonstrations in connection with his rejwrting for psychiatric examination. 


Although police were covering the hospital in anticipation of possible 
trouble, there were no spectators and Walker appeared virtually without being 
noticed by members of the press. He spent approximately twenty minutes 
conversing with Dr. Stubblefield, the chief psychiatrist, and was then released 
to remain on 24-hour notice until such time as Dr. Stubblefield is officially 
notified by the court of the identity of the Government psychiatrist who is to 
participate in the examination. 

; Our Dallas Office was advised by the U, S. Attorney’s office there 

i that Dr. Wilfred Oberholtzer, who is formerly of St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in 
■ Washington, D. C. , had been npned as the U. S. Government psychiatrist 
to examine Walker. This has not yet been confirmed.

As you will recall former Major General Edwin A. Walker 
received a great deal of publicity last week as a result of his appearance 
on the campus of the University o( ^ssissippi, Oxford, Mississippi, 
during the rioting. He was subsequently arrested and on October 8, 1962, 
we received fingerprints from the Medical Center for Federal Prisoners, 
Springfield, Missouri. Walker has been charged with assault, resisting 
and impeding officers of the United States, conspiracy to impede and 
injure United States officers and insurrection and seditious conspiracy. 
The disposition was indicated as held pending trial. 

A search of these fingerprints failed to reveal any prior 
arrest record. However, we did locate a set of prints in our OWArmed 
Forces file which recorded the appointment of Edwin Anderson walker 
as a Cadet at West Point on July 1, 1927. These fingerprints had been 
taken on August 30, 1929, at West Point, New York, and were received 
in the Identification Division September 11, 1929.

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THE RADICAL RIGHT IN AMERICA TODAY 


President Kennedy's addresses in Seattle and Los Angeles on 
November 16 and 16 evidenced both a deep concern with, and a pro- 
found understanding of, the serious problems injected into Amer- 
ican life by the growing strength of the radical right. A spate of 
articles in responsible newspapers and periodicals reflect this 
same concern and understanding. Perhaps therefore this memo- 
randum will prove but a repetition and restatement of suggestions 
already under consideration by the Administration. Since? however, 
the public discussion to date concerning the radical right has pro- 
duced little in the line of suggested policies and programs for deal- 

a 

ing with the serious problems raised, this memorandum may have 
some value in focusing attention upon possible Administration 
policies and programs to combat the radical right-.- 

Initially, it needs to be said that far more is required in 
the struggle against the radical right than simply calling atten- 
tion to present and potential dangers. If the Administration truly 
recogmzes this as a serious problem, as it certainly appears to do, 
it is most important that President Kennedy's addresses in Seattle 
and Los Angeles be implemented. Speeches without action may well 
only mobilize the radical right instead of mobilizing the democratic 
forces within our nation. It is with this consideration in view that 


I 
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there is set forth below an estimate of the extent of the problem 
and suggested Administration policies and programs for dealing 
with the problem. 

EXTENT OF PROBLEM 


The radical right or extreme right-wing, or however it may 
be designated, includes an unknown number of millions of Ameri- 
cans of viewpoints boui^ded on the left by Senator Goldwater and on 
the right by Roberj^welch. The active component of these radical 
right millions would, of course, be only a small fraction of the 
total. But, whatever may be the difficulty of ascertaining their 
numbers, these radical right groups are probably stronger and are 
almost certainly better organized than at any time in recent his- 
tory. More significant yet, they are growing in strength and there 
is no reason to expect a turning of the tide in this regard during 
the foreseeable Cold War period ahead. And, possibly most sig- 
nificant of all, their relationship to and infiltration of the Armed 
Services adds a neiv dimension to the seriousness with which they 
must be viewed. 

New radical right organizations have sjprung up like weeds in 
' last few years; it is estimated by tht/Anti-nefamatima t.#apue

a hundred such organizations have been o>rganized in 1961

but they have expanded along with, the growth of the new groups. 

But all of these groups together are only part of an even larger 
and constantly growing movement which is well manned and even 
better financed. The Birch Society alone probably has a million 
dollars a year at its disposal; so does the Christian Crusade (which 
is just one of 3 Hargis ventures). The radical right as a whole -- 
and estimating conservatively -- must have twenty or more times 
this much on call. There are vast quantities of literature, films, 
and records emanating from the radical right and even such things 
as radical right bookshops are beginning to spring up. (General 


Walker gave one of these bo^shops. The B ookmai ler. in New York, 
a big plug on national television December 3rd). 

The Birch Society may be the best known today. But ethers 
are equally strong and perhaps more influential. Take a look at 
" Schwarz' Christian Anti -Communist Crusade, for example. In the 
Anti-Communist,School he ran in St. Louis earlier this year he was 


backed by thySt. Louis Globe Democrat and was sponsored by the

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Mayor and Chief of Police of St. Louis and both United States 


Senators. Governor John Mv palton even officially proclaimed 
this "anti- Communism week in Missour i. " The New York Times 
eyewitness report from St. Louis asserted that one of the most ^ 
striking things there was "the large proportion of younger people." 
Schwarz' Hollywood rallies are even more disturbing than his St. 

Louis and other schools, Kis Crusad e bad a three-hour rally before 
some twelve to fifteen thousand persons in the Hollyv/ood Bowl and 
an estimated four million more watched the program over television 
on 33^tations in six states.

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Dr. Schwarz, and the rest of these implacable fighters against 
communism," Only recently the Los Angeles rallies were re-tele- 
cast in New York City for three full evening hours with theT ^chick 
Safety Razor Company picking up the tab,^ j[ fuchfield Oil and - Tech- 
nicolor Coro . , as well as Schick, appear to be regularly available 
' to Schwarz as television sponsors). 

Take a look, too, at another one of these groups -- Harding

George S,^enson) . The propaganda operation, exclusive of the 
college, is budgeted at $200, 000 a year. They produced some 30 
movies of which ^ 'Communism on the M ap" is the most famous and 
has been seen by 10 million persons. Dr. Benson's weekly column 
has wide distribution and one version is sent in bulk lots to a thou- 
sand business organizations. He has a monthly nfewsletter with 50 
thousand subscribers; he has outlets in a great many Farm Bureau 
monthly state papers (the effect of which was seen at the recent 
Farm Bureau Convention), He has a series of high school study 
outlines in'' ^ American Citizenship Educat ion" sent free to schools 
requesting them. 

The* ^ife Line Radio Prog ram, now on about 200 radio stations

(some run him twice), is planning to branch out into television. 
Businessmen all ‘over the Nation are sponsoring this program. H. L . 


/Hunt, one of the richest oil men in the country and owner of 
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Life Line, boasts that "the Free V/orld cannot be saved unless it 
is saved at a profit." 

All of these radical right organizations have the same general 
line. The danger to America is domestic Communism. While their 
particular traitor will vary from Harry Hopkins to George Marshall, 
from President Truman to President Eisenhower, from Senator Full- 
bright to some labor leader, there is no question that anybody even 
slightly to the left of Senator Coldwater is suspect. They traffic 
in fear. Treason in high places is their slogan and slander is 
their weapon. They undermine loyal Americans' confidence in each 
other and in their government. 

Their appeal is for "total victoJ-y" (note that Coldwater is 
with them all the way on this) and they thrive on every defeat, 

retreat, concession, or even negotiation. Americans feel they are 

♦ ♦ 

"losing" for the first time in history. Since Americans intuitively 
tend not to believe they ever lose fairly, the radical right's 
charges that we are "losing" (itself a dubious assum.ption) because 
of treason in high places falls on fertile soil. In Schwarz's 
Southern California meetings, as shown in the New York re-telecast 
a couple of weeks ago. Senator Dodd's and Representative Judd's 
heavy-handed foreign policy polemics received little applause, but 
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v.liCD Vv . C leortSkousen (author of "The'^Naked Communist") charged 
treason in high places, the place went up in a roar of applause. 

The suggestion is being made in some quarters (e. g. Reston 
the Times of November 19, 1961) that the radical right is 
primarily a "Republican problem" because it utilizes money that 
might otherwise be available to Republican Party candidates. 

Former Vice President Nixon shares this view. Yet, on reflection, 
this would appear quite superficial. The growing strength of the 
radical right may indeed be an inconvenience to the Republican 
Party, but it is far worse than that for tlie Nation and the Demo- 
cratic Party -- for it threatens the President’s program at home 
and abroad. By the use of the twin propaganda weapons of fear and 
slander, the radical right moves the national political spectrum 
away from the Administration's proposed libcral programs at home 
and abroad. By vicious local pressure campaigns against teachers 
or preachers or any one else who supports anything from negotiation 
in foreign affairs to governmental programs in domestic affairs, 
they frighten off support for much-needed Administration programs. 
Pressure tactics on already-timid Congressmen are reinforced with 
fanaticism and funds. The pressure camnpaign against the Katanga 
operation is only one example of what is ahead. Any hardboiled, 
realistic appraisal of the situation evokes this conclusion: The 
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growing strength, organization and financial resources of the 
radical right is not something that can be wished away or that 
can be confidently ignored as a Republican problem. 

ACTION CN THE PROBLEM 

As the radical right cannot be wished away or ignored, like- 
wise its demise is not something that can be readily accomplished. 
The struggle against the radical right is a long-term affair; total 
victory over the radical right is no more possible than total vic- 
tory over the Communists. V/hat are needed are deliberate Adminis- 
tration policies and programs to contain the radical right from 
further expansion and in the long run to reduce it to its historic 

i/ 

role of the irtipotent lunatic fringe. 

As the radical ri^:ht today feeds like a leech on the frustra- 
tions of the American people, so reducing these frustrations by 


Private agencies can do much, too, to identify and expose the 
radical right. Indeed, in the long-run the extent of partici- 
pation by private agencies in tliis struggle is more likely to deter- 
mine its outcome than anything the Government can do. The press, 
television; church, labor, civic, political and other groups whose 
constitutional freedom is directly involved must carry the prime 
burden in this struggle. But the purpose of this memorandum is to 
consider possible Administration policies and programs rather than 
those of private groups. Furthermore, affirmative Administration 
policies and programs can set the backdrop against which private 
activity is most likely to succeed. 




accomplishments at home and abzoad is the most important part of 
the long-range battle against the radical right. Indeed, in the 
long run, only democratic initiative in the world struggle against 
Communism will roll back the radical right to its traditional in- 
significance. But the Nation cannot look the other way and wait 
for this to happen. The radical right organizations threaten to 
render impossible the very steps (action and negotiation) that need 
to be taken by the Administration if our nation is to survive and 
succeed in the world struggle; they must never be permitted to be- 
come so strong as to obstruct action needed for democratic survival 
and success. 

As we gird ourselves for a long^ struggle against world Com- 
munism, so we must gird ourselveo for a long struggle against the 
radical right. But there are some steps which can and should be 
taken now to halt the growth of the radical right and possibly to 
turn tlie tide against it. There are other steps of a more long- 
range nature. Among the programs and policies of both types which 
the Administration might consider are the following: 

1. The radical right inside the Armed Services presents 
an immediate and special problem requiring immediate 
and special measures * 

The problem of radical right influences inside the Armed Ser- 
vices is an immediate one and made all the more so by the up-coming 


hearings of the Senate Armed Services Subcommittee. But even if 
there were no hearings, this challenge to the basic American con> 
cept of separating military personnel from partisan politics must 
be met now. Tolerance of such a challenge can only embolden those 
who do tliC challenging. /

It hus been widely reported that General^valker^'^ radical 

right viewpoint is shared by a substantial nurriber of his colleagues. 

One observer, Louis J. Halle, has reported that VVal!<cr's position 

"represents the publicly unexpressed but privately outspoken views 

of an important part of our American officer corps in all three 

services" ( New Republic, November 20, 1961). Dr ew:T^e ars on has twice 

reported without contradiction that^ Lieutenant General has lealced

secret information to Sena toryThrumo nd in support of the Walker 
position. The "Americanism Seminars", espousing radical right 
doctrine and sponsored or co-sponsored by the Armed Services in 
various places, could only have been accomplished by radical right 
offic*. personnel within the armed forces; the spectacle ol the 
U.S. /<.i-my sponsoring Skouson's reflection on the patriotism of 
Franlclin Roosevelt stnd the loyalty of Harry Hopkins, could only 
have been achieved through the connivance of inside military per- 
sonnel. Former top brass. work with all the radical right groups. 
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The recent experience in Algeria demonstrates that the soldiers 
of an army of a democratic nation may be tempted» out of frustra- 
tion, to engage in anti-democratic operations; as reports from 
France make so abundantly clear, the radical right Generals and 
Admirals continue today to threaten the stability of France’s 
democratic system. 

What appears to support the position of widespread infiltra- 
tion of the radical right into the Armed Services is the manner in 
which tj.e -.Talker case was handled. Indeed, the shocking thing 
about the Walker case is not that his resignation was accepted in 
1961, but that the Armed Services rejected his resignation in 1959 
when he tried to resign because of "the fifth column ccnspiracy and 
influence in the United States" and the "conspiracy and its in- 
fluences on the home front. " Whether the resignation was rejected 
because WcJ,ker's superiors agreed with his views or simply were not 
shocked by them is not known; but in either event, the failure to 
accept his resignation constituted a dangerous tolerance cT the 
radical right inside the Armed Services. Even worse was ihe action 
towards Wallcer in I960 and early in 1961; the Army failed to act 
against Walker’s obvious and illegal acts of "radical right politics" 
until public notice of Walker 's' offenses (brought about by a news- 
paper expose) forced.the Pentagon’s hand. Again, it is not important

why this happened; what is important is the degree of tolerance 
of the radical right inside the Armed Services. 

It also appears to have been widespread pressure from right- 
wing Generals and Admirals in the Pentagon which brought about

the recall to duty of General'^an Fleet. It is common knowledge 
that General Von Fleet has himself been a member of the extreme 


right wing (Board member of.yFo r Americ a"; endorser of th€*! F^rida 


Coalition of Patriotic Societies; Board of Advisors of H. L. Hunt’s 


Life Line). Not only does the Pentagon pressure for the recall of 
General Van Fleet evidence radical right influence inside the 
military establishment, but it demonstrates the absolute unappeas- 
ability of this group. All that the recall has accomplished is to 
embarrass the Administration when Van Fleet irresponsibly attacked 
the Administration's Ambassador to the United Nations. 

Once it is recognized that there is a serious problem of radi- 
cal right infiltration of the military and that appeasement is not 
the answer, the indicated course of action becomes clear. The Ad- 
ministration must get off the defensive in the Walker case; it must 
shift the battleground from the defensive posture of justifying 
the "muzzling of Walker" to an offensive posture supporting the 
basic American concept of separation of military personnel from 
partisan politics. To shift the posture from defense to offense, 



consideration should be given to requesting Senator Russell to 
broaden the hearings to cover the problem of radical right in- 
filtration of the Armed Services. As the Washington Post said 
on November 28th, the hearings *'ought to be aimed not to deter- 
mining whether General Walker and hie imitators were improperly 
silenced by civilian authorities, but at determining how widely 
the infection they represent is spread in the armed services. ” 

An alternative to getting Senator Russell to broaden the 
bearings v-oiild be for Secretary McNamara to start his own investi- 
gation of radical right Generals and Admirals. • Those Generals, and 
Admirals who have lost confidence in democracy and who feel that 
the danger to our country is treason at home rather than the strength 
of the international Communist movement abroad, should be warned 
against political activity in any way, shape or form. This might 
have the effect of causing the resignation of some of these Generals 
and Admirals which would certainly be in the national interest. At 
any rate, political activity after such warning would be grounds for 
dismissal from the service. Above all, the suggested investigation 
would give courage to the officers, old and young, who believe in 
democracy and in a non political democratic Army. 

Then, too, Secretary McNeunara should try to take the offensive 
at the forthcoming hearings. Secretary McNamara certainly has th

right to be the first witness at the hearings. Insteau of being 


on the defensive concerning his muzzling of Walker, he should tadce 
the offensive by telling how action against Walker was too long 
delayed and how there is a serious problem in the Armed Services 
concerning persons who no longer believe in democracy. If, as sug- 
gested in the previous paragraph, Secretary McNamara has by that 
time instituted his own investigation of radical right Generals and 
Admirals, he should give a report of his plans in this regard. 

Whether or not he has instituted an investigation, he should make 
clear that the Defense Department's policy rejects those extreme 
right-wing organizations and rejects the views of those who parti- 
cipate in them. He should have those of the real top brass who 
share his views get rigi.t up behind him at the hearing and back 
him up. He should get the full support of the President. In this 
way, the hearings could be turned against those wko_presen:ly plan 
to use them to help the right wing embarrass Secretary kicNamara. 

The strong posture against radical right Generals and Admirals 
suggested in this memorandum would go far to answer Soviet propa- 
ganda that American foreign policy is not in responsible hands and 
that there is a substantial "preventive war" group in the Pentagon 
which may xiltimatcly get the upper hand. This strong posture would 
not only reassure our own allies, but might give support to factions 
within the Soviet Union, that strive for a more flexible position on 
the Soviet's part. 
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2. The radical right and the Attorney General’s 
subversive list . 

The Attorney General's list of subversive organizations is 
lending aid and comfort to the radical right. Although the radical 
right poses a far greater danger to the success of this country in 
its battle against international Communism than does the domestic 
Communist movement, the latter have been branded subversive by the 
Government and the former have not, No one loses his job or is 
subjected to public obloquy because he joins one of these radical 
right groups; yet these groups can use the subversive list tc get • 
at liberals and moderates who twenty years earlier had joined some 
Communist "front” organization which looked patriotic and socially 
desirable. The list today is almost like a Good Housekeeping seal 
for the radical right. Whatever one's views may be toward the list, 
as long as it exists it should not remain one-sided and be periTiitted 
to work in favor of the radical right. 

Under existing regulations, the Attorney General can only put 
an organization on the Attorney General's list if he finds, after 
notice and hearing, that it meets the standards of the list -- i. e. , 
that the organization is "totalitarian, fascist, communist or sub- 
versive, or as having adopted a policy of advocating or approving 
the commission of acts of force or violence to deny others their 



or as seeking to alter the 


rights under the Constitution * . . • 
form of government of the United States by unconstitutional means." 
Certain of the radical right organizations may well meet one or 
more of these criteria. For example, the Birch Society appears 
to advocate the denial of constitutional rights by force and openly 
seeks to substitute some other form of society for existing demo- 
cratic forms; to it democracy is "merely a deceptive phrass, a 
weapon of demagoguery, and a perpetual fraud." Three of the best 
known radical right groups are predicated upon secrecy; tb-.' birch 
Society keeps its members secret; Hargis, head of the Christian 
Crusade, has announced plans for a secret fraternity with Greek 
letters; and thi^ A'Iinutemen which conduct guerilla warfare maneuvers 
also keeps its members secret. Then, too, birch operates on a 
monolithic or totalitarian system within the organization and other 
radical right groups may also so operate. These organizations have 
succeeded in promoting disaffection and, as in the caue of General 
Walker, outright rebellion in the Army. There would tl'.us appear to 
be adequate grounds for bolding a hearing on one or more of these 
organizations to determine whether they should be listed. It might 
therefore be advisable for the Attorney General to announce at this 
time that he is going to investigate one or more of these organiza- 
tions with a view to determining whether charges will be filed and 
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hearings held the question of listing one or utore of these 
organizations. The mere act of indicating that an investigation 
will be made will certainly bring home to many people something 
they have never considered -- the subversive character of these 
organizations and their similarity to the listed groups on the 
left. To make this announcement before the hearings of the Armed 
Services Committee on the muzzling of General Walker might well be 
an additional way to take the offensive against Senator Thurmond 
and the radical right. 


It is not known th e extent to whi ch the Federal Lureau of 
Investigation ha s planted undercover agents inside the radical 
right movement as it has inside the Communist Party and its allied 

m 

organizations . I^it_has already done so, the information would 
be readily available unon whi ch to dr aw up charges, for a hearing 
against one or more of the radical right groups. ’ Tf the Bureau 


has not as y et infiltrated these organizations, a longer time will 
of course be necessary to obtain the information for the charges, 
although much of the neede d in fo rmat ion is available through public 
sources. In any event, the announcem ent of the investigation would 
have an immed iate salutary effe ct im d the later announcement of the 
hearing or bearings might have an even greater one. It is not un- 
likely that these groups will refuse information and otherwise act 
towards the Attorney General's procedures just exactly as the 


' • ' • ) 

Communists have acted in the past. Nothing could better reveal to 
the public the true nature of these groups than defiant resistance 
to their government. 

3. The flow of big money to the radical right should 
be dammed to the extent possible . 

The growing power of radical right propagandists and groups 

is directly related to their expanding ability to secure large sums 
of money. As funds are a source of power to the radical right, 
action to dam up these funds may be the quickest way to turn the 
tide now running in their favor. 

Benson's National Education Program, Schwarz' Chri stian Anti- 
Communist Crusade, Hargis' Christian Crusade and William '.Volker 
T und. Tnc. . are among the radical right groups which are reported 
to have federal tax exemptions. It would appear highly doubtful, 

to say the least, that any or all cf these groups properly quali- 
fies for a federal tax exemption. Prompt revocation. in a few 
cases might scare off a substantial part of the big money now 
flowing into these tax exempt organizations. 

Then, too, corporate funds are used to put radical right vie ”s 
on the air for political rather than business reasons; propaganda 
is peddled far and wide under the guise of advertising. H. L. Hunt 

♦/ An additional suggestion in this regard might be considered. 

This would be the feasibility of including in the publicly 
available files of these tax exempt organizations, their annual 
receipts and expenditures reports which can now be obtained only 
with great difficulty. Appropriately organized files available to 
the public would tend to create a little self -enforcement. 




openly urges big business not to rely on contributions to finance 
the radical right but to use their advertising funds. The Internal 
Revenue Service sometime ago banned certain propaganda ads by elec- 
trical utilities as deductible expenses. Consideration might be 
given to the question whether the broadcast and rebroadcast of 
Schwarz* Christian Anti-Communist Crusade rallies and similar 
rallies and propaganda of other groups is not in the same category. 

A related question is that of free radio and television time 
for the radical right. Hargis' Christian Crusade has its messages 
reproduced by 70 radio stations across the country as public service 
features and'^ Mutual Broadcasting System apparently gave him a special 
rate for network broadcasts. In Washington, D. C.'j'^adio station 


M'EAhi currently offers the ' "Know Y our Enemy " program at 6:25 p.m.,

six dayy'TT'weelT'as a public service; in program No. 97 of this 
series the commentator advised listeners that GuVHaU of the 
Communist Party had evoked a plan for staffing the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration with his followers and that the plan was being carried out 
with success. Certainly the Federal Communications Commission might 
consider examining into the extent of the practice of giving free 
time to the radical right and could take measures to encourage 
stations to assign comparable time for an opposing point of view 
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on a free basis. Ancidentally, in the area of comn.i«rcial (not 
free) broadcasting, there is now pending before the FCC, Cincin- 
~nati Station WLW' s' conduct in selling time to Life Line but refusing

to sell time for the UAW program. :^^ ye Opener. *' 

In addition to possible misuse of federal tax exemptions and 
the misuse of corporate funds for propaganda advertising, it seems 
not unlikely that corporation funds are flowing into the radical 
right in other and covert ways. The President of Schick Razor 
Company, for example, has made it clear that "Dr. Schwarz will 
not lack for money while I*m around. " And, finally, there is the 
big question whether Schwarz, Hargis, etc., are themselves complying 
with tax laws. 

Adequate inf ormation on th e fina ncing of the radical right can 
only come from the inside of these organizations. As already indi- 
cate, it is not known whether the Federal Bureau of Investigation 


has undercover ag ents inside these organizations in the same manner 
and to the same degree as the Bureau lias inside the Comm.unist Party 
and other left-win g groups. Similarly, it is not known wh:.; the 
Treasury Department has done in the way of undercover operations to 
get at tax violations in the financing of these organizations. Like- 
wise, it is not known whether the Federal Communications Commission 


) 
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has ever assembled information on the degree to which the radical 
right is getting free time without comparable expression of the 
opposing point of view. Certainly, there is sufficient public 
information indicating possible tax violations in this area and 
- possible violations of FCC policies to justify the most complete 
check on these various means of financing the radical right. 

4. The Administration should take steps to end the 
Minuteman. 

Free speech is the essence of democracy, but armed bands are 
not the exercise of free speech. There is no warrant for permit- 
ting groups to organize into military cadres for the purpose of 
taking the law into their own hands. 

It is not known whether the Minutemen will grow or whether 
they will fade out of the picture. They do, however^ represent 
a dangerous precedent in our democracy. Consideration should be 
given to the question whether they are presently violating any 
federal laws and, if not, to the Federal Government calling a 
conference of States where the ^ip\4firpe , n exist to see what action 
could be taken under state laws. There is, of course, the addi- 
tional possibility, as indicated earlier, that the Minutemen might 
fall within the terms of the Attorney General's list of subversive 
organizations. 





5. The domestic Communist problem should be put in 


proper perspective for the American people, thus 
exposing the basic fallacy of the radical right. 

The radical right feeds upon charges of treason, traitors 
and treachery. It has its roots in a very read sense in the 
belief of the American people that domestic Communism has suc- 
ceeded in betraying America and threatens its very survival. 

Putting the domestic Communist problem in proper perspective 
would do much to expose the basic fallacy of the radical right. 

The Administration has inherited an extremely difficult prob- 
lem and posture in this area. Executive and legislative speech- 
writers have automatically maximized the domestic Communist menace 
ever since V/orld War II. The Director of the Federal Bureau of v' 
Investigation, Mr. Hoover, although he made an admirable recent 
s tatement concerning the radica l right, exaggerates the domestic 
Communist menace at every turn and thus contributes to the public's 
frame of mind upon which the r ad ical r ight feeds. A ssista nt Atto rney 
Gene^ J. WalterS^^lev. who continues in charge of internal 
security matters, has always maximized the domestic Communist 
menace. There is grave danger that the upcoming legal battle between 
the Department of Justice and the Commvinist Party over registration 
(particularly if there are additional indictments of individuals) 
will itself fan these same flames. 
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Each Administration since World War II has maximized th;; 
Communist problem. It will therefore be no easy task for the 
Administration to turn the corner and take a different attitude. 

But action along this line is necessary to contain and in the 
long-run to roll back the radical right. Without minimizing the 
Communist Party strength or potential in the thirties and forties, 
it has no capacity today to endanger our national security or de- 
feat our national policies. There is no need for a further effo rt 
to dramatize the domesti c Communi st i ssue; the need now is to reir. 
in those who ha ve created the unreasoned fear of the domestic Com- 
munist movement in the minds of the American people and slowly to 
develop a more ra tional attitude toward the strength of this move- 
ment. Without forbidding dissenting officials from ei^sressing a 
contrary viewpoint (and thus evoking charges of muzzling Hoover, etc.), 
an effort to take a more realistic view of domestic Communism by the 
leaders of the Administration would probably cause most of the Ad- 
ministration officials to fall into line and even some legislators 
might be affected ther eby. Fifteen years of overstating a problem 
cannot be reversed overnight, but thoughtful handling can reduce 
tensions and misconceptions in this area, too.

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It would be the easier course to look the other way and say 
that the radical right will disappear when we solve our problems 
at home and abroad. But the r*tdical right may, if it is not con- 
tained, make itiriore difficult, if not impossible, to solve our 
problems at home and abroad. 

Efforts to deal \/ith radiccil right Generals and /dmirals and 
Minutemen, investigation to determine whether to list radical right 
organizations, efforts to dam the illegal flow of money in their 
direction, efforts to set the domestic Communist problem :n per- 
spective -- all will evoke immediate charges of softness on Com- 
munism. But this is not a problem th^t can be swept under the rug. 
The Administration can no more combat the radicad right by being 
"tough on domestic Communism" or appeasing radical right Generals 
than the Republican Administration was able to fight McCarthyism 
by its own excesses in this area. It is very late in the day to 
start dealing with these problems, but it will never get earlier.

ordered by mall numerous guns, rifles and averages buying 
one box of shells per month. He says he only buys one box 
of shells to avert suspicion. I am sure this arsenal could 
be found at his home at the above address. 

"I know that he corresponds with Robert Welch, 
getting and giving advice. I know that he writes to 
various men of the clergy, including Jewish Rabbis, and, 
particularly, the Dean of S. M. U., calling them communist, 
paranoids, etc. and I believe you will find him to be 
associated with the mad batter, former Gen. Edwin A. Walker. 

I have said all along that this Walker was a paranoid,, a 
mad man, and now it seems that it will be made public, but 
I fear not soon enough, as be has already, in his operation 
on Turtle Creek, installed in the minds of some of the 
yoi^h of this city, the paranoid tactics of his society, 
the John Birch Society, and, upon a close investigation, you 
will xincover several arsenals in the hoo.es of members of this 
particular organization. I would like to take the lead in 
getting this "Walker” oi4f of our city, out of our hair, and 
away from our- youth and other people who are being led or 
shown the wrong attitude toward our President and our government. 
To my way of thinking these people are doing much harm to our 
country, in teaching our youth the wrong attitudes and tactics. 

I hope that this mad man never x^etums to our city, that the 
government will put him where he belongs, where is is nov, 
and I am sure after psychiatric tests, they will find him 
unsafe to run free in our country.”

"I arrived in Little Rock, Arkansas at 1430 
hours on 24 September 1957, to act as liaison 
officer between the Department of the Army and the - 
Headquarters of Major General E. A. WALKER, Chief, '' 

US Army Military District of Arkansas, who was 
designated in command of federal troops charged 
with enforcing the injunction of the District 
Federal Court as regards integration of the^'Central 
High School. At about 1630 hours. General WALKER 
held a meeting with representatives of all federal, 
state, county and city law enforcement agencies 
in order to determine measures of cooperation 
between those agencies and the military in carrying 
out his mission. This meeting was held in an 
upstairs conference room in General WALKER'S 
headquarters. 

"Chief MARVIN H. POTTS, of the Little Rock 
Police Department, was not present for reasons of 
ill health as stated by Captain HAYNIE, Night Chief 
of the Little'Rock Police Department, who represented 
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him at the neetlng. Toward the close of the 
meeting, which lasted well over an hour, Captain 
BAYNIE in private conversation with me said, in 
effect, that in over twenty years as a peace 
officer he had never seen people behars with such 
violence and savagery as had the mob at Central 
High School on the preceding day, 23 September 1957.

**As I recall it, on the afternoon 6f 26 September 
1957, at about 1630-1700 hours. Chief MARVIN H. 

POTTS called upon General WALKER in his headquarters. 
Chief POTTS, who was obviously in ill health, 
was dressed in a light weight sununer suit and a 
straw hat. Ibe conversation with General WALKER, 
in which I participated as an Interested observer 
was of a rather general nature. It did cover an 
explanation of the restricted degree of partlcl- 
patlon by the City Police in operations connected 
with security in the Central High School area. 

Toward the end of the conversation, at a time when 
only Chief POTTS, General WALKER, and myself 
were present in General WALKER'S office, I made 
reference to the remark, cited above, made to me 
by Captain HAYNIE as to the conduct of the mob 
on 23 September 1957. 

"Chief POTTS replied to the effect that police 
on duty at the school that day had nearly been 
overwhelmed; that his men had reached the verge 
of physical exhaustion in combating the mob>- and 
that he regarded it as miraculous that they had 
been able to sustain themselves against the mob 
over such a long period of time. As I recall 
it, he added a remark to the effect that he did 
not know yet how the police had avoided being 
'run out of town.' 

"By the word 'overwhelmed* in the above 
paragraph, I understood Chief POTTS to mean that 
the City Police had been greatly outnumbered by 
the members of the mob at the Central High School 
on 23 September 1957, and that they bad been on 
the verge of being overcome by sheer weight of 
numbers. 
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"The above statemeut 1b not based upon 
documentation In notes made during the course of 
my duty in Little Rock, Arkansas. It is based 
upon my recollection of the sequence of events, and 
is true and correct to the best of my knowledge 
and belief.

Mr. Keating stated ”Tms series higlilights in a powerful way the techniques by 
which modern crime is outwitting obsolete law enforcement It contains a strong 
plea for advancing the tools for fighting crime out of the horse and buggy age. ” 

One article states ’’Most law-enforcement people cry: Give us a clearing house 
of information. But other law-enforcement people say many criminal files 
contain only rumor and hearsay— that such information can’t be made available 
willy-nilly to other law-enforcement people. 'We can't turn over our raw files, ’ 
said Robert Wick, deputy' director of the FBI. ” Ij>&4ast article comments on 
Federal crime commissions stating "Milt on^.-'W^s el, who in 1958-59 headed 
the short-lived U. S. Attorney General's Special Group on Organized Crime, 
told the police panel: 'I submit that statistics showing steady increase in major 
crimes are incontestable proof that the situation is beyond the control of local 
police. ’ In Washington, J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, composed a rebuttal: 'America's compact network of State and 
local law enforcement agencies traditionally has been the Nation’s first line of 
defense against crime. '” The following was stated in connection with legislation 
on organized crime: ”On February 27 Senator Kefauver said: 'We are still 
trying to work out something that will satisfy Mr. Hoover. ' Last week, Richard B. 
Ogilvie, who was in charge of Wessel's midwestern office, said in Chicago: 

1 'Hoover was very cool to the whole idea of the Attorney General's special group. 

He ordered tliat the FBI files, containing the very information we needed on 
organized crime, were to be closed to us. Criticizing Hoover is a dangerous 
tiling for anyone to do. But honesty compels me to say that some of Hoover’s 
ideas are sadly behind the times. The FBI is still organized to fight a crime 
pattern of the twenties and thirties. It is not set up to do battle with the criminal 
syndicate— the organized conspiracy that drains $22 billion a year from the 
United States.

The Overseas Weekly erroneously reported 
the sale of 'American Opinion (a magazine 
edited by Robert Welch) on division new- 
sUnds, falsely quoted from a speech that 
General W'alker made in early 1960. Inferred 
opposition to the probJuc program from a 
general officer on bis staff and alluded that 
the Rpecl.Tl warfare office b'^nrs a resemblance 
to a ’cell’ taking secret orders 'to promote 
front organizations that do not use the John 
Birch name’.’* • 

Mrs Flynn said Uiat the current investiga- 
tion of ch.arges was ordered before bis relief 
from hf$ command was ordered and expressed 
the fear: 

"Much of what happens as a result of this 
Investigation will determine whether or not 
the armed services will be permitted to con- 
tinue with educational programs that build 
dedication to American political, religious, 
and moral values and understanding of the 
aims and activities of organized communism 
against our dedicated leaders and our way 
of life.” 

Bhe declared that Walker Is •'carrying 
the ball for a lot of others, both In Europe 
and In the United States (yet) there are 
those who wbuld silence such a man as this 
and damn all such problue progr.ams to 
oblivion.” 

According to material submitted to the 
Democrat by Mrs Flynn, General Walker s 
program extended to the men. their wives 
and to children In high school. It emphn- 
aiz.ed value of American elUzensblp, how 
to recognize "overt and covert Communist 
methodology In the Communist attempt to 
subvert military morals, espirlt, prestige and 
leadership,” a working knowledge of the 
“reciprocal legal obligations and areas of 
responsibility” of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and to Identify NATO "as a 
disciplined force for freedom • • • and the 
accomplishment of NATO members In halt- 
ing Communist aggression.” 

The program enlisted and urged the sup- 
port of chaplains In “helping the officers, 
noncommirsloned officers, the men. their 
wives and children to ‘put on the whole 
armor of Cod -(Ephesi.ans 6: 11).” 

It Included classes In discipline, law and 
order, traffic safety, morale, physical fitness, 
and community relations with the German 
nationals.

Thf. General Walker Controversy 
The oiuter of MaJ. Gen Edwin A Walker 
from hi'" command In Germany pending 
an Investigation of charges made against 
him In the controversial Overseas Weekly 
publication may well mark the first time 
that a U.S Army general was ousted on 
hearsay evidence. 

The April 16 Issue of the publication hsd 
charged General Walker with aubjectlng men 
under him to a barrage of propaganda based 
on John Birch Society publications and said 
that In January 1960, he bad described for- 
mer President Truman, former Secretary of 
State Dean Acheron and Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
wclt— among others — as "definitely pink” 
On the other aide of the coin, those 
friendly to General Walker maintain that 
there It an element of spite in the Overseas 
Weekly editorial. They claim that General 
Walker had banned an Overseas Weekly re- 
porter from all military kasernes In the 
84th Division for attempting to purchase 
Inside Information from military personnel. 
The reporter’s successor, It Is alleged, was 
permitted on military kasernes only under 
escort. They claim that the Birch Society 
controversy simply provided the private pub- 
lication with an opportunity to renew lU 
vendetta against General Walker. 

General Walker, who became commander 


men a aen:e of mor.il and legal responsibimy 
and to Uich them the fundamental prin- 
ciples of patriotiam and good citizenship 
The Taro Leaf, authorized Army newspaper 
published by men of the 24th Infantry 
Division, features the writings of J. Edgar 
Hoover. Cardinal Spellman, and other patri- 
otic Americans. The Taro Lesi won the 
latest Army awsrd for edltorlalshlp of Its 
paper and the^ivlslon itself has the highest 
reenllstmeni rTfie In Eiuojxc. General Wal- 
ker places particular emphasis on physical 
training to condition bis men to combat 
efficiency. 

Information programs also are open to 
dependents of the servicemen. Libraries 
provide special reading material on commu- 
nism. 

Tboae supporting General Walker deny the 
charge that ■ magazine edited by Robert 
Welch Is sold on division newMtands And 
they charge Overseas Weekly with falsely 
quoting from General Walker's early I960 
speech. 

During the McCarthy era, MsJ. Irving Per- 
eas was charged with being a Communist. 
Be was promoted In rank General Walker, 
on the other hand. Is charged by a tingle 
magazine with having feme connection with 
the John Birch Foclcty, and despite the fset 
that he has flatly denied the charge, be Is 
dlsmi.cfcd 

Congress should give this controversy a 
complete and thorough examination. 

Mr. BRIDGES. I have read copies of 
the Overseas Weekly which were sent 
to me by personnel of the 24th Division, 
and I also received a copy of Mrs. 
Flynn’s letter which formed the basis for 
the article in the Arkansas Democrat. 

In addition. I have studied copies of 
the Taro Ijeaf, the official newspaper of 
the 24th Division, and I have examined 
the training circular which activated 
the problue program I found nothing 
to criticize in either of these publica- 
tions. 

With the possible exception of the two 
newspaper articles In the Manchester 
Union-Leader and the Arkansas Demo- 
crat. It seems that the majority of 
stones which apr>eared In many Ameri- 
can newspapers have, if only by omis- 
sion and Implication, condemned Gen- 
eral Walker without sufficient facts and 
on the basis of hearsay and rumor. 

General Walker has been an outstand- 
ing Amei icon officer and military leader. 
He has served courageously and well in 
all his commands and was a combat 
officer at Anzio. Cassino. and Heartbreak- 
Ridge. His ability to command and in- 
spire his troops has served his country 
well and he should receive the consid- 
eration and courtesy of an objective 
hearing on the charges leveled against 
him without being prejudged or con- 
demned out-of-hand by the American 
press. Tlie large volume of letters which 
I have received have been overwhelming- 
ly in favor of General Walker retaining 
his command, and no evidence has been

MOST liCeOKTANT 

The Cuban affair was the most Important 
event ever to happen within the Jurisdic- 
tion of the Morse subcommittee. Except for 
what they picked up In the newspspen, 
neither the Morse subcominlttee nor the full 
eommtttce had beard a word about It. 

A good argument can be made, and often 
bas been, against consulting Members of 
Congress before an undertaking as risky and 
as clsndestlne as the Cuban invislon. 

What is not accepted, and ahould not be 
aocepteble in a government that divides Us 
powers among aeparate branches, is failure to 
oonsult after the event, and particularly at 
a time when every visiting editor, and every 
enterprising reporter, were getting selected 
versions of the inside story from the top. 

Relationships between the competing 
power blocs In Washington are sometimes de- 
cided Irrevocably by errors of no larger di- 
mension than' this one. and tbe result can be 
mean for tbe offending party. This time, no 
damage was done. But. next time, it may be 
different

I have a paKIcularly vrann feeling for 
Delaware Inasmuch as it was the first State 
to ratify the Constitution on December 7. 
1787. My own SUU of Maryland was not 
far behind. It waa tbe seventh, and rati- 
fied tbe Constitution on April fis. 1768. 

I know that you expect me to discuss 
toeuea of finance end ooonomlcs Inasmuch 
ea I have been honored by my eolleaguea 
by being appointed a member of the Finanoe 
Committee and the Joint Eronomlc Commit- 
tee. Dtocuailon to oerteinly fiseded these 
Bays when so many of our young people in 
our BchooU receive only one point of view. 

Furthermore, there are far too many in- 
dividuals today who are attempting to make 
economies an exact science. Tbelr efforts are 
Boomed to failure because economlca by its 
very nature must respond to the wiabes of 
the people. All economic decisions involving 
taxes, money, and banking are the ultimate 
result of tbe legislative process. If that en- 
deavor is sound, then our economy wUl move 
forward; otherwise we will retrogreas and. 
In due course, might lose our poalUon of 
world leadership. 

One of the most Influential private organ- 
laatlons upon which legislators like myself 
depend is the American Economic Associa- 
tion. which WAS founded by Francis A. Walk- 
er. who waa president of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology In 1681. 

Unlike Uiose who presently claim to be 
economists. President Walker realized that 
economics and polities In the best sense of 
that word were inextricably entwined. 
Bence, until very recent times studenu in 
many Institutions took courses in poUUcal 
eoonomy rather than In economics. 

1 would like to touch briefly on the mode 
of teaching economics at MIT because eo 
many of those who are the financial and In- 
dustrial leaders of your State receive their 
education at that Institution. 

Tbe Maasachusetu InsUiute of Technology 
la now oelebratlng lU centennial. An arti- 
cle In the Boston Sunday Herald, rotogravure 
eection. In Its Issue of October 80. 1860, 
stated, and I quote; 

Tbe social sciences made their first ap- 
pearance as a byproduct of the api>olnt- 
ment In 1881 of a dUtlnguisbed economist. 
Francis A. Walker, as president of the in- 
stitute, Despite hto administrative duties 
and many outside activities. President 
Waiker found time to give a popular lec- 
ture eourse in political economy and to 
write a textbook that became the moat 
widely used one In the country.** 

Althoukh MIT Wfu a new ecbool with 
many problems, President Walker found time 
to org^lze the American Economic Asso- 
ciation and waa its president from 1866 to 
1692. I bave emphasized this quotation 
because you will note that the original course 
which President Walker gave was known as 
one In poUUcal economy and not eco- 
toomlca. 

Many of the principles that have been 
e^Mused by the Democratic Party, which 
bM been charged by the people of the United 
Btatei with their economic destiny for the 
next 4 years, were supposedly formulated by 
Thomas Jefferson. There may be those who 
believe that be was opposed to those ideas 
and Ideals which you and I hold so dear. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
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Bovict Union's •.OOC-mllf-ran^^.-a rnlulle. 
which carries a thermonuclear warhead. 

It then states: 

The United States has determined the lo» 
cation of 14 Ruaalan missile and rocket fac* 
lories. 

Tlic article then says that this In- 
formation appeared in the May issue of 
Military Review, a mapazine published 
by the U S. Army Command and General 
Staff College at Fort Leavenworth, Kans. 

The article goes on to present various 
Russian capabilities in this field, includ- 
ing Soviet missile production capacity. 
The article doses by riving further 
rather precise information as to missile 
launching locations, including one in 
. Poland. 

If the Information in this article Is 
correct, then Information riven the 
Senate by the Central Intelligence 
Agency is incorrect. 

But that is not the point I wish to 
make in these brief comments. Secre- 
tary of Defense McNamara and members 
of the Senate Armed Services Committee 
joined recently in criticizing the dissemi- 
nation of too much military information. 
But today we have an article, whether 
right or a rong. emanating from the De- 
partment of Defense Itself: an article 
presentinf: information about missile 
production and launching pad locations 
which is the most detailed that I have 
ever seen. 

I am particularly interested this morn- 
ing, because recently testimony was de- 
leted by the Department of Defense from 
the gallery proof of Senate hearings 
after the transcript of these hearings 
had been edited for security; and I have 
protested the deletion. 

Based on the contents on the lengthy 
passage deleted. It was obvious this was 
done for public relations reasons only. 

We keep from the American people 
Information about broad important 
policy problems they have the right to 
know about, at the same time the De- 
partment of Defense itself releases de- 
tailed information about Russian mis- 
silery contrary to that presented the 
Senate by the CIA in classified hearings. 

I sugeest to SecretaiT McNamara, for 
whom I have the greatest respect, that 
before there is further criticism from his 
Department in this field, he examine his 
ow n shop. 

Again, let me present a simple fact, 
further illustrate by this recent un- 
fortunate article out of Leavenw'orth. ^ 
Regardless of the amount of money [ 
spent by the American taxpayer on our 
security, we will never handle our dc- / 
frnscs either eHicicntly or cfTecUvcly un- . 
less we reorganize the Pentagon building' 
in recognition of progress, Instead of 
continuing to let it drift in traditioii

All Of this InformMlon appears In the May 
issue of llilltary P*'\irw, a magazine pub- 
lished by the U.8 Army Command and Gen- 
eral Staff College at Port Leavenworth. 
Kans. 

The magazine noted that the data have 
been compiled from unclassified sources and 
added. **Because of a tight Soviet control 
over military Information, this data to 
derived from aources which are not nccea- 
aaiily accurate or complete.** 

In addition to asttmatlng that the Rut- 
alans have between 35 and 60 long-range 
missiles ready to shoot, the Military Re- 
view figures the Soviet Union Is capable of 
producing up to 800 strategic mlssUes by 
the wlnur of 108i-d2. 

At latest count, the United Stales had an 
estlmRted 50 ready-to-shoot missiles. In- 
cluding 32 of the submarine- launched 
Polaris rockets. 

Further, said the magazine. **lhcre la some 
evidence that the U.SBR. Is prepared to fire 
strategic missiles from mobile launchers 
mounted on rail cars.** 

The rail-mounted missile Is believed to be 
a boost-glide weapon, known as the T-4A. 
This missile Is boosted upward by a rocket 
engine, then glides to Its target like an air- 
craft It carries a S.lOO-pouod payload. The 
range Is not known, but since It la regarded 
as a strategic weapon It presiunably can 
travel 1,500 miles or more. 

In spotting the launching pads, the maga- 
zine noted that all are located within the So- 
viet Union with the exception of one Bt 
Seroc. 20 miles north of Warsaw, Poland. 

Most of the Russian launch pads appear 
to be located west of the Ural MounUlns. 
though there Is s launch site at Ansdyr In 
Siberin'eoross the Bering Sea from Alaska. 

There Is. additionally, • eoncentratlon on 
the Siberian mainland Just to the northwest 
of Japan, and on the Sakhalin Islands, due 
north of Japan. 

The sites near Japan are identified by the 
magazine as Komsoroolsk and Nikolaev. In 
Siberia, and Okha. Tcrpenlye and Korsakov 
in the Sakhallns. 

There Is a heavy concentration of missile 
launch sites In northern Russia st Kures- 
saarem Sovetek, Luga, Minsk. Kalinin. 
Brobrulsk, Roslavl, Kiev, and Kola. 

In general, however, the launch el tea ap- 
pear to be widely dispersed, including three 
intercontinental-range launch sites along 
the extreme southern borders — at Murghab, 
Alma-Ata and Irkutsk.

Mr. HUMPHREY. Mr. President, I 
believe thnt one of the most pcnrlr&t- 
ing and Ihought^provoking articles I 
have ever read was printed in the Wash- 
Inpton Post on May 9, under the byline 
of Mr. Walter Lipptnann. Mr. Lipp- 
mann is one of our great economists and 
a noted political scientist. The article 
is entitled **To Ourselves Be True.” 

I suggest that this is a credo for 
American diplomacy. What Mr. Lipp- 
mann tells us is that “we cannot com- 
pete with communism in Asia. Africa 
or Latin America if we go on doing w^hat 
we have done so often and so widely — 
which is to place the weak coiintries in 
a dilemma where they must stand still 
with us and our cUent rulers, or start 
moving with the Communists. This di- 
lemma cannot be dissolved unless it is 
our central and persistent and unswerv- 
ing policy to offer these unhappy coun- 
tries a third option, which is economic 
development and social improvement 
without the totalitarian discipline of 
communism. For the only real allema- 
tive to communism is a liberal and pro- 
gressive society.” 

I believe what Mr. Lippmann is saying 
to us is that we all too often seem to be 
fighting the wrong war. Wc are fight- 
ing communism in areas where commu- 
nism does not even exist, when, in fact, 
the real war of today is the war against 
poverty, illiteracy, and misery. It is 
that war which, if we put our minds to 
it, we can win and we ought to win. 

I ask unanimous consent to have the 
article printed at this point in the 
Record.

(By Walter Lippmann) 

W’c bnve been forced to ask ourselves re- 
cently how a free and open society can com- 
pete with a totalitarian stale.

•urvivc and nourish If It remains true to Its 
own faith and principles? Or must It aban- 
don them In order to fight fire with fire? 

There are thofie who bclleee that In Cuba 
the attempt to fight fjrc with fire would have 
aueceeded If only tlie President had been 
more niUilcss and had had no scruples about 
tislng American forces. 1 think they arc 
WTong. 1 think that success for the Cuban 
adventure was Impossible. In a free society 
like ours a policy Is bound to fail which 
deliberately vlolatrs our pledges and our 
principles, our treaties and our laws. It Is 
not possible for a free and open aocirty to 
orcaulre successfully a apectaculnr con- 
splr.ncy 

Tlie United Btates. like every other gov- 
ernment. must employ secret agents. But 
the United States cennot successfully con- 
duct large secret conspiracies. It Is Impos- 
sible to keep them secret. It Is tm|>oeslble 
for everybody concerned, beginning with ths 
President himself, to be sufficiently ruthless 
and unscrupulous. The American consclenca 
Is a reality. It will make beattant aqd tn- 
eneetual, even If It docs not prevent, an un- 
American policy. The ultimate reason why 
the Cuban affair was incompetent is that it 
was out of character, like a cow that tried 
to fly or a fish that tried to walk. 


It follows that. In the fre.at strugj^^A) 
communism, we must find our ^^Ki’h 
by developing and applying our owi^prin- 
clples. not in at indcnlng them. Before 
anyone tells me that this is sissy, I should 
like VO say why I believe it, especially after 
llsicnlng carefully and at some length to 
Mr. Krushchev. 1 am very certain that we 
shall have the answer to Mr. Khrushchev If, 
but only If. wc stop being fascinoUd by the 
cloak and dagger business and. being true to 
ourfcches, take our o^n principles seriously. 

Mr K Is a true believer that communism 
Is drL^tined to supplant capitalism as enp- 
Italism supplanted luedallsm. For him this 
Is an absolute dogma, and he will tell you 
that while he intends to do what he can to 
assist the inevitable, knowing that we will 
do what we can to oppose the inevitable, 
wh.at he does and what we do will not be de- 
cisive. Destiny will be realized no matter 
what men do. 

The dogma of Inevitability not only gives 
him the BcU-aasurance of a man who has no 
doubts but is a most yiowerful Ingredient of 
the Communist propaganda. What do we 
aay to him. we who believe in a certain 
freedom of the human will and In the ca- 
pacity of men to affect the course of history 
by their discoveries, their Wisdom, and their 
courage? 

We can say that In Mr. K 's dogma there 
is an unexamlned premise It is that the 
capitalist society is static, that It is and al- 
ways will be what it was when Marx de- 
scribed It a hundred years ngo that — to use 
Mr. K ‘i own llngo^there Is no difference 
between Governor Rockefeller . and his 
grandfather because a capitalist society can- 
not change, in Its dealings with the under- 
developed countries it can only dominate 
and exploit. It cannot emancipate and 
help. If it could emancipate and help, the 
inevitability of communism would cvapcH 
rate. 

1 venture to argue from this analysis that 
the reason we arc on the defensive In ao 
many places is that for some 10 irears we 
have b^n doing exactly what Mr. K. expects 
us to do. We have used money and arms in 
a long losing attempt to stabilize native 
governments which. In the name of anil- 
commuRism, are opposed to all Important 
social change. This has been exactly what 
Mr. K s dogma calls for«~thal communism 
should be the only alternative to the status 
quo with 1t£ immemorial poverty and privi- 
lege

PROFESSIONAL SPORTS BILL 

Mr. HRUSKA. Mr. President. S. 1S56. 
introduced Mny II. 1961, is a forw'ard 
step In preserving the competitive vigor 
of this country’s professional sports. 
Some 37 bills relating to this subject 
have been proposed in the past 10 years, 
but this is the first bill that leaves in- 
tact the system of player selection, con- 
trol. and team organization that has 
made professional baseball, football, 
basketball, and hockey the successes they 
are today. 


6. 1856 recoknizes that our antitn 
laws apply to these professional spoi* 
but exempts from those laws the coi 
tracts and practices developed over th 
peais best suited to them. The ezemi 
tions are: 

First. The right of professional tean 
to operate within a specific geograph 
area. 

Second. Agreements entered into b 
tween the teams providing for equaliz; 
tion of competitive playing strength. 

Thii dr Rules adopted by the tear 
pertaining to the employment of playr • 
and the terms of their employment. 

Fourth. Agreements entered into t 
tween the teams to assist In tlie presen* 
tion of public confidence in the hone; * 
in sports contests. 

In addition to the forestated ezemi 
tions the bill permits the clubs in sue 
professional sports to enter into agrr 
ments relating to telerlxion rights * 
their contests but makes unlawful t) 
telecasting of a contest within 75 mi!‘ 
of a home club of a different league wh. 
the home club is playing a regular sche'* 
uled home game unless consent in wr'* 
ing is given by such club. 

The bill contains similar provision a 
plicable to the telecasting of footb - 
games, requiring permission from a c( ‘ 
lege team playing within a 75-mile 
dius of a professional contest.

The Justice Department and its investi- 
gative arm had been in ill repute before 
Justice Stone and Mr. Hoover began in 1034 
to figure in the headlines 

William J. Burns was head G-man during 
the Harding administration and Barry M. 
Daugherty was Mr. Harding’s Attorney Gen- 
era). Mr. Daugherty was head of the so- 
called Ohio gang, a principal figure In the 
scandals which degraded the Harding ad- 
ministration. President Coolidge forced Mr. 
Daugherty out of the Cabinet In 1024, named 
Justice Stone to succeed him. 

One of Justice Stone's first acts was to 
name 29 -year-old J. Edgar Hoover Director 
of the newly created FBI. Messrs. Stone and 
Hoover began accomplishing the almost Im- 
po&?ib)e. Tliclr task was to restore public 
confidence In Uie Department of Justice. 
Mr. Daugherty left the Dep.artment under 
rh irgrs of corruption growing out of an In- 
vestigation which, according to the Encyclo- 
pedia of American History, •’revealed that the 
Attorney Gcner.al. acting In concert with 
members of the Ohio gang, had received 
payment^ from violators of the prohibition 
laws |anUt also disclosed that Mr. Daugherty 
bad failed to prosecute for graft In the 
Vetenma nurcau.** He was acquitted in 1927 
on A con; piracy rtiarge. 

Mr. Hoover established high atandards for 
the FBI. H** compelled his men and hU or- 
ganlxallon in conform precisely to those 
atandards. Soon. Mr. Hoover became and 
has remained a legend In Ms own time. It 
became standard operating procedure for 
the Congress and Presldenu of the United 
States to turn to Mr. Hoover and bis men 
when the Nation was troubled with a law 
enrorcemeiU problem of great magnitude 
and the cltlEcns were uneasy in their beds 
at night. 

That Is the way It was when Charles A. 
l^ndbergh, Jr., was kidnaped and murdered. 
Congress enacted the Ltndbergh kidnap law 
and stipulated that Mr. Hoorer and the

It Is that 
hushed, holy moment again when the TV 
fietmorlcs reveal the shows well be allowed 
to see next season It promises, as usual, 
to be pretty sad stuff. 

But if you *11 just follow the grim glass 
wall thnt shuts Tldeolnnd away from living 
up to Its promise and responsibility, you'll 
see at oner how It all pcu this way and why 
It ts that it has to be this way. 

According to a survey by this reporter of 
the TV terrnln In both Hollywood and New 
York, the big. unsolved problem plaguing TV 
Is the lack of creative writers — the talent 
wellsprinp of all enterulnment. 

The need Is *to desperate that the mini- 
mum fees of the Writers Guild of America 
surpnss the pay for nny other talent. 

An hour-long, sponsored TV fUm script 
commands 12.200. 

An actor with a speaking p.irt, working 3 
da\-s. must be paid a minimum of only 1225. 
The director of the show, working 12 days, 
must be paid a minimum of only 11.560. 
His first aKMstant only 1410 

"But." says a Writers Guild representa- 
tive. "a TV writer today can command 
usually 2 or 2H times the minimum — 
upwards of 15.000 for that hour-long script," 

Even with the high fees available, pro- 
ducers say. It’s tough to find good creative 
wriicis. Cy Howard, executive producer of 
Drsllu. says : 

"I've got a couple of g2.000-a-week crea- 
tive writer -producer jobs here that 1 
haven’t bern able tn fill for nearly a year " 

Tom MeDerrholt, chief of the "Pour Star 
rinyhoiisc": says it U>ok him nearly thnt long 
to locate a writing team he could use. 

Lclnnd Hayward, spectacular producer In 
both Broadway and Hollywood, wonders 
o|)cnly where all the wrIUng Ulent ts 
horn a days. 

And so forth. And why? Well, It’s like 
this: 

Tlierr are only about 3. BOO writers In Uie 
piUd (membership la based on your ability 
to sell arnpu to TV). But only about a 
fl4»reii writers in the guild can command 
Uif really big money. 

Non-guUd writers obviously aren*t worth 
eonsidcrlng or they would have sold enough 
scripts to become guild members. 

Besides, no producer worth his salt In 
llUgatlon will read a script unless It comes 
via a repuuible agent. The penally can be 
a lawsuit by the author charging plagiarism. 

But reputable agenU In the literary-mar- 
ketplace of 1961 are mostly bljg agencies, 
rcpreseniing as m.any big name writers, 
actors, dlrertors, etc., as they can corner. 

"They wont read a acript by s new 
WTilrr." snys a natlonaJly ImowD TV critic, 
•‘unless IhcyTe pressured Into It " 
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Adds one big Ho'iywcxMl TV proHw t

Dr Pratlicr be- 
came the fatal victim of a tragic acci- 
dent. falling from the cable of a rescue 
helicopter and drowning In his restric- 
tive space suit. 

Born In I>etroit, Victor Prather spent 
most of his adult life In the service of 
his country*. Entering the Navy as a 


young man 17 years of age. he serve'' 
during World War H as enlisted man 
After the w*ar he atten^ Tufts CoUep 
and Tufts Medical School in Medford 
Massachusetts. Then he expressed at 
Interest in space mweine while sUl] s* 
undergraduate. T|»re he met his wif< 
Virginia Merritt. |iT Fall River. Mass., r 
student at Jsck.v>n, the girls’ college a*^ 
sociated with Tufu<:. In medical schoe 
he studied while Mrs. Prather worked a 
a medical technioian at the nearby Ma« 
sachusetts General Hospital. He thr^ 
returned to naval service as a medic^ 
officer and soon liecame qualified as 
flight surgeon. 

Dr^^ather's fine record in Africa an^ 
anal^ical. probing mind caused hi 
assignment to specialized work invest i 
eating human survival in the upp' 
Mmosphere and in space. Working h 
the area of physiological tclcmetcry. D* 
Prather made valuable contributions I’ 
the development of miniaturized an* 
subminiatured equipment used fc 
gathering and radioing back physioloi: 
ical and psychological data from mr. 
and animals in the upper atmosphei 
and in space. He prepared a number • 
scientific papers on work accomplisht 
in this area that contributed significant i 
to existing knowledge. 

When the opportunity come for Vict » 
Prather to add to man’s knowledge c 
the effects of prolonged exposure in tJ- 
upper atmosphere on the human bod 
be eagerly sought it. without regard f * 
the personal hazards involved. In t) 
open gondola of a balloon, protect 
against the hazards of cosxnis radiation 
and 79 degrees below zero teroperatur- 
only by their space suits. Commands 
Ross and Dr. Pother spent nearly 1 
hours far above the earth under condi 
tions of continuous stress as they cor 
ducted experiments and operated t> 
balloon. The data they gathered wi' 
materially add to our understanding ■ 
the problems incurred in man’s invasio 
of the upper atmosphere. 

Even by his tragic and untimely deat 
Dr. Prather contributed to man’s con 
quest of space. As a result of this ui 
fortunate accident, new procedures a 
being Instituted and equipment modifi< 
to Insure against reoccurrence. V 
President, I am confident that V 
Members of this Body join me In e:. 
pressing our sympathy to the mothc 
widow and children of this patriot: 
young American who gave his life wh'* 
striving to advance the scientific froi: 
tiers of our country and add to mai 
kind's fund of knowledge.

CANCER OP CRIME 
KEATING. Mr. President, tf 


New York Mirror recently published 
series of articles by Harry Singer ai. 
Gerald Duncan entitled the “Cancer » 
Crime.** This scries highlights in 
powerful way the techniques by whir’ 
modern crime is outwitting obsolete Ip 
enforcement. It contains a strong pl< 
for advancing the tools for flghti»» 
crime out of the horse and buggy a.* 
Too many of us are unaware of tl 
menace of organized crime. W*e fail t 
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recornite the fu31 threat to ou^^tsriy 
and security posed by the barod^P^e 
underworld. I believe that the contin- 
ued aroalh and expansion of criminal 
activities Is a danger to our Nation and 
our freedom Just as is communist sub- 
version. 

We have followed for too lone the 
counsel of extremists whose attitudes 
are shaped either by wishful thinking 
or an abysmal ignorance of the dangers 
confronting us. In no other field has 
the Federal Government been so reluc- 
tant to perform its proper role In assist- 
ing the states as in the field of law 
enforcement. I have never been able 
to understand how the same pressure 
groups that plead for Federal Involve- 
ment in almost every local and Individ - 
■wul problem can be so strongly opposed 
^ the most modest efforts to mobilize a 
joint Federal-State counteroffensive 
against nationwide crime.

Income 
and profits taxes of all the c^orpornUous in 
all the Nation in 19C0~almost twice the 
money spent In all the country's depart- 
ment stores in 10b9 — $128 for every m.on, 
woman, and child. 

Crime is a crippling cancer on the ccon* 
limy, the morality and the democracy of the 
United Stales. It Is organir.cd, it Is regi- 
mented and it operates, in the opinion of 
many law enforcement nfTieers, with more 
•fficlcncy than governmciu. 

Greed is its motive; power la Its goal, 
murder its ultimate weapon. 

From coast to eoast, judges, district at- 
torneys. police offirlnis and lawyers aay 
•omrthing must be done. TJicy aay there 
must be a national clrarlnchmr,c of criminal 
Information. They say tl»erc must be an 
ever-present apolllght of publicity on master 
criminals. They aay crime must be extermi- 
nated lest America be forced to go on bend- 
ed knee to organtxed crime and beg for con» 
•tltutionnl rights and privileges.

Many said :

***** our first and most urgent need Is 
for a national crime commission This com- 
mission would serve as n central Intelligence 
agency, a clearinghouse to which eadh of 
the 70-odd Federal agencies and the more 
than lO.OfXl local law enforcement agencies 
throughout the country would constantly 
feed Information on the leading gangsters." 

Last week, as UB. Attorney Ocneral. Ken- 
nedy said: 

"I think we arc now able to accomplish 
within the Department of Justice a good 
number of those things that 1 thought 
should be done through a national crime 
commission," 

There are 15 crime commissions In metro- 
politan areas scattered across the country. 
They cannot subi>ena. they cannot prosecute. 
They can only apoilighi. 

In Los Angeles, weary of waiting for 
national action, police have established 
liaison with 56 departments In 16 Sutes to. 
as they aay, "in a amali way promote a better 
exchange of Information" on criminals. 

And crime marches on. 

Btatlstlcs are mountainous. The Import 
of them la tluit tribute to crime Is paid, 
directly or indirectly — 

On every container of milk lifted from a 
grocer s showcase. 

On every lonf of brend. 

On every brassiere or blouse or mnu’s suit 
or child's jumper. 

On every package of clgarcts or chocolate 
bar from a coin machine. 

On everything, tlie UB. Senate Select Com- 
mittee found last year, that moves to eon- 
aumers on wheels. 

That's Uic cancer of crime In labor racke- 
teering alone. 

Crime has many cancers, multiplying — 
like the disease Itself— on the alncws, the 
very vitals of the Nation. 

Gangsters soared to the tents of the mighty 
on the millions — nnd Uie machine-gun mur- 
ders— of prohibition. Many of them didn t 
live beyond 32, which was a ripe old age for 
a bnodlum In Uiote days. But those who 
aurvlvcd — and there were tome — invested 
their fortunes after repeal to make more 
fortunes In — 

Illegal gambling-^the greatest underworld 
revenue In the land todsy. reaping profits 
raJculaled by Milton R. Wessel, former spe- 
cial aa^istant to the UB Attorney General .

The district attorney's InvesUgstor 
warned: "You can*t do that," meaning roam 
In the jungle of gangsterism looking for the 
cancer of crime on the body of the Nation. 

"You can get hurt," be said. •'You can 
get kilted Take a town like Calumet City 
outside of Chicago. You wont last a half 
hour on the street.’* 

Crime is so brazen that Walter Bucbblnder, 
chief Investigator for the District Attorneys 
Rackets Bureau in Brooklyn, felt constrained 
to urge caution. 

Today’s gansters are ruthless. But they 
are also cautious. They are cautious be- 
cause they shun bad publicity. They don't 
want It any more than a Bollywood star. 

Top criminals — known in underworld and 
cverworld alike as the wise guvs — learned the 
hard way the perils; financial perils, that 
Is, of tpotlightfi of their evils 

The UB Senate Crune Committee, headed 
by Senator Esns KeTAtrvEai, Democrat, of 
Tennessee, made them squirm more than 10 
years ago at televised bearings In Washing- 
ton. Other witnesses fidgeted and sweated 
under prodding by the U.S Senate Select 
Committee on Improper Activities In the 
Labor and Management Reid, ehairmaned 
by Senator John L. McCleujln. Democrat, 
of Arkansas. 

And the U.S Bureau of Narcotics — with 
TVlcntless publicity, with gniellng under- 
cover work, with generous rewards for In- 
formation — is making dope less and less 
lucrative for organized crime. 

Many law enforcement officers believe 
crime — big crime — can be smothered by 
publicity. But powerful forces oppose it 
Organized law is against publicity without 
prosecution leading to convicUon. Only this 
month the New York State court of appeals 
outlawed grand jury presentments— a trsdl- 
tlonal vCcnpon against crime. 

That action favored the criminals, and 
they encourage It. and more and more seek 
the cloak of respectabniiy — and secrecy. 

In the upper echelons of crime, the ma- 
chinrgun — popular in Chicago, New York and 
elsewhere during the prohibition heydny of 
A1 Capone nnd his kind — is today considered 
a crude liisirumcnt of murder, when murder 
Is necessary.

The 
cancer of gambling Is discussed In this fifth 
of a aeries of articles on organized crime.)

Everybody who makes a 82 bet with a 
bookie or slips 60 cenu to a policy runner 
feeds the gambling cancer of crime. 

The money bet illegally every year is reck- 
oned at a staggering $46.6 billion— more than 
all expenditures for tbe national defense In 
fiscal 1960 

Gambling supports bOjOOO master b<xikies 
and 400.000 little fellows — and ruins families, 
like the $7,000 wage earner In Syracuse. K Y., 
who couldn’t buy enough food for his wife 
and children — and builds hotels, like the 
f.abnlous Flamingo in Las Vegas. 

Gambling fin.ances every conceivable kind 
of rneket. , A Brooklyn grand jury in 1968 
summed up Its pollution this way: 

•‘Gambling is the very heartbeat of organ- 
ised crime both on a local and national scale. 

•‘The public may think of the bookmaker 
In the corner candy store as an Innocent 
betting commissioner operating a legitimate 
business. We know otherwl.se. 

"Actually, if you acrateh the professional 
operator of gambling ventures, you find the 
narcotics peddler, the loan shark, the dice- 
game operator, the white slaver, tbe murder- 
er.” 

Nothing has changed — except more of It. 
Milton R. Wcssel. who In 1966-69 headed 
the US. Attorney General's Special Group 
on Organized Crime (until It died of financial 
starvation Imposed by Congress) last week 
estimated the money churned annually in 
Illegal gambling vats as follows: 

Baseball: $13.6 billion. 

Football- $12 billion. 

Raclnr:: $9 billion. 

Basketball: $7 billion. 

Policy: 84 billion. 

Fight R and hockey: 81 billion. 

The pi OSS profit Is calculated at more than 
89 billion. ITiat makes Illegal gambling one 
of the Nation’s great Industries — for in an 
average year tbe entire automobile output of 
all Detroit’s factories has a wholesale value 
nf no more; in 1959. the entire reuil sales of 
furniture and furnishings in the United 
Stales were less than 87 billion. 

Investigators believe half the 89 billion 
gross profit Is Invested by gangsters in brib- 
ery for protection, in the purchase of polit- 
ical influence and In making clean sports 
crooked. 


Ing buying Into legitimate enterprise, labor 
racketeering, prostitution and bootlegging 
Gambling isn’t a cancer only on the big 
Cities. It also effects the small, auch os 
Falconer. N.T., a community of less than 
6.0CK) on the fringe of Buffalo, near the 
Pennsylvania border. 

The New York State Commission of In- 
vestigation discovered Falconer supported a 
bookmaking operation with links to Minne- 
apolis, Detroit, Washington and Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa. - 

Investigations come and investigations go— 
and gambling continues at the same old 
stand 

In Syracuse, where the $7,000 wage earner 
lost $8,000 in 18 months, the boss gambler 
hod been in tbe san^ spot for 25 years. In 
Masaebusettss. tbe Htate Crime Commission 
found some gambUng establiahmenU hadn’t 
changed oddrcaaes for 30 yean. 

On that pbaae. tbe Massochoaetts commls- 
tion told bluntly os long ago os 1957: 

*Tt aeems to have been a universal finding 
by crime survey commissions that organized 
illegal gambling could not exist within a 
community without the knowledge and pro- 
tection of the local police. 

•The place to which customen eome, such 
as a horse mom, the location of a cord or dice 
game or of pinball machines, is more than 
apparcni; It is obvious 

'‘’The idea that games float to bide from 
police is more fiction than fact. Gaming 
operators have told the commission that 
they move to avoid complaint, not orrcBl " 
The lifeline of organized gambling Is quick 
communication. That means telephone or 
telegraph. 

It is vital Id horaeraclng. and In baseball, 
football and basketball play. 

A bookmaker must learn results fast In 
racing — for tbe 83 bettor wants to Enow 
whether he won or lost before playing the 
next race. 

There’s a nationwide agency that provides 
the Information — the Delaware Sports Serv- 
ice In Wilmington. Through code names it 
supplies 4.000 to 8.000 cllenU all over the 
United Suates, and some In Canada and 
Europe. It’s all perfectly legal. 

Just as Important to the bosebaJl, foot- 
ball and basketball bookie is the need to 
know “the line” — that is. tbe point spread, 
lor example, betwen Barvard and Tale — 
and. to on bookies, where to ’’layoff* heavy 
bets. 

Athletic Publications, Inc., In Minnea- 
polis, supplies **the line” to 8,000 to 10.000 
customers a week during peak periods, lists 
are mailed out Monday, latest odds are given 
by phone — again to clients Identified by code. 

Tbe ’’layoff” U simple insurance. It starts 
with the 82 wnger. If there are too many on 
•0)>e selection for the little fellow, he goes 
8o A bigger fellow — and ao on until a top 
latribler does business with a natloual clear- 
inghouse-one at Biloxi, Min., another near 
Covington, Ky, 

That’s the way organised gambling op- 
erates — and there's do Federal weapon 
against It. except a law requiring revenue 
stamps on gambling devices, and a law tax- 
ing gr^iss receipts 10 percent. 

Not long ago. U.5. agents raided a "layoff” 
headquarters In Terre Haute. Ind., where In 
8 months $3,363,162 had been bet. Eight 
men were Indicted and convicted — two from 
Chicago, one from Detroit, two from Las 
Vegas and three from Indiana. 

But there are 60.000 top bookies in the 
Nation. And one man can carry $400,000 
In cash, os Buggsy Siegel did before he was 
shot to death In 1947 in bU Beverly Hills. 
Calif., love ne5=t — or $200,000 in cash, os Jake 
lAnaky did from Havana’s casinos In 196B. 

There’s more where that came from — more 
than all the millions prohibition made for 
mobsters. Borne of It today is pressuring to 
legalize parimutuel betting In the Nation's 
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liem; the pbonr. .

W’ith every court 
decision, there Is an ever-narrowing field In 
which the |>oiiec can work.” 

Bm, there is an ever-widening field In 
Which criminals can work. Many Inves- 
tigators believe that one of the reasons is 
the lack of coordination of Information on 
the lawless. 

A striking example Is Meyer Lansky, notor- 
ious gambler, who suns In Florida w hile bus 
drivers and clerks and stenographers and 
carpenters battle snow and aleet in New 
York. 

Lnnsky applied In 1050 1o the VS Depart- 
ment of the Interior for permission to obtain 
oil and gas le.ises. In the application he 
aaid he was native-born Hr Isn't, and at 
that time the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service was pressing dcnaturalirntlon 
and deportation proceedings against him. 

The record shows Lansky might have been 
deponed— or at least Jailed— U one agency 
had known wh.at another .agency kne\\ ,ti the 
aamc time. The stntiiir of llmitationa ex- 
pired and Lansky enjoys the full protection 
of the law. 

Most law-enforcement people cry: Give 
us a clearing bouse of Information. 

But other law-enforcement people aay 
many criminal fllc^nntaln only rumor and 
henrsny — that auch Information cant be 
mode available wllly-nmy to other law- 
cnlorccmcnt people.

Brooklyn, and in nobody knows how m«^y 
local police beadquartr-s 

Put them all togethci- nil the information 
gathered by all theae agenclea— and enough 
evidence would emerge, in the belief of 
many law-enforcement ofbeers to put Sonny 
In prison: 

For dope peddling. 

Or counterfeiting. 

Or hijacking. 

Or receiving stolen goods. 

Or p(4ice payoffs. 

Or niirrder. 

The data Is not put together. Sonny bai 
all the rights and privileges of a law-abiding 
ritlr.fu ilc goes every day to his IrgUimnte

On nils .Mibjcel. William Huudlry. apeclnl 
aasp.Uint 1«t the U.S. Attorney General, said:

When they get anything good 
they first look to aee if there Is a possibility 
of a violation within their Jurisdiction.

On July 18. 1958, ordrred or executed the 
assa.^sinatlon of his \ *rtner In a $50 million 
nationwide dope ri” *. Tlie victim was 
standing on a slrn * mrner In Brooklyn. 
The killer aliol him l». the head as he talked 
with his brother-ln-1 . then creased a bul- 
let across the brotb- < -In-law’s mouth to 
button his lips. The brother -In-law got the 
message, and hasn’t talked since. 

On August 27, 1968, ordered or executed 
the assassination of a Brooklyn bar owner 
as he was about to step into the lobby of 
his apartment building. Eleven bullets were 
pumped into the man's head 

On September 7. 1958. ordered or executed 
the assassination of a man with a front as a 
morUcinn who was trying to spread hts un- 
derworld wings in Greenwich Village narcot- 
ics rti.^trlbutlon. 

That's what a raw file on Sonny showv. 

A raw file is put together by investigators 
talking to people — talking with money. An 
Investigator takes all the stories he hears — 
and pays for them, not even knowing if they 
are true. 

A raw file Is put together by soliciting the 
confidence of B-glrls, prostitutes, women of 
lazy morals but sharp memories. Investi- 
gators know them as one of the most valu- 
able sources of criminal Information. 

A raw file Is put together by tips from 
anonymous Informers — Just plain good citi- 
Ecns (or maybe some of them have a grudge) . 
Borne lawmen say they have had more In- 
formation from Mr. Anonymous than any- 
where else. 

Sum It up: You take a guy and put him to 
bed (figuratively) and you wake up with 
him In the morning; you know every move 
be makes, and If you have patience, you'vo 
got him sooner or later. 

This, then. Is a raw file (some apecifles 
omitted while, perhaps, the US. Department 
of Justice makes an effort to correlate In- 
formation against one man) — 

Bonny Is 42, white, weighs 175 pounds, has 
black wavy hair and brown eyes He lives 
With bis wife and three children, two daugh- 
ters and a son. In Brooklyn. Bis girl friend. 
Tina, an office worker, la pregnant. 

His hangouts Include nightclubs in the 
Brooklyn-Queeng area, many of which he la 
rumored to have a piece of In secret— also 
certain union headquarters under Investiga- 
tion as paper locals. He has been questioned 
In labor extortions. 

By trade. Sonny Is a baker. Re owns bis 
own house In Brooklyn, and other properties 
jointly with his brother. 
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Be has been questioned in gang killings — 
two in 1954. one In 1966. and three In 1958 

Brooklyn detectives have been question- 
ing a Garfield, NJ.. man whose phone rec- 
ords show calls back and forth between him 
and Bonny— and also to clubs In which 
Bonny has an Interest. 

Bonny and one other were arrested In 
Providence. R.T.. on suspicion of coneeaUnp 
John 4 Chappie) Mazzlotta. prime suspect 
In the 1952 Arnold Schuster murder. 

In regard to the murder at Albert Ana- 
stasia In New York's Park Sheraton hotel oi)

That was 
nearly 40 years ago. long before Capone, who 
had wriggled out of arrests foe everything 
from misdemeanor to murder, was jailed 
at Alcatraz, in Ban Pranclaco Bey. lor In- 
oome tax fraud.

Weently told bow mobsters gained control 
of unions in the building trades and threat - 
oned contractors with ruin unless big money 
was paid. 

**61ugglngB and bombings were common- 
place,” he aald. **Durlng 1922 alone there

In the 1930 s. gringsters put 125,000 mem- 
bers of the iDtcmaUonal Alliance of The- 
atrlcnl State Employees In thrall to the un- 
derworld by electing a hoodlum as president. 
Iflllions of dollars were extorted out of the 
movie industry from Bollywood to Kew 
York 

The cancer infected bartenders* unions 
and spread to restaurants. A lawyer told 
the McClellan committee be couldn’t bold 
bis job as counsel to the Chicago Restaurant 
AasocisUon because be didn't know any 
gangsters. The proprietor of one of the city’s 
finest dining rooms testified that every res- 
taurant owner In Chicago lives in fear of 
underworld terror— such as the gasoline 
spraying and igniting of one place, with |1,- 
400.000 damage. 

Nothing has stopped the poison. The Mc- 
Clellan committee found It among unions 
of teamsters, b.ikers, textile workers, butch- 
ers — and In garbage collection.; 

The committee pul a searchlight on cart- 
ing e\ils In Los Angeles. On the other side 
of the country. U found: 

”The New York garbage collecting indus- 
try has been infiltrated and dominated by 
the basest criminal elements In the country, 
men whose other profitable enterprises In- 
clude the docks and numbers rackets and 
worldwide traffic In dope, and whose copious 
criminal record.*; Include arrests for every- 
thing from murder to mayhem. Interspersed 
wdlh felonious assault, extortion, coercion, 
grand larceny, burglary, and vagrancy.” 

The Teamsters Union, headed by James 
R. Hofla. whose word could stop every truck 
In the Nation, wax s particular target: 

“^el!-n!gh Incalculable power over our 
•conomy is wielded by this union. The 
Teamsters assert jurisdiction over every 
product and commodity In this country 
which moves on wheels. Including milk and 
other foods, clothing, furniture, appliances, 
coal. oil. automobiles, atecl. lumber, con- 
struction materials, and dally newspapers. 
The Teamsters can. In abort, stop the N i- 
tion'i economic pulse. 

•*Jf Hoffa is successful in combating the 
combined weight of the U£. Government 
and public opinion, the cause of decent un- 
• lonlsm is lost, and labor-management rela- 
tions will return to the jungle era.”

The judicial wraps put fti wiretapping In- 
spired Brooklyn Dutrlct AHorney Edward 6. 
Silver to compose an imaginary phone con- 
versation to demonstrate how criminals can 
thumb their noses at police and prosecutors. 
It goes like this: 

Peanuts: *’XjO. Boss, thlsez Peanuts.** 

The Boss: *Teah, hello, did the shipment 
come in OK?” 

Peanuts: **8ure thing. Boas. 90 horse.** 
The Boss: ^Whet do you mean — 50 horse? 
X was expecting 50 kUos of heroin. Oiv't It to 
me straight.” 

Peanuts: ”Gee, Boss, dats no way to talk 
on the phone. You warned me y’self. 

I 

The Boss: **Ll8ten, dope, that's old stuff. 
My mouthpiece told me the bulls aren't al- 
lowed to stick their snoots In our private 
business. It’s against the law, y'hear? It's 
dirty business to do such a thing.” 

Peanuts: "You all right. Boss? You ain't 
cockeyed or something? Are you hitUn’ the 
stuff y’self?” 

The Boss: "liOolc, dope. I'm teUln* ya. 
Let 'em listen. The Up tells me and he gets 
paid to know. The more they listen the 
better. It’s better’n you tbink. There’s 
tome stuff known like the fruit of the 
poisoned bush, or something. If they grab 
the stuff after Itsten'n It s out. They ain't 
allowed lo do such naughty things no more ” 
Peanuts; ***Look. B^rs. should 1 come 
over? 1 think you need me.” 

The Boss: "Forget 11. Peanuts. 

"I'm fine, great — the boys is all with me — 
forget it — and say. you get another gr.and for 
the job you did yesterday. The D A. will 
know his canaries can’t eat lead — It’s bad 
for their diet. That's pretty good, what?” 
Peanuts: ”OK. If ya say so— ya had me 
worried tlicre for a bit *’ 

The phr.asc "dirty business” In connection 
with wirctaijping was born In s historic 
dissent by four justices of the U.S. Supreme 
Court to a majority decision In 1928 uphold- 
ing con\ icUon of a bootlegger. The man 
was found guilty In Federal Court on the 
basis of e.aTcsdropped evidence obtained in 
vlolMlon of the laws of the Bute of Wash- 
In pi on. 

In subsequent rulings the Supreme Court 
prohibited use of wlrcUpped evidence in any 
FoUrral Court. Including when It Jed to s 
third person, branding such evidence as ”the 
fruit of the poisoned tree.” 

New York— and other SUtes — permit wire- 
tapping when law enforcement officers obtain 
an order from a SUte Supreme Court justice 
after swearing to cerUin suspicions of 
crime. 

But the V£. Supreme Court In 1957 
hobbled the New York law by holding that 
Congreas, in putting radio, telegraph, and 
telephone under the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission in 1934, **dld not mean to 
allow St.atc legislDtion" to say otherwise. 

Time bos only confused the situation — 
with the criminal the beneficiary. In 1960 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in New York, re- 
fusing to bar introduction of wiretap cvl- 
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c^^Bence In B eourU, ruled that Federal law 
aa^^nakes It a criminal offense to present It. 

Senator Kxnncth B. Keating, Republican, 
of New York, wax appalled 
*ThU decision,” hi said, **cmphasize£ the 
Incredible legal situation which now prevails. 
Kew York has the most well-balanced care- 
fully safeguarded, up-to-date laws on the 
subject of wiretapping and other forms of 
•svesdropping of any State In the Nation. 

"Nevertheless, a Nev; York district attorney 
Who acts in full compliance with the re- 
quirements of the New York law now must 
face the risk oFFederaJ prosecution. X can- 
not conceive of anythlfig more illogical and 
Indefensible.*' 

District Attorney Silver was flabbergasted. 
Be said: 

"Unless s legislative change Is made, cer- 
tainly in New York Bute, and 1 think It will 
be true all over the country, we will be 
wltnening the greatest legal jaiibreak that 
has ever happened. 

"1 know in my county there mn at least 
900 defendanu that will have to he dismissed 
in various cases If eome change lan't made.” 
Manhattan District Attorney Frank £. Ho- 
gan assessed the decision as a blow. 

"Our files are full of eases.” he said, 
"where, but for wiretaps, some of the worst 
ncketccrlng offender* might well have gone 
unpunished.” 

A report lost month by the New York Bute 
Commission of Investigation summed up 
testimony by police, prosecutors, and law- 
yers: 

"Law enforcement officials must have the 
right to intercept telephone messages, with 
proper restralnu * * * to safeguard per- 
sonal liberties, if they are to cope with dan- 
gerous criminal conditions” because ”pro« 
tectlon of our citizens is being irreparably 
curtailed ’* 

T'lme and again law-enforcement people 
aay that communication U the core of the 
cancer of crime 

George B. Gaffney, district supervisor of 
the VS. Bureau of Narcotics in New York, 
put It this way: 

*‘You must destroy their lines of com- 
munications. Either the criminal is going 
to be denied the use of the phone, or the 
Goverrunenl la going to be given use of wire- 
tapping to fight him with bis own weapon ” 
What wiretapping can do was told to the 
U.S. Senate Subcommittee on Constitutional 
Rights by Harold Lipset, an investigator in 
Ban Francisco: 

Cose No. 4023; Parents of s teenage boy 
found evidence which led them to believe 
Ihrlr son w'os using narcotics. Monitoring 
stul recording phone conversations at this 
h'Mue produced evidence th.at the parent*' 
fcarr. acre justified. The police department 
was notified. InvcstlgaUon led to arrest of 
& iiaroilcs ring. 

Case No 3349: Wiretapping led to exposure 
of a hi:^:h school prostitution racket. 

The nrre«t of notorious gambler Harry 
Gross in Brooklyn in 1950 followed conver- 
sation h'^.'vrd on tapped wires, disclosing a 
bookmiiklng ring with payoffs topping 920 
million a year. 

Ten yc.us ago. the late Robert P. Patter- 
son formri Federal judge and former Bec- 
retiry of War, said: 

"Tl»e unUenvcrld of today would rate Jesse 
James as a r.mnll-fry amsbeur. Crime has be- 
come big bu.slness. Law-enforcement sys- 
tems operating dong line* good enough for 
1851 or 1901 sre too slow for the swifter pace 
of the times we sre living In. • • • 

**lf we are In dead earnest in insisting 
that organized crime be defeated, we should 
lose no time in putting this powerful weap- 
on — that is, wiretapping, into the hands of 
the officers we depend on to do the necessary 
work.”

We talked about gambling and New York's 
notorious Prank Costello, whose skull was 
creased by a bullet In 1957 to serve notice 
be was getting too ambitious in his old age. 
and "Dandy Phir* Kastel, long*tlmc kingpin 
In Louisiana crime. 

We talked about slot mscblnes. which were 
spotUghted out of underworld popularity by 
Senator KEracrvci's Senate Crime Committee 
In 1951. and pinball machines, which are 
everywhere in New Orleans and neighboring 
parishes. We talked about vice. 

"No; there's no organlred crime here.** 
Theriot s.aJd. "Do you want some girls?" 

U.S. Attorney M Hepburn Many, whose 
Jurisdiction embraces New Orleans, observed 
with weary cpilclsm: 

**Tbe businessman does business with the 
racketeer, and the racketeer with the busl* 
nessmsn, and both are InUrwoven, and can't 
be pried apart.*' 

Aaron M. Kohn. who for 10 years has 
^been a voice crying In the wilderness of 
* crime as managing director of the Metro* 
polltan Clime Commission of New Orleans, 
aperlfled: 

"We have the handbook, the lottery, the 
plnballs. and the slot machines — ^what’s left 
of them. And we have cope whose entire 
conversation to about graft and women " 

Periodically Kohn tr.ansmlts to law-en- 
forcement officers Information gathered by 
his investigators on all types of crime— book- 
making. pinball machines, roulette, dice 
games, prostitution, B-glrls 

L.ast August he reported 100 offenses In 72 
places, naming each, to Sheriff John O. Fitz- 
gerald of Jefferson Parish, where the Kefauver 
committer found widespread crime 10 years 
ago. Kohn noted: 

"Of the 11 places reported to you on June 3. 
9 were lllrcally oprr.iUng thereafter." 

Kohn wrote to Col. Provosty A. Doyrles, 
aruperlntcndcnt of the New Orleans Police De- 
partment. that 118 violations were observed 
In 90 locations, and that of 22 places cited 
for B-drlnklng, 21 were named In a letter 
a month before. 

"We again stress the foci that B-drlnklng 
to organized crime," Kohn said. "Women are 
employed by the management of there estab- 
llslmienta to use various forms of sexual 
seduction, many of them Indescribable In 
public print, to induce unwary or foolish 
males Into situations which frequently make 
them victims of fraud, theft, forgery, or 
robbery." 

Revenue laws make a drllcalc dtotlncUnn 
In the oiwraUon of mechanical devices. The 
city of New Orleans requires a permit show- 
ing payment of $10 25; the State of Louisiana. 
925; the Dnlted Slates. 910 for amusement 
and 9250 for gambling (which ton't gainst 
VS. law). 

Nowhere does a sign proclaim that a pin- 
ball machine has a payoff. But claw-type 
machines are labeled "For amusement only," 
and cuaionirrs can grab for bottrs— and d(^

Flnball machines rrt Isos frustrating Say 
a Chapa playing In a barroom He InaerU 
a nickel, then be can rltk maybe 95 or 910 
more In coins to Increase the odds— and If 
be hits, lights flash, bells ring, and there's 
enough commotion so the bartender knows 
•omethIng'B happened. He winks, the play- 
er wanders off. returns for a drink, and the 
bartender passea him a 10 -spot, or a 20 . or 
a 50. and rays:

Who's to say It's a gambling payoff? 

Peter Band, a bookmaker who served 9 
years In the LouUlana Legislature and ac- 
knowledged bis gambling ties with Costello 
and Rastel. made a startlingly frank dis- 
closure about payoff to legislators during a 
TV Interview on July 14. 1959. 

"They give It the name of 'expense 
money.' " he said, "but I think 98 percent of 
them will take this so-called expense money 
or whatever you want to call It. 

"If you're not an attorney. It's a bribe. 
If you are an attorney, it's expenae money 
or aomethlng of that sort.** 

Hind talked as If be were describing 
doughnut sales. 

Question. Were pAld or given expense 
money to be for or ag'ilnst some legislation? 

Anrwer. Absolutely . lots of times. 

Question. Did you account for It? 

Answer. Yes sir. 

Question Then thst to the thing to do, 
that to correct — It to not wrong to take 
It. It’s wrong not to— 

Answer. Pay Federal Income Ux on It. 

Question. Mr. Hand. If 1 as a eltlren want 
to have certain legislation passed, how do 
1 go about approaching a membr^r of the 
legislature In a way which would best assure 
passage of a bill? 

Answer. Well, get yourself one that— well, 
get someone who knows,tbe legislators, and. 
If he's a good man and got pretty good con- 
nections up there (Baton Rouge), he's go- 
ing to tell you right off the bat, "Now this 
to going to cost you something, because you 
know those boys up there has got to live’’— 
and from then on you and bUn get together. 

Question. How much would you say as a 
mlulmum 11 would cost to get a bill through?

Answer. Absolutely not. 

Question. How long eould you stay In 
business? 

Answer. About 20 minutes. You sec. today 
the Juke box operators sent word down the 
line to all the saloonkeepers to "buy a Fed- 
eral stamp and you will not be molested by 
the police." 60 that shows collusion be- 
tween the city hall and the gamblers. 

Question. Do you think — it all gambling 
big business or can the small businessman 
operate a little, operate Just a UtUe gome 
or aomethlng? 

Answer. Ob. yes. air. It oil depends on 
what be operates.

**lnvarlably. able lieutenants have iprung 
up to assume the reins • • • Time after 
time these groups have survived massive on- 
alaughts of public exposure, Investigation 
and prosecution, but they nevertheless hnd 
the capacity to ‘pick up the chips' and start 
agahi ” 

Powerful voices have been raised to make 
the Federal Government a mighty force 
agslrist tbe underworld. Among them was 
President Kennedy's when he was a mem- 
ber of tbe U^. Benste Select Committee on 
Improper Activities in tbe Labor or Manage- 
ment Field: 

The hearings demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that local law enforcement officers for 
various reasons were Incapable of dealing 
with this enemy. 

*’lt teems to me that because of the na- 
tionwide aspects of this problem, a separate 
Federal agency should be established or an 
appropriate existing agency be expanded or 
mexUhed to act as an Intelligence g.ntherlng 
agency on organlred criminal activities ” 
The cry has reverberated across tbe land 
for a national crime commission Or a clesr- 
ing house of criminal Information, or both, 
as scalpels to excise the cancer of cringe. 

Capt. James E. Hamilton, commander of 
the Intelligence unit of the Los Angeles Po- 
lice Dcp.artmcnt, told a crime workshop 
org.anizcd by the International Association 
of Chiefs of Police; 

”As far ns I nm concerned. 1 am for n na- 
tional crime commla«lon. for a special section 
on organized crime • • * I am for a bucket 
brigade If II will do the Job. • • • 

•'Regardless of all we any about the ex- 
change of Information and cooperation, the 
definite lack has been on a Federal level 
In furnishing local depairtments information 
as to the movement of national figures.” 
Milton R Wessel, who In 195»-^9 headed 
the short-lived V£ Attorney General's Spe- 
cial Group on Organtard Crime, told the 
police panel: 

"I submit that alallRllcs showing steady 
Increase in major crimes are incontestable 
proof that the situation Is beyond the con- 
trol of local police.” 

In Washington. J. Bdga^oover, Director 
of the Federal Bureau of Xnveetigatlon. eom-~ 
posed a rebuttal r 

-America > compact network of State and 
local law enforcement agencies traditionally 
has been the Nation's first line of defense 
against crime.” 

Hoover viewed change warily: 

”No profession In our country has been 
so beset by outside theorists and pressure 
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ffvoupE as law enforcement. This to 

euch mn extent today that we m^^ts of 
the law enforcement profession are well ad- 
eieed to be extremely akepUcal of many 
alleged ”frlends.” 

•*I refer particularly to those persona— 

•ome In an earnest desire for a remedy to 
the crime problem, and others blinded by 
the urge of ‘empire building' — who have ad- 
eanced eucb potentially dangerous so-called 
aolutloDB as Federal ertme commissions, 
national clearinghouses and special prose- 
cuting teams to cover tbe United States.” 

Hooves, calculates the cost of crime at 
VllUoD a year. He has reckoned lU 
increase since 1350 at 69 percenL— a rate four 
times as fast as the population expansion. 

To meet the challenge. Senator Estes Ke- 
rsTTVEX, Democrat, of Tennessee, a crime 
fighter alnce tbe 1340's. Introduced a bill in 
tbe Senate last February 3 coeponsored by 27 
other Senators, both Democrats and Repub- 
licans . Representative Bmanctzl Cxxxsa. 
Democrat, of New Tork. filed an identical 
measure In tbe Bouse. 

nt legislation, as deaertbed by KErAtrm. 
would create a national commission on in- 
terstate crime to "keep abreast of the activi- 
ties of organized crime, coordinate tbe 
efforts of the 70-odd Federal agencies, lend 
assistance to State and local law enforce- 
ment' agencies by serving as a criminal in- 
telligence clearinghouse, and report to 
Congress on its findings." 

There was no rush to enact tbe proposal 
Into law. 

On February 27 Senator Ketattves aald: 

**We are still trying to work, out some- 
thing that will satisfy Mr. Hoover.” 

Last week. Richard B. Ogllvle, who was in 
charge of Weasel's mldwestem office, aald in 
Chicago: 

"Hoover was very cool to tbe whole Idea 
on'Be’Allorney Generals' special group. He 
ordered that the FBI files, conUlnlng tbe 
very Informailon we needed on organized 
crime, were to be cla<(cd to us. 

•‘Criticizing Hcwver Is a dangerous thing 
for anyone to do.* 

•‘But honesty compels me to aay that 
aome of H oover's Ideas axe sadly behind the 
tlmes“'^nie FBI is still organized to fight 
a crime .pattern of the twenties and thir- 
ties. It Is not set up to do battle with tbe 
criminal syndicate — tbe organized eon- 
Bplracy that drains $22 billion a year from 
tbe United SUtes ” 

As far back as 1930, tbe late RepreaenU- 
tlve Lorlng M. Black, Jr.. Democratc, of New 
York, proposed *'a national clearinghouse 
where those entrusted with isw enforcement 
may sw'sp information on individual crlm- 
Inals of all kinds.” 

In 1951 Senator KcTAUTcm urged a na- 
tional commission to act as "a nationwide 
clearinghouse for all the crime committees, 
volunteer, SUte and local” to supply con- 
tinuous Information on gangsters. 

A high police aource In Los Angeles aald 
the other day: **We would like to have tbe 
UB. Government work with and not Inde- 
pendently of local law enforcement, The 
problem Is catching the orimlnal, not who 
catches him." 

Not everybody sees It that way— which 
keeps the criminal happy, fat and a fester on 
the face of the Nation. 


Amend the Constitution to give 1

Nation. With the growth of the mr 
media and the expansion of Americ 
educational system. 16-year -olds, m^ 
than ever before, are in a position 
think about and reach intelligent dc 
aions on public issues.

In lU setting 
of ahalloa’. subtropical seas; Point Reyes, 
with Us backdrop of white 'Ciins and scenic 
California bills Each U uniquely worth 
aavlng unspoiled for future Americans. 

7>d delay can only Increase the cost of the 
lands that have to be bought by the Park 
Eervlce at the risk of losing some of them 
permanently. At this very moment the bull- 
docert are scraping out a subdivision In the 
heart of the Point Reyes peniruula. Texas 
developers who envisage a new Miami Beach 
on Padre Island are trying to force a com- 
promise that would leave to their devices an 
additional 30 miles, and the widest and best 
parts, of the long, wild barrier bench. Com- 
mercial and residential developments eon- 
tinue to whittle away at Cape Cod. The 
•peculation th.-^t is alw.-iys touched off by 
plans for public acquisition is driving land 
sallies skyward. 

In working out this kind of legislation, 
politicians often try to placate or accom- 
modate every last segment of local interest. 
There comes s lime when the few remain- 
ing dissenters mho will never quit grabbing 
for the extra concession, aimply must be 
overridden in the public Interest. At Cape 
Cod. Pidre Island, and Point Reyes that time 
has arrived. 

Mr. ANDERSON. Mr. Pj^esident. real 
esUle developers are moving Into the 
areas. Costs mull inevitably skyrocket 
If there Is delay. There is increasing 
pressure and need for reservation of 
shoreline areas for our citizens. Each 
of the three sites named — Cape Cod. 
Point Reyes, and Padre Island — is an 
outstanding area of unique natural beau- 
ty which makes it a proper site for Fed- 
eral acquisition. 

It is the Intention to have bills esUb- 
lishinp all three of these areas before 
the Senate this year. Hearings have 
been concluded by the Subcommittee on 
Public lAnds of the Committee on In- 
terior and Insular Affairs, of which 
the disUncuished senior Senator from 
Nevada I Mr. Bidle] Is the chairman. 
They will be taken up in executive ses- 
sion very soon and, I believe, reported 
favorably. The subcommittee has done 
excellent work in reducing areas of dif- 
ference and opposition to a minimum so 
that the bills may be pas-^cd. 

The creation of these three seashore 
areas will. I hope, be only the beginning 
of ft program to assure the Nation ade- 
quate outdoor recreational facilities. 

In addition to these bills, the Commit- 
tee on Interior and Insular Affairs is 
considering a general bill on shoreline 
prc.scrvation. The bill will sock to ini- 
tiate careful studies of additional Fed- 
eral seashore areas, to have the Forest 
Bervice survey ahorelincs on ocean 
fronts, lakes, and rivers in the national 
forests, and to encourage the State gov- 
ernments to undertake shoreline preser- 
vation programs. 

It is our hope that when the Outdoor 
Recreation Resources Review Commis- 
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sic. .eports next January on our oc 
door recreation needs In the years ahead, 
we shall have made at least a modest 
Start toward the goals Ukv will set. 


OUTBREAK OF CRIME IN 
WASHINGTON, DC. 

Mr. BIBLE. Mr. Pri sldent, Washing- 
D.C., has been struck in the last 
inys with an outbrer.k of crime which 
focused attention on law cnforcc- 
Dt generally in this Nation*s Capital 
City. 

Tlie upward crime trend has been a 
conAant one in recent years, although 
this city has not been alone in this re- 
gard compared with other major cities 
of the country. 

One major deterrent to the criminal 
element would be to have more police- 
men oA the streets day and night each 
and ev^ day. Congress can dischftipc 
its resp^ibility as the legislative body 
of this aty by appropriating funds to 
permit a %000-man force — a goal sought 
for some rfcars by the police department 
here. \ 

I Join Ule call made by the distin- 
guished junior Senator from West Vir- 
ginia [Mr. Byrd}, who advocates more 
funds. Although the financial picture 
in the city of Washing Uui has much to 
be hoped for, I reiteral'^ a pledge 1 made 
several years ago — tJiat the city of 
Washington deserves and should have a 
3,000-man police force. 

District officials this year are seeking 
funds for 118 more men. so as to bring 
the force to 3,832 men. I Join with the 
Senator from West Virginia In urging 
Congress to face up to its responsibility 
in this important field. I hope Congress 
will appropriate sufficient funds to In- 
sure a ? 000-man Depaitment, so as to 
cope w iili the rising crime rate. 

lean report that today the Metropoli- 
tan Police Force reached its full author- 
ised strength of 2,714 men. This means 
that a recruiting drive, whicn has been 
under the leadership of Chief Robert 
Murray for almost a year, has been suc- 
cessful. Now we must take the next step 
to the 3.000-man goal. 

More policemen patrolling the sli*ects 
In our residential and business areas 
w ill certainly go a long way tow ai d put- 
ting the criminal element on notice tliat 
violence will not be tolerated. 

As chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, I be- 
lieve the Senate is entitled to know what 
the facts are and what steps are being 
taken to cope with this alarming prob- 
lem. 

Mr. President. I Inform the Members 
of the Senate that I have today extended 
an invitation to the 15-member Law En- 
forcement Council of the District of 
Columbia to meet Jointly with the mem- 
bers of the Committee on the District of 
Columbia on the coming Friday morn- 
ing. May 19. at 10 o'clock, in the com- 
mittee rooms, to discuss means and 
methods to cope not only with the latest 
crime surge but also with the increasing 
crime rate over the past year. 

1 do not believe there is an overnight 
answer; neither is it my desire or intent 
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to dramb e a situation which is bad 

enough In its own right. However. I be- 
lieve the Law Enforcement Council, com- 
prised of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners, Chiefs of the Metropol- 
itan and U.S. Park Police, and other law 
enforcement officers and representatives 
of the District cou^{r^ can make a real 
contribution. This Council was estab- 
lished under an act of Congress in 1953 
to make a continuing study and apprai- 
sal of crimerand law* enforcement here. 
The Law JEnforcement Council, com- 
prised of men who cope day in and day 
out with crime, should provide a broader 
base tlirough their knowledge and expe- 
rience in arriving at an overall approach 
to this problem. 1 hope the Council may 
implement Its recommendations made to 
Congress earlier this year and provide a 
priority basis for action. 

Crime cannot be curtaQed on ii piece- 
meal basis any more in this city than in 
any other major metropolitan center. 
However, if Congress can assist local 
officials, then W'e must do our part to 
make this a city where men. women, and 
children can once again walk the streets 
of their Nation's capital city without 
fear. No stone should be left unturned 
to control criminal elements here, and 
notice must be served on the offenders 
that their actions w'Ul not be tolerated 
on any level of law enforcement, 

Washington, D.C.. as a symbol of the 
advantages of American freedom and 
ideals, must lead, rather than follow*, as 
a model for effective yet proprietous law 
enforcement. 


DESIGNATION OF INAUGURATION 

DAY AS A NATIONAL HOLIDAY 

Mr. HART. Mr. President. I ask 
unanimous consent to have printed in 
the Record a representative group of 
letters, among the many which have 
been forwarded to me following intro- 
duction of the proposal (S. 963) calling 
for Inauguration Day to be designated 
a national holiday. Some of these letters 
were in response to an inquiry made by 
Mr. William Pardridge, of the District 
of Columbia. w*ho is doing background 
on an article for a national magazine on 
tills subject. He asked a selected group 
of school superintendents their reaction 
to releasing schoolchildren in observance 
of such a holiday.

Mr. KUCHEL. Mr. President, Cali- 
fornia is justly proud of her great and 
historic vineyards and of her preemi- 
nent wine Industry. We produce 92 
percent of all the grapes and 85 percent 
of all the wines produced and consumed 
in our country. And now the College 
of Aciiculturc of the University of Cali- 
fojnia has been able, through science, 
to improve Uic quality of the production 
of our vintners, and to produce a gour- 
met treasure. 

A lew weeks ago, at the Woild Trade 
Center in San Francisco. I made some 
comments on the new Premier Semil- 
)on, a new California wine, created by 
the Joint efforts of the university and 
one of our great California wineries. 
I ask consent that those comments ap- 
pear in the Appendix of the Record. 

There being no objection, the address 
was ordei-cd to be printed in the Record, 
as follows:

California produces 92 percent of all the 
grapes and 85 percent of all the mine pro- 
duced and consumed In the United Stales 
As for Jobs— a category of which all of us 
are particularly eoxssclous— cur vineyards 
and wineries employ. If seasonal workers are 
Included, approximately 111.000 persons. 

Those -figures are not nem- to many of you. 
I Iterate them to remind you that the ac- 
complishment we honor today U p.nrt of 
something vital and Important to our vital 
and import.'^nt SUte. California and Its 
mine Industry have prospered together for 
almost 20 decades. It behooves all of us 
to do all in our power to strengthen that 
mutual prosperity In the decade of the alx- 
And the decades to come. 

The mutuality of California and Its wine 
Industry Is due piimarlly to three causes. 

The first U appreciation and utilization 
and, perhaps. I might add. Improvement, of 
European wlnc-making know-how. Rather 
than trying to start from acratch. Callfor- 
nla s early vintners transplanted to the New 
World not only the cuttings but also the 
practices of the great Old World wine mak- 
ers. And. Incidentally, they Included Ar- 
menians aitd Hungarians and Oermans as 
well as Spaniards and luUant and French- 
men. Charles Wetmore, who founded the 
CresU Blanca Winery, which helped develop 
and bottle the great hew wine we have Just 
tasUd, was a prominent enologlst of hU day 
who was commlsaloned by hla fellow vint- 
ners In the early 1880*a to sail to Europe 
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and buy for them the finest European cut- 
tlng;^ Dr. Nelson and Mr. Nightingale used 
modern temper^ature and humidity controls 
to Induce the noble mold to grow, but the 
Semlllon grapes on which they Induced It 
wcie Imnd-plcked from vines txirn 60 gears 
ago In France. 

The second major reason for the growth 
of our great wine Industry Is appreciation 
and utilization of inUlUgently controlled re- 
Bcarch. California vintners have not merely 
followed their ancestors. Led by the progres- 
sive college of agriculture of our great State 
university, they have tried constantly to 
Improve the quality and yield of their grapes, 
and the purity as well as the taste of their 
wines. When the vineyards of Europe were 
threatened by the dread pest of phylloxera 
near the end of the 19tb century. American 
roots were exported to Prance and Germany. 
Today: In one of the most Interesting ex- 
am])les of c\iUuroI exchange the world has 
ever scon, the great > Ineyards of both Europe 
and California are blocked Idenlienlly with 
American roots on to which European cut- 
tings have been grafted. All three of the 
mines Just tasted — ihe traditional Cali- 
fornia semlllon — the world-famous standard 
of excellence. Chateau d’Yqtiem — and o\ir 
precedent-breaking new Premier Semlllon— 
were pressed from grapes gromn from 
European cuttings grafted to American root- 
stock. 

Finally, California's wine Industry was 
driven forward by the vigor and daring of 
our free -enter prise system. It took courage 
arid confidence 80 years ago to nurture help- 
less vine seedlings when banking, shipping, 
and railroading were the accepted, aafe- 
and-sane occupations for growth investment. 
And it took courage and confidence 5 years 
ago for Cresta Blanca to undrrmrite an 
ex|>crlmeBt In applied science from which 
no immediate returns could possibly be fore- 
seen. 

There Is. then, a herluge behind Premier 
Semlllon— not only the obvious. Europe.in- 
rooted heritage of fine winemaking, but 
also the specific heritage of Colifornia's 
wine history. And that heritage and that 
history, 1 believe, are more Important for 
what they portend than for what they have 
accomplished. This is nearly always true of 
a vigorous civilization such as ours, and It 
should be true; The future magnetizes the 
present, and overshadows the past Only 
by growing can we remain a healthy social 
order, and only by looking ahead can we 
grow. 

This la particularly true of an accomplish- 
ment like that represenUd by Cresu Blanca 
Premier Semlllon. lU importance today lies 
tn lU promise for l4>morrow. Certainly, no 
one U going to get rich on the 1,300 bottles 
a year that Mr. Nightingale Is now producing 
and Mr. Peldman U now rationing like 
tickets to the GlanU' c^ner next month. 

It is a magnificent fact that producUon 
of California wine as represented by ship- 
ments last year set an alltlme record of— 
1 may as well be precise about this; 
120.355,394.06 gallons. That's the offlclal 
Wine Institute figure, and I plan to ask 
Roy Taylor who bought that six-hundredths 
of a gallon. That toUl U 8.93 percent 
higher than the 1059 figure, which was It- 
self a record.

And that Is the segment to which * 
new wine honored here today belongs, m 
which, I am convinced, it wUl materl.** 
bolster.

June 1942: Bight Nazi saboteurs who land- 
ed on coasts of Florida and long Island 
frtwn German submarine arresLwl by O-men. 
Not a single act of enemy-d»r»*rtcd aabotage 
was committed In United States during 
World War II. 

OcUthcr 1940: Eleven national leaders of 
Communlsi Party convicted under Smith 
Act on FBI evidence. Scores of more party 
leaders to be convicted through later ye.'irs.

IN the SENATE OF THE UNITED STATES 
Tuesday, May 16, 1961 

Mr. 'WILEY. Mr. President, across 
tlic Nation we as a people arc being 
flciVed by an army of dedicated, loyal, 
competent, but largely unheralded, in- 
dividual: our county officials. 

At a government level close to the peo- 
ple, these officers represent a real key 
to progiess In the community. 

All too often, however, the outstand- 
ing sei*vice of this public-spirited corps 
Is cither ovei^ooked or not given due 
recognition. 

In a political system, of. by. and for 
the people. It* Is extremely important: 
Pii*st, that we elect, or appoint, highly 
qualified and dedicated officials to such 
posts; second, that we provide them the 
opportunity and facilities to do a good 
job; and Uiird, that we give them due 
recognition for outstanding service. 

Recently, the County Officer, official 
publication of the National Association 
of County Officials, published a splendid 
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article t octter acquaint us with the 
ability, dedication and service of our 
county officials. 

I ask unanimous consent to have this 
article printed in the Appendix of the 
Record. 

There being no’ objection, the article 
was ordered to be printed in the Rec- 
ord, as follows:

The county oacU] — whst •orl of % mxn 
Is he? 

If the term were used to Include the full 
range of public employees on the psyroll of 
the 3,042 Amerlcnn counties, there would be 
some 6CD.OOO of him (or her), 668,000 of 
whom are classified as full time. This Is an 
army of workers turpasalng tn atze that of 
any corporation in the Nation, and growing 
faster thRii any other level of government. 

It Is not with the whole army that we 
are concerned here, however, but only Its 
leaders, and more precisely, the leaders of 
National Association of County Officials It 
la the elected or appointed officials In policy- 
making or managerial positions who are 
eligible for National AaawiaUon of County 
Official^} membership. 

From this group, the County Officer re- 
cently polled a representative cross section, 
chosen from the officers and directors of the 
asaociation, from committee chairmen, from 
officers, directors and paid executives of 
State associations of county officials. More 
than 50 percent responded to the question- 
naire. and out of the answers has emerged 
the first full, composite picture of the Amer- 
ican county official as bs Is today. 

TWO c sours or otticials 

Broadly epeaking. the county official 
breaks down Into two groups, the elected 
(two-thirds), and appointed (one-third). 
If he Is an elected official, his title is likely 
to be county aupervisor, commissioner, 
chosen freeholder, councilman, parish juror, 
judge, elerk of the court, or treasurer. 

If he is an appointed official, bis title Is 
probably county manager, county executive, 
planning director, county engineer. 

Having established who he is and bow he 
got there, let's break blm down further, dis- 
sect him thoroughly on the basis of Informa- 
tion hr supplied about himself. 

THE coatrosm ttcdt 

The romposite county official today is 52 
years old and married. He has been in the 
public .vervlce for 16 years (half of hl« 
aduH lUe). and a member of NACO for 6|s 
years. 

By oi oupatioii. the elected official is a 
small bnstuessman— Insurance, real estate, or 
retailing: fanner or rancher, with a amall 
number Irom the teaching profession. In 
contrast to the public concept of the local 
politiclun. only a small percentage of those 
reporting are lawyers. If he is an appointed 
public official, chances are his only occupa- 
tion has been public service. 

If he has been, as most were, a amall 
businessman, farmer, or rancher, he has 
learned the value uf prudent spending or 
be would not have aurvived in private busi- 
ness. He carries this natural fiscal conserv- 
atism and thrlftines.s into his conduct of 
public affairs. He Is likely to Insist on brand 
names he is familiar witli. from dealers that 
he knoa-s. 

HZ IS CLOSE TO HIS PEOPLE 

Be Is likely to consider the public coffers 
as a public trtist. and he guards it accord- 
ingly. because he Is closer to the people he 
aerves than most other public officials The 
money that he raises, appropriates, and is 
entrusted with, comes from the homes, the 
real estate, the tangible worldly goods of bis 
friends, neighbors, and churchmen. 
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9 . BellfTlni thnt be 

vtotiTRted by humeniUrUn loRTres. we 
mikdc It possible nt Tehcrnn. Tsite end Pou;* 
dsm for commtinl&m to extend lu dominion 
over eestern Europe end Uie millions of 
Cblnn.

Mr. BARRY. Mr. Speaker, identical 
bills— S. 78. Beall, of Maryland; HR. 
2963, Van Zandt, of Pennsylvania — have 
been intrpduced in the two Houses of the 
Congress which would create a commis- 
sion empowered to a&sess tolls against 
users of improved national inland water- 
ways. These charges would be designed 
to recover capital Investment in existing 
waterways, costs of future improvement 
and current operating costs. An initial 
charge of about 2 mills per ion-mile is 
contemplated These bills, now in the 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittees of the House and Senate, would 
impose tolls for the first time upon the 
usei*s of national waterways. Hereto- 
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fore the ,,eneral taxpayer has paid for 
the costs of maintaining our national 
inland w’aterways. This legislation pro- 
poses that the users should be assessed 
something to contribute toward thr 
maintenance of the waterw'ays they use 
Naturally the waterway users arc op- 
posed to the imposition of any tolls 

I have been asked by the National Wa- 
terways Conference, which represents 
the inland and inlracoastal waterway 
users of thecounti^t to place in the Rec- 
ord an article from the March issue of 
Rivers and Harboi.s. which expresses 
their views It contains a recital of 
various proposals which would impose a 
user charge on the Nation's waterways 
and describe.^ the opposition to the leg- 
ialatioa 

Since Hits is a vital matter to an im- 
poi-tant section of our tranqxirtation in- 
dustry. a thorough examination and 
complete knowledge of the effects of the 
propo.^ls should be in hand before any 
action is taken by the Congress. Con- 
sequently I felt it to be in the interest 
of tlie Congress and of the Nation that 
the point of view of the National Water- 
ways Conference be put in the Concrfs- 
SIGNAL Record: 

No *Timc vox Tolls 

Ask your Congressman, any Congressman. 
In fact, how he feels just now about n piere 
of legislation that would further blight de- 
pressed areas and put the cost of easential 
goods find services still further beyond the 
reach of millions of consumers After he re- 
covers from the shock, be is apt to be de- 
lighted with your question.

"While FHA docs have available a 100 per- 
cent loan."

100 percent of all expenses Involved In lu 
promotion, construction and eomplction 
We have found." ahe empha-M*ea. "that only 
the most Spnrlan-llke project Is likely to 
have even n ne.irly 100 percent loan and that 
as ti»c quality of the living units Is en- 
hanced. the amount of equity required by 
FHA Increases." 

Tills aRpect of 100 percent ntorigage In- 
sured financing, while It might very well be 
the heart of the whole 231 program, docs 
not— as some sponsor’s agents would make It 
seem— practically eliminate equity requlre- 
menu Bllogrther. It doe* not. In a word, 
pay the bills. 

Sponsors also encounter niuuiapccted cash 
rcqtilrementa. not only In the form of the 
demanded equity, hut In the very large 
amount of FNMA feca which, until Just now, 
h.ive amounted to 2V4 p«Tcent of the amount 
of the mortgage and have now been reduced

Most of the sponsors 
are people uf religious affiliation and with 
limited business experience, and the pros- 


pect of having to provide this aubn^wlAl 
block of cash often turns out to be an ex- 
tremely discouraging factor. 

Admittedly, In projects of this type, the 
profit potential for the mortgage banker la 
not great. But. incentive or not. this la 
work which private enterprise la going to 
have io do— and be prepared, If necessary, 
to take a smaller profit In so doing.

Perhaps the most important provi- 
■ion of this bill is the apecihc authority 
It extends to the Export-Import Bank 
to add new kinds of ooverage, Including 
export credit gxiarantees against both 
commercial and political risks in both 
short* and medium*term transactions. 

The bill contains a number of other 
provisions which seek to expand and ac- 
celerate export promotion services on 
a broad front. First, to achieve im- 
proved coordination of Government pro- 
arams, it establishes an inter-agency 
Council for Export Promotion. 

Second, it authorizes and directs the 
partment of State to undertake mar- 

et sui-veys and other commercial re- 
search in foreign countries and dissemi- 
nate information gained thereby to 
American businesses. It would also al- 
low the Depai'tment of State to engage 
in institutional advertising for American 
exports, general and specific, in foreign 
m^ia and, in cooperation with the De- 
partment of Commerce, to set up U.S 
trade Information centers at permanent 
and temporary trade faus in other 
countries. 

Third, the bill would authorize and 
direct the Department of Commerce to 
expand export sendees in its held offices 
and increase the number of these offices. 
This Department is also called upon to 
insert export promotion advertising in 
American media and to set up perma- 
nent trade centers abroad for the exhi- 
bition of U.S. goods. 

Fourth, the bill would establish in the 
Small Business Administration a new 
division, the Foreign Trade Division, to 
render explicit services to tlic small busi- 
nessman newly entering or considering 
the entiT of foreign markets. 

Mr. Speaker, the purpose of this bill, 
as I suggested earlier, is to provide a 
coordinated and augmented program of 
Government action to assist US. manu- 
facturers and businessmen to recognize 
and develop export maiicets.

THE NEED FOR EXPANDED SUGAR 

PRODUCTION FOR AMERICAN 

FARMERS 

(Mj-s. may (at the request of Mr. 
Axenos) was granted permission to ex- 
tend her remarks in the body of tlie 
Record and to include extraneous mat- 
ter.) 

Mrs. MAY. Mr. Speaker, on Monday 
.Cf this week I introduced H R. 7223, to 
-extend the Sugar Act for 5 years and to 
establish new basic domestic quotas from 
which our American farmers could vast- 
ly increase sugar production. 

My bill is based on proposal Z which 
has met with general acceptance in 
many segments of the domestic sugar in- 
dustry Including new grower areas of the 
State of Washington. 

While this legislation is not complete 
in every respect, it can serve as a ve- 
hicle In consideiwiion of the many con- 
troversial aspects of the entire sugar 
production problem. As an example, the 


matter of foreign quotas is still to u 
worked out, and other matters of inter- 
est and concern to the domestic industi y 
may need further attention. 

The bill would extend the law to De- 
cember 31, 1966, and would establish 
new basic quotas on the basis of a con- 
sumption estimate le\ d of 9,600,000 ton.s, 
the anticipated actual consumption for 
1962 
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that the departmental report will be 
forthcoming as soon as possible so that 
the administration position regarding an 
increase in the domestic production of 
sugar will be clear and there will be no 
doubt about the administration’s will- 
ingness to allow* American fanners to 
help themselves and their Nation.

This bill would allocate to domestic 
areas 75 percent of the national con- 
sumption growth over the 9,600.000-lon 
consumption estimate level, reserving 25 
percent for foreign countries. The first 
525,000 tons Of the domestic share of 
growth would be divided 75 percent to 
domestic beet and 25 percent to main- 
land cane. 

Regarding acreage for new growers, 
whenever restrictive proportionate 
shares are in effect for the domestic beet 
sugar area, 75 percent of the permitted 
aci*eage in excess of 1 million acres (plus 
the acreage utilized by new glowers un. 
der this provision in prior years) will 
be made available to new producers of 
Sugar beets to the extent that facilities 
for piocessing are available. This pro- 
vision is calculated to provide for the 
entrj* of new growers to the extent that 
processing facilities, under the quotas 
anticipated may become available, and 
at the same time to protect both the 
present growers and future new growers. 
A new grower in 1 year becomes in effect 
an old grower the next year and the 
acreage he utilizes is added to the 1 
million-acre base. 

Mr. Speaker, I withheld introduction 
of specific legislation until testimony of 
new and old sugarbeet growers in the 
recent 2-day House Agriculture Com- 
mittee hearing was completed and could 
be analyzed It is clear from commit- 
tee testimony that American farmers 
have a right to expect that Congress 
will allow them to produce more of 
America's sugar supply. The testimony 
Is overwhelmingly in favor of taking 
care of our American farmers first, be- 
fore we look elsewhere for our supplies 
of sugar. This valued cash crop will 
do much to raise faim income, wdll 
ease the taxpayer burden, will assure a 
EUkblc supply of sugar in the Nation, and 
will stimulate the entire Aincricnn 
economy. 

No foroign nation can be expected to 
lose respect for America for taking caro 
of our own people before we turn to 
them for additional sugar needs. The 
longer we delay in passage of a n^w and 
k)ng-tenn Sugar Act the longer it will 
be before factories can be constructed 
to pi-ocess the potential sugar crop.

ATTACKS ANTICOMMUNIST PRO- 
I BLUE AMERICANISM PROGRAM 
^ OF GEN. EDWIN A. WALKER 

* The SPEAKER. Under previous or- 
der of the House, the gentleman from 
Texas [Mr. Fisher] Is recognized for 30 
minutes 

Mr. FISHER. Mr. Speaker, the recent 
attack upon Major General Edwin A. 
Walker, formerly commander of our 24th 
Infantry Dirision in Germany*, by the 
publication Overseas Weekly, has nat- 
urally aroused much Interest. It has 
given rise to many inquiries concerning 
the allegations directed at General Wal- 
ker. and in turn has caused many of 
us to probe into the activities and the 
motives of the general’s accuser, the 
Overseas W’eekly. 

Today I wish to discuss the character 
and validity of the charges, and the 
character and quality of the accuser. 
Because of the publicity of the incident 
and the importance of the issue, it is felt 
that the public should be as jfuUy in- 
formed as possible regarding the facts 
in the case. 

From inquiries and documented evi- 
dence, I am convinced the charges are 
unfounded and actually constitute a bold 
and brazen attempt by a salacious tab- 
loid newspaper to smear one of our most 
respected combat officers. 

WHO IS CCNEIAL WALKER? 

To begin with, who is Major General 
Walker? He mas born in Center Point, 
Kerr County. Tex.. 50 years ago. His 
mother and a brother still reside there. 
He graduated from West Point in 1931. 
He has to his credit a distinguished com- 
bat record The general commanded 
the 2d Division Artillery at Heartbreak 
Ridge in some of the hardest fighting 
against the Communists in Korea, w’hen 
it fired a record of 22.000 rounds every* 
24 hours for 14 days. And he served 
with distinction at Anzio and Cassino in 
World War II. 

General Walker s awards include the 
Silver Star, the Bronze Star with an oak 
leaf cluster, the French Croix de Guerre, 
the Combat Infantryman’s Badge and 
the Legion of Merit. 

He served as commander of the Ar- 
kansas Military District in 1957. during 
the Little Rock incident, and ui October 
of 1959 m*as assigned to the command 
of the 24 th Division. 

Aside from his military record. Gen- 
eral Walker is knomn for his militant 
opposition to communism. He is a firm 
and outspoken exponent of American- 
ism. He is a student of history and an 
authority on the devious workings and 
objectives of the Communist conspiracy. 
The General senses an obligation to in- 
culcate his troops mdth patriotism and 
with an undei-standing of their mission 
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In the senice. and also 
ixig of the periU po&ed by 
nist conspiracy. 

It will be recalled that many of the 
defections In the Korean war were 
traceable to lack of Indoctrination of the 
troops in Americanism and the aims 
and objectives of the Reds. It was the 
aeneral’s zeal in attempting to prevent 
that condition among tJie troops in the 
24th Division that led to the career as- 
sassination attempt against him by the 
Overseas Weekly. 

In addition. General Walker is known 
for his desire to surround the GIs un- 
der his command with a climate o! 
morality and clean living. Many of the 
troops are away from their home en- 
vironments for the first time, and Gen- 
wral Walker has shown a keen aware- 
ness of this fact In his efforts to provide 
for them the protection that every 
father and mother would want them to 
have.

THX nO'BLUE nOCRAM 

The pro-blue program simply tea^’^cs 
the soldier his American cillzenship and 
it outlines the scope of communism and 
how' it operates against the United 
States. 

Maj. Arch E. Roberts drafted the origi- 
nal plan. I have sought and obtained 
Information from him regarding it. In a 
recent letter to me he stated: 

By way of iDtroductlon let me say that aa 
Spe^l Project Oracer. 34th Infaotry DivUloo 
1. at the direction of Gen. Edwin A. Walker, 
then 34th lafantry Division Commander, pre- 
pared the division cltlxen&hlp-ln-servlce 
program and the subsequent, and enlarged, 
division pro-blue program which has come to 
be an Issue of some note In Europe and In 
the United SUtes. 


In his active program In pursuance of 
these objectives, General Walker seems 
to have run into a conflict with the 
notorious Overseas Weekly, a tabloid 
that is published and sold chiefly on our 
military bases in Europe. 

The basis for the attack by the Weekly 
seems to have stemmed from the under- 
taking of an Americanism program by 
General Walker among his troops, in 
connection with which he featured an 
exposure of the techniques and goals 
of communism. 

Last October General Walker initiated 
what was knoam as the pro-blue pro- 
gram. Its purpose was to carry out the 
objectives to which I have already re- 
ferred. The program was in accord 
with Army regulations and within the 
scope of official directives. It appears to 
have been consistent with regulations 
and directives from the: Department of 
the Army, from USAREUR. and from 
the 7th Army In Germany which 
prompted it. 

The propriety of initiating this Ameri- 
canism program has wide support. The 
need and Justification for it was cited in 
a speech by Mr. Frank Barnett, director 
of research, tlie Richardson Foundation, 
Inc., before the officer students of the 
Army Command and General Staff Col- 
lege, Port Leavenworth, a few weeks ago, 
later placed in the March issue of **Mili- 
tary Review^”— official Army magazine. 

After discussing the cold war and Com- 
munist goals, Mr. Barnett stated : 

For all tbeae reaaonE. It U clear that the 
V£ mUitary^wUh lu disciplined organlza- 
Uon, training methods, and ctvlilsc contocu 
through ROTC, Reserves, and Industry — can 
and must help others to wage nonmllltAry 
warfare • • •. The free world nerds guid- 
ance from lu owi\ professional students of 
strategy, Uctlcs, and conflict. 

The Army has recently published a po- 
sition paper on cold war intoUigence, 
Classified Army Regulation 515-1. titled, 
“Collateral Activities, Army Cold War 
Activities (U).“ dated March 29. 1961. 
This AR defines troop information objec- 
tives and actions to be achieved in in- 
structing American troops in cold war 
principles. It appears that the subject 
matter, methods, techniques, and pre- 
cepts contained in AR 515-1 closely par- 


A copy of the original draft was sent 
to me .and I have examined it in detail. 
Most of it appears to have been incorpo- 
rated in the final version. Excerpts 
from the official directives which estab- 
lished the 24th Division pro-blue pro- 
gram. follows:

Times. Stars and Stripes, AFN Munich 
and other media avaiiable through Ann; 
public information channels. 

OVEOSESa WEEU.T ANP BUCK OOClErr 

Whiirthis highly laudible program wa* 
in effect and apparently functioning sue 
cessfully It was suddenly attacked b: 
the Overseas Weekly. Thanks to the fer* 
tility of its imagination, the weekly de 
cided the pro-blue program w as nothlnr 
but a John Birch Society Indoctrinatiox 
plan. News stories to that effect were 
%'iied and radioed back to the States 
In the AprU 16, 1961. teue of the Week!} 
there appeared an article headlinec 
“Military Channels Used To Push Bircf 
Ideas." The article follows: 

Aucsarac — For the post year tbe 34tb In- 
fantry Division bos bMn exposed to a prop 
aganda barrage on the philosophy of thf 
controversial John Birch Society, ^e prin- 
ciples of the uitraconserratlve, oelf-stylec 
antl-Communlst society have been publlsbec 
to tbe IS.OCX) men and 10.000 dependenu o: 
the division by lu special warfare office whicT 
airecu tbe pro-blue program. 

The special warfare office and the pro-blu< 
campaign were establiohed by tbe diviolor 
commander, klaj. Cen. Edwin A. Walker a* 
a meeting lost October IS. 

Following the publication of that story 
General Walker was ordered by Presi- 
dent Kennedy transferred from his post 
of Division Commander of the 24th In- 
fantry Divisio;i in Germany to the UB 
Army Headquarters in Heidelberg, anc 
an investigation of the charges was or- 
dered. That investigation is presently 
being conducted by Lt. Gen. Frederic J. 
Brown, acting inspector general. 

In the report on the Incident reaching 
New York papers it was said that Gen- 
eral Walker had instituted a specia: 
troop -in doc trination program using ma- 
terials and publications of the John 
Birch Society. In reporting on General 
Walker’s relief from command the New 
York Times on April 18 included the 
following: 

In lU report lost week. **The Overseas 
Weekly” said that a “special warfare office” 
had been established within the division 
last October to conduct a **pro-blue” cam- 
paign. It oold that the campaign was 
designed, in the CeDeral's words, to present 
positive approach toward the defeat of 
open Communist subversion of tbe Amer- 
ican way of life *’ The name of the Birch 
Society s basic book of principles U the Blue 
Book. 

Thus, Overseas Weekly very eleverb’ 
by innuendo attempted to leave the im- 
pression that the pro-blue program was. 
somehow, affiliated with the John Birch 
Society which uses a blue book. 

In its attempt to prove its point, the 
Weekly, according to a story which 
appeared in the April 14 issue of the New 
York Herald Tribune, slated that “cop- 
ies of a book by the society’s founder. 
Robert Welch, Jr.. The Life of John 
Birch,’ have been distributed to all com- 
pany and battery day rooms in the divi- 
sion." 
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This is more of the Weekly's ^Acndo 
The fact is that the book on t^Hifc of 
John Birch has nothinc mhatever to do 
with the John Birch Society. It is aim* 
ply the stoiT of the murder of an Amer- 
ican officer by Chinese Communists at 
the end of World War II. Moreover. 
Overseas Weekb’ in its desperation failed 
to mention the fact that Uie Birch book 
was but one of a number of anti-Com- 
munist publications made available to 
the troops. About other publications so 
distributed were **The __Masters of 
I)eccit**\by J. Ed^a^r Hoover T 
to Anti-CommuhisrAcUoh?’^ oy Anthony 
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praph carried in the New York Hen 
Tribune of April 17, which reads: 

General Walker and the Oversells Weekly 
have been feuding since the ^neral b.nnned 
one of Uie newspaper’s reporters from the 
84th Division iDslallations. 


T. Bouscaren ; ’'The Techniques of Soviet 
Propaganda/' prepared by the Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary, U.S. Senate: 
**Techniques of Communism/* by Louis 
P. Budenz; "In Every W:ir But One/* by 
*" Eugene Kinhead; TT)e Pentagon Case," 
^^y Col. Victor J. Fox: and "The Stoiy of 
Mary Liu.** by Richard Hunter. 

In addition, 1 am informed that re- 
cently the authoritative speech entitled 
•*A Proposal for Political Warfare/’ by 
Prank Barnett, to which I have already 
referred, aas distributed to the ti'oops. 

If, as Overseas Weekly* contends, the 
distribution of this material, and the dis- 
cusion of the political philosophy con- 
tained in them, constitutes the promo- 
tion of the John Birch Society aims: and 
if, as the Weekly further contends, the 
34th Division **pi*o-blue*' program is en- 
gaged in the dissemination of the so- 
ciety's basic principles, then it would 
appear that every one in the service 
should investigate the principles and 
techniques of the John Birch Society 
since they appear to parallel the politi- 
cal philosophy, and the instructions, dis- 
seminated by official military authorities 
since the end of World War II 

When asked about the Weekly chargor. 
General Walker on April 14 stated that 
the "pro-blue ” program was “not associ- 
ated or aSUiated with any organization 
or society. It is designed to develop the 
tinderstanding of American mililao’ and 
civil heritage, and the tactics and objec- 
tives of those enemies who would destroy 
us." 

Major Roberts, who as projects officer 
for the 24th Division drafted the "pro- 
blue" program, says at that time he had 
never even heard of the John Birch So- 
ciety. Major Roberts reporu that in 
a meeting with General Walker last Oc- 
tober while the program was being 
formulated, the general stated that he 
did not care what the men and officers 
called this new program, just so they 
understood that it was to be anti -Red. 
* Walker then noted that it would be al- 
right with him if, to emphasize the 
unti-Red concept, they identified it in 
^heir minds as "pro-blue/* It may Ix' 
noted that the Navy and Air Force rnch 
4&ave blue books used in their personnel 
training. 

MOTIVES or OTEkSEAS WEEKLY 

It thus appearing that there is no re- 
lationship between the "pro-blue" pro- 
gram and the John Birch Society, the 
Question arises: What was the motive be- 
hind the attack launched against Gen- 
eral Walker by the Overseas Weekly? 
One motive may be found in a para- 


Tliat story refened to action taken 
against a reporter on the Oversea^ 
Weekly by the nam.‘ of Siegfried Nau 
jocks. The latter, who continues as a 
Weekly* reporter, is a native of Danzig. 
Poland, and is now in Geimany on a 
German passport. I understand he once 
worked in the propaganda ministry of 
the Nazis but was later shipped to the 
Eastern Front. 

Naujocks was caught in the act of 
seeking a pipeline into the command 
headquarters for the purpose of obtain- 
ing information which he meant to use 
to smear General Walker, and after ad- 
mitting his guilt he was barred from fur- 
ther use of the bases under Walker's 
command. 

That incident seems to have hurt the 
feelings of the chief owner and publisher 
of the Overseas Weekly, s Mrs. Marion 
von Rospach. And a little later she 
came out with the charges against Gen- 
eral Walker who had expelled her ace 
iTporter. 


QUESTIONABLE REPUTATION OP 
OVERSEAS WEEKLY 

Mr. Speaker, the fact that the Fos- 
pach charges are apparently spurious 
and phony gives rise to a question of the 
character and policies of the Overseas 
Weekly. A recent Ai*my Times editorial 
on tile Walker case contains this com- 
ment : 

We don’t think much oX the Overseas 
Weekly Called the Oversexed Weekly by 
iJif troops. U has been termed ’’subversive 
to the comnund’ — by Ru idmitied adher- 
ent of General Walker — “since it carries 
news calculated to destroy unit loyalty, 
smear noncommissioned leaders, and assist 
anti-American forces in their campaign to 
disunite NATO by portraying the American 
soldier as rowdy, disorderly, dishonest, and 
Immoral •* 

General Walker himself, who should 
be in a position to know whereof he 
speaks, has described the Weekly as im- 
moral. un.scrupulous. incompetent, and 
destructive. 

Lt. Gen. Charles I. Bolte, commanding 
general of the Army in Europe in 1953. 
banned the Overseas Weekly as unfit for 
American servicemen. 

General Bolte has recently said that 
Mrs. von Rospach visited him in Heidel- 
berg. Germany, with her lawyers, and 
that he agreed to reinstate the paper if 
it were cleaned up. 

Piom looking at some of the iss\irs of 
the tabloid it is easy for one to undci - 
fcUind General Boltc's concern and why 
lie would not allow the paper on military 
installations until a promise was made 
that it would be "cleaned up." Leads to 
st-oi ics in the paj>er often carried on the 
front page are lurid. "Model Won't 
Rest on Her Laurels." is an example. 
^The first and last pages usually fenturc a 
* large photo of a neaiiy-nude. 

Another issue carried a full story on 
publication of Ladies Directory, listing 
"play-for-pay gals" by name and address 
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in tlie Soho district in London, hinged on 
a court proceeding which occun^d after 
issuance of the directory. 

Still another provides the readers with 
information that one Martha Watts had 
written a 235 page book on *‘The Men in 
My Life.*' published in London, Including 
the news that its author had been con- 
victed 400 time*^ for soliciting as a prosti- 
tute. Another carried a stoo' on the 
British strippeis in the Soho district, 
with explicit'details as to clubs, extent of 
stripping, and the like. 

A prominent stoi'y from Oversea’s Lon- 
don correspondent contains a three- 
column headline. "Under-Counter Gal 
Book Center of United Kingdom Con- 
troversy." 

These are but a few of hundreds of 
examples that could be cited to illus- 
trate the chief characteriatics of the 
Overseas Weekly. I would not contend 
that Mrs von Rospach is not within her 
legal rights in publishing what she does 
I do not know. My purpose is to illus- 
trate the type of paper she chooses to 
publish Apparently it sells because 1 
undri.^tand she has made a lot of money 
out of this enterprise. 

Many complain that the paper over- 
emphasizes derelictions of Gl's, and by 
following a consistent policy in that re- 
gard the effect is to place all troops in 
a generally bad light in the eyes of Euro- 
peans. Crime, sex. and debauchery are 
prominently portrayed. "Bamberg Citi- 
zens Groaning About New GI Incidents." 
one typical headline proclaims Another 
says "Bamberg Madam Took Advantage 
of Girls. GI s." 

It is this type of publication that is 
credited with causing one of our great 
combat soldiers, General Walker, to be 
relieved of his command. Surely this 
mistake will be rectified as a result of the 
investigation of Overseas Weekly's 
charges Today of all times we need to 
reward ratlier than penalize those who 
preach patriotism and who expose the 
evils of our mortal enemy — communism. 
From all evidence available it would 
seem that the "pro-blue ’ program, or 
something vei-y similar to it. should be 
adopud as a model for use in all our 
military installations all over the world. 
And General Walker should be given ap- 
propriate official recognition for having 
initiated it. 

OVERSEAS WEEKLY SHOULD RE INVESTIGATED 

There appears to be ample reason why 
the Department of Defense should initi- 
ate an investigation of Overseas Weekly 
end its publishers. It is widely alleged 
that the paper is having an adverse effect 
upon oiii position in the NATO setup, 
and tends (o have a demoralizing effect 
on the troop.<i who read its issues over 
a period of time. Editorial motivations 
should be carefully studied and evalu- 
ated. Such an investigation could de- 
termine more accurately the question of 
whether this or any other similar pub- 
lication should have official accredita- 
tion to do business on Govei-nment bases. 

Mr. Si>cakcr, the Walker case involves 
serious business— very serious business. 
Here is involved a man whose reputation 
as a combat leader was earned on the 
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Held of battle in the mids^W hot war- 
fare. This man’s heroic achievements 
have earned for him the plaudits and 
recognition of a grateful Nation. 

6urely General Walker's military ca- 
reer is not to be jeopardized now by un- 
founded and ixisianiheant chai*ges made 
by a highly questionable get-rich-quick

MITTEE ON CAPTIVE NATIONS 

The SPEAKER. Under previous or- 
der of the House, the gentleman from 
Illinois (Mr. DskwinskiI is recognized 
for 60 minutes. 

^ Mr. DERWINSKI. Mr. Speaker, next 
week President Kennedy will face Soviet 
Dictator Khrushchev at a summit con- 
ference. All Americans fervently desire 
the President to speak from a position 
of strength and firmness. We. as Mem- 
bers of the House, want President Ken- 
nedy to know that he carries the hopes 
of America and the entire free world, 
and he certali^y has the support of Con- 
gress as he attempts to develop an effec- 
tive foreign policy against Soviet fi- 
nanced and directed w'oiidwide Commu- 
nist activity. 

We realize as observers of recent his- 
tory and students of Soviet Russian 
diplomatic history that the so-called 
summit conferences, starting with Piesi- 
dent Roosevelt's meetings with Stalin at 
Tehran and Yalta, continuing with 
President Truman s meeting with Stalin 
at Potsdam, on through President Eisen- 
hower’s meetings with Khrushchev, have 
resulted in the United States being out- 
maneuvered diplomatically if for no 
other reason than we have trusted the 
Communist rulers while they see fit to 
break even’ pledge and commitment 
that they give. This cannot happen 
again. That is why I call to the atten- 
tion of the President the fact that the 
House of Representatives is ready, will- 
ing. and able to cooperate with him to 
generate for this country a sustained for- 
eign policy counteroffensive against the 
hypocrisy of the Soviet Union and its il- 
legitimate empire. 

I certainly hope that in the prelimi- 
nary negotiations and preparations for 
this meeting we have not already made 
concessions or are about to make conces- 
sions that will be used to the advantage 
of the Soviets in world affairs. Only an 
inferior nation makes concessions at a 
conference. A nation such as the United 
States, honest and fearless in its conduct 
of international relations, need not be 
blackmailed or coerced into any im- 
proper concessions to the sinister forces 
that oppose us throughout the world. 

My purpose, Mr. Speaker, in address- 
ing the House this afternoon, is to call to

Mr. Speaker, at this point in the 
Record, I wish to insert a statement of 
policy that w^as approved by the House 
Republican Policy Committee yesterday 
in support of my resolution to create a 
Special House Committee on Captive 
Nations:

2 The nature of this struggle is primarily 
psycho-polltJcsl and the Sonet Union de- 
pends heavily upon propaganda as it wages 
its campaign of subversion and aggression. 
This propaganda Is based upon the demon* 
strably false promise that world commum&m 
seeks to liberate the peoples of de\ eloping 
nations from colonialism and Imperialism. 

3. This fallacious promise can be effec* 
lively countered by the assembling and 
forthright utilization of all the truths and 
facts pertaining to the enslaved condition 
of Albania, Armenia, Azerbaijan. Bulgaria, 
mainland China. Cossackia, Cxechoslovabia.

Lithuania, North Korea, 
North Vietnam. Poland- Rumani.i. Tibet .

5. Tbe captive nations constitute a pri- 
mary deterrent against a hot global war and 
further overt aggression by the Soviet and 
Chinese Reds as well as a poslUve means for 
the advancement of world freedom in this 
psycbo-polltlcal struggle. 

6. The President and the Department of 
Etnte will draw needed strength in this 
stniggle from a continuing expose of Soviet 
imperialism.

and this committee, as I have indicaiec 
on so many occasions, w*ould be IdeaUj 
equipped to put the spotlight on thh 
circumstance, with the facts and In- 
formation that could be obtained 

Mr. Speaker, we are all aware of Uu 
propaganda statements of the Soviet 
Union exaggerating the political, eco- 
nomic and social problems here in the 
United Stales. They seek to portray the 
United States in a most untruthful light 
delibnalely exaggerating the probleim 
xvhich we acknowledge are ours and art 
w 01 king steadily to overcome. 

The Soviet Union is the greatest 
orison camp the world has ever seen 
Ttie Russian people themselves are 
prisoners of their own government. Ac- 
tually, they belong to the Government 
Their government docs not truly serve 
them. There is discrimination in the 
6o\iet Union against minority racial 
groups. There is discrimination by the 
Soviet Union against the Moslem. Chris- 
tian and Hebrew religions. Thtrt Is dis- 
crimination In the Soviet Union against 
minority nationalities. There Is natur- 
ally not only discrimination but complete 
deprival of human rights for .anyone 
disagreeing with Communist ideology.

Mr. SCRANTON. Elr. Speaker. I wish 
to compliment the gentleman on bring- 
ing this matter to the attention of the 
House, particularly at this time. We all 
i\ member that some 3 years ago when 
the Congress of the United States passed 
a resolution establishing Captive Nations 
Week that it made a very profound im- 
pression on the Kremlin and on Mr 
Khrushchev himself who was exposed to 
our merriment at the time he came over 
here on his famous tour of the United 
States. I think it is equally true that at 
this particular moment just previous to 
our President's making his trip to Eu- 
rope and meeting with Mr. Khi*ushchev 
that the Congress should again take unto 
themselves the opportunity of making 
this vciy profound commitment by es- 
tablishing the CapUve Nations Commit- 
tee so it will be very clear not only to 
Mr. Khrushchev but also to all the peo- 
ples behind the Iron Curtain that this 
Nation and this body are as interested as 
ever in them and in their ultimate free- 
dom.

Lieutenant Governor PAUL 6. JOHNSON, JH», State of 
I'isslssippl , described as a "segregation leader", spoke to a 
"ialr-slzed crowd" at the ISunlclpal Auditorium, Bradenton, 

Florida on the evening of March 8, 1963, according to an 
article appearing in the "Bradenton Herald"', Bradenton, Florida, 
issue March 6, 1963. The meeting was sponsored by the Manatee 
County Citizens Council, according to the article, and JOHNSON'S 
speech was principally an antl-EENNEDT administration one. 

The article said Lieutenant Governor JOHNSON was accompanied 
to Bradenton by LOUIS W. HOLLIS of Jackson, Mississippi, National 
Executive Director of The Citizens Council. 

A secoad source, who has furnished reliable Information 
in the past, advised on March 20, 1963 that a regular meeting 
of the Manatee County Citizens Council was held at Bradenton 
on March 16, 1963, 41 persons being In attendance. 

On March 19, 1963, a public meeting was held at the American 
Lt^glon Building, Barasota, Florida, same being co-sponsored by 
the Manatee County Citizens Council and the American Legion at 
Sarasota,' according to source. EARL BAARSLAG, Commander of the 
Sarasota American Legion Post, spoke to approximately 100 
persons present concerning the basic concepts of coxisiuiism and 
Its inroads into the United States. 

* Source said the Citizens Council was not mentioned at the 
March, 1963 meeting, however, JAMES LA WHENCE^ RR I SON, JR. of 
Bradenton, Florida appeared to 'be the organizer of the said 
meeting, and HARRISON was heard to state that more meetings 
would follow and that a Barasota Chapter of the Citizens Council 
would be organized.

An article in the **St, Petersburg Times", St. Petersburg, 
Florida, issue March 11, 1963, called attention to the fact that 
ISAIAH WILLIAMS, Negro attorney, was one of two candidates for 
St. Petersburg councilman nominated in the District 5 primary 
election on March 5, 1963. It was pointed out, however, that 
WILLIAMS received most of his votes in Precinct 61 of District 
5, which has a heavy Negro population; also that if WILLIAMS 
acre to receive all of the Negro votes in District 5 on election 
day (March 19, 1963), he would still need an estimated 14,866 
"white votes" to win the council seat. 

The St, Petersburg Youth Council of the KAACP sponsored a 
mass meeting at 4 P.M., March 10, 1963, at the New 'Hope 
Missionary Baptist Church, according to an article in the "St. 
Petersburg Times", said date. ROBERT W. SAUNDERS, Field 
Secretary, NAACP, was to be the main speaker, according to the 
article. 

Miscellaneous / 

An article in "The Tampa Times", issu^March 5, 1963, '' ' 

advised that former Major General EDWIN Ay^^^ALKER, described as 
"center of controversy during the recent riots at the University 
of Mississippi", spoke before 1,000 people at McKay Auditorium, 
Tampa, on the evening of March 4, 1963 "delivering an attack 
against the KENNEDY administration". The article said WALKER’S 
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appearance In Tampa le one of 30 speaking engagements on a 
nation-wide tour labeled *'Operation-Uidnight Ride", and that he 
spoke in Miami, West Palm Beach and Orlando, Florida befoze 
coming to Ttimpa, and was to speak at Jacksonville, Florida on 
March 6, 1963 before leaving th^state, 

*’The Tampa Times, Tampa^ ^orida, issue March 5, 1963, 
indicated that Reverend BILLr^^RGIS shared the platform with 
WALKER, leading the program wirfa a "polished denunciation of 
the cominuDlst eonspiraoy in the world and more particularly in 
the United States". 

Local newspapers In the Tampa, Florida area carried 
articles during mid-March, 1963 concerning the 11th Annual 
Southeastern Regional Conference of the NAACP which was held 
at Tampa within a four day period from March 14 to March. 17, 
1963. The States of Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia, North and 
South Carolina, Mississippi and Florida were represented at 
the Conference, according to the articles, with sore than 200 
branches of the NAACP being represented with delegates. The 
theme of the Tampa Conference was "Full Emancipation Now".

Speaking to the subject, 'Resolved: the 
House Un-American Activities Committee Should be Abolished' were 
professors Richard Jones and Hugo Bedau, in favor, and Mr. Robert 
Rowland of Columbia Christian College and Mr. Leroy Skousen, a 
former FBI agent, against* jj 

"The evening's debate was opened by Bedau who began 
by informing the assemblage that he was certainly a comm'onist 
dupe since he had, in 19 ^ 5 > entered a three months subscription 
to a sports magazine which later turned out to be caltpci 'Soviet 
Russia Today. ‘ He pointed out that while it is certaa.iiiy 
unfair to blame KUAC for some of the legislative abortions 
which have been performed in the name of security, such as 
the McCarthy 'regime, ' HUAC Is a symbol of the same sort of 
activity and certainly does not work to prevent its recur- 
rence. 


"Alluding to William Buckley's book. The Committee 
and its Critics, Bedau classed himself among the 10^ of all 
committee critics who may be classed as the 'purist minority.' 

He said that these people favor the second of two general 
methods of criticizing the committee, that is, objection not 
on the grounds that factual evidence shows that HUAC is not 
doing its Job or is doing it badly, or even on the grounds that 
HUAC runs contrary to the First Amendment, but because civil 
liberties Just are not in bad enough shape to need it, and 
even if they are, the whole question ought to be taken out of ’ 
the political arena and placed on a strictly legal basis. ]J 

"Rowland began by outlining the three basic methods 
which committee critics have adopted to fight the Committee, to 
wit: 1) brutality — kill people who rat on the stand, 2) 

propaganda - criticize the committee, and 3) , infiltrate . 
•respectable' organizations — create dupes and sway the or- 
ganizations' purposes toward, achievement of communist goals. 

"He then pointed to HUAC's achievements; 1) inter- 
rogation of 3000 witnesses, 2) exposure of thousands of proved 
communists, 3) convlctiop of many men in high government office, 
and 4) having had some part in the passage of 129 statutes since 
its inception in 1945, 
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•'Richard Jones pointed out the great need for investi- 
gating committees in Congress, They have been used since 1792 
to do the research necessary to the passage of laws and to check 
up on the efficiency of the executive branch of the government. 
However he expressed great concern over the question of whether 
any Investigating committee should report its findings in such a 
way that they produce a frame of mind in the general public which 
is propitious to the passage of the legislation which the committee 
favors. [7

formation of a new political party to be known as the United 
White Party." According to the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting In Knoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many klansmen were represented. -The UWP was reported as 
being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and Individuals . 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that rank and 
file "States Rlghters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
offices at Post Office Box 251, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

•In November, 1958 a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of klan-type organlzatlons"and 
notorious ant 1-Semltes . 

Issue Number 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt," 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama.

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 
(NSRP) 


On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (DWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November) 10, 1957. An article in 
the November 26, 1957, issue of the ’’Greenville Piedmont,” a 
newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported ”the recent 
formation of a new political party to be known as the United 
White Party.” According to the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which 
many klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported as 
being opposed to all ’’race mixing organizations and individuals 

The July, 1958, issue of ’’The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party” (NSRP) reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
offices at Post Office Box 251, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958 a soiirce advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of klan-type organizatlons"and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt," 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, 1960, a source advised that Edward R. 
Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP, is tlie Individual 
who "runs the NSRP." 

"The Thunderbolt” continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith.

The August 3, 1963, edition of ’’The Daily Oklahoman", 
a daily newspaper published at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, reflected 
an article entitled, "Big Government Ripped by Welch". 

The article stated, in part, the following: 

"The greatest tragedy of the 20th century is the 
increase of 'swollen over-extended' government every- 
where, Robert Welch, founder of the John Birch Society, 
said Friday night in Oklahoma City. Speaking to 500 
persons attending his keynote address of the Christian 
Crusade, Welch called 'this tragedy' greater than the 
Communist menace. 


" 'Even when composed of honest and intelligent 
individuals, government combines and increases the 
stupidity of men. And for a government, the stupid 
action, stupid course, is almost always the easiest 
and safest course,' he said. 

"When asked if the John Birchers supported a 
particular candidate for the 1964 presidential election, 
Welch said the society has 'no position ever in regard 
to politics.' He indicated a majority of the society 
probably would back a conservative candidate. 


Concerning the nation's racial upheaval, Welch 
said, "We have a very strong position in tha^ we take 
absolutely no position. This matter should be left 
up to local communities to handle.... the federal 
government has no right to say what local groups should 
do. 


"In summing up his 90-minute talk, Welch was 
applauded when he said as stupid as people can be, 

'none of us anywhere can begin to touch governments 
when it comes to stupidity. It is the tendency to 
increasing, swollen, over-extended government that 
constitutes the greatest tragedy of the 20th century,' 

Welch said the world's people - except for the communists - j 
'who, if they are truly communists can’t be thought of 
as human beings in any consideration of humanitarian 
qualities' • are nearly alike,"

"Welch strung together nearly 20 stories of' 
experiences he has had in his childhood and his travels, 
with the intent of concluding that 'there’s nothing as 
stupid as government when it comes to stupidity,' Applause 
was brief, but quick, on that comment,,..,. 


The August 4, 1963, edition of "The Sunday Oklahoman", 
a Sunday newspaper published at Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, reflected 
an article entitled, "Crusader Rips Church Group". ^ 

The article stated, in part, the following: 

"The National Council of Churches and America’s parti- 
. cipation in a test ban treaty came under attack Saturday 
by speakers at the Christian Crusade, underway in Oklahoma 
City. Also assailed were the United Nations, both politi- 
cal parties, and the nation’s news media, A Cuban exile 
leader challenged the Organization of American States (OAS) 
to send armed forces into Cuba, and another speaker former 
Major General Edwin Walker, was hailed with calls of ’Walker 
for President ’ ,

’’Luis y.^^’f^a^ara , Miami, Florida, said the OAS has 
the 'right and obligation' to eradicate Communism from 
this hemisphere. It is the legal, moral and military 
answer, he said, and member nations have the power 'to 
intervene with armed forces in Cuba, collectively or 
unilaterally. ' 

- "A 26-year-old Wisconsin minister. Reverend David 

y^oehelf Madison, discussed 'The Liberal Papers' , a collection 
of 12 essays edited by James Roosevelt and authored by per- 
sons working in or with the Kennedy administration. He 
j^?0»5aid the suggestion in the book for America's foreign and 
domestic policies closely follow a list of Communist goals. 
'These ideas are being used by the Kennedy administration,' 
Noebel said..... 

”Dr. Charles Sy^'^ling, Wickenburg, Arizona, retired 
Presbyterian ministe^ accused most ministers in the United 
States of having 'greater devotion to the National Couacil 
of Churches than they do in God. The National Council has 
become the most deeply-entrenched, well organized socialist 
political party America has ever known,' he said.... 

"A retired general .. .told the crowd the Soviet Union 
will not honor the recent test ban treaty any longer than 
the treaty can be used to its o*m advantage. Brigaplier 
General (Retired) Richard Bi*-^fforan, Kerrville, Texas, said 
of 52 treaties Russia has entered into with the United 
States, the Soviets have broken 50 of them. 

"Former Major General Walker hit the test ban treaty, 
politics, and the press. 'Why must there be a test ban 
treaty?' he asked. 'We never agreed with anybody to arm in 
the first place. This is incredible. This reason is treason, 
he said. 

"Sounding like a candidate for political office. 

Walker hit at the Republican and Democratic parties, claiming 
they both have 'no choice' platforms. 

’’ 'The platform to vote for is the one of the man 
against the UN,' he said. 'If you're not for him, you're 
not voting for survival .. .survival is the basic issue.'

"Walker said he's a member of one party, 'the 
people's party of America, and I'm sure 75 percent of 
the people are in it, too,' 

" ' What am I doing?' Walker asked, 'I'm propagan- 
dizing and agitating,' As the crowd began to applaud, he 
asked, 'Do you like it?' and was met with an ovation and 
scattered cries of 'Walker for President'," 

The August 1963, edition of "The Daily Oklahoman" 
reflects that FULTOK^EWIS, JR. was a speaker at the Sunday 
meeting of the Christian Crusade in Oklahoma City. The article 
quoted Lewis as stating the conservatives, ’’split into little 
groups", should unite to "substimtE a new president in the 
White House." He told conservatives to "get rid of schism, nit- 
picking, disagreements on little tiny details and fancy theories 
(and) get behind a candidate or principle which has the courage 
to break the Kennedy family hierarchy." 

The article relates that about 550 persons in the 
Skirvin Tower attending the convention heard Lewis blast civil 
service and foreign service programs, claiming the Kennedy 
administration keeps the federal payroll big for vote-getting 
purposes . 


The article reflects LEWIS endorsed Senator Barry 
Goldwater for President and depicted President Kennedy as a 
"pleasant, superficial playboy who has no more business being 
president than I have being God," v 

LEWIS was quoted as saying that to fight the inter- 
national Communist conspiracy, the average person "can vote 
against Mr. Kennedy for re-election," 

- ^ This article indicated that the Christian Crusade 

ended its three-day session on the night of August 4, 1963. 

On August 2, 1963, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised he attended the opening meeting 
of the Christian C/usade held at the Skirvin Hotel, Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma, date. Source stated that former Major 

G.?neral Edwin A^rwalker addressed the meeting and the nature 
- his remarks were to* the effect that the Christian Crusade 
should devote itself to fighting communism and that he deplored 
the integration crises which he described as being completely

communist dominated and inspired and further referred to the 
entire matter as communist propaganda. 

The source advised that General Walker bitterly 
attacked the Director of the FBI, stating that the Director 
failed to speak out concerning the fact that integration matters 
were communist inspired and in a rambling manner, according to 
source, Walker claimed the Director of the FBI failed to state 
the true circumstances and communist connectiony of those 
persons surrounding Reverend Martin Luther Kin^ The source 
advised that at this point Reverend Billy Jamt?Sigjgis , one 
of the founders and director of the Christian Crusade, immediately 
arose and stated he wished to correct the statements of General 
Walker about the Director of the FBI and stated the Director had 
been muzzled by Attorney General Robert Kennedy. Source stated 
that Walker then continued to criticize the -Director of the 
FBI by stating the Director should not have stood behind Attorney 
General Kennedy and permitted the Attorney General to speak out 
for him but should have ’'spoken out" and spoke of this as an 
instance of political control of the Director exercized by the 
Kennedy administration. The source advised General Walker was 
asked specifically what the Director of the FBI should have 
done and Walker was unable to answer. Walker was asked what 
the group hoped to accomplish in Oklahoma City and he replied 
to the effect that he and the Christian Crusade intended to 
fight the Kennedys wherever they could. Walker referred fre- 
quently to his leadership in oposition to the NAACP and Walker 
was asked if he had been at Oxford, Mississippi. Walker replied 
that he had definitely been there and it was the source’s opinion 
from personal observation that Walker considers himself the 
leader of all groups against integration and "glories in his 
experiences at Oxford." 

Source advised that some reference was made to the 
March on Washington and Walker was asked if he would go to 
Washington. According to source Walker replied, "I will go 
wherje the spirit moves me. Wait and see." Source said it 
was his impression that Walker has the definite intention of 
being in Washington on August 28, 1963. The source advised 
that it was his impression that Walker is definitely and 
seriously a mental case and described the opening meeting of 
the Christian Crusade as follows ... ."It is hard to imagine 
I had attended a meeting at the Skirvin Hotel in Oklahoma City, 

I thought I was in a lunatic asylum."

On August 5, 1963, ,t,he source advised he had attended 
all sessions of the convention of the Christian Crusade which 
ended on the evening of August 4, 1963, He stated he spent a 
substantial amount of time at these meetings around former 
Major General Edwin A. Walker in an attempt to assess General 
Walker as best he could. He stated that in the presence of 
reporters and photographers Walker appeared unstable. However, 
when addressing the convention body he was very lucid and 
appeared quite normal. The source advised he received no 
indication from any of the many persons with whom he was in 
contact that anyone at this convention was organizing any 
group to attend the March on Washington. He specifically 
stated there was no indication anyone discussed carrying 
weapons at any time. Source advised that it was his impression 
General Walker will probably be in Washington on August 28, 
1963, as Walker indicated he would like to witness how troops 
would be used to 'suppress freedom". Walker indicated he 
learned a lesson at Oxford, Mississippi, and will do nothing 
to incite a riot. Walker stated the Army should be used to 
repel "the Negro attack on Washington", Source concluded by 
stating that the main theme of most speakers at the convention 
was "hate Kennedy",

During the interview of Mrs. BAR^T^^ ROT, Rural 
Route 2, Roseville, Ohio, the odor of beer was noted on her 
breath.

Reference is made to M/R of ATSAIC Copadze dated 12-3-63. Further reference 
is node to office iDex^randua of 12-3-63 • 

On 22-2-63 the reporting agent, with 6A Kuakel, proceeded to the Ifeirtin residence 
where Marina Oswald was questioned by the reporting agent as to whether she knew 
anything about telcgraus allegedly sent and received by Lee Oswald prior to his 
death. She stated that she has no knowledge of any telegrtuna sent or received by 
her husband. She was also qucstloi^d about Lee Oswald' a roosting bouse wiierc he 
registered under the assumed naoe and about placing a phone call to this place as 
related by .Mrs. Ruth Paine. Marina Oswald stated that when Lee Oswald did not 
ahow up over the weekend (believed to be Hovetsber 16 and 17» I963) slie asked Ruth 
Paine to telephone the rooming house and upon contacting the bouse, Ruth Paine vas 
told that they had no one by the osine of Lee Oswald. According to Marina Oswald, 
when her husband telepla>ned her the following day from his place of enployijent, 
she (Korina) asked him why he gave her a telephone number where he vas not known 
and be stated that it ves none of her business. Hnrlna Oswald also stated that 
they had a quarrel over the telephone and when Lee showed on Thursday evening 
(November 21, I963) he cx>re or less indicated that bis arrival was to patch up the 
quariel. Marina Oswald was also asked the reason She moved, for about a week, when 
they lived at 602 Elsbeth Street end she stated that it happened before Thanksgiving 
l^y of 1962 when bar husband beat her up and that she moved, first to stay with a 
friend by the nace of Aoaujfiiialler, and then with Ann^hay, wboae addresses she did 
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not knov. Both vooea are Russlaos and she has met them throu^ Mr. Peter P. 
Creeory. Purther questiooiag of Marina Oswald was discontinued due to the 
arrival of FBI Agents Wallace Heiets-ih and Anatole Bogoslov, Agent Bogoslov 
•poi^e Russian sekI acted as translator between Agent Belstoan and Marina Oswald.

Upon j*etum of the reporting agent to the office, he vas given two Russian 
boohs to exaaine, which were entitled "Our Child" and "Booh of Belpful 
Instructions" and other items written in Russian which were received the cenoe 
day from the Irving Police Departibent, Irving, Texas. There were two lottery 
written in Russian by Ruth Paine concerning various offers received by her for 
>^ina Ocvald to live and work, x>ost cards, and one unsigned page taken from a 
writing pad, written in pencil, giving various instructions concerning a post 
office box, disposition of the writer's personal belongings, about tbs paid 
bills, his i>OBsible apprehension aal where he could be located in the event of 
his arrest. In view of the contents of the note end indication that the note 
was written by Lee Oswald prior to his assassination of the President, l^ina 
Oswald vas interviewed over the telephone by the reporting agent at her place 
of residence but she disclaimed any knowledge of such note. The note was 
constructed in very poor Russian and many words were misspelled which were 
bard to understand. Translation of this note was furnished to Chief with 
office nemorandua of the reporting agent dated 12-3-63i together with the 
statesient later obtained from hSiriaa Oswald in her own handwriting. In the 
evening of the aaae day, Ruth Paine vas lotervieved by the reporting 8£pnt and 
S-fi. Brady regarding the above-aentioned note as set forth in the K/R of SA

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On December 3» 19u3 the reporting agent, with EA Brady, proceeded to the 
Martias' residence where Karina Oswald vas questioned about the note between 
11:3^ A.M. and 12:30 P.M. Mirlna Oswald icnediatcly stated that she did not 
wont to tali about the aote over tte telephone the previous evening but that 


the note has nothiag to do with the acsassinaVfon of the President. She vent 
on to say that the note vas written by Lef/^>rCisband, Lee Oswald, prior to his 
attempted assaBslnation of fo rDer _Gonerr.l.^., *alKer , the bead of the Fascist 
organiuktioQ in the United States v]io lived in Dallas, Texas, when they lived

The application form indicated that Oswald dropped out of school on 
April 6, 1963 ; however, Mr. Bond stated that it is pocsible that Oswald bad 
stopped attending clasees prior to this date. 

Mr* Bond stated that this registration card is the only existing record of 
Oswald's attendance at this ochool. Be said that, since Oswald did not desire 
high school credit for the typing course, all the other records of his 
attendance were destroyed.

Id order to ascertaio the siode of transportation used by Lee Oswald during 
his stay Id Dallas and its vicinity, and because of reports that be bad been 
seen practicing a rifle at the Sports Dome Gun Range, Grand Prairie, Texas 
(.M/R of 6 A Kunkel dated December 3 &nd A, 1^3 )p Marina Oswald was inter* 
viewed by the reporting agent od 12>6>63 at the Maj^in residence* She stated 
that she is positive that her busb^iDd had no car nor ever borrowed one from 
anybody. They were too poor to buy one and he was too indepeodent to be 
obligated to anyone by borrowing anything from them. According to Karina ^ 

.Oswald, whenever they needed transportati^^to move from place to place tbeyT<f-^^-^ 

were helped by either Ruth Paine ory Elena. niTll ^and that when they moved from 

the apartment on Elsbetb Street to the aj^rl^nt on Beeley Street they moved 
their OVD belongiogs as the apartments were only a few blocks apart* 

As set forth in the M/R of SA Kunkel, Lee Oswald has been identified as being 
at a rifle range on October 23 and 30, 19^3 on November 2 and 16, 1933* 

By furnishing Marina Oswald with a calendar and also by calling her attention 
to a notation found in Lee Oswald’s address book, the name of FBI Agent James P* 
fiosty, his phone number, his address sod the date of Kovenber 1 , 19 o 3 i she stated 
that this notation was made by her husband the same day (November 1, 19^3 ) when 
she and Ruth Paine advised him that two FBI agents vere at their bouse eskiog | • 
for hlB* Ber husband arrived at the bouse about an bouc after tbs/aeents '' 
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departure. 8be said she vould like to correct her previous stateacat cod- 
cerning the visit of two agents either on Soveaher 3 or 4, 1963> a* 
previously reported, as she is sure nov the visit vas on Bovember 1, 1963* 

Ms:'rioa Oswald vent on to say that her husband vas vith them over the 
veekeod of Ifovenber 2 and 3« 1963, that be did not go any place, that the 
following weekend, November 9 10, he slIso spent with them, and that it 

vas the veekend of November l6 and 17 vben be did not show up at their 
bouse. Karina Oswald further said that she did not think her hisband had 
the rifle any place but Mrs. Paine's garage as she or Krs. Paine vould have 
seen him with the rifle during the weekends. According to Marina Oswald, 
she saw the rifle in the garage about three weeks prior to November 22nd 
and she thinks that the rifle vas taken out of the garage by her husband 
in the morning of the assassination of the President. 

Marina Oswald vas further questioned concerning the attempted assassination 
of former General Walker by her hvisband on April 10, I963, and whether any 
one else knew beside herself about this act. She stated that the day of her 
husband's arrest and CLfter she and her mother-ln-lav returned to the Paine's 
from visiting Lee Oswald at the City Jail, she told her Bother-in-lav that 
she thought Lee vas responsible for shooting the President as he previously 
unsuccessfully tried to kill General Walker vith his rifle. That vas the 
same day when Mrs. Oswald, Sr., told her to destroy Lee's pictures in her 
album showing him standing vith the rifle. Marina Oswald further stated 
that her husband twice saw the TV shoving of a moving pictxire depicting a 
plot to kill a Cuban dictator vith a bomb where the plotters had to dig a 
tunnel and that Lee did not like the picture as be said that vas the vay they 
did in the old days. She also thought Lee saw a TV shoving of a movie where 
an attempt vas made to kill a President at the railroad station vith a rifle, 
from a house, but she vas not sure about it. The vay Marina Oswald vas 
describing the later pietvire, it leaves very little doubt that this picture 
-is entitled "Suddenly" starring Frank Sinatra. 

Marina Oswald also vas asked for assistance in transcribing various names, 
vords and addresses vritten in Russian by her husband in his small notebook, 
reproduced pages of which were furnished this Service by the FBI. Nothing 
vas found there of interest to this Service except various names of their 
friends while they were living in Russia, their addresses, and telephone 
numbers, various names of Government offices, Russian calendar, proper pro- 
nunciation of Russian words, items to be obtained for Msrina's departure from 
Russia and a hand-drawn map of the Kremlin and its vicinity. /

Since 1960 at Estll Helicopter, ERTSIIKIK has worked 
in the sane cfllce with MICHAEL PAJ.MS, also a research 
engineer. Ils addition to working together, KRYSTINIK stated 
he and PAIVE a«re good friends. He stated that in conversation 
with PAINE, l;e heard tlwt PADiE's estranged wile has taken 
into her hone a Russian girl, the wife of .a nan named LEE 
OSWALD. 




Approximately one ronth ago, exact date now un- 
recalled to ERVSIINIK other than It was the day after ADLAI, 
x7\SjEyENS0N, Ambassador to t be United Nations, spoke in 
Dallas, IRYSTINIE and his wl fTTcccnpanled MICHAEL PAINE 
to Southern Methodist UDlversity in Dallas, where they attended 
a Bieetlng of the Amor teen Civil Liberties Pnlon in one of the 
campus buildings, the name of which is unknown to ERTSTINIE. 

his meeting began at approximately 6:00 p.m., and there were 
approximately forty people present. ERTSTINIE cannot remember 
exactly the name of the presiding officer but bolleves the 
individual presiding was a man pape<V^ rMB ERTON , When ERYSTINIE 
and his wife and PAINE entered the^r^Jo, theysat down 
to an individual when PAINE introduced as LEE OSWALD. 

KRYSTJNIE said th.xl OSWALD was dressed in a beige colored 
windbreakor tyi>^ Jacket and did not wear a necktie. ERYSTINIE 
stated that thlx was thi^ same man wbvom he has seen during the 
last twovijays on television who w.as accused of the assassina- 
tion of Preeldont JOHN F. lENNEDY.

KRVSTltUK, a member of the Roman Catholic faith, 
followed OSWALD from the room when the meeting adjourned 
at approximately 10:00 p.m. and began questioning him in 
general about the ant 1-Catbollc allegation against General 
WALKER. Tbe discussion between them became rather heated, 
and OSWALD told KRYSTINIK that KRTSTINIK was s "petty 
capitalist." This apparently arose because OSWALD had 
learned that XRYSTJKJK had a home wood'^working workshop where 
he manufactures birdhouses and occasionally employs three men 
In tbe manufacturf* of these birdhouses. OSWALD told XBTSTIMIK 
that he was exploiting bis workers. KRYSTINIK asked OSWALD 
about his political belief, and OSWALD stated that he was a 
"Marxist." KRYSTINIK then asked, "Does that mean you are a 
Cbrnmunlst?** OSWALD then said, "All right, If you want to 
call me that, that Is what 1 am, I am a Communist." 

. KRYSTINIK then asked what OSWALD thought of the 

administration of President KENNEDY, snd OSWALD ssid^ "They 
gre doing s g^tod job as far as civil rights are concerned." 

Shvrtly after this statc8»ant, KRTSTINJK and his 
wlfe^ CHARIOITE EVILY, left the campus of Southern Methodist 
University snd drevs to the downtown business district of 
Dalles. KRYSTINIK slated that bo and hla wife have been married 
ten years snd that neither of them drink alcohol or smoke and 
they had never during their married lives been to s nightclub.

Aft«r tbp meeting, FRYSTI»tlE dlscuesed LEE OSWALD 
on several occafjor.s with PAINE, .>nd in all conyrrsatlons 
expressed to PAINE his strong dislike for OSWAIJ). PAINE 
told KRYSTINIK that OSWALD wan generally considered by his 
associates to be obnoxious and that nine out of ten people 
would dislike him personally. RRVSriNIK e&id that PAINE 
comes from a Quaker background In Pennsylvania, presently 
attends a Unitarian Churcb, and FRYSTINIK received the de- 
finite Impression that PAINE f«lt sorry for OSWAIJ) and was 
trying to convert him. 

r^jring coe of these conversations, PAINE told 
KRTSTINIK that things night b“ looking up for LEE OSWALD 
because be had been able to get a Job at the Texa.s . School 
Book Depository in Dallas, and it looked like he might be 
able to contribute to the support of his wife. 

Co November 22, 1963|, the day of the Presidential 
assassination, KN7ST1NTE and PAINE were In the office of the 
Bell Helicopter Company laboratory when they beard the news 
that the President bad been shot. There was some discussion 
about the exact Ircatic’n of where the shooting bad occurred, 
so they Icoked it up on the Dallas city wap. PAINE said 
with surprise , "That is right wext to the Texas School Book 
Depository building.” EH7ST1N1K then said, "Well, isn't 
that where LEE OSWALD works?" PAINE said, ‘Tes, but ho docs 
not even own a gun."

The BngliBh translation of a latter erlginallj 
written in Kuesian vaa read to her* fbe letter vaa re- .^v'- - 
tranalated into the Ruaaian language as it was read toy 
SA BOOUSLAV. Ihla English translation had been furnished 
to the FBI Of flee at Dallas toy the U. 8. Secret Serviee. 

Opon the reading of the letter^ KARINA stated imediately It 
was a letter written in the original toy LEE OSWALD in the 
Russian language. She stated she had fouxid the original 
letter in a room at the foxwer OSWlASkD address on Neeley 
Street in Dallas. She related the incident oonceniing this 
letter as follows: 


One night during the spring while she and OSWALD . 
were In residence at the Neeley Street address, she toeeaae 
worried about OSWALD because he had not returned to their 
home eery late in the evening. She said OSWALD had infoxwed 
her that he was going to a typewriting class at the Dallas - 
Evening School that evening. When he had not returned toy 
10:00 o'clock, she went into a room in which he kept his 
personal things and in this room she xwticed a letter hand- 
written in the Russian language. This is the letter which 
is referred to above. She stated the letter gave her certain 
Instructions concerning a Post Office box and ether family 
Buitters and apx>eared to toe a farewell letter* 


She advised that about sddnight that night, OSWALD ^ 
came rushing into the bouse in a very agitated and excited 
state and his face was very pale* As soon as he entered the 
bouse, he turned on the ra^o. Later, he laid down on the 
toed and KARINA again noticed how very pale be was. She asked 
him what was vx%>ng axid he confessed to her that he had tried 
to kill General WAIEER by shooting at him with a rifle tout

She stated that she had found 
this letter in the room in v'hich OSWALD kept his belongings 
in the house on Neeley Street in Dallas. She said she found 
the letter in this room on the night that OSWALD confessed 
to her that he had cried to assassinate General WALKER by 
firing a shot at him with a rifle. 
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OSWALD vas interviewed at 11611 Farrar 

Street. 


She stated OSWAID at the time be confessed to the 
attempted assassination of General WALKER was employed at a 
printing type company in Dallas^ She does not reroen^er the 
neune of the company. OSWAID was also attending a typewriting 
class the Dallas evening school for either two or three 
nights a week. On the nights that he went to typewriting 
class, MARINA recalls she had supper about 6:00 following 
which OSWAID would leave the house about 7:00 in the evening 
and go to class. Re would generally return to the house 
about 9:00. Dxirlng this period they were living at the 
Meeley Street address. 

On the evening that OSWALD attempted to assassinate 
General WALKER, OSWAID Ccune home at the nsual time as best as 
she can remember, and on that evening he said that he was going 
to his typewriting class. OSWAID left at the usual time as 
best as she can remember. OSWALD when he c^u^e hone froaworX 
that evening did not bring anything hone with him. When he 
left supposedly for his typewriting class, he did not have a 
rifle or anythizig else with him. 

She recalls he was wearing when he left the house 
that evening a white shirt and black or gray business type 
suit. She is not sure whether or not be wore a tie. 

She stated OSWAID had not mentioned arythii^g to her 
, about General WALKER before his confession that he bad tried 
to kill General WALKBR. She said that she did not even know 
of General WAUSR's existence before this confession. 

MARINA was asked if she could now state when the 
photograph she bad taken of OSWAID showing him in a pose with 
a rifle in his band, a newspaper in his band and a pistol at his 
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belt vas taken in relation to the tliae o£ the attempt on General 
life* She said that she can recall that she took the 
picture about the same general time as the attempt on General 
KMJ^R's life, that is within a few weeks. She cannot recall 
.whether or not the photograph was taken before the attempt on 
General KALKER's life or after. 

She recalled that she asked OGViALD the evening follow- 
ing the attempt on General WALKBR's life if General VlAU^R had 
a family. She was very pleased to find out that he had neither 
a wife nor children. 

MARINA said she believes the rifle isad by OSHAID in 
his attempt to kill General WTUiiKER is the same rifle she had 
seen at the Neeley house and the rifle he had wrapped in the 
blanket at the garage at the Paine house. She cannot recall 
ever hearing OSWAID state that he was going to fire the rifle 
in practice or that he had fired it in practice. She said that 
the only time she knows that he fired the rifle was the time he 
confessed that he had tried to kill General WALKER by shooting 
at him with a rifle. She said the only time that she believes 
he could have practiced firing the rifle would have been when 
he was supposed to have been attending evening typewriting 
class. 
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MARINA advised that on the svenln^ of Moveaber 21, 
1963 which was the evex^ng that OSWALD had s|>ent at the faine 
house with her, he ^d not seem to be particularly axeitsd or 
agitated like he was for the long period of time before he 
had attempted to assassinate General VAIXER. 


She said OSWALD had calmed down oonsiderably after the 
atteinpt at VAISER's life ax^ she thovxght that he would not be 
Involved in any political activity again until he became involved 
in paselng out throw-aways in New Orleans on the Oiban situation* 
She said, however, that she was glad that he was merely passing 
out pamphlets because this was like play ooopared to tiylng 
to assassinate General VAI2ER. 


She stated that on November 22, I 963 # which was the 
7 ' . day of the President KENNEDY motorcade in Dallas, she and 

Mrs. PAINE were looking at the motorcade on television at 
^'1 the PAINE residence. She said while they were looking at the 

motorcade, it was announced on television that the President 
had been shot. She said that Mrs* PAINE was translating the 
announcements for her. She asked Mrs. PAINE who had shot 
. the President. Mrs. PAINE said that she did not know, that 
It had not been announced. When Mrs. PAINE said that an 
announcement had been made on television that the shots at 
the President had supposedly come from the Texas School Book 
. Depository building, the thought immediately entered her 
mind: "Did my crazy one do it?”, referring to OSWALD. Vhen . 
this thought entered her mind she imnediately went into the 
garage at the PAINE house, as she remembered that that 
was where OSWALD kept his rifle wrapped up In the blanket. 

She went to where the rifle was kept and saw ^at the blanket 
was in its usual place and it appeared that the rifle was in 
it as the blanket had the same shape as before. Then she 
thought to herself that maybe there was astother "crazy one* 
in Dallas. She said that when the police came to the FAINS 
house to take her, MARINA, to the police station, she was - 
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almost In a state of collapse and hoped that OSWALD was mez^ly 
a suspect In the matter. 

She said it was amazing how one man could leave so 
many unhappy people and that It had all been caused through 
foolishness* MARINA mentioned the President's widow and 
the Dallas policeman's widow. 

She said that there had been many quarrels and scenes 
between her and OSWAIfD which developed because she would 
scream at him to try to convince him to try to amount to 
something. She mid that she had tried for a long time to 
convince OSWALD that he was not a stupid roan and that If he turned 
his attention toother things, he covild' amount to something. 

She admitted that OSWAIFD had on several occasions 
struck her during these arguments. 

She said that she had thought of going back to 
Russia but was afraid that If she went back to Russia, that 
somehow OSWALD would get her child. She said OSWALD loved 
the child. MARINA told OSWALD that If there was to be a 
divorce, that she would take the child. OSWALD told her that 
he wovild not let her take the child. MARINA said it was amazing 
the contrast shown here between his love for his child and his 
foolishness In other ways. She said that he had the potentleil 
to be a good mem, but probably because of poor environment and 
Inattention on the part of his mother, he had turned out bad. 

Concerning the rifle, MARINA said that she 
tlmi^that the rifle used by OSWALD in the attempt to assassinate 
General WAIJCER was the same that he had on Neeley Street and 
In the garage at the PAINE residence, where It was wrapped up 
in the blanket which she has previously described. 

MARINA was asked If she could recall quarreling 
with OSWALD on occasion at the Neeley Street residence In the 
presence of another male individual. She said she could recall 
no such Incident. She said. In fact, she could not recall any 
male visitors that they had when they lived on Neeley Street. 

She said the only man who came to see them when they lived on 
Neeley Street was GEORGE DeMOHKENSCHI^LDT who came with his 
wife on JUNE'S birthday and brought her a big toy. She said 
also that the owner of the house on Neeley Street and the 
owner 'a wife visited them once to see how they wei-e getting 
along.

VAUCER, 4011 Turtle Creek Boulevard. This file reflected that 
at 9:10 P.H. on April 10 , I963, a eall was received bj the 
Dallas Police Department from General BDWIN A. VALKBR« 40U 
Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas, Texas. 

WALKER coisplained to the police that he was aitting at 
his desk doing some paper work around 9:00 P.H. on April 10, 

1963* Be stated he was in the northwest room in his house on 
the lower floor, when he heard what sounded like a firecracker 
oxplode over his head. WALKER saw a hole in the wall to the 
left of where he was sitting. 

Investigation by the Dallas Police Department 
reflected that a spent bullet was fo\md in the next room which 
was believed to have entered the window on the west side of 
the room after passing through the wooden frame of the window, 
passing by WALKER'S head and going cookie tely through the wall. 
WALKER was hit in the right arm between the elbow and wrist 
by what was believed to be slivers of the bullet, wood, or 
pieces of glass. WALKER, realising what had happened, ran 
upstairs and got his pistol, and called the police. 

This file further reflects that one KIRK eOLBKAN 
of 4338 Newton Street, Dallas, Texas, stated that he was aitting 
in the back room of his home and heard what sounded like a 
ahot from a ahotgun. He stated he ran outside and pulled 
himself up over the fence in the rear yard, and as he looked toward 
a church parking lot nearby, he saw some unknown white male 
speed down the driveway toward Turtle Creek Boulevard either in 
e 1949 or 1950 Ford sedan. 

This file reflects that another witness allegedly 
saw two men sitting in an automobile about 30 minutes prior to 
the time of the shooting some distance away from General 
WAITER'S house. 
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This file further reflects that all leads were 
Investigated by the l>8llas Police Department as they were 
received without remilts. 

Captain JONES stated that one VIULIAM MacEWAN DOFF, 
white 4 wale 4 approximately 32 years old, came to General VAUCBR's 
hone In early December, 19^2 and pretended to be an Imlgrant 
from Scotland. According to JONES, DUFF stated that he was 
interested in the type of work the General was doing and wanted 
to help him Just for a pl«ce to stay. According to JONES, DUFF 
stated that he had only been In the Dallas area at the time for 
about two weeke arid kept weni Inning that he had to study all of 
the time In order to obtain his American citizenship papers. 

JONES stated that DUFF was a pathological liar, lazy, and would 
not work. He stated in March, 19^3, DUFF was asked to leave 
the VAUZR residence. 

Captain JONES stated that DUFF was brought to the 
Dallas Police Department and given a polygraph examination, 
from which the Dallas P>llce Departwent came to the conclusion 
that DUFF wsB not Involved with the shooting incldept at 
General WALKER'S home. 

Captain JONES stst-ed that there have been no other 
suspects other than DITF and that the Dallas Police Department 
has been wore or lea? at a dead end. He stated that it is 
difficult to Investigate any type cf matter where General WAI2BR 
is involved since WALKER apparently does not know the truth 
from fiction and leads the police up many blind alleys.

Wlien the asaaoslnatlon occurred, FARRELL watched 
the television coverage eontlnuoualy and beca.’ne emotionally 
aroused, especially when RUBY killed OSWALD.

Hllton Hotel, Dallas, at same time OSWALD sought employment 
there. MltRPHY left Job at that hotel 11- 26-63 ostensibly 
to live with sister, JEAi^ MURPHf, 1309 Bourbon Street, New 
Orleans. On 10- ^-63, OSWALD referred by Jobco Employment 
Agency to the DeVllbiss Company, Pallas, but not hired. 

Comments of former neighbors who knew OSWALD as a yourjgster 
Include descriptions such as "a lone wolf," "vicious and high- 
tempered," "quiet and resen/ed, " "a boy who did not like disclplin' 
OSWALD'S brother and half-brother more favorably described by 
neighbors. Wife of OSWALD spent some time In early November, 

1962 with Mr. and Mrs. GARY TAYLOR, son-in-law of GEORGE 
DeMOHRENSCHILDT, while OSWALD stayed at YMCA, Dallas. OSWALD 
attended LILY B. CLAYTON School, Forty Worth (1-27-47), first 
grade; transferred to GEORGE CLARK Elementary School, Port 
Worth, 3-19-48; Arlington Heights Elementary School, Fort

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5-^9~52; Arlington Heights High School, 9"5-5^ to 9-28-56, 
when he withdraw to enlist in D. S. Karine Corps. Susmary 
of residences, schools attended and eznploynents, together 
with schedule of OSWALD'S Income between 6-13-62 and 11-22-63, 
prepared. Addresses for OSWALD'S aether, 1950 to 1963# 
obtained. IL7A MAMANTOV of Dallas advises learned OSWALD 
and wife attended party of Russian speaiclng persons In 
University Park, Dallas, early 1963 at which time they met 
Krs.

CONNELL voiced tba opinion that General EDWIN A. VAUSR and 
Colonel (FNU) CASTER, a close acquaintance of WALKER, have bean trying 
to arouse the feelings of the Cuban refugees, in Dallas, against the 
KENNEDY ateinistratlon. She based this statement upon information 
furnished her by various Cubans to the effect that WALKER and CASTER 
made speeches before Cuban groups in recent months in the Dallas area 
in opposition to the KENNEDY adninistration policies. 

CONKELL further advised she met a man some months ago 
through SYLVIA ODIO, who was introducted as Hr. (nfU) MARTIN from 
Uruguay and whom ODIO stated had tried to obtain guns for the Cuban 
people in their contemplated overthrow of CASTRO soamtiae ago. CONKELL 
stated she was suspicious of HARTTN sinoe be claimed to be an airplane 
engineer, ifhile at the same time ODIO stated be operated a wasbateria in 
Dallas. CONNELL further stated MARTIN apparently traveled out of the 
United Statea a great deal and was referred to by his Latin associates 
always as "Hr. Martin". CONKELL stated she has not seen or beard anything 
of MARTIN in recent months from ber contacts with Cuban refugees.

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She said none of their friends or even her relatives 
had been told of their desire to go to America. JShe said she 
had not even told her aunt. When they returned from floscow 
in July, 1961, OSWALD told no one of his efforts to return 
to the United States. KARINA, who had taken three days off 
from work, told her aunt and certain of her friends that she 
had made application of American authorities to go to the 
United States. She said she had been criticized In pharma- 
ceutical xuilon meetings for her action. She said certain 
strong Communist friends had tried to convince her to remain 
in Russia. She said some of these people threatened to expose 
jher to the newspaper. She said she wanted to experience life 
In another country and wks adamant In her decision to go to 
America. She told the people who threatened her that she 
did not care. She said jokingly that when asked who her 
husband was, she would reply that he was an espionage agent. 

She said certain adult acquaintances of hers were actually 
afraid they would be officially criticized by the government 
for marina's action In atteo^tlng to leave Russia. She 
stated there were some of her girl friends who were jealous 
of her because they would like to travel too and they were 
particularly fond of the American clothes. 

After they had obtained permission to leave Russia 
and were In Moscow making the final preparations, she had 
changed what rubles they had saved Into U. S. dollars. She 
said this was necessary because dollars being International 
currency could be used on their trip from Russia through Poland 
and Europe to Amsterdam. She said they could not have used 
rubles on this trip. 

MARINA advised of an occasion on their trip when 
they were In Poland and gave a Pole a U. S. dollari and he 
in turn gave them enough Polish money to purchase food for 
a long while. She said the American dollar was much valued 
in eastern Europe. 

She said OSWALD had told her on one occasion after 
their marriage that he had been offered Russian citizenship, 
but he had refused It. She said OSWALD did not tell her 
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vhy he had refused it, but she believes he had refused 
because everything In Russia had not turned out as he had 
expected It. OSWALD never told her who had made this offer 
of citizenship to him or when or where It had been offered 
him. 


She said OSWALD had received an official permit 
to purchase a rifle In Russia, and he had done so. She re- 
calls only one occasion when he went hunting. On this oc- 
casion several people at the plant where he worked took a 
bus to a forest nearby for a hunting trip. He went on this 
trip but was unsuccessful In bagging any game. 


OSWALD did not to her knowledge attend any special- 
ized school for training In radio or photography. She said 
he was very Inept In basic electronics' and could not even fix 
a broken Iron.

He was born November 4, 1931 at Grangemount,

The first indicates that Lee Harvey Osvald purchased a 
rifle, and the matching star on the date of March 20 
Indicates that this vas the date of purchase, Mrs. Paine •

Mrs. Paine cannot recall tbe significance 
of the entry reading *'OCT 23*' but believes it relates 
to the other entry reading *'LH0 purchase of rifle*'* 

She recalls that she thought about differentiating 
between the nets put on tbe calendar after November 22, 
1963, ani tha notso uhicb'vere placed on tbe calendar 
In March, 3963, and now believes that she erroneously 
put "OCl 23" instead of "NOV 23" provided November 23, 
1963, is the night that tbe Information concerning the 
date Oswald purchased tbe rifle was released on news 
telecasts. She advised that it seems to her that it 
bad been after November 23, 1963, that this information 
was released on television but that she might have 
been mis taken In this recollection, recalling now 
that November 22 and 23, 1963, were filled with many 
events. ^ 

Two photographs of Albert ^borne, also 
known as John Foward^Bowen, were shown to Mrs. Paine 
and she advised that sh^ has never seen this person 
before and Las never heard either name to tbe best of 
her recollection. 

On September 23, 1963, Mrs. Paine and Marina 
Oswald left New Orleans, Louisiana, in Mrs. Paine's 
station wagon taking with them many of the personal 
possessions of M<^rlna and Lee Oswald. Lee Oswald loaded 
tbe station wagon and remained in New Orleans. 
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M Oo Arriving At the Paine residence in Irving, 

Texas, on September 24, 3963, Mrs, Paine and Karina . 

Oswald unloaded the station wagon placing the Oswal^d 
possessions in the attached garage at the Paine residence* 
There were two duffle bags which were too heavy for then 
to remove. They left these in the station wagon and 
Kicbael Paine, husband of Ruth Paine, moved them into the 
garage at a later time. 

Sometime in October, 1963, after Lee Oswald 
Lad arrived in Dallas, Texas, and about the time be went 
to work for the Texas School Book Depository, Mrs. Paine 
first recalls seeing a package consisting of something in 
a green and rusty~brown camping*type blanket. This 
package was about forty-eight inches in length and about 
eight or nine inches in diameter. It was tied In three 
or four places with string so that it would not come 
UDwxapp&d and was tucked in at the ends.. When she first 
recalls it, this package was lying on the floor of the 
Paine garage near the workbench and band saw which was 
against the west wall in the gazage. The package was 
lying flat on the floor and Mrs. Paine did not pick it up. 

Mis. Paine cannot definitely account for this 
package being in her gazage but it is ber opinion that it 
was probably with the household goods of the Oswald's which 
she brought from New Oz leans in her station wagon. She 
does not believe that she bandied this package and does 
not recall seeing it at the time of the move. She is 
rather definite that she did not pick up such a package 
and put it in her gaiege and if this package was in her 
station wagon, she believes that either Marina Oswald 
moved It Into the garage or that it was in one of the 
duffle bags which were too heavy for her and Marina to 
move. She stated that there is a possibility that Lee 
Oswald might have brought the package into her garage 
after returning to Dallas in the early October, 1963, 
but if this were true, she does not know where be could . 
have stored it prior to this time and knows that he did 
not bring this package with him when he first came out 
to the Paine residence after returning to Dallas. 
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lizs. Palce fidvised that at no tine did she ever .• 
ive a discussion with Karina Oswald about Lee Oswald 
ling a gun, in fact, she recalls that on the afternoon 
of Koventber 22, 1963, when officers of the Dallas Police 
Departaent and Dallas County Sheriff's Office contacted 
her at her hose, they asked if Lee Oswald owned a . 
gun. She told them no, but that most of Oswald's 
possessions were in her garage. By this time, they bad 
moved into the garage area and Mrs. Paine translated 
the question about the gu.c in Russian to Karina Oswald, 
at which tine Karina indicated that Oswald did own a 
gun.

Sullivan dated February 3, 1964, the L»b<^atory was requested to 
examine photographs of General Hdwin AaL^lker's residence that 
were seized by the Dalbs Police Departw^^t during search of 
subject's residence and the Paine residence, for the purpose of 
determining whether or not tJiese photographs were taken with one 
of Oswald's cameras. The only photographs available for such a 
comparison arc copies of the original photographic prints since 
the original pictures were previously delivered to the Commission 
and have been retained by them. 
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The identification of a photograph with a camera is based 
on the characteristics of the edges of the picture area. The 
negative is normally needed to make such a comparison unless this 
edge shows in the prints. The negatives of the photographs of 
V.'aJker's house were not recovered with the photograplis and there- 
fore, a comj)arison of Osv/ald's camera with the negatives could 
not be made. Although the co])ies of the photographs available 
for examination are quite lacking in detail, there is no evidence 
of the edge characteristics in these prints. Since it is normal 
to mask out the edge of the picture area when making prints, it is 
highly unlikely that examination of the original prints retained by 
the Commission would show any edge characteristics not visible in 
the copies. V.’Jtcn the original photographs are returned from the 
Commission, they will be examined for any characteristics of value.

Really Happening In Cubaf" placed by tbe Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). Tbis advertisement announced tbe formation of 
tbe FPCC in New Tork City and declared tbe FPCC Intended to pro- - 
mulgate "tbe truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the 
distorted American press. 

"Tbe New York Tines" edition of January 11, 1961, re- 
ported that at a hearing conducted before tbe United States Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. Charles A. 
Santos-Buch identified himself and Robert Taber as organizers of 
the FPCC. He also testified he and Taber obtained funds from the 
Cuban Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement. 


On Hay 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FFCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Ps.rty (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC aud thereby influence FPCC 
policy. However, during the past year tbis source observed there 
has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize tbe 
role of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that today 
their influence is negligible. 


* ■; On Hay 20, 1963, a second source advised that the National 

Headquarters of the FPCC is located in Room 329 at 799 Broadway, 

New Tork City. According to this source, the position of National 
Office Director was created in the Fall of 1962 and was filled by 
Vincent "Ted" Lee, who now formulates FPCC policy. This source 
observed Lee has followed a course of entertaining and accepting 
tbe cooperation of many other organizations Including the CP and 
tbe SWP when be has felt it would be to his personal benefit as 
well as the FPCC's. However, Lee has indicated to this source he 
has no intention of permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any 
other organization. Lee feels tbe FPCC should advocate resumption 
of diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States and . 
support tbe right of Cubans to manage their revolution without 
interference from other nations, but not support the Cuban revolu- 
■ tlon per se.

From an ezanination of a photograph of her 
calendar for 1963, previously made available to the fBI,

REYNOLDS Stated that he %#as contacting the FBI to

Mr. REYNOLDS was asXed if he had any such infor- 
mation to indicate such %ras the case and he stated he did 
not, but wanted to advise the FBI that on the afternoon of 
March 2, 1964, General EDWIN A. WALKER had telephonically 
contacted him at his place of business, at %hich tine 
General WALKER read an article from some Boston newspaper 
to him. According to REYNOLDS, this newspaper article was

OSWALD. REYNOLDS Stated that actually he did not "finger" 
OSWALD. 

REYNOLDS Stated that General WALKER aaXed REYNOLDS 
if he would come to see General WALKER because General 
WALKER did not vrant to talk on the telephone.

Press International Release captioned "WALKER Clalns Comnunist ' ' 
Cell Active in Dallas", appearing in the February 13,, 1964 
"issue of the "Dallas Times Herald" newspaper. In response to 
a question enneerniog the alleged Ccnicunist qell active in Dallas, 
WALKER stated that people's definition of Conouniss differs. Be 
then aentioned the Bdr Play for Cuba Connlttee as possible 
Coomunist activity. He stated there nust be Conmunists in Dallas . 
and stated people will know about Cemnunisn and Indicated he 
will tell them abou* if. in connection with a question concerning 
the alleged Cciraunisf Party W''tivlty of LEE BARVEf OSWALD, WALKEB 
stated in substance that liRS. OSWALD was bound to be a Communist 
as she came from Russia but it would take a lot of investigation 
in Minsk, Russia to establish this. , 

WALKER aentioced that be had been unable to obtain any 
information regarding his case, meaning the attempt on his life 
and that he bad bad no report from the authorities regarding 
this matter. He said according to news accounts all of this 
information had been turned over to the FBI and the President's 
Commission. He said he had been unable to get information from 
the Dallas Police concerning their investigation of the matter 
as be had sent a representative there for this purpose. He said 
•that since he could not get the information from the FBI, the 
Commission, or l^al authorities, be would have to conduct bis 
.own personal investigation of ibis matter. WALKER then mentioned 
three other deaths which be stated bad occurred in Dallas sines’ . 
April, 1963, and said he would like to see someone investigate - 
these deaths. He refer red to one as a Southern Methodist University 
law professor case not rer ailed, a Dr. DSEN, a doctor at Timber lawn, 
and the owner of k. used ci.:- lot in Dallas; cot further identified. 

In connection with the. used car lot owner, be stated a Mexican 
had been seen running away from the lot. 

At this point durinf, the ir.tervlew, attorney JOE ' " - 
MATTHEWS intmtipt^d the Inteiview, and requested he be allowed 
to consult with his client before continuing the interview. 

After a brief consultation with WAITER, MATIBEWS advised that 


WALKER would review his files and papers and discuss the matter 
with CLYDE WATTS, his attorney in Oklahoma City and thereafter 
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Dot* Tebruary 18. 1964 

Mrs. UARIKA 06WA1D vas interviewed at the bone ' 
of Mr. and Mrs. DECLAK FORD, 14057 Brookcrest, Dallas, With 
whom she is temporarily residing. Mrs. FORD is of Russian • 
de scat and speaks the Russian language and has b^en 
previously identified by MARINA as a close friend of hers. 

MARINA was questioned concerning the photographs 
which LEE HARVEY OSWALD had taken at the General WALKER 
home at Dallas, which photographs appear in inventory 
item number 14 - photograph 1 and inventory item 369, and 
have been identified as being photographs of the WALKER 
home. * . 


rD.ie> («•». 
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MARINA stated that she had originally seen these 
photographs about two or three days after the WALKER 
shooting. On this occasion, she smelled smoke in the 
house which they rented on Neel/ Street. She investigated 
and found LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the bathroom burning 
pages from a loose-leaf notebook. OSWALD identified 
the paper he was burning as being the plans for the 
shooting of General WALKER. MARINA stated these pages 
came from a loose-leaf notebook with a blue cover. She 
has seen this loose-leaf notebook about the. house since 
the WALKER incident and knows that OSWALD did not destroy 
the notebook also. She also recalls seeing a bus time- 
table in the notebook at the time be was burning the pages. 

At this time, OSWALD had in his hand some photographs. She 
asked to see the photographs and then asked OSWALD what 
they were. Re identified them as being photographs which 
he had taken of the WALKER home. MARINA is of the opinion 
that OSWALD developed and printed the photographs himself 
as he bad available * material for such work at bis 
place of employment and because he did not trust anybody 
else to do the developing and printing. 

MARINA is not sure with which camera OSWALD took 
the photographs of the WALKER house. She reiterated that 
OSWALD owned two cameras; one a Russian made camera with 
the trade name "Smena - 2'*, and the other a U. S. made ' 
camera. The “Smena - 2” camera was, previously identified as 
the “Cuera - 2“ camera. “Smena - 2“ is the English translation 
■o f "th e R ussian - t r ad e name - of - thid e omorai — — — 
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She vas asked if there were other occasions 
when she knew that OSWALD had taken his rifle out to 
practice firing with it* She said that she could not 
recall any other occasions but there were times when 
OSWALD would walk from the house saying he would return 
• soon. She thinks it entirely possible that be did 
practice firing with his rifle on some of these occasions* 

MARINA said she did not know OSWALD had 
Intended to attempt the assassination of General lAUIER* 

She said she had not heard of General WALKER prior to 
his admission to her on the night of the attempted 
assassination nor did she know even then who WALKER was 
until he explained WALKER'S identity to her* She said 
she had never discussed the WALKER Incident with anyone 
until questioned about it by persons investigating the 
assassination of President KENNEDY* She said she had never 
mentioned the incident to Mrs* RUTH PAINE* - 

MARINA was questioned further concerning OSWALD'S 
trip to Mexico* ^ 

She stated that she had known about OSWALD'S 
trip to Mexico about a week before be had taken the 
trip. She said she bad been aware of the interest of 
the interviewing agents in the trip of OSWALD to Mexico 
because of the questioning done by the interviewing 
agents concerning this trip* She said she bad not told 
the interviewing agents about the trip and hadf in fact| 
stated that she did not know about the trip whereas in - 
truth sbe bad known because she did not like the IBI and 
she bad wanted to save something to tell the Commission*' 

Sbe said that when questioned concerning the 
t OSWALD trip to Mexico by the Commission, she realized the 

Interest of the Government in this trip and being under 
oath, told the truth about the trip whereas she previously 
bad not* 

MARINA stated sbe had not liked New Orleans and . 
bad told OSWALD sbe wanted to return to Dallas* She ^ 

thereupon wrote RUTH PAINE xe questing that Mrs* PAINE .. 

■ : ; help her to return .to Dallas* RUTH PAINE wrote -that she-_yt^ 

' ' would be in Hew Ori^pans to pick her up and return her to -- v - 

Dallas* MARINA stated it was OSWALD'S intention »t the 
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beginning to return to Dallas vitb her and Mrs. PAINE. 

Later, however, he conceived the idea of going to Mexico 
for the purpose of entering Cuba. Be wanted to go to 
Cuba because he was interested in that country and 
because Cuba and Russia were friendly nations. He told 
her that the only way he could get to Cuba was through 
Mexico. MARINA did not want to go to Cuba but said she 
would probably have gone if OSWAID had been admitted and 
bad later asked for her and JUNE to join him there. It 
was her opinion that OSVAID, if admitted to Cuba, would 
become disillusioned there as he bad become in Russia 
and be would return to the United States and support 
bis family in a normal way. 

She advised she bad not told RUTH PAINE or 
anyone else about OSWAID going to Mexico and she feels 
certain OSWAID did not tell RUTH PAINE or anyone else 
about bis trip to Mexico. While be was in Mexico, he 
wrote her no letters because he did not want anyone 
to know he bad gone to Mexico. 

She said OSWAID bad informed her be bad traveled 
to Mexico from New Orleans by bus and bad returned to 
Dallas from Mexico by bus. He mentioned that bis return 
trip had cost him less than bis trip to Mexico. He took 
with him somewhere between $160.00 and $180.00 and he 
returned to Dallas with about $70.00. She was questioned 
as to why she knew the amounts of money he took and returned 
with, when she bad previously stated she knew nothing 
about money matters and OSWAID did not tell her anything 
about money natters. She said OSWAID bad told her when 
she left New Orleans that he bad about $160.00 to $180.00. 

He told her when be returned to Dallas that be bad about 
$70.00. She said it is true that she did not handle 
the money and she could not spend money unless OSWAID. gave 
her permission but she did know of these matters as above 
related. She was asked bow much money she bad in her 
possession at the time she returned to Dallas from New 
Orleans. She replied she bad no more than $10.00. 
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MARINA OSWALD was interviewed at the office of her 
attorney, WILLIAM A. MC EENZIE, Fidelity Union Life Building. 

MB. HC KENZIE was not present during the interview. '

MARINA was questioned further concerning alleged 
tiurget practice of LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 

She advised she bad been nlstaken on February 17, 1964, 
when she said she recalled OSWALD cleaning his rifle at Neely 
Street, at which tine he Bade the statement he had been practicing. 
She said she is now able to place the date that she saw OSWALD 
cleaning his rifle as being shortly before the WALKER incident, 
and at the tine they resided on Neeley Street. 

MARINA retraced at this time every incident she can . 
recall concerning OSWALD'S cleaning or practicing with his rifle. 
She said she can now recall that OSWALD cleaned his rifle on 
Ibout four or five occasions during the short period of time which 
elapsed from the time he acquired the rifle in March, 1963, until 
bis attempted assassination of General WALKER. She can recall 
that be cleaned the rifle at least one time after the General 
WALKER Incident and before their trip to New Orleans. 

At one of the four or five tises that she observed 
OSWALD cleaning his rifle at their home on Neely Street, before 
the WAIXER incident, be told her be had been practicing with the 
rifle but be did not say when be bad practiced. On the other 
occasions of bis cleaning the rifle before the WALKER Incident 
be did not say be bad been practicing. MARINA deduced that be 
Bight have been practicing with the rifle. She cannot recall 
now any incidents connected with the rifle cleaning which 
would indicate to ber now that be Bight bave^ practiced. She . ; 
can recall nothing unusual in bis routine at' the tine. She ' ' . ' 
said this period between hijs purchase of the rifle and the 
WALKER incident was the period of tine he was attending night 
school. She said it would have been entirely possible for hia 
to have practiced bn any of the tines that be was away from the * 
house ostensibly attending school and if be had practiced on 
such occasions, it would have been without her knowledge. 
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MABINA said to her knowledge OSWALD had only one 
rifle and that rifle is the one he saintained in the PAINE 
garage during her residence with MRS. PAINE and the sase 
rifle she Identified in 'her testlnony before the CosDlsslon 
Inwestlgating the assassination. She said he had received 
this rifle by ralL At the tine he received the rifle they 
were residing on Nee?y Street. She said she now can renember 
tilts definitely. She is sure in her own nlnd that she did 
not see OSWALD with a rifle In January , 1963. 

She recalls she first saw the rifle on a shelf in 
OSWALD'S room on Neely Street. She estimates the first tine 
she saw the rifle to be near the end of March, 1963. It was 
about seven to ten days after first seeing the rifle that she 
took the picture of OSWALD with the rifle and the pistol and 
the newspaper. She recalls she took this picture on a Sunday. 

It was following this, that she recalls seeing OSWALD cleaning 
the rifle as related above. 

MARINA gave further information concerning the 
incident of OSWALD taking the rifle from the house in a rain- 
coat foi* the purpose of practicing with it. She believes 
thils incident occurred shortly before the attempt on WALKER'S 
life, probably in March, 1963. She related she needed to go 
to the store and told OSWALD that she wanted to go to the store 
and take a walk. OSWALD told her to take JUNE in the carriage 
and begin walking toward the store and he would catch up with 
them. MARINA left the house with JUNE and began walking 
toward the store and shortly OSWALD caught up with them. Be had 
his rifle wrapped up in a raincoat and told MARINA he was 
going to practice firing with the rifle. She remonstrated 
with him. She said the police would get him. Be replied he 
was going anyway and it was none of her business. Be did not 
say where he was going to practice filing the rifle, other than 
be wu going to a vacant spot. She did not see any rifle shells 
in his possession. 

They walked from their house on Neely.' Street to 
Blsbeth Street where they walked two blocks left and then a 
block or two to the right, arriving at a large artery, where 
buses travel, which she believes was Beckley Street. They crossed 
the street and waited for the bus to arrive. She and JUNE’j her 
daughter, waited with OSWALD until the bus arrived. They saw him 
board the bus. She does not recall exactly what bus he^^boarded. 
She said during the interview of February 17, 1964, she/said be 
boarded the "Love Field" bus. She explained why she bad said 
that. MARINA advised that the "Love Field" bus stopped at this 
particular bus stop. She can read the words "Love Field". OSWALD 
had, at one time, translated the words for her and she knew them 
to sean literally "field of love". Be had also told her that he 
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bad practiced In a *'field"« Through the association of these ^ 

Ideas she bad concluded that it vas the **Loye Field** bus he ■ 
boarded. •

MARINA furnhbed further Inforaation concerning the \"f'' 
photograph of OSWALD which she took and the caaera with which 
she took it. She 'advised that she believed she took the pboto- 
!.^raph with the Anerlcan caaera which OSWALD owned. She repeated 
OSWALD owned two caaeras- one an Aaerican caaera and the other a 
Russlan-aade caaera, which she has identified as the Saena 8. 

She said the Aaerican caaera bad a grayish color, soaewhat like 
alualnua. It was a boz-type caaera. She is not coapletely 
sure however, as to whether the caaera bad an extending bellows. 

She can recall that she sighted the caaera by looking down into 
a viewer at the top of the camera. She said she did not know where 
this caaera is now. MARINA advised she could* identify this camera. 

MARINA advised she had jotted down the license number 
of the automobile used by SA JAMES P. BOSTT, JR. on an occasion 
when be had called at the PAINE residence. She said she had 
jotted the number down on a piece of paper and given it to 
OSWALD. She bad written the number because OSWALD had told her 
to jot down the license number of any FBI Agent who caae^ to 
the bouse in order that he would know that it was a FBI car. 

MARINA advised she had not inforaed MR. qr MRS. 

PAINE that OSWALD owned a rifle noi* bad she inforaed either 
of the PAINEs of OSWALD'S attempt on the life of General 
WALKER. She felt sure that OSWALD had not informed either of 
the PAINEs of these natters. 

MARINA said she bad not inforaed SAs BOGUSLAT and 
HEITMAN previous to December 3, 1963, of the WAI^KER note or 
the attempt on WALKER'S life by OSWALD because in the first 
place she was OSWAlD's wife, and in the second place, because 
OSWALD bad not killed WALKER in the attempt , for which she 
was very happy.

She^as exhibited the photograph cf on e LTOI^ IA 
.MIj<^lAYgyij^?FRUSAKOVA « neej^SOTENKO born February 6, 1^32 , 
citlaen of \he U.S. S^R,»^ vho %ras one of 26 Soviet etudentc 
- • vho visited Eng land , as_tourists in May I960. MAFliRA advised* 
^fter viewing the photograph* that she could net identify the 
person depicted in the photograph. She said this person is 
not related to her. 

A caneza described as .an "Imperial Reflex** duo 
lens* size 620* metallic gray in color* was exhibited to 
MARINA. She immediately identified it as the American camera * 
v/hich she had previously referred to as being the property of 
LEE BARVEY OSWALD. She said this is the camera vrlth vAiich she 
had taXen the picture of OSWALD holding the rifle and newspaper 
and inrearing the pistol. She said this 'is the camera* she be- 
lieves, %d.th %diich OSWALD tooX the photographs of the WALKER 
house in Dallas* but she cannpt.be sure of this.. 

MARINA was questioned concerning OSWALD'S reading 
habits ^ile in Dallas, Texas. She said he had gone to the 
Dallas Public Library on many occasions and had brought bacX 
piles of booXs to their residence. She said that generally 
the booVs %diich he brought home to read were hietories or 
biographies. She recalls that he read biographies of BITLER* 
KENNEDY and KHRUSHCHEV. She is not clear in her mind as to 
>^ether he read these booXs in New Orleans or in Dallas. 

She recalls he also read the booX "Time to Live and Time to 
Die" by ERIC MARIA REMARQUE. She recalls he read a booX ' 
about POWERS* the U-2 pilot. She cannot specifically recall 
vhat booXs he cheeXed out of the Dallas Public Library. 

MARINA was questioned concerning a previous state- ' 
ment made by her that following his return from Mexico* OSWAU) 
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had told her he would buy her a vraahing machine. MMUNA 
•aid OSWALD had not purchased this washing machlng and* in 
fact* not much had been done %irLth a, view to purchasing a 
machine except that she and Mrs. had checXed t^ie 

newspapers for private sales. She said to her Xnowledge 
no telephone calls had been made by either Mrs. PAINE 
or OSWALD with regard to the washing machine. Mrs. OSWALD 
said she, of course* had made no such calls as she could 
not speak enough English. MARIN^ OSWALD specifically stated 
that she does not recall that anyone called the Ridgewood 
Furniture Company In Garland* Texas, with regard to the 
purchase or rental of a washing machine for her. 

MARINA was questioned concerning a notice of the 
Irving* Texas* Post Office of "Attempt to Deliver Mail" v^lch 
was dated November 20* 1963* and concerned^ a parcel addressed 
to LEE OSWALD* 2515 West 5th Street* Irving* Texas* on Which 
due twelve cents postage. MARINA advThed she recalls 
that a parcel had been delivered by the postman at the PAINE 
residence on about November 20, 1963* on Which twelve cents 
postage %^s due. She paid the postage and accepted the 
parcel. The parcel contained* she believes* a magazine. She 
thinks this magazine was one to vrtilch they subscribed. This 
magazine Is "Ogonek" * a vreekly .Russian * news-type magazine. 

MARINA was questioned concerning a letter %nrltten 
to her by Mrs. RUTH PAINE* vftilch letter was dated May 16* 
3963. In this letter Mrs. PAINE spoke of her displeasure 
with her husband and of her intention to travel to New York 
to find herself "a lover", MARINA said she recalled the 
letter. She believed this statement by Mrs. PAINE to have 
been a joke . She safd Mrs . PAINE was not serious and that 
Mrs. PAINE was not that type of a woman. She added that 
Mrs. PAINE did not like LEE HARVEY OSWALD and LEE KARVEY 
OSWALD did not like Mrs. PAINE. She was sure that there was 
no illicit relationship between Mrs. PAINE and LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD. She can recall that on one occasion she discussed 
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with Mrs. PAINE her relationship with her husband, Mr, PAINE. 

She said she told Mrs. PAINE In a Jocular way that if her 
'husband would not live with her she vrould spit on him and 
find herself another one. She eaid that she was sure that 
Mrs. PAINE tooX this in the manner in %diich she had stated 
it, that is, that it vras sort of a joke. 

MAkINA %^8 q\^e St ion ed' concerning the alleged fights 
engaged in by her and L'BE HARVEY OSV4ALD. She said she be- 
lieved OSWALD had physically mistreated her about four times 
during their married life. She %/as asked vdiat this mistreat- 
ment consisted of and she replied that it consisted of OSWALD 
hitting her in the face. She was asked if she had retaliated 
and she said that she had. MARINA said that she had thrown 
things at OSWALD. She recalled once throwing a radio at him 
and recalls that the radio had been broken %ihen it hit the 
floor. MARINA was asked as to who had actually started the 
fights and she had replied that OSWALD had started the 
fights by hitting her. MARINA vras questioned as to vhat had 
caused the fights. She said that generally the fights were 
started because she had criticized OSWALD and he had become 
angry and hit her. She was asked as to how she had criticized 
OSWALD. She replied she had criticized the books that he 
read. She said OSWALD was always reading books on history, 
bigraphies , and philosophy, and that she had told him he 
should read more fiction. She criticized his political ideas. 

She said OSWALD was always talking about pollitical subjects and 
%ras critical of both the United States Governittent and the Russian 
government, and she did not like to talk about political things. 
She also recalls that once -an argument had -ensued because OSWALD 
did net want his mother to visit in their home and she thought 
it was proper that the mother should visit their home.

Dr. FERNAM)0 PENABAZ, Cuban exile at Miami, Fla., stated 
he attended convention of "Christian Crusade" at Shreveport, 
La., during 2/64 and discussed assassination With persons 
there. He stated he possessed no first-hand information 
concerning LEE HARVEY OSWALD'S activities, and any remarks 
made by him concerning OSWALD vould have been qualified 
as speculation. Regarding alleged plan of Cuban named 
QUINTIN PINO to rescue OSWALD after assassination. 

Dr. PENABAZ said he had not stated this as a fact. He 
said he heard it from another Cuban at Miami. Tracing 
of the QUINTIN PINO story, as obtained by Dr. PENABAZ, 
resulted in explanation ttUt it was rumor and commentary 
among Cuban exiles at Miami. 
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DETAILS: 

The following Investigation supplements that 
contained In the report of Special Agent RAYMOND R. WILLIAMS 
dated March 3» 196A, at Minneapolis, captioned "LEE HARVEY 
OSWAID, Aka; IS * R", concerning statements by the Reverend 
FREDERICK CURTIS FOWLER of Duluth, Minnesota, relating to 
alleged collusion between LEE HARVEY OSWALD and JACK RUBY. 
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f Dr. PERmNDo" PEmBAZ, age 45, resident at_M05 

Soutlwest Fourth Avenue, Miami, Florida, advised he had 

graduated from Duke University In 1939; subsequently attained 
his lav Degree from the University of Havana, and bad 
'practiced Lav in Cuba, as veil as being engaged in nevspaper 
vriting before coming to the United States as an exile from 

the CASTRO regime as of June, I960. 

/ 

Dr. PENABAZ stated be Is currently active in 
preparation of radio programs broadcast over 110 radio 
stations in eleven latin American countries. Re said these 
programs are directed against the CASTRO regime. Be said be 
has also been a vriter for the "Fort Lauderdale Mevs", 
published at Fort Lauderdale, Florida, and- for the "Jefferson 
City Nevs Tribune", published at Jefferson City, Missouri. 

Dry/PE!I\BAZ stated he vas invited to speak at the 
Third Annuali National Anti •Communist Leadership School, 
sponsored by thd^ Christian Crusade, vhich vas held at the 
Captain Shreve Hotel, Shreveport, Louisiana, during 
February 10-14, 1964. He said the Christian Crusad^has as 
its founder and director the Reverend BILLIE JAM^^^llARGIS. 

Dr. PEIABAZ stated that during the period of 
his visit at Shreveport, he recalled having a visitin' the 
room of the Reverend I^RGIS, at vhich General EDWIN' WALKER 
vas present, and also another individual, vhom he did not 
specifically recall to be Reverend FREDERICK' FOWLER, ' 
although he did not recall vho else It might have been. He 
stated that during this visit, a discussion developed over 
the circumstances surrounding the assassination of President 
JOHN F. KENNEDY. 
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It was poioted out to Dr. PEt^BAZ that Information 
had been received attributing to Dr. PEN^MZ various 
statements regarding the assassination which made more 
specific details desirable. 

With respect to information that the assassination 
arose from an agreement between President KENNEDY and Premier 
KHRUSHCHEV for the elimination of FIDEL CASTRO with a 
provision that Cuba remain communistic, pr. PEN^BAZ said 
he would never make such a general remark that could not be 
logically proven. He said that while such a theory is not 
contradictory in Itself, he would not have voiced it 
without making clear that it was pure speculation. Re 
stated be has never observed so many pundits pour forth so 
many distorted remarks as have been made concerning the 
assassination of President KENNEDY. Dr. PENABAZ stated he 
probably did say that one could argue in favor of the thesis 
that CASTRO may have had reasons to eliminate President 
KENNEDY, since it was evident that CASTRO seemed to realise 
that President KENNEDY wanted him deposed as the leader in 
Cuba. Dr. PENABAZ said that in a speech by CASTRO made at 
the Brazilian Embassy in Havana about the beginning of 
September, 1963, which speech was reported in the American 
press, CASTRO virtually threatened President KENNEDY by a 
statement to the effect that leaders threatening him (CASTRO) 
better be careful, because they, too, could suffer accidents. 
Dr. PENABAZ stated significant with this remark by CASTRO 
was information, unconfirmed, but received by the Cuban 
exile colony, t^t about three weeks prior to the speech of 
CASTRO at the Brazilian Embassy, an attempt had been made 
on CASTRO 's life, with the result that someone was, in faet. , 
killed. Dr. PENABAZ stated this may or may not be true. 
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Dr. PEN\SAZ ttAted be possessed no Infonoation 
eoDcemlDg e trip to Cube hj OSV^IO or the awarding, pf 
$10,000 to 09^ ID as payiDeDt in the assignment to 
assassinate President KENREDT. 

Dr. PEN\B4Z stated that the BK>st kncwn concerning 
094^1D's coooeetioo with Cuba vas the fact that he had gone 
to Mexico prior to the assassination, and that the Mexican 
authorities took measures against a girl in the Cuban 
Embassy in Mexico City with vhom OSM4ID bad contact. As 
possible indication that the Cuban Co\«maent was interested 
in 09IMD, the G^STRO Government protested the detention 
of the girl assigned to the Cuban Embassy, althoc^ she was 
a Mexican citizen. 

With respect to information that the "Rational 
Reviev^'iy^a publication at Hew..Tprk City with which writer 
WILLIAM ^BUCICLET is associated, tttd reported that a "Rev York 
Times" reporter bad obtained from a very good source the 
story of Oswald's trip to Mexico and subsequent return to 
the tfoited States with the sisb of $10,000, but that the 
"Hew York Times" mysteriously withheld the story. Dr. FEH^BAZ 
stated as fo Hears: 

This was the first be had beard of this situation, 
and he highly doubted its accuracy, since he believes that 
if anyone bad such facts concerning the assassination, 
nothing could prevent publication of the story over all the 
world. 


With respect to information that OSWALD, on return 
from his alleged trip to Cuba, was accompanied by QUIRTIH PIHO, 

* ' vS 
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vho was to take OSWALD to Cuba after the assassloatloD, 

Dr. PENABAZ stated he had not made such a statement to 
anyone as being fact. He stated he had heard of an 
alleged plot wherein QUIHIDi^plNO bad crossed into Texas 
from Mexico for the purpose of rescuing OSWALD after 
the assassination, but that the plan failed because OSWALD was 
not wearing clothing of the prearranged color, whereby he 
would be readily recognized by PINO, and also, since OSWALD 
became Involved in the shooting of Dallas Policeman TRIPPITT, 
OSWALD failed to reach the rendezvous at the time PINO would 
pick him up. 
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Dr. PENABAZ stated he had beard this story concerning 
PINO from MIGUEL DE LEON, whom he described as a former Cuban 
Congressman with contacts throughout Central America. He 
said that according to DE LEON, QUINTIN PINO was a strongman 
in the diplomatic service of FIDEL CASTRO, and had been sent 
by CASTRO to Nicaragua as of 1959 to organize anti-government 
guerrillas there. 


Dr. PENABAZ stated he has never written any 
article in his news columns concerning the matter of QUINTIN 
PINO, because It Is Just the remark of one person to him, and 
may have no basis In fact. He said that for the same reason, 
he had not reported such information to government authorities. 

Dr. PENABAZ stated be bad ^de no such statement 
that OSWALD had been shot by JAQF^ RUBY, for falling to follow 
the escape plan after the assassination. Dr. PEIABAZ stated 
he may have said that such a possibility existed, but 
he would definitely have qualified it as purely a possibility. 
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Dr. P£N\B^Z stated that although be could oot 
. recall speaking vith Reverend FCK<fLER of Minnesota, be did do 
a lot of talking vhile in Shreveport, and much of it in the 
field' of conjecture regarding the assassination. He said that 
the Reverend FOWLER is undoubtedly confusing vhat statements 
may have been made by Dr. PEI^B^Z vith other statements or 
reading material known to Reverend FOWLER. 

Dr. PEM^BAZ stated he had not heard any statement 
to the effect that the garage mechanic at Dallas, Texas 
who had observed OSWALD in the Dallas theater, following 
the assassination, had been mysteriously killed. 

Dr. PEN^BAZ stated he had made no such statement, 
either to Reverend FOWLER or anyone else, that his information 
concerning the alleged agreement between President KENNEDY 
and Premier KHRUSHCHEV to depose CASTRO, or any of the 
other speculations on the assassination, had been received by 
him from a good friend in Cuba. He said that Reverend 
FOWLER was definitely confused in such a statement, and he 
believed Reverend FOWLER was possibly confusing the statements 
he had received from various individuals at Shreveport. He 
said that possibly Reverend FOWLER had also talked to CARLOS 
_J^RINGUIER, a resident of New Orleans, I who was present 
at the meeting in the Captain Shreve Hotel. 

Dr. PENABAZ stated he had never heard any 
statement or information to the effect that LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD and JACK RUBY were members of a six>member communist 
cell active in Dallas, Texas. 

Dr. PENABAZ stated all his information concerning 
OSWALD is hearsay, and he knows no one other than CARLOS 
BRINGUIER of Mew Orleans, Louisiana who had any personal 
contact with LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 
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I NIOUEL DE I 40 K ROJAS, resident et 17 Nsjoree, 
Coni Gables, Florida, advised be bad been a CoDgreasDan is 
Cuba and also a Councilman in tbe city of Santiago de Cuba* 


He stated be vas familiar vitb tbe fact that QUIKIIR PINO 
mCBADO, during 1959, bad been appointed by FIDEL CASTRO 
as Cuban Ambassador to Nicaragua, and that PINO vas 
subsequently declared persona non grata for teaching youth 
groups in Ricangua methods of sabotage. Re stated that 
in bis travels and various contacts among Cuban exiles and 
Central American acquaintances, be vas avare that QUINTIR

On April 10, 1963, sdS^iiDs"be tween 9ibo and lOiOO 
PM, COLEMAN, along with hia godfather, ROtAl^MDRlSS, %rara 
-building some shelves in COIJShAM's bedroom.^'^At the' time, / V * 
COLEMAN was standing in the doorway which leads from his bed- 
room to the outside of the house on the north side of his resi- 
dence. COI£MAR heard a blast and his first impression was that 
it was a car backfire. COl£M^N ran immediately to the fence 
%rhlch separates the property %diere he resides and that of the 
Monron Church Parking Lot. COLE^AII stepped up on a bicycle, 
which was leaning against the fence, and which put him in a 
position to look into the Mormon Church Parking Lot and the 
back of the church property. 


Upon locking into this parking lot, COL£MAN observed 
two men, hereinafter referred to as No. 1 and No. 2. Ho.l was 
at the back of a white or beige 1950 Ford and was hurrying 
towards the driver's side of this car.

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HALTER KIRK COLEMAN, 4338 Newton Street, Dallas, Texas, was 
reinterviewed in connection %d.th the information he had previously 
furnished Bureau Agents on June 3, 1964, in connection ^th incidents 
he observed on the night of April 10, 1963, in the parking lot of the 
Mormon Church. This church parking lot is located adjacent to the 
property of Major General EDWIN A. WALKER, U. S. Am^ X^ctired), 4011 
Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas, Texas.

COLEMAN stated he was able to observe what he had seen 
because the lights in the church and the floodlight, whicii is 
attached to the church building and lights up the church parking 
lot, were on at the time. f 


Concerning the foreign*made car he had observed., parked next 
to the 1958 black and %«hite Chevrolet, COLEMAN stated he believes 
this was a Renault but it could have been some other make of automobile 
as he does not know %fbat a Renault looks like. ^ 


He stated at the time there were about six other cars 
observed by him in the lot other than the 1950 white or light beige 
Ford and the 1958 Chevrolet. He added, however, there codld have 
been some other cars parked to his left as he looked into! the lot 
as he did not look in that direction. ^ 

He stated the reason he ran to the fence and looked into 
the church parking lot was that he became curious after hearing what 
be thought was a backfire of an automobile as it is unusual to hear 
such noises in this neighborhood. He returned to the hou^e because 
he did not think that a shot had been fired and there was.no other 
reason for him to continue observing the man near the 1958 black and 
%Aiite Chevrolet.

HANSEN stated that the dress on Wednesday evening 
for the young people is usually classified as being casual in 
they wear sport shirts and slacXs, and that the adults 
u-ually wear shirts, ties and suits to the services.

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Mr. B. OWEN [faANSEW, j3 28 Laahy Drive« Dallas* Texas* 
advised that he Is presently a Bishop of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints* Ward Number One* located at 4027 
Turtle CreeX Boulevard* Dallas* Texas. He advised ^hat as of 
April 1963* he had the title of a counselor for the above 
church . 


HANSEN related that in regard to church services 
scheduled* that he does not hold services on the first Sunday 
evening of each month and* after reviewing a calendar* advised 
that they did not have services at the church on April 7* 

1963. He advised that they have Wednesday evening services at 
the church on every Wednesday except during the month of 
August. HANSEN stated that the Wednesday evening services 
were scheduled from 7t30 P.H. until 9t00 P.M.* and that 
usually everyone had departed the church. by 9tl5 P.M. to 
9i20 P.M. 


HANSEN stated that he does not recall vhether he was 

in attendance at the church on the evening of April 10 * 1963 « 

and has not heard anyone maXe comments concerning his 

attendance the night that someone had taXen a shot at Major 

General EDWIN A. WALKER. Mr. HANSEN also advised that he does 

not recall seeing a 1950 beige or vhlte Ford or a 1958 blacX 

over ^ite Chevrolet parXed in the parXing lot at the church* 

nor does he Xnow of any of their members Who own automobiles 

described as above.

HANSEN related that during the day there are usually 
cars parXed along the fence next to the WALKER residence Which 
do not belong to church members. He advised that they are 
probably friends of WALKER or other people residing in the area 
of the church. 

Mr. HANSEN related that insofar as attendance at the 
church on the night of April 10, 1963* Mr. CARlI/sPRECKLESON of 
1317 Belaire Street* Richardson, Texas* (teleph'dne number 
^ *5-1642) would have this information as he is presently In 
charge of the records of the church. He also advised that Mr. 
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SCCT^'ti^SENf aged 15, 3^29 Leahy Drive, Dallas, 
Texas, advised "ihat he is the son^cf B. OWEN RAICSEN, and 
that he is a member of the Church of Jejus ChrJst of Latter 
Day Saints, located at 4027 Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas. 

He advised that he was present at the church on 
- the night of April 10, 1963, attending a Scout meeting and, 
t:- the best of his recollection, he arrived at approximately 
7^15 P.M. and left at approximately 9x30 P.M. He advised 
that he was inside the church from the time of his arrival 
until the time of his departure. 


HANSEN stated that he recalls observing a 1958 
bl*ck over vhlte Chevrolet parked along the fence next to Major 
General EOWIM A. WALKER'S property on the night of April 10, 
1963. He stated that he recalls seeing the same automobile 
parked along this fence on a previous Wednesday, but has not 
seen the car in the church lot since April 10, 1963. He 
st^.ted that he was talking to another H^oy_J5 cgut.. by the name 
of DAVID |t:LEMENS concerning the appearance of the automobile 
and remarked that he thought that it was a "pretty good looking 


HANSEN also advised that he does not recall observing 
a 1949 or 1950 white or beige-colored Ford in the parking lot. 


^ ' HANSEN- stated that a church member by the name cf 

jCE^'BT. JOHN, %^o is presently a student at Southern Methodist 
University, drives a Karmann Ghla and usually parks in the 
p:*tking lot near the fence dividing the church property from 
that of Major General WALKER. He stated that ST. JCEN might 
possibly recall seeing the 1958 Chevrolet parked in that 
area.

HANSEN Stated that Scoutmaster HAROLD RA’^LUTS 
would have a knowledge of th^ Boy Scouts present for the /. ^ 

meeting on the night of April 10, 1963. 
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Fhotographs %^re taXen of the parXlng lot area c£ 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints* 4027 Turtle 
CreeX Boulevard, Dallas. It is noted that this parking lot 
is located adjacent to and just north of the residence of 
Major General EDWIN K, WALKER (Retired) , at 4011 Turtle CreeX 
Boulevard, Dallas.

In connection with the copies of Police Departioant 
reports furnished by Officer Dallas^ Texas, Police 

Department, on May 28, 1964, concerning Investigation by that 
agency of the shooting at the residence of Major General WhUCSR 
on April 10, 1963, the following discrepancies as determined 
through this investigation should be noted i 

!• The report of Officers 0. P. TUCRBR and 

B. 6« NORVELL States, "Officer B. G. MORVBLL 
foxind the ^llet«««” and it "was given to 
ADet. ^ JI^BROWN, Crime laboratory Division." 

On May 28, 1964, Detective DOM B. McBLROY 
advised he found the bullet and turned it 
over to Officer BROWM. On the same date. 

Of fleer BRCK^ stated he obtained the bullet 
from Officer MORVELL. Officer TUCKER, on 
June 2, 1964, and former Officer MORVELL, . 
on June 3, 1964, both stated NORVEZJ* found 
the bullet and he, in turn, gave it to McBLROY, 
who said he would take it or give It to the 
Dallas Police Department Crime laboratory. 


2. The report of Officers TUCKER and BORVSLL 
states, "A witness by ear, Kirk Coleman, 
w/b\/ 14, 4338 Newton, ZA 8 7059, states he 
was sitting in the back room of his hooN, 
and heard what sounded like a shot from a 
shotgun, and he ran outside and pulled 
himself up over the etockade fence in the 
rear yard, and as he looked onto the church 
parking lot he saw some unk/w/m/ speed down 
the driveway towards Turtle Crkke. in either 
49 or 50 Ford, light green. Be then noticed 
«fhat appeared to be a w/m with the door open < 
on a 58 Chev., blk with white etrlpe down eid^. 
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what this nan %raa doing bacauaa« at this 
point* COUBlAN returned to his residence. 

£) The TUCKER - MORVBLL report states 
COLEMAN advised the lot %ras *£ull of ca r.* 
COLEIAN advised Bureau Agents there were 
about six other cars in addition to the 
Pord and Chevrolet in the lot at the tine. 

9 ) The TX13R - MORVEXJt report reflects- 
interview of *Robert Suwrey* (correct 
spelling SURREY) concerning tvo a»n in a 
dark 1963 Pord seen by SURREY on Monday* 

April 8* 1963* in the alley behind WALKER'S 
residence. The report ‘of Detectives McELROY 
and VAN CLEAVE* dated April 10* 1963^ states 
SURREY saw the 1963 Pord and two laen* no 
other description* on April 6* 1963 (Saturday)* 
parked at the rear of walker's residence. 

The zaport of Officers DELLZNGSR and ROSE* 
dated April 11* 1963* contains an interview 
of sniREY concerning the incident about 
seeing the 1963 Ford and two men* but does 
not state vh^n SURREY saw this car or the 
men and the report gives the impression it 
occurred on April 10* 1963. h) On June 3* 

1964* ROBERT A. SURREY advised Bureau Agents 
he observed the 1963 dark brown or smroon 
Pord parked on Avondale Street near the 
alley entrance* which alley runs behind 
WALKER'S residence. SURREY stated this 
incident took place on April 0* 1963 
(Monday), and he described the individuals 
as one being a %diite male in his 30's* 

5*10* to 6* tall* 1.60 pounds* and the second 
as a white male* in his 30*s* 5*10* to 6* 
tall* weighing 190 pounds. Be stated both 
men were well-dressed in suits* shirts and 
ties. 
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Mrs. ROS^^BOUVE, AOOl Turtle Creek Boulevard, Dallas, Texas, 
Business Manager for the J^kson Clinic, 3929 Faimount, advised she 
has resided -^t, the-residence of Dr. RUTH \JACKS0N, ^001 Turtle Creek 
^ulevard, r for about ’six'years. She stated the wing In'fdiich she 
resides in the house overlooks the entire property belonging to Major 
General EDWIN A. WALKER, AOll Turtle Creek Boulevard./ Mrs. BOUVE 
advised that Dr. RUTH JACKSON resides in the wing on the opposite side 
of -the house and on the night of April ID, 1963, Dr. JACKSON was not in 
a position to hear or see anything which occurred at the WALKER 
residence. She further advised that Dr. JACKSON does not own a dog. 

Mrs. BOUVE stated she owns a "border collie" named **Toby" . 
which she usually keeps in the fenced back yard which area is directly 
next to the back yard area of the WALKER residence. She advised that 
"Toby" will bark loud at anyone or anything in the alley area at the 
rear of their residence or at anyone or anything on the WAUCER property. 
On April 10, 1963, "Toby" was placed in the laundry room by Mrs. BOUVE 
sometime after dark as "Toby" had been barking loud and long earlier 

- in the evening at the numerous people coming and going from the WALKER 
residence and at the numerous people coming and going to church 
services at the Mormon Church located on the other side of the WALKER 

. residence. Mrs. BOUVE stated her other dog, "Two*Bit," is a Yorkshire 
terrier who usually remains inside the house and who does not bark 

- while in the house. 

Prior to the shooting incident on April 10, 1963, at the 
WALKER residence, Mrs. BOUVE stated she heard "Toby" growling and 
barking in the laundry room but she took no notice of this because this 
was his usual behavior and especially on Wednesday nights when church 
services are held at the Mormon Church. She, therefore, did not make 
any check to ascertain why the dog was barking. Upon hearing %diat she 
thought was a backfire, Mrs. BOUVE stated she thought nothing of it. 

She explained there is heavy traffic on Turtle Creek Boulevard and 
, numerous cars also drive through the alley at the rear of the house 
en route to the Mormon Church. Her first impression was that the shot 
* was a backfire and she, therefore, did nothing about it. She stated 
she did not look out her window at the WALKER residence until much later 
wh e n she - heard p o lice care a rr i ve . * ^ — 
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She advised that ImDedlately after hearing' «rhat she thought 
was a backfire she could not recall having heard anyone run from the 
#rea or any car driving way. She further stated that On the Sunday 
previous to the shooting, April 7» 1963, she noticed nothing unusual 
in or about the WALKER residence other than there had been a large 
croud at the Honaon Church on Sunday night. 

She advised that her dog "Toby" became very sick on 
• April 11 and 12, 1963. She stated she was of the opinion that 
someone had given him something to quiet him or drug him or poison 
him because he did become sick and vomited extensively on April 11 
and 12, 1963. She did not take him to a veterinarian. She stated 
she based her belief that the dog had been given something because 
of the shooting incident and the dog's habit of barking at anyone 
or anything in the alley area. She stated she had no other basis 
for this belief or ai^ proof tdiatsoever and this was only opinion 
‘ on her part. 

Mrs. BOUVE was shown a photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWALD 
and she advised she had never seen anyone resembling OSWALD at or 
near the WALKER residence at any time. 
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By personal cbfervAClon SAj ROBERT M. BARKEIT and IVAN D. 

LEE determined that the railroad tracV? located nearePt to the reeldence 
of Major General EDWIN A WALKER, U. S- Amy (Retired), 4011 Turtle 
Creek Boulevard, Dallas, are those of the Missouri, Kansas, and Texas 
(MKT) Railroad. These tracks are approximately 0.3 of a mile southeast 
from walker's residence and are almost parallel to Turtle Creek 
*BDulevard in this area. 

It was also determined through personal observation that 
directly across the street (Turtle Creek Boulevard) from WALKER'S 
residence, there Is a park area %<hich extends approximately 0.6 of a mll< 
to the northeast from WALKER'S residence and approximately 1.8 miles to 
the southwest from WALKER'S residence. This park area parallels 
Turtle Creek Boulevard and the MKT Railtoad tracks, and in most places 
adjoins the property of the railroad. This park and the railroad 
property. In numerous places. Is comprised of heavily-wooded areas 
and thick underbnish, affording Innumerable places %d>ere an object 
the size of a rifle could be easily hidden, buried, or otherwise 
secreted. It was also personally observed that along the railroad 
rigbt-of->way there are many paths and trails leading from the park 
area through the vooda and xinderbrush up to the railroad tracks. 

No "open fields" were observed adjoining the railroad track 
in this area. 

By walking directly to the east or southeast frcm the rear 
of the walker's residence, a person has immediate access to the %rooded 
brushy area and the railroad tracks. 

It should be noted that photograph No. 5 of Item No. 6 has 
been previously identified by personal observation by SAs BARRETT and 
LEE as a scene depicting a section of the MKT Railroad Crack located 
approximately 0*7 of a mile southeast of WALKER'S residence and nsar 
the Dallas Theater Center.

' that photograph number 1 in Item 70* depicting a view of the 
railroad tracks* was taken approximately 109 yards north of 
northeast of the K.K.T. Railroad overpass at BlacVburn Street. 
- At the point ^ire the photograph was taken it was noted that 
there is a footpath leading down the railroad embankment to 
Turtle Creek Drive. At the point where the photograph %ms 
t*ken* the railroad tracks are approximately 25 to 30 feet 
above street level * and it is approximately 90 feet from 
the tracks to the curb line of Turtle Creek Drive. The area 
from the railroad tracks to the curb line is a heavily-wooded 
area with two or three large piles of brush vhich have evi- 
dently been stacked in this area for a considerable length of 
time. Near the path and located between Turtle Creek Drive 
and the railroad embankment* it %^s noted that a drainage 
sewer approximately six feet tall and four or five feet wide 
ram underneath the railroad and Turtle Creek Boulevard. 


It was personally observed that from the point %4iere 
the path enters Turtle Creek Drive to the rear of Major General 
EDWIN A. NALKER's residence* via the most direct traffic route* 
it is .45 mile.

A. WALKER in the lower center of the 
photograph. Turtle Creek Boulevard 
running from the lower left-hand comer 
diagonally toward the upper-right 
r center of the photograph, and North 
Central Expressway at the upper 
portion of the photograph running 
from left to right. 

Photograph locking southwest with the 
MKT Railroad tracks running from the 
lower left-hand comer of the photo- 
graph through the left center of the 
photograph. The downtown area of 
Dallas is in the uppe r left-hand 
comer of the photograph.

In this photograph, there is depicted a railroad curving to the 
left with a netal utility pole on the left and a building in the 
left center of the photograph. 

It should be noted that the scene depicted in Photograph 
#2, Item «7, has been identified through previous invustigaticn on 
K^y 20, 1964, as reported on pages 260, 261 and 262, of tha report 
of SA ROBERT P. GSHBERLXMG, dated May 28, 1964, at Dallas. In this 
photograph, thera la depicted an alley in the center, a two-story 
house on the right, a nulti-story building under construction in 
the background, and aona trees and a wooden fence on the left. 

It should be noted that infomatioa concerning busts 
available to anyane iri the downtown area of Dalits who desires 
trsrsportatlon to the Oak Cliff area of Dallas was previously ob- 
tJinad on March 10, 1964, and reported on pages 176 - 183, of the 
report of SA ROBERT P. GSMBBRLING, dated April 15, 1954, at Dallas. 
On any bus traveling to the downtown area of Dillas fron the gen- 
srsl area near the reeiSence of Major General ESefia A. K12JXR 
(Uhited States Ansj, F.a tired), 4911 Turtle Creek Eoulsvnrf, Dallas, 
a (Bsaangar, after paying his firs, can obtain a transfer coupon, 
which entitles hia to board any bus dastined for tha Oak Cliff 
araa at any of the many transfer points in the downtown urea. 

This would be necessary only if the original bus v&s not destined 
for a desired destinatioa point in the Oak Cliff ares. 

As cf April 10, 1963, LEE ARVXY and his wife, 

MARI5A, vare residing at 214 West Haely Street, which is loc.ated 
in tha Oak Cliff area and which is near the bus route of the bus 
daeignited as "Bifhop, * Bus Run No. 4. (8es interrierv of V. C. 
8N2DER, Dallas Transit Company, Juna 3, 19C4.) 
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_Lt. JACK^REVILL, Criminal Intelligence Section, Special 
Service Bureau, Dallas Police Department, on June 15, 1964, advised 
that any investigation conducted by the Dallas Police Department* 
concerning visitors and associates of General EDWIN A. WALKER %rould 
have been conducted by the Criminal Intelligence Section of the 
„ Police Departooent. 


Lt. REVILL stated that such an investigation has been 
conducted by his section but that this !i«s comprised mostly of spot 
checks by detectives of cars seen at or near the WALKER residence 
during April, Kay, and June, 1964. 

Lt. REVILL reviewed all of the information in the files of 
the Intelligence Section concerning General WALKER and stated that 
based on this review there were four reports submitted by the Intelli- 
gence Section concerning visitors or associates of WALKER. Lt. REVILL 
stated he would make available two copies of each report to the \ 
Federal Bureau of Investigation which he did on June 16, 1964, to 
SA IVAN D. LEE. At that time, Lt. REVILL furnished two copies each 
of the following Dallas Police Department Intelligence Section reports: 


I. Report dated November 3, 1963, submitted by Lt. REVILL 
and Detective H. M. HART. This report contains information that some 
students from "North Texas University" (North Texas State University, 
Denton, Texas), were planning a demonstration during the visit of 
President KENNEDY to Dallas on November 21-22, 1963. The report stated 
some of these students had recently visited the home of General WALKER 
and identified these visitors. .Further, it contaijis information con- 
cerning a meetitig held November 4, 1963, by this group at Denton, 

Texas, and identifies corns of those present. The report also states 
that approximately 20 students from the University took part in the 
demonstrations against ADLAI STEVENSON in Dallas on October 24, 1963. 

■j, Report dated May 1, 1964, submitted by Detective L. D, 

f STRINGFELLOW. This report contains the names of persons believed by 
the Police Department to be members of the "Edwin A. Walker group*' 
or of persons affiliated with the "Edwin A. Walker group." 
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3. Report dated May 20, 1964, submitted by l^tective 
^RIAN containing descriptions and license numbers and 
ration data for these license nuaobers of cars observed at 
walker's residence. 


(Lt. REVILL explained that the dates these cars were 
observed by the officers were not set forth in the report but that it 
would have been sometime shortly prior to the date of the report. He 
further explained this information concerning these cars was obtained 
by Detectives R. M. HART and V. J. BRIAN but that the report was sub- 
mitted by BRIAN.) 

4.* Report dated June 4, 1964, submitted by Detectiv es 
T. Ty^'WARDLAW and M. Hi ‘\BRUMLEY containing information concerning 
two automobiles observed at the residence of WALKER. (The times 
these cars %^re observed is not set out, and Lt. REVILL explained 
they were observed at a time Just prior to the submission of the 
report. ) 


Each report contains the initials in the lower left-hand 
comer of "WPG" vdiicb, according to Lt. REVILL, are those of Ca ptain 
W, Py lGANNAWAXi Special.JService, Bureau, .Dallas Police^.Department* — -

On May 26, 1964, JAMES R. CANTRELL, Special Agent, 
Secret Service, U. S. Treasury Department, Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, advised Special Agent DAVID H. BARRY that in an 
interview of WILLIAM MC EWAN DUFF on May 25, 1964, DUFF had 
claimed evidence of an association between JACK RUBY and General 
EDWIN A. WALKER, Dallas, Texas; that during the period, 

December, 1962, through March, 1963,' while DUFF was employed 
by General WALKER and resided in his home, RUBY visited on the 
basis of about once a month, each time in the company of two 
unidentified white males, arriving in a Ford car, not further 
described. 



DUFF claimed identification of RUBY through photographs 
having heard him addressed only as JACK. The others he 
described as follows: 

(1) White male, mid 30s, S'll*' to 6*, weighing 
145 pounds, dark receding hair; said to be 

, a member of John Birch Society. 

(2) White male, in late 40s, heavy build, 
dark complexion. 

DUFF advised that always the three had convened with 
WALKER in the living room of the WALKER residence. DUFF at no - 
time overheard their conversation. 

When questioned concerning other witnesses, DUFF said 
it is possible others in the WALKER household, whom he could not 
name, might have identified RUBY, but he considered it doubtful 
they woujd^assist out of loyalty to General WALKER. He mentioned 
one BOB^UTTON as a possible witness. SUTTON, employed by a pape. 
or ^ inting.firm in Dallas, was said to have visited at the WALKS* 
residence. 
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• ^ DUFF had no explanation as to why he had not reported 

this in previous interviews, both by agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and the Secret Service, other than to state a 
fear of General WALKER. He said he felt that he knew too much 
of WALKER'S operation, and of the persons visiting his residence, 
intimating that WALKER was diverting funds collected for the 
John Birch Society to a personal account at the Highland Park 
Bank, Dallas, Texas. 

DUFF said he had known nothing of LEE HARVEY 0S^LD.<''

Agent CANTRELL said that his receipt of this ,<f /. 
information from DUFF, predicated on an earlier interview, on Apr 
8, 1964, at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and several subsequent telephone 
calls, both from DUFF and his wife, PEGGY MARIEVIHJFF, are circum- 
stances which would indicate DUFF may be using 'this means to 
impress his wife and to restore their marital relationship. 

His wife had threatened divorce on grounds he had misrepresented 
his background, even claiming to have rank of Captain in the U. S 
Army. 


DUFF had called Agent CANTRELL on long distance tolepho 
from Lawton, Oklahoma, on May 20, 1964, to advise that ths- wh 
had offered him $10,000 to kill General WALKER had been fc. lowing 
him at Lawton; that he, in turn, had followed this man to the 
Capri Motel ,: Lawton, Oklahoma, where he established that the 
man was CLIFl4R0BERTS**of "the Oklahoma Crime Bureau. ROBERTS had 
interviewed Mrs, DUFF, informing her that warrants were out- 
standing for DUFF. The purpose of the call. CANTRELL said, was 
to enlist his aid in clearing this matter with Mrs. DUFF, to 
inform her that no warrants were outstanding. In a later call 
on the same evening, DUFF put Mrs, DUFF on the telephone for 
this purpose though it had taken three or four minutes to do so, 
the two in an apparent argument. At this time, Mrs. DUFF had 
asked that CANTRELL call her on the following day at her office. 
She is said to have been employed for some 17 years by the 
Consolidated Supply Company, Lawton, Oklahoma. She railed 
against DUFF, stating he had lied to her. 

On the following day, CANTRELL said he had been 
unsuccessful in reaching Mrs. DUFF. On May 25, 1964, he received 
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a long distance telephone call from Mrs. DUFF, in which she 
stated that her husband had vital information in the case 
concerning the assassination of President KENNEDY. A meeting 
was arranged on that evening at the police station in 
Chickasha, Oklahoma. It was at this time that DUFF, in the 
presence of his wife, related the information concerning the 
alleged association of JACK RUBY and General EDWIN A. WALKER. 

Agent CANTRELL said he had taken DUFF aside in an 
effort to establish the truth, pointing out that if the infor- 
mation were found not to be true, DUFF could be subject to 
prosecution. He invited DUFF to reverse his story, if it were 
not the truth, while maintaining the fiction to his wife. DUFF 
insisted in its truth, and volunteered that he would submit to a 
polygraph examination if desired. He requested that the polygrap 
examination await his discharge from the Army on June 1, 1964, 
on grounds of fraudulent enlistment. He claimed to have been in 
the Air Force from December, 1957, to December, 1960, and had 
not so indicated when enlisting in the Army. 

Agent CANTRELL advised he had been informed by <'LIFF 
ROBERTS, Oklahoma Crxme Bureau, that DUFF had been examined by 
psychiatrists at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and had been diagnosed as 
a pathological liar. 
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On June 16« 1964« the President's Comisslon requested 
information concerning a United Press International or Associated 
' Press news release on or about Hoveinber 26« 1963« where it was 
reported that General BDWZN A. KALABR was flying the American 
Flag upside down in front of his residence on the day of the as- 
sassination. This request was in connection with a witness, ROBERT 
A. 'SURREY, who'was, at that time, testifying before the President's 
Cormission. ' 

On June 16, 1964, EDDIE BARKER, Hews Kanager, K&LD-TV 
& Radio, Dallas, Texas, advised SA IVAN D. ZZE that ADXAI S7EVEKS0H 
gave a speech in Dallas on the night of October 24, 1963, and on 
October 25, 1963, one of General XALISR's aides, name unknown, 
called BAR13R, and stated that General WALKER was flying three 
American Flags upside down on his front lawn as Dallas was a city 
in distress. 

Mr. BARKER advised he would not give publicity to this 
act and the unknown aide of General WAXJCBR called him numerous 
tires during the following three days. Mr. BARISR stated that 
on Monday, October 28, 1963, United Press ran a picture on their 
wire of the flags being flown upside down at the residence of 
General WAUSR. Mr. BARRKR stated he received a call from the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, with which KLRD is affiliated, and 
that the Columbia Broadcasting System requested Mr. BARJSR to take 
some television film of an interview with General WALKER, in which 
film interview the American Flag being flown upside down would be 
depicted. 


Mr. BARKBR Stated he went to the WALKER resi.dance and, 
%«hen he requested General WAZMEB-rto stand beside the J^rican 
Flags during the interview. General WALKER went into • raving rage, 
got into his car, and drove off. Mr. BARlSR stated he did not 
conduct an interview nor did he take any pictures, to Mr. BARl^R's 
•recollection, the American Flags were flown upside down at WAUSR's 
residence for approximately five d^^.

very concemad thtt a Castro - Cubainapired conspiracy brought about 
the death of the President by preconceived (Ian* KIMBROUGH advised 
he« thsrefors, has taken it upon himself to closely follow all press 
releases, periodicals# and other news audia relating to the assassina- 
tion. 


KIMBROUGH pointed out that he observed nunarous coinci- 
dences from hie study of the press releases relating to the assassi- 
nation and# therefore# on November 25# 19fi3# the day fcllcwlrg the 
shooting of t£S HARVBY OSWALD by JACK L. RUBY# he# In compeny with 
his family attorney# MINOR MORGAN, a font^r Assietant United States 
Attorney in Dallas# visited the offices of Assistant United States 
Attorney ROBERT B. WARD in Dallas to discuss his theories. Re ad- 
vised he presented a map to Mr. WARD drawn by himself to scale de- 
picting a straight line from the 06WAU> residence at 1026 North 
e Beckley to the elte of the killing of Officer J. D, TIFPIT In the 
*-400 block of Bast 10th Street and to the residence of JACK RUBY. 
KIMBROUGH advised it arpeared to him to be of some significance 
that OSWAIO was hsadr^d In the exact direction of JACK RUBY's resi- 
denca at hha tins of hie apprehension. KIK3RCUCH advised it further 
appeared to him to be of soae significants that the rtsidence of 
Censral EDWIN A. WAL>3R# who was fired upon by a eriper in April, 
1363# and the Vegaa Cl’># owned by CASK RUBY# were C7^.1y sir blocks 
apart.

Belt Line Road. 

She was questioned further concerning conversations 
she had had with IZB HARVBY OSWALD about his visits to the 
Louse of General BDWlM A. WALKER, Dallas, Texas. 

She said she had asked OSWALD how he had arrived 
at the WAUOSR home on the night he had attempted to kill WAUCER 
by shooting him. OSWALD replied that he had uralked up to the 
house. H^RIKA said she later learned OSWAU> had taken a bus 
to the vicinity of the WALKER home and she presumes that he 
had gotten off the bus a distance from the WAUCBR home and had 
traversed the remaining distance on foot. She said OSWAIi) had 
said also he had returned to their home by bus after the attempted 
assassination. MARINA advised she was not aware of what buses 
OSWAXi) took to arrive in the vicinity of the WALKER home or to 
leave the vicinity of the WALKER home an route back to their home. 

MARINA said she reroerobens OSWALD telling her he had 
run away from the WALKER house after the attempted assassination 
and that he could run very fast. She said she does not recall 
that OSWALD told her how far he ran or vrhat bus he boarded or 
v^ere he boarded the bus. . 

She does remember OSWALD told her he came home on 
the bus after the attempted assassination. 

lARXNA said she does not recall OSWALD telling her 
%rhat he did with his rifle after h# made the first trip to the 
WAUOSR home for the purpose of assassinating General WALKER. 

She said he did not bring the rifle into their home upon his 
return to her knowledge. She said she did not ask him what he 
had done with the rifle on this first visit of OSWALD to the 
WALIOR home for the purpose of assassinating WALKER. She does 
recall she had asked OSWALD vdien he returned home and confessed 
he had attempted to assassinate General WALKER that night %diat 
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h« had dona with tha rlfla bacausa aha was afraid tha'rifla aiight 
ba found and tracad to OSWALD. In anawar to har ^uary« OSWALD told 
„ har ha had buriad tha rlfla In tha ground or in tha bushaa far avfay 
from tha actual apot of tha ahooting. Sha racalla OSWAli) mantionad 
a' fiald and also a railroad track and aha haa tha impraaaion OSWAiD 
might hava ataant ha hid tha rifla in a fiald naar a railroad track. 

MARIHA aaid aha racallad OSWALD ahoving har photographa 
ha had takan of tha 6an«ral WALKER home. Sha alao racallad OSWAli) 
had ahcvn har soma photographa ha had taken which dapictad a rail- 
road track. Zt ia har racollaction that these railroad tracks ware 
naar tha WAU^R house. Sha said sha recalls seeing an automobile 
in one of the photographs of tha WAD3R house f. but did not recall 
%fhat type of an automobile it was or whether not it had a license 
plate on it. 

WRIKA %ras asked if OSWAli) had mentioned being associated 
with any other person in connection with tha attempted assassina- 
tion of WALIQSR. Sha said OSWALD had never mentioned another person 
in this connection. She said she was sura in har own mind he had 
planned and attempted tha assassination completely alone. Sha said 
it was not like OSWALD to ba associated with anybody else in such 
e-an endeavor. 

lARlKA said she did ipot know that OSWAli) had known or 
associated with anyone in April, 1963, who owned a 1963 Ford auto- 
mobile or a 1949 or a 1950 Ford automobile or a 1958 Chevrolet. 

Sha said ha had never mentioned a large collie dog or any other 
type dog which had bean near tha WALKER residence. Sha does recall 
OSWAli) mentioned on one occasion, when they ware discussing tha 
WALKER incident, a gathering at a church naar tha WALKER house. 

Re told her ha had postponed his assassination attempt until the 
evening of the gathering at thie church. 
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MMIINA OSWALD, 629 Belt Line Road, Richardson, Texas, was 
interviewed to determine if she was possibly confused when she stated 
on February 24, 1964, that approximately two weeks after the attempted 
assassination of Major General EDWIN A. WALKER at Dallas, Texas, on 
April 10, 1963, LEE HARVEY OSWALD had indicated that he was going out 
because "Nixon is coming and I'm going to take a look," it being noted 
that previous investigation had established that the then Vice President 
LYNDON B. JOHNSON was in Dallas, Texas, on April 23, 1963. 

MARINA OSWALD was asked if it was possible that she had 
become confused as to the name used by OSWALD on the above referred to 
occasion. Specifically, she was asked if she recalled if OSWALD 
had said, "Nixon is coming and I'm going to take a look," as pre- 
viously reported by her. She stated these were the %x>rds of OSWALD 
as best she could remember. She stated she is positive OSWALD said 
"Nixon" was coming. She stated she was familiar with the name "Nixon" 
because of the publicity received by him in connection with his 
nomination as the Republican candidate for President. 

MARINA OSWALD was asked if there was a possibility she 
had confused the name "Nixon" with the name "Johnson." She 
reiterated she is positive OSWALD used the name "Nixon."

Texas* vhere he had gone to turn out the lights at the close 
of business. 

Following this telephone call by General WALKER*

"DAGO** and three other individuals had been afforded a poly- 
graph examination by the Dallas Police Department and %«re 
judged to be telling the truth. REYNOLDS said that* since he, 
has no enemies he knovrs of and 'since "DAGO* was released by the 
Dallas Police Department* he can only reason that he was shot 
because of the part he played in the apprehension of LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD.

REYNOLDS Stated he has only seen General WALKER on 
two occasions as set out above. 

REYNOLDS Stated that In March 1964. his daughter. 
TERRI, aged 9. at that time. Informed him that on her way home 
a man stopped his automobile and offered her money to get in 
the car with him. REYNOLDS said his daughter ran away and 
volunteered that she Is not the type of child that would maXe 
up a story. He said this also has made him apprehensive and 
feels that the troubles he has had since the assassination 
of President KENNEDY are In some way connected to the part he 
played In the apprehension of LEB HARVEY OSWALD. He said he 
has no actual facts to substantiate his beliefs, but has made 
his beliefs Known to the Dallas Police Department.

' at Qklahoma City, Oklahoma, In %^1‘ch It la Indicated that 
WILLIAM M. DUFF had advised that JACK RUBY had called at the 
residence of General EDWIM WALKER on a monthly basis from 
December 1962, through March 1963. 

On June 15, 1964, Lieutenant JACK REVILL, Criminal 
Intelligence Section, Special Service Bureau, Dallas Police 
Department, Dallas, Texas, advised that any Investigation con- 
ducted by the Dallas Police Department concerning visitors and 
associates of General EDWIN A. WALKER would have been conducted 
by the Criminal Intelligence Section of the Police Department. 

Lieutenant REVILL stated that such an Investigation 
has been conducted by his section, but that this v^s comprised 
mostly of spot checks by detectives of cars seen at or near 
thd walker residence during April, May and June 1964.

Invf s*.icat jcn contetring Wjll:a?n McEwan Duff and 
subsequent informaticn which he lepoitcJ has been piedicated 
on infoTfiAtion supplied cn Pecembei 10'^ 1963, by Mr. Joe Loris, 
a Restaruant cperatci, Dallas, Texas. Mr. Loria advised that 
some 7 or E months picvicusly he had seen an individual known 
to him only as ••Sccttic" -- subsequently identified as Duff •r 
with an individual belicicd to have been Lee Harvey Oswald. . 

Mr, Loria, who had based his identification on photoi;raphs 
of Oswald which had appt-aied in Dallas newspapers, advised 
that he could recall only one time that he thought he had 
seen 0.‘vald and “Scoitie” together. 

On January k*. 1964^ William McEwan Duff, U, S. 

Army Serial Number RA 16 678 666^ Fort S:li, Oklahoma, 
identified at "Scott ie,.** was interviewed concerning his * 
reported atscclatio'n with Oswald, an ellcgation which he 
denied. On this occa^’icn he reported employment during 
the period November, 3962, to about April, 1963, in the , 

household of General Edwin A Walker, Dallas, Texas. 

Concerning Jack Ruby, Duff stated on January 24, 1964, that 
he had seen many photographs of Ruby in the newspapers; that 
he was positive he had never seen Ruby at any place, and had 
* no information about him. He said he had never been in Ruby's 
nicht club in Dallas. On May 2S, 1964, however. Duff laid 
claim to an association between Ruby and General Edwin A. Walker, 
alleging that he had seen Ruby at the Walker residence, 
according to information supplied by James R. Cantrell,

Willi&ic McEw&n Duff 


Duff said hf had ln;vn nothing of Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Agent CaniTeil said that his receipt of this infor- 
mation from Duff( predicated on an earlier interview on April 8, 
1964, at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and several subsequent telephone 
calls, both from Duff and his vjfe, Peggy Marie Duff, indicate 
Duff may be using this means to impress his wife and to restore 
their marital relationship. Duff's wife had threatened divorces i 
on grounds he had misrepresented his background, even claiming 
to have the rank of Captain in the U. S. Army. 

Duff had called Agent Cantrell on long distance 
telephone from Lavtcn, Oklalicma, or. May 20, 1964, to advise 
that the ff.an who had offered him 510,000 to kill General 
Walker had been following him at Lavicn; that he, in turn, had 
followed this man to the Capri Motel, Lawton, Oklahoma, where 
he establ ished that the mar. was Cliff Roberts of the Oklahoma 
Crime Bureau, Roberts had interviewed Mrs. Duff, informing 
her that warrants were outstanding for Duff, Cantrell said 
the purpose of Duff's call was to enlist his aid in clearing 
this matter with Mrs, Duff; tc inform her that no warrants 
were outstanding. In a later call on the same evening. 

Duff had put MrSt Duff cr. the telephone for this purpose, 
although it had taken three or four minutes to do so, the 
two in an apparent argument. At this time, Mrs. Duff had 
asked that Cantrell call her on the following day at her 
office. She is said to have been employed for some 17 years 
by the Consolidated Supply Company, Lawton, Oklahoma. She 
railed against Duff, stating he had lied to her. 

Cantrell said on the following day he had been 
unsuccessful In reaching Mrs, Duff, On May 25, 1964, he 
received a long distance telephone call from Mrs. Duff in 
which she stated her husband had vital information in the 
case concerning the assassination of President Kennedy. A 
meeting was arranged on that evening at the police station 
in Chickasha, Oklahoma. It was at this time that Duff, in 
the presence of his wife, related the information concerning 
the alleged association of Jack Ruby and General Edwin A. 

Walker. 
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A«cnt Cantrtll said he had talen Duff aside in an 
effort 10 establish the truth, pointing cut that if the 
inforn.ation were found net to be true, Duff could be subject 
to prosecution. He mvited Duff to charge his story, if 
it vere not the truth, while ir.aintair.ing the fiction to his 
wife. Duff insisted cn its truth and volunteered that he 
would submit to a polygraph eaairination if desired. Duff • ; 

requested that the polygraph examination await his discharge 
from the Army or June 1, 1564, cn grounds of fraudulent 
enlistment. He claimed to have been in the Air Force from 
December, IPS?, to December, 196C, and had not so indicated 
when enlisting in the Army, 

Agent Cantrell advised he had hcen informed by 
Cliff Roberts, C'^iahoma Crime Bureau, that Duff had been 
examined by ps> c h:ai r i sts at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and had 
been diagnosed as a pathological liar. 

On June 12, 1964, Peggy Marie Duff, 1213 Lawton Street 
(Elgin S-8009), Lawton, Oklahoma, a civilian emplcyee of the 
U, S, Army in the Consolidated Supply Deparlmerit (Elgin 1-4208), 
at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, advised of the fcjlcving in a telephone 
conversation initiated for the purpose of locating Killian 
McEwan Duff fer interview. 

Mrs. Duff said that she is new divorced from Killian 
McEwah Duff, a divorce filed by her attorney, J, Merrill Oakes, 
on February 14, 1964, in Comanche County, Lawton, Oklahoma, 
effective June 3, 1964, 

Duff, she said, had been discharged fron the U. S. Amy 
at Fort Sill, Oklahoma, on June 2, 1964, under Section 606 for 
fraudulent enlistment and has left the Lawton area. 

Although Mrs, Duff said she had not seen Duff since 
June 3, 1964, he had called her on the telephone on June 12, 1964, 
from Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. At this time Duff, who would not 
five his address, perhaps because he is to pay llOO per month 
alimony in connection with his divorce, advised Mrs, Duff that he 
had secured employment at Oklahoma City through General Clyde 
Watts whom he described as an attorney at Oklahoma City and 
counsel for General Edwin A. Walker, Dallas, Texas. Duff claimed 
that he was living at the time with an elderly friend of General 
Watts, a friend who was retired. In orjder that Mrs. Duff might 
return a telephone call which he had requested. Duff supplied the 
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telephone nue.ber for the residence of this individual vith vhoa 
he said he was residing; the telephone number being Victor 3-307S, 

Mrs, Duff stated that cn the evening of June 12, 1964, 
she had called the number VI 3-3C75 at Oklahoma City to contact 
Duff, The telephone was answered by an individual who sounded 
as though he were elderly and who had sumri.oned Duff to the 
telephone by addressing him as •‘Bill,** Mrs, Duff said that 
this was a collect telephone call to the number, charges which ‘.f ^ 
Duff accepted, and that the call lasted fer well over an hour, 
terminating at about 12:25 a.e., June 13, 1964, 

In her conxersation with Duff'at this tine, Mrs. Duff 
said that she had reminded Duff that he was to contact Agent 
James R, Cantrell, Special Agent of the Secret Service at 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, for purposes cf taking the polygraph 
examiination to vh;ch he had agreed fclloving his discharge 
from the military for fraudulent enlistment. According to 
Mrs, Duff, Duff responded to this by saying •’You notify Cantrell, 
and I'll be gone,*‘ Mrs, Duff stated that she would judge by 
this statement by Duff that he hed no intention of pursuing this 
matter in which he had alleged that Jack Ruby had visited the 
residence cf General Kalker cn occasion during Duff*$ employment 
in the Kalker residence, 

Mrs, Duff stated she had no additional information 
concerning the current allegation by Duff and had no information 
other than as related concerning his whereabouts. She advised 
that should Duff contact her at any time in the future, she would 
notify the Federal Bureau of Investigation immediately.

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On June 16^ 1964, Willian McEwan Duff, 1211 Tedford 
Kay, OUahotta City, Oklahoita, advised that since the date of 
his previous inierviev on January 24, 1964, vith a Special 
A^ent of the Tederal Bureau of InvestiRaiSon at Lavlon- 
OVlahoffa, he had been discharged frciTi the U, S. Army, divorced 
from his wife Peggy Marie Duff and had iteved to Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, as of June 2, 1964, ^ 

Kith regard to his current status, Mr. Duff said 
that he had been discharged from the U.. S. Army at Fort 
Sill, Oklahoma, on June 2, 1964, under Section 606, Fraudulent 
Enlistment, for the reason he had failed to disclose 
on his enlistment that he previously had served in the Air 
Force from vhich he had been discharged for failure to adapt. 
He said his wife had filed for divorce at Lavton, Oklahoma, 
in February, 1964, a divorce effective June 2, 1964, 

Duff said a veek before moving to Oklahoma City he 
had visited General Clyde Vans, an Oklahoma City attorney, 
vho is counsel for General Edvin A. Valkex by vhom Duff 
had been employed in 1962 and 1963 at Dallas, Texas. ^ He 
said he had met General Vans vhen the General had visited 
General Kalker in Dallas. 

It had been through General Katts that he had 
obtained tempcraiy living quarters vith Marion W, Osborne at 
1211 Tedford Vay, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, Osborne being 
a friend of General Katts. Kith the same recommendation 
he had obtained temporary employment at a firm managed by 
Mr. Osborne at the Paul T, Blakeney Company, 330 Northeast 
38th Street, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, a firm vhich distributes 
and repairs lavm mowers of conimtreial and home type, Mr, Duff 
said he anticipates General Katts will find employment for 
him as a heavy equipment operator in road construction at 
Oklahoma City by reason of his former association with 
General Kalker. 

Mr, Duff said that the information that he 
previously had related and would now relate was based 
on that gained in connection with his employment by • ; ■ 
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General Edwin A. KaUer from Koven.ber, 1962, to April, 1965. 

He said he had been erriployed by General baUer as his *’bat»san. 

He defined batir.an as a British military term for an orderly, 
valet. CT personal aide, slating he previously had had such 
experience in England, Mr. Duff said he had applied for 
the job on impulse as one day he had passed the residence of - 
General WalEer in Dallas, a house which he had identified by 
- the flags of the United States and Texas flying in front of 
the house, along with the nan.e cf the General. He said he had 
known nothing of General bailer until he had gone to Dallas; 
that he had learned cf General baUei through newspaper accounts 
of the activities of Iht General. He s&io he had applied for 
the job in a personal contact viih General b'alker, who had 
been summoned by a volunteer aide when Duff had appeared at 
the door; that he had supplied no references; none were 
asked. 

Mr. Duff said that his duties at the Kalker 
j residence largely ccnceined looking after the personal 

needs of the General, including cocking and chauffeuring for 
him. He said his day started each morning with the 
raising of the two flags in front of the house, and concluded 
when the house was locked and the General retired. Duff 
said that he was quartered upstairs, the front room to 
the left. He received no remuneration, only room, board and 
other personal requirements. Although he had access to the . 
entire house. General b'alker and his volunteer workers would 
use care that Duff neither saw correspondence nor overheard 
conversations of a business nature.

Duff said that during this period and in performance 
of his duties, he observed that balker had numerous visitors. 

When photographs of Jack Ruby appeared in the 
newspaper in November, 1963. after his shooting of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, Mr. Duff said he believed him to be one 
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of two individuals :.ho had visited at the IVALKER residence 
once each month in Pectr.ber, 1962, January and February, 

1963,^ Mr, DUFF said that he is *'not sure*' of his idcnti* 
fication; that tlicre is *'doubt in his mind**; that he **would 
not swear definitely** as to his identification of this I 

individual as JACK RUBY, He said there are a lot of men 
i^ho look like RUBV, nddir.n **I saw one (of RUBY's likeness) 
in Oklahoma City v other day,** 

k!r, D'JPF said that whr.t identification he had 
made was on the hasir of personal appearance only, a 
likeness which he had noted upon seeinp the photographs 
of RUBY in th.e nc\;spancrs ; that never had he heard Cen, 

V.’ALKER or anyone else in V.’ALK'ER's household mention RUBY 
in any respect nor had J»c any otl»er basis which would 
indicate an association between JACK RUBY and fen, hALKER. ’ 

PUFF stated that to his knowledge the two 
individuals in question had visited on these three occasions 
• only, each time in the late afternoon at about 4:30 p,m, • 

In December and January he had not observed their arrival 
but had only seen thei f* departure , observing them as they 
stood at the doorway conversing with Gen, WALKER for several 
minutes after emerging from the sitting room where they had 
conversed behind the closed French doors, Mr, DUFF stated 
that he had heard none of tlie conversation. He said IVALKER 
always conducted his business in this manner, not wishing to 
be .disturbed. On the occasion of the third visit of these 
individuals in February, 1963, DUFF said he had seen them 
arrive, parking a 195S Ford at the corner. Mr, DUFF was not 
able to provide further description of the Ford vehicle, 

Mr, DUFF said his view of the man whom he thought to be 
JACK RUBY was only a profile and view of the man's back only, 

Mr, DUFF described the man whom he had con- - 

sidered might be JACK RUBY as follows: ' 

h’hitc male American, 40 to SO years of age, . 

S*8", 125 pounds, grayish white hair, wearing a business 
suit, DUFF described this individual as being very thin in 
appearance, . 






Th? second individual HUrr described as a vhite 
rale Ar.cricnr., in I’.is late 40s, S'll” to 6', 210 pounds, 
vith an evident paunclj. This man had very black hailr and 
"vas believed to have been of Italian or .Vexican descent 
according to PUFF. He was described as v.earing a dark 
business suit. N'eitlicr man carried brief cases or dispatch 
cases of any type, 

Hr, PUFF stated that he previously had not 
informed of this possible association between JACK PUBY and 
General V.'ALKHP based on his personal identification because 
on the occasion of his interview in January, 1964, he had been 
interviewed at the hospital at Fort Sill and was more con- 
cerned about his t-ersona! welfare and pJiysical condition than 
the matter which He reported, 

i;r. DUFF reiterated that while he cannot now be 
certain that the individual who visited V.’ALKER actually 
was JACK RUBY, in his view, this possibility alone was 
sufficient to require J>is reporting it to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. I!c vo3\:nv.ccrcd to tc?:e a polygraph test 
concerning the matters v);ich he hsJ reported. 

Mr. PUFF was ashed whether or not he was acquainted 
with one AKDRE ANrELuS, Mr. PUFF said he was not acquainted 
vith such an individual and hnew of none in his acquaintance- * 
ship who had traveled t-o- Dallas, Texas on November 22, 1963, 

DUFF stated that never had he seen nor had he 
been in any association vith LEE HARVEY OSV.'ALD; that he has 
never seen anyone of OSV.’ALD's description at the residence 
of Gen, WALKER, ' . 

Mr, DUFF stated that he hod left the employment 
of h'ALKER because of friction between himself and several 
Moiier. of the office staff. He said he v&s supposed to have 
time off from his present duties when the General was away 
bu^ the \/omen on tHe staff became very demanding of him 
iltftrueting that he make coffee, tea and expecting him to 
other chores for them. He said he finally had had enough 
of t/.is and left. • .. . 
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Mr* Duff stated that in the event a later interview 
ni^ht be requiredf he would advise of any change of address 
In order that he night be located readily. 

It is noted that irforination* as originally obtained 
froB Special Agent Jar.es R. Cantrell, U. S. Secret Service, 
as reported herein, indicated the presence of two v.en with 
the individual believed to have been Jack Ruby, on the . • • 

occasions of the reported visits to the residence of General ' 
Walker* Mr. Duff advised there was net a third nan, only 
two, one whom he thought might have .been Ruby* He said if 
three men had been reported, it was in error* 

On June 16, 1964, Mr* Marion W. Osborne, 1211 Tedford 
Way, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, employed as manager for the 
Paul T. Biakeney Company, 310 Kertheast 38lh Street. Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma, advised he had given temporary residence and 
employment to Killiam McEvan Duff uper. the recommendation of 
General Clyde Watts, an attorney for the Biakeney firm, Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma. 

Mr* Osborne, who advised he had beer, general manager 
of the Twentieth Century Fox Films, Inc*, at Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, from 1925 until he retired several years ago, said 
he knew nothing of the background of Mr, Duff or of the basis 
for Duff's interview sought by the Federal Bureau of Investigatio 

On June 16, 1964, Clyde J* Watts, attorney, 

219 Couch Drive, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, contacted the 
Oklahoma City Office by telephone from Fort Worth, Texas, 
and furnished the following information: 

William Duff contacted Watts in Oklahoma City oh 
approximately June 7, 1964, indicating he had just been 
discharged from the Army by reason of fraudulent enlistment, 
and was in need of employment* 

W'alts had known Duff to be formerly associated with 
former General Edwin Walker in Da.llas, Texas, and believed 
Duff possibly had information concerning the assassination 
attempt on General Walker. Watts believed that if he kept 
Duff around where he could talk w'ith him there would be m 
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chance Dulf woulJ levral his incwlcdpe of the Kalker 
assassination aitfniM. Walls contacted a liiend.at the Paul 
BlaVcncy Company.. • lawn novei seivice company in Oklahoma 
City« obtaining a tob for Duff. 

Inteteiewed on a previous occasion, January 8, 1964, 
Mr. Watts had advised cf the fcJlowinR concerning William 
McEwan Duff, intormaticn he had trained as counsel and friend 
of General Edwin A. W«lker: 

Mt . Watti advised he is a lonn-time personal friend 
of Edwin A, WaUci, Dallas, Texas, former General of the United 
States Aitry; that he presently is acting as Itcal counsel for 
General Walker. — . . 

In the Sprinc of 1962, shortly after someone shot 
at General Kalker in his home in Dallas, Texas, Katts hired 
two private invest j Rater s in Oklahoma City to co to Dallas 
and attempt :c afcertain the identity of the person who had 
shot at hrtlkti. These inveilip.aicrs were Bill Keester, 
former memhet of the Oklahcma City Folice Department, and 
Cliff Roberts, former Oklahema State Narcotics Bureau Agent. 

Durinr, the investigation conducted by Keester aijd 
Roberts, infer mat ion was lecexvcd that one Bill Duff, a 
Scotsman, who was at cne time employed by Kalker or W*alker*s 
staff, had allegedly remarked he was the person who had . 
shot at Walker. Keester and Roberts made contact with Bill 
Duff without disclosing their true identity or capacity as 
private detectives, and offered Duff $5,000 to shoot General 
Walker. Duff was interested in the proposition and discussed 
with Keester and Roberts a plan to shoot General Walker. A 
tape recording was made of the discussion and this recording, 
along with the results of the investigation by Keester and 
Roberts, was turned over to Che Dallas Police Department. 

At no time did Duff ever admit to Keester and Roberts that 
he was the person who had previously attempted to shoot 
General Walker. At the lime Keester and Roberts were in.

Duff, when interviewed on January 24, 1964, claimed 
he had been a member of the British Army, the ’’Argyles,** an 
infantry unit, from 1949 to 19S2. He worked for a number of 
years for the British National Railroad as an engine driver, 
and came to Dallas, Texas, in November, 1962. He said at that 
time the rewspapcis wore full of news of General Edwin A. Kalker 
and he felt bo might get a Job with the General as his "Batman.** 
Duff, accoidini! to his own statement, went to the General's home 
in Dallas, was biied, and resided at the Kalker house as an 
employee from November, 1962, to April, 1963. He left the 
employ of General Kalker because of friction with a woman on 
the General’s staff,

In Aiir.iiSl, 1963, he left Dallas and went to Oklahoma' 
City, Oklahoma, where he enlisted in the United States Army 
and was sent to fort Polk, Louisiana, for basic training, and 
on December 10, 1963, left Fort Polk and went to Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma, . *"• 
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He claimed in July, 1965, he was investigated by the 
Dallas Police Depaitment in connection with the attempted 
shooting of General Kalker. He said he took a lie detector 
test and was '’completely cleared” as a result. He is reportedly 
a former chauffeur and handyman for General Kalker.

In February, 1964, Assistant Attorney Gen^r^l REREERT J«

circumstances surrounding the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

On the strength of exhaustive, carefully documented findings, which 
convinced me that OSWALD was Innocent and also provided me with 
valuable clues concerning the Identity of the real assassins and 
their motives, I wrote a book of around 100,000 words,., which Is 
nearly completed. , r' /

Mr. JOESTEN, who said In his letter that he was born at 
Cologne, Germany, In 1907, and became a naturalized American citizen 
in 1948, was Interviewed at the American Consulate General In 
Hamburg, Germany, on March 21, 1964. He stated the following; 


Re arrived In Dallas on December 6 or 7, 1963, and stayed 
for four days. He concluded that LEE HARVEY OSWALD Is Innocent 
of the murder of President KENNEDY which can be readily seen 
by a review of published Information. On the occasion of the 
President's visit to Dallas, Texas, there was only one published 
sketch of his Intended route through Dallas and this appeared 
In the November 22, 1963, Issue of "The Dallas Morning News" (DMN) 
In the lower left-hand corner of the front page.

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OSWALD could not have known of the President’s Intended 
bute because the paper did not appear until the morning of 
November 22, 1963, and according to testimony of Mrs. PAYNE, v' 
OSWALD'S landlady In Irving, Texas, OSWALD went to bed at 9:00 PM 
n the night of November 21, 1963. According to earlier newspaper 
accounts Mrs. PAYNE said, corroborated by a neighbor, Mr. FRAZIER, 
that OrWAID left his residence In Irving at 7:15 AM on November 22, 
1963. In order to do this OSWALD would have had to have arisen 
about 6:30 AM. He, therefore, could not have seen "The Dallas 
Morning News" before he left Irving and, therefore, could not have 
gone prepared to ebeot the President. 
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The ost Important factor Is that the actual route which 
-4he President took differed from the published sketch, I'he sketch 
In the DMN shoved that the Presiient would travel straight down 
Main Street In Dallas to proceed under the '^triple underpass,'*. 
Bbvever, the President's car turned to the right on Houston 
from Ualn and then turned left on Elm Street which took the car 
past the book depository. 

Mr. JOESTEN was told by an unidentified Individual he 
■et on the street near the book depository that traffic rules 
required that traffic move In the direction taken by the President 
If It was Intended to turn right Into Stemmons Freeway subsequently 
JOESTEN tested this twice during a ride In a taxi and found this 
not to be true. OSWALD could not have known that the route would 
change even had he been aware of the Intended route and It would 
have been Impossible for him to have shot the President from the 
book depository had the President's car continued straight on 
Main Street. Mr. JOESTEN said he knows nothing of shooting and 
firearms but that he had observed what would have been the probable 
angle of fire and had noted that trees would have prevented 
accurate shooting. 

When Governor CONNALLY was interviewed by newsman MARTIN 
AGP.ONSKY shortly after the shooting he said that when he heard 
the shots he turned to his left. However, the Governor was shot 
In his right side below the shoulderblade according to newspaper 
accounts and, therefore, the shot that hit him could not have 
come from behind. 

At least two doctors at Parkland Hospital In Dallas 
stated that the President had been hit In the front of the neck 
Just below his Adam's apple according to the DMN of November 23, 
1963, and had been shot again In the back of his head. According 
to the DMI<T of November 23, 1663, "Doctors said (if CONNALLY had not 
turned) he would have taken his bullet In the heart..." This 
proves conclusively that the shots were fired from In front of 
the President's vehicle. Later published reports concerning 
the autopsy findings made by the medical team at Bethesda Naval 
Borpltal are untrue and a part of the "cover>up" In this case. 

For this reason the autopsy rei>ort has never been aiade public. 
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y’ Particularly olgniflcant lo the fact that OSWALD bad 

yCcver been legally charged with the murder of President K£NI<f£DY 
but «as only charged with the shooting of officer TIPPBI. It 
is apparent that OSWALD was the victim of a deliberate frame-up 
by the Dallas Police, A story In the November 23, 1963 edition 
of the DMN headlined '^President *s Murder Charged to OSWALD'* reported 
that "witnesses to the shooting (of officer T*PPET) described a 
bushy-haired laan about 30. ..wearing a white cotton Jacket., •" 

OSWALD was 24 and looked younger. Prom photographs It Is evident 
that he did not have bushy hair. Photographs also do not show 
him wearing a white cotton Jacket and he could not have had time 
to put one on or to change from one. OSWALD'S landlady In Dallas, 
Mrs. JOHNSON, told JOESTEN that when OSWALD left the house be was 
wearing a zipper Jacket and as be went out he zipped It up. 

Mrs, JOHNSON made a zipping motion. She described the Jacket 
as olive brown. A photograph In the November 23, 1963 DMN, 
section 1-5, pictures OSWALD In handcuffs In the Jacket described 
.by Mrs, JOHNSON. According to published reports OSWALD left 
u- the rooming house at 1:0C PM and officer was killed at 1:15PM. 


Mrs. KEXEN MARKHAM Is quoted In the DMN of November 23, 1963, 
yas stating she was waiting for a bus. and she had no trouble recalling 
v' what the killer of officer TIPPETJLooked like. "...I thought 
Jie was going to kill me too and you really look good at a time 
v^llke that," The actions of the person who shot officer TIPPET) 
who certainly was not OSWALD, and the actions of officer. T IPPET 
.Indicate that they knew each other. Newspapers reported that 
ly officer JlPPETLstopped his patrol car and motioned for a 

ypedestrlan to come over to the car. The pedestrian said something 
✓ to officer JIPPCT. TIPPEI MOt out of bis car, walked around behind 
it and approached the man standing on the sidewalk. They exchanged 
✓'some words. Then the man shot officer T.Il^ETo If this aian had 
been OSWALD and be bad Just killed the President, be would not 
have stopped and talked to the patrolman unless they bad known 
each other previously and this fact proves that this was the case. 


The DMN of November 26, 1963, reported that "Police 
converged on the area and trailed the slayer to the 400 block of 
Mast Jefferson. They sew him dart between a service station and 
a drlve-ln grocery. (Officers) continued a zig-zag trail westward 
on Jef f arson. . • " District Attorney WADS In a press conference on 
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Sunday a few hours after OSWALD bad been killed said **Tes he 
— «as on foot and apparently beaded for the Texas Theater. He 
then walked across a vacant lot. fitnesses saw him eject the 
shells from a revolver and place»reload— the gun. Someone 
saw him go to the Texas Theater. A search was made of that 
later by a number of police officers." 

This Is obviously Inconsistent because if police 
saw the killer dart between a sex*vlce station and a drlve-ln 
grocery then the statement of Mr. WADE Is untrue that he 
walked across a vacant lot and was seen to reload his gun. 

The earlier account Is the true one. 

Police spokesmen said that OSWALD probably had hoped 
,, to go to Mexico and then to Cuba after shooting the President 
^ officer >T IPPE T. Officer TIPPET was killed on Bast Jefferson 

in Dallas Just in the exact opposite direction from that which 
would be taken to leave Oak Cliff. The route westward out of 
Oak Cliff Is a main thoroughfare connecting with a principal 
highway going to Fort Worth. There are no exits from Oak Cliff 
.on East Jefferson. OSWALD had no reason to be on East 
\/ Jefferson where off leer. TIPPET was killed and was not there. 

When OSWALD left his Oak Cliff boarding house he was 
on the run because he did fear the police and bad become more 
fearful after his encounter with a police officer In the book 
depository after the President was shot. OSWALD was actually 
on West Jefferson at the time off leer ^TIBEEX. was killed going 
to see his mother In Fort Worth. Rearing the converging police 
cars arriving at the scene where officer Tl PpET was killed he 
. naturally panicked and took refuge In the Texas Theater not 
✓ because he had killed the President or officer TIPPET but because 
of fears of the police for other reasons. — 

The "Mew York Times" published an interview with 

✓ District Attorney WADK in which he said that tippet w as 
killed a block or two from OSWALD’S Oak Cliff boarding house. 

The distance is actually ten blocks. The reason Mr. WADE 

lied about this is because the time element is supremely important 
in the question of whether or not OSWALD could have been in e 

V position to shoot officer TIPPET . T IPPET was shot et 1:15 PM. 
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Fron the previously described clrcunstances It Is apparent that 
lie Bust have hailed his assailant not later than 1:14 PU, From 
this alone It Is apparent that OSWALD could not have been there 
because he could not have covered the ten blocks from his rooming 
house In six minutes. JOESTEN tried It several times and his 
fastest time «as ten minutes and he Is a bigger man than OSWALD 
with a longer stride and, therefore, could walk faster than OSWALD. 



In addition, JOESTEN talked to Mrs. JOHNSON who told 
him that her housekeeper, Mrs. ROBERTS, had seen OSWALD leave 
the house and had seen him at a bus stop leading to downtoen 
Dallas. OSWALD had no reason to go to dovotovn Dallas mhlch 
mould have been smarming mlth police looking for the President's 
assassin In any event. Actually he mas pondering going back 
to Irving to see his mlfe before going to Fort Worth to his 
mother. OSWALD mas probably at the bus stop for one minute. 

This leaves him Just five minutes to malk the ten blocks to 
mhere officer TIPPET mas killed. The fact that OSWALD mas 
fearful of the police and mas going to Fort Worth to his mother 
makes It very logical for him to have been on West Jefferson 
but be mas never on East Jefferson.. 


. > 

U . The /'Nem York Times" quotes District Attorney WADE 

as saying that mben approached In the Texas Theater OSWALD 
had tried to hold a gun against the head of patrolman UC DONALD. 
The gun mas snapped but did not fire. Ur. WADE repeated this 
statement. The press quoted UC DONALD as saying he "... rammed 
his band Into the top of the man's trousers and grabbed the 
revolver." According to nemspaper reports FBI firearms experts 
found the firing pin of the gun reportedly taken from OSWALD 
so bent that It could not strike the "cap of the bullet." 


It, therefore, appears most probable that the pursuing 
u officers mho began the search after TIPPET .mas killed actually 
found the killer and killed him or otbermlse disposed of him, took 
his gun and forced It Into OSWALD'S hand after they found him 
after bending the firing pin on the pistol. This mas done to 
insure that OSWALD could not shoot someone after the gun mas 
forced Into his hand. 


This, therefore, clearly shove (1) OSWALD Is Innocent, 
(2) the actions of the police and the statements of Mr. WADE 
— shoe no Innocent error, therefore, (3) there has to have been 
a conspiracy to assassinate the President , and aiake OSWALD 
the "fall guy", Involving the Dallas police. 

MARQUIS CRILDS, the veil-known columnist, wrote on 
October 12, 1963 that President KENNEDY had confided to Intimates 
that he Intended to "crack-down" on EAROLDSON L, RUNT, a Texas 
oil millionaire and world famed J. PAUL GETTY by Introducing 
new regulations to deprive them of Income from their oil 
holdings by changing the oil depletion allowance rules. Further, 
both HUNT and GETTY had been avoiding payment of all of the ir 
income tax due and Mr. KENNEDY had said that HUNT and GETTY 
were using money they obtained from their oil Interests to 
subsidize extreme right-wing propaganda. Senator PAUL DOUGLAS 
and Senator MAUREEN NEUBERGER have been Investigating the 
tax avoiding schemes of HUNT and GETTY. 


RUNT Is the chief financier of the John Birch Society. 
Another prominent Dallas member Is General EDWIN A, WALKER. 

General WALKER flew the American flag upside down the day 
President KENNEDY arrived In Dallas and flew It right-side 
^ up after be was assassinated. A man named BSR?iARD»lEI7.MAN.. 

^ . according to published reports, placed a black-bordered advertise- 
ment In a Dallas newspaper "ralcomlng" Mr. KENNEDY to Dallas. 

^ Although ^IZIU^ was penniless he paid for this advertisement. 


JP.IZ^.t^3*'ahe "New York Tines" that he had been a military 
policeman In Germany and bad become a "conservative" there. 
.WEIZMAN was In Germany at a time when WALKER was recruiting 
troopV f or the John Birch Society and they undoubtedly knew 
each other. The attorney for OSWALD'S mother stated during 
the trial of JACK RUBY for the kllll'^of OSWALD that he had 
proof of a mysterious meeting at RUBY'S apartment shortly 
>^before the assassination of the President and that WEIZMAN 
^ and officer TIPPCT were present. 


Following the cross-fire pattern of one of the attempted 
assassinations of General DeGAULLE, it is apparent that the 
asoasslnatlon of the President was a military-type operation 
with firing from both front and rear and since General WALKER 
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is fin experienced nilitary man it is apparent that ^e organized 
^ , the actual execution of the assassination plot. Since he knew 

t^'WEIZMAN, and WEIZMAK. Is a former military policeman familiar 
^ with firearms, It Is probable that WE IZMAN had something to 
do vlth the assassination. 


Under the headline *'A88assln Crouched and Took Deadly 
Aim" ehlch appeared In section 4 of the DUN on November 23, 1963, 
It was reported that "...most (spectators at the assassination) 
ran to the vest side of the building thinking the shots came 
from behind bushes and a fence dividing the street from a 
railroad yard.,.** There eas a man shooting from the elndoe 
from the book depository but It was not OSWALD, 


After OSWALD, not even knowing what had occurred, 
became frightened by the policeman he encounterec^ at the book 
depository, he walked to Griffin and Elm Street which Is seven 
blocks from the book depository and got on a bus whose route 
would have taken him directly by the spot where the President 
was shot, OSWALD would never have done this If he had been 
the assassin, 

OSWALD'S reported defection to Russia was also 
**a cover-up". It should be obvious to any casual newspaper 
reader that OSWALD was sent to Russia by the CIA and that he 
bungled the Job that he was sent to do. Ur. JOESTEN said he 
had no personal knowledge of this and no Inside Information 
but that It Is easily evident to any thinking person. 

After he returned to the United States he was penniless 
and was recruited by the FBI as an agent provacateur. 

This Is easily seen by the fact that he ran the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) in New Orleans against the advice 
of the FPCC showing that he was acting entirely alone. Be was 
an undercover agent for the FBI in New Orleans and his alleged 
pro-Castro agitation was a cover Intending to make him acceptable 
to Cuba. The FBI and the CIA decided to send OSWALD to Cuba 
to give him a second chance to make up for his failures In Russia. 
Of course, the Russians had already alerted the CASTRO Regime 
to the fact that OSWALD was an American agent. 
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The issucnce of a passport to OSWALD on June 25, 1963| 
.prior to his trip to Mexico Is of paramount Importance. After ^ 
bis so-called defection to Russia OSWALD'S former Commanding 
Officer In the Marine Corps stated that they had had to change 
all of their coding systems because of possible compromise 
resulting from OSWALD'S defection. OSWALD disowned his American 
passport and announced his Intention to become a Russian cltlxen. 

He applied for a new passport on June 24, 1963, In New Orleans 
according to published reports and received It on June 25, 1963. 

Although he did not need a passport to go to Mexico 
the passport was Issued as a cover probably showing his destination 
as Europe so that the CIA could keep secret the fact that he was 
going to Mexico to get a visa to travel on their behalf to Cuba. 

It Is absolutely against the law, according to Mr. JOESTEN, 
to Issue a passport to anyone who Is a communist much less to 
a person who has disavowed his American citizenship and Is an 
admitted defector to Russia, The speed and ease with which 
OSWALD was Issued this passport shows obviously that It was 
done at the request of the CIA. 

When OSWALD returned from Mexico, having been unsuccess- 
ful In getting a visa to Cuba, It Is apparent to any newspaper 
reader that trouble developed between OSWALD and the CIA end 
the ?T>I because of his failures and probably because be had 
misappropriated money given to him or for other unknown reasons. 

When he returned to Dallas he vent underground because of his 
fear of the CIA and the FBI and all American police agencies. 

This underground status to escape notice Is proved by bis having 
lived as O.. H.. LEE In the Oak Cliff rooming house. This fear 
Is wh t made him take flight after the assassination of the 
President. 


When the conspirators decided to assassinate President 
EENNEDY they enlisted the aid of District Attorney WADE, Chief 
CURR7, and Sheriff DECKER because their Jobs are dependent 
upon the good will of HUNT, GETTY and other "Texas oilmen." 

This complicity of the Dallas police explains the change In route 
of the President's car to bring him within the range of the 
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as8&S6lD*8 guns. It l8 particularly important that according to^ 
press reports Sheriff DECKER came on the air around 12:25 PM 
the day the President «as shot and ordered all available men 
'to the Elm Street underpass. (”The Dolly Times Herald”, November 
22, 1963,) The President vas not shot until 12:30, Bis 
motorca^’o mas five minutes behind schedule and he should have 
been at the underpass at 12:25, From this It is obvious that 
Sheriff DECKER mas In on the conspiracy but from his office did 
not realize when he ordered his men to the area supposedly 
to apprehend the killer that the President had not yet arrived 
at the underpass and had not yet been shot. 


Mr. JOESTEN said he has no access to results of 
hearings by the WARREN Commission but stated that Mrs. PAYN E 
should be asked the following questions: 

(1) Why did you, Mrs. PATNS, not come forward 
Immediately after OSWALD'S arrest and say that you 
had found him the Job in the book depository? (The 
answer is because that would have proved conclusively 
that OSWALD did not take a Job there in order to be 
in a position to shoot the President.) 

(2) Why did you not say immediately that the highly 
publicized marked map of Dallas was given by you to 
OSWALD to assist him in finding the book depository 
and that the markings were merely to show him 
directions and had nothing to do with the President’s 
assassination. 


She has testified to this according to Mr. JOESTEN but 
the Important thing is that she did not come forward immediately. 
The reason she did not is because OSWALD was sent to that Job 
deliberately so that he could be planted there as a suspect. 

Mr. JOESTEN stated that ”Der Stern” has refused to 
publish his article. Be said he does not know why. 
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Xn this regard the Bureau may desire to remove the 
enclosure page from those copies of this report that are 
disseminated to agencies other than the President's Commission.

It is his recollection that the subject was brought up by a 
Mrs. PATTERSON. During this discussion, GQLDSUITH made the 
point that he considered KENNEDY'S policies dangerous to this 
country. He related that it was perhaps too early to Judge or 
to know the full story and stated the reason he considered 
Kennedy's policies dangerous was because be was apparently 
leading us toward Socialism. 


GOLDSMITH related that what he said was that if 
in the next 5- or 10-year period it became evident that KENNEDY 
was leading us toward Socialism and bringing to pass measures 
including Socialism of medicine and Socialism of most industries, 
then if he had the opportunity under those conditions, he would 
probably kill KENNEDY. 


GOLDSMITH stated this was not a statement made in 
Jest but was an expression of bis feelings; that in the event 
policies of KENNEDY did eventually lead to government control 
and ownership of all industry and control of the courts and 
resulted in a breakdown of constitutional processes, then under 
those conditions be would feel a moral obligation to kill KENNEDY, 
Be made this statement concerning President KENNEDY but, in fact, 
it was a theoretical discussion, and be was referring to any 
leader who would have destroyed our constitutional form of 
government. 

* GOLDSMITH recalled that during tbls discussion be 

* mentioned bow HITLER had taken over Germany and the middle class 
is Germany had given HITLER support, either actively or passively, 
and bad not attempted to stop HITLER. 

GOLDSMITH advised that, after the assassination of 
President KENNEDY, MARIA MORRISON called him and asked him if 
be made any rash statements to a Mrs.. PATTERSON while be was at 
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the party at MARIA'e. KARIA MORRISON said she vondered, 
'because Mrs. PATTERSON seemed to be upset concerning some 
s^tatenents GOLDSMITH bad made. GOLDSMITH told MORRISON 
% that be bad said at tbe party and tbe background of tbe 
conversation and statement made. 

I GOLDSMITH said Mrs.^J^ATTERSON vas active poli- 

' tically in Dallas as a member of tbe Dallas Council for * 
*Xatel^n^i.6ltors. GOLDSMiTH'ls also a member of tbis group 
a volunteer group vbicb assists foreign visitors, most of 
tbom are official State Department visitors. 

GOLDSMITH advised further that be bas ti^ed 
with former _Major General EDWlNjji^AlKER. on possibly tvo or 
three occasions at meetings in Dallas, but be does not con* 
elder himself a supporter of WALKER and does not agree with 
many statements made by WALKER.

On July 3, 1964, Mr. Jame^<>^^UQdard, reporter, 
Oklahoma City Times, Oklahoma City, OKla]iona, who advised 
be had been interviewed previously concerning his coverage 
of the events following the assassination of President 
Kennedy at Dallas, Texas, stated that several weeks 
following his return to Oklahoma City on November 25, 

1963, be had chanced to talk to William R. Keester, a 
former detective on the Oklahoma City Police Department, 
then employed as a private investigator. 

On the occasion of this conversation, Mr. 
Standard said Keester told him he had done some private 
Invostigatlvo work in partnership with Cliff Roberts for 
General Clyde J. Watts, Oklahoma City attorney, and 
counsel for General Edwin A. Walker. The assignment 
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bad related to the attempted shooting of General Walker 
at Dallas, Texas, In the spring of 1963, and had Involved 
investigation by Keester and Roberts at Dallas, Texas. 

Hr. Standard said that, as his conversation with 
Keester was prior to that time when Oswald definitely had 
been established as the one attempting the assassination 
of General Walker, he was Interested In any Information 
which Keester and Roberts might have developed, and had 
indicated this to Keester. Keester, who had then stated 
he might have to return to Dallas on the same matter, 
promised to give Mr. Standard Information for a story, 
unless such should be prohibited either by General Watts, 
by whom he had been retained, or by General Walker. 

This, Hr. Standard said, was the reason that Keester had 
not related any details to him In this matter of the 
attempted shooting of General Walker-.-the story would 
await possible additional Investigation and clearance by 
Generals Watts and Walker. 


Mr. Standard said that the later developments 
concerning Lee Harvey Oswald were such that he had not 
pursued this matter with Keester thereafter. .'V

N. Mr. Standard said he had related this to Mrs. 
ShlrleyNiartin , of Hominy, Oklahoma, when she had called 
him from Hominy. She had called, as she had numerous 
times In the past, to ask questions of Mr. Standard, and 
to tell of "interesting things," as Mr. Standard put it. 

Mr. Standard said that shortly following the assassination, 
be had visited Urs. Martin in Hominy for the purposes of 
obtaining material for a feature story which he had 
prepared concerning her Investigative activities relating 
to the assassination. Long since, he said, he has merely 
filed away anything she has directed to him. He felt 
that Mrs. Martin has supplied him with copies of almost 
every paper she has prepared. 


It was in this most recent telephone conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Martin, which she had Initiated, that 
Mr. Standard said he had mentioned the Keester conversa- 
tion to her. He said he had related no more than the

- contact with Keester as he bad described. If Mrs. Martin 
had inferred anything beyond this, Mr. Standard said that 
It was in her failure to understand, or of her Imagination. 

Mr. Standard advised he has no information which 
would indicate that any person, other than Lee Harvey 
Oswald, made the assassination attempt on General Edwin A, 
Walker.

Concerning /William R./ Keester, Mr. Standard 
said that he still i8~ehgaged'ln private investigative 
work at Oklahoma City, insofar as he know. He has been 
so engaged since his discharge from the Oklahoma City 
Police Department in the spring of 1963. Initially, he 
bad operated in partnership with Cliff Roberts, as the 
K & R Investigation Service, but Roberts now is employed 
as an agent by the Oklahoma State Bureau of Investigation, 
and may be presumed no longer active in the partnership. 
Keester's principal accounts have been Looney, Watts, 

Looney, Nichols, and Johnson, Attorneys, Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma; and Cooper, Lawrence and Gullctt,'^so Attor-

Mr. Keester stated that the investigative work 
by the firm primarily is civil, its principal accounts 
being Cooper, Lawrence and Gullett, Attorneys, where 
Keester said be maintains an office, and Looney, Watts, 
Looney, Nichols and Johnson, Attorneys, Oklahoma City, 
^.Oklahoma, of which firm a partner, former General Clyde J. 
/Watts, is counsel for General Edwin A. Walker, Dallas, 

Texas . 


In the spring of 1963, the exact dates not 
recalled, Mr. Keester said that he and Roberts had been 
called upon by General Watts to investigate the attempted 
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assassination of General Edwin A^^alker. Several trips 
had been made by Keester and Robert^to Dallas, Texas, 

In connection with this assignment. 

The course of Initial Investigation had been 
suggested by General Walker, who had ventured , that the 
Black Muslims, which Keester described as a Negro 
organization active in Dallas, might have "master- 
minded" the attempt to kill the General . The investiga- 
tion, Keester said, had failed to Identify the Black 
Muslims with the incident, though liaison with tho Dallas 
Police Department had been established for assistance to 
the K & R. Investigations Service. Keester and Roberts 
returned to Oklahoma City without having developed any 
suspects in the shooting. 

The course of subsequent Investi gat^pn , > 

Keester related, had concerned William McEj/an^Duff , 
formerly employed as a batman by General Walkei% and 
reported as a possible suspect by a woman who had called 
a Walker aide anonymously to state that her daughter, in 
association with Duff, had said Duff seemed to have 
knowledge of the shooting. General Walker, in a tele- 
phone call to General Clyde J. Watts, had requested 
investigation concerning Duff, who continued to reside 
at Dallas, Texas. 

A surreptitious investigation of Duff, culmi- . 
natlng in an offer by Keester and Roberts of $5,000 to 
Duff for a second attempt to assassinate General Walker, 
failed to gain information from Duff which would 
Implicate him in any way with the first attempt, or to 
indicate his knowledge of any suspects. 

Keester said that he and Roberts had taken an 
apartment In the same building with Duff, cultivated 
his friendship, his confidence, followed by the offer of 
$5,000 to kill Genefal Walker. Always Duff had implied 
knowledge of the prior attempt, and finally did agree to 
their proposal, according to Keester. Duff stipulated 
that he be provided a passport out of the United States, 
along with a car, a driver, and a rifle. With Duff, 
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Keester and Roberts had toured the area of the Walker 
residence in Dallas, surveying the potential of 'this 
area for the shooting. 

When the plan had reached this stage, Keester 
said he and Roberts had counseled with General Watts and 
he with General Walker. Both wore uncertain as to how 
to proceed. Three days elapsed. Finally, Keester and 
Roberts were instructed to turn all of the results of 
their Investigation, including taped recordings of 
conversations with Ihiff, over to the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment, with which department Keester and Roberts had made 
no prior contact relating to Duff. 

In the three days which had elapsed, Keester 
said ’’Duff gets spooky.” He had been pressing Keester 
and Roberts for the passport and implementation of the 
plan. Keester stated that he never had any doubt that 
Duff had intended to get and abscond with the $5,000 if 
he could; that he never had any intention of shooting 
Walker, Keester doubting that killing was in Duff's 
make-up. Keester, who described Duff as displaying 
every evidence of a skilled confidence man, said that on 
the same day he and Roberts had turned their evidence 
to the Dallas Police Department, Duff had visited the 
Dallas office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
Keester said that he had a feeling that Duff might 
have been in touch with the FBI all along. 

Mr. Keester said he and Roberts concluded 
their investigation of Duff with their surrender of 
evidence to the Dallas Police Department, convinced 
Duff had taken advantage of his prior employment with 
General Walker — without intent to pursue the proposal-- 
simply in order to obtain the $5,000 offered. 

Additionally, Mr. Keester stated that never 
in his investigation had the name Jack Ruby appeared, 
or that of Lee Harvey Oswald, of whom he had heard 
nothing until Oswald's assassination of President 
Kennedy. An acquaintanceship with Jack Ruby, pre-dating 
the investigation, had been established through contacts 
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vith tb^ Dallas ^olico Dopartmcnt and several visit;! to the 
night club operated by Ruby, Ruby's namo never had been I 
mentioned by Duff, and Keester said that ho has "no reason ^ 
to believe that Duff knew anything of .Ta^;k Ruby until 
Ruby's shooting of Loo Harvey Oswald. 

Ur. Keester said he had condnettu no other 
Investigation relating to the attoMptod killing of General 
Walker, an Investigation which had been concluded within 
several weeks following the attempt, nor had he been 
requested to do so by his client.

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Tol&nd advised that In the Fall of 1963 he did not 
return to the University of Houston since he was undecided at 
that time as to whether he would continue law school or go into 
the building business with a friend in Dallas, Texas. He said 
he has a real estate license and acted as a real estate salesman 
I during this period until he returned to the University of Houston 
in February, 1964. 

Toland advised that when he returned to the University 
of Houston at Houston, Texas, he was harassed and beleagured by 
his fellow students for any information he might have relating 
to the assassination of President John Kennedy. Toland said his 
fellow students felt that since he was from Dallas, Texas, he 
might have some "inside" information relating to the assassination 
of President Kennedy. At first Toland stated he denied having 
any information at all pertaining to the assassination of President 
Kennedy, but stated he finally tired of the questioning and 
Informed Phllllj^Godwln, a fellow student at the University of 
^ Houston, that a group of "right wingers" in Dallas paid Lee Harvey 
Oswald to kill President Kennedy. Further, this same group of 
•"right wingers" also paid Jack Ruby to kill Oswald. 

Toland said he also informed Godwin that H. L; Hunt of 
Dallas was involved in the assassination and that Oswald was 
hired, due to his "communist connections" since this would throw 
suspicion off this group. 

Toland stated this story absolutely has no basis in 
fact and was a complete fabrication on his part. He said he has 
no information relating to the assassination of President Kennedy 
and no information relating to the killing of Oswald by Jack L. 
Ruby. Toland stated, "What gets me is that someone would believe . 
It — lt*i so silly."

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Toland said he might have also related this same story 
to Lewis Edward Berry, Jr., another fellow student at /the University 
of Houston. ■ 

In addition to the above fabrication, Toland said he 
advised both Godwin and Berry that he is well acquainted with Major 
General Edwin A.V-Walker who, according to Toland, lives a block 
and a half down the street from his mother's residence. He said 
he does not know General Walker and has had no contact with him. 

Toland advised he made up the above stories since his 
fellow students looked on him with a little more respect for having 
"Inside" Information. 

Regarding Lewis Edward Berry, Jr., mentioned above, Toland 
stated Berry was formerly president of the Young Republicans at the 
University of Houston and is president of the Republican Student 
Lawyers Club at the University of Houston. In early June, 1964, 
Toland stated Berry attended the Republican State Convention, held 
In Dallas, Texas, and stayed at Toland' s mother's residence, 3718 
Armstrong Avenue, Dallas, Texas, while the convention was In 
progress. 

Toland advised that Berry was accompanied to Dallas by a 
"rather young, unattractive fat girl," whose name hj& did not know. 

He said she possibly stayed with Berry, although he did not know.' 

He Informed that his mother, as well as his brother, were out of 
the city and he, Toland, was staying at an apartment he had rented. 
He said he, therefore, did ‘feofc know just who. If anyone, stayed at 
Toland's mother's house with Berry. j 

( Toland advised the above referred to girl, he believes, is 
a student at the University of Houston, and he also believes she 
was a delegate to the Republican State Convention held In Dallas 
during the time she was here.

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Toland related that while at the University of Houston, 
he and other lav students have engaged in various political dis* 
cussions. lie said he has often been on the opposite side of an 
argument from Lewis Edward Berry, Jr. For Jt-he saRe of argument, 
Toland stated he would determine what Berry^s views were on a 
particular subject and then take the opposite side from Berry. He 
said his position in these arguments was usually to the "extreme 
right," and he has been called by students at the University of 
Houston a "Nazi" or 'Hitler." 

Toland advised that he is a member of the Young Republicans 
at the University of Houston and also a meaner of the Young Americans 
for Freedom, Incorporated, 314 C Street, Northeast, Washington, D. C 
He stated the Young Americans for Freedom, Incorporated, is an 
organization which was set up "propagandizing" presidential 
aspirant Barry Goldwater and for aiding in any manner possible 
Goldwater's nomination as the Republican presidential candidate. 

Toland advised he strongly favors Barry Goldwater as a 
Republican presidential nominee, as does Lewis Edward Berry, Jr. 

He said Berry is very strongly opposed to Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy and stated that, although he does not believe Berry would 
be capable of violence against the person of Robert Kennedy, shouldi 
he be elected to some prominent political office, he believes he 
would be in favor of removing Kennedy in any manner. 

Tolsnd stated he has knowi\ Berry only since he attended 
the University of Houston and has had little contact with him off 
the campus. He stated he knows Berry is married, has met his wife, 
but knows nothing of their marital relationship. He stated Berry 
has rented a house in Houston, lives upstairs with his wife in 
this house, and operates. a book store called the "Dusty Shelf" on 
the first floor of the residence. 

■ Toland advised he knows of no loosely knit group or 
revolutionary group being organized by Berry. He stated, "If - • 
Berry is organizing any revolutionary-type organization, *he has 
not invited me to join." Toland further stated be doubts very 
seriously that Berry, is organizing any type of revolutionary group, ' 
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Concerning a possible hideout that Berry allegedly has 
in some undisclosed location from which he would operate when he 
gets financial backing and further organized, Toland stated he 
believed this to be a figment of someone's i^gination.^-He' said->,^ ^ 

; Berry does not have enough money to supply any type of a hide<^t ^ 
. and hardly enough money to support himself. He said the only^hideout 
he might have "would be in his basement and he could cover hlmielY 
with books.”, 

Toland stated the only possible loosely knit organization 
that Serty might be trying to organize would be composed of a group 
of students at the University of Houston who have received tickets 
from the University of Houston Campus Police for parking infractions. 

He said Berry has informed him that he has reoi^ived parking tickets 
vdth fines totaling $240, and knows that Berry has contac^d Michael 
/McCroty, who has parking fines totaling $180, and Thomas/DeShazor, 
who hae parking fines totaling $140. .Toland stated both McCrory and 
DeShazor are also students at the University of Houston. 

Toland stated Berry feels if he is able to contact enough 
other students vdio have also received parking fines and is able to 
"get them together” and in a group appeal to the University of 
Houston to have the fines dropped, he v;ould have more success, "since 
the inference is drawn that there is more weight in numbers.” 

Concerning the assassination of President Kennedy, Toland 
stated he has no information v;hich would assist in the investigation 
of the assassination. He did state he was not unhappy that President ' 
Kennedy is out of office, but stated he certainly did not want to 
see him assassinated. He stated he was in favor of our constitutional 
government. He stated Kennedy should have been removed from office 
by being voted cut.

On July 28, 1964, Mr. CLIFF ROBERTS, Investigator, 

Oklahoma State Crime Bureau, Oklahoma City, advised that in the 
spring of 1963 he had been associated with wlLLi/.M kOSS k'EESTEk in 
the operation of the K 8 R Investigation Service, 417 Leonhardt 
Building, Oklahoma City; that the partnership had bean retained by 
Attorney CLYDE J. WATTS, counsel for General EDWIN A. WALKER, for 
purposes of conducting Investigation relating to WILLIAM MC EV/AN 
DUFF as a suspect in the attempted assassination of General WALKER. 

In connection with the investigation concerning DUFF, as 
previously reported, ROBERTS said he and KEESTER had moved into the 
same apartment building with DUFF and, on an undercover basis, had 
established an acquaintanceship and then his confidence in a 
proposal that DUFF kill General WALKER for them. This was done in an 
effort to establish what knowledge DUFF might ha/e had concerning 
the earlier attempt to assassinate General WALKER. 

In the development of this proposal to DUFF, ROBERTS said 
he had obtained some rifle shells from DUFF'S apartment without 
DUFF'S knowledge. He did not recall how many he had obtained or 
how many he had found. As he recalled, he had found these shells in 
a shoe box in a closet located in DUFF's apartment. There were two 
other men, names not recalled, who were living at that time in the 
same apartment with DUFF. ROBERTS stated he cannot now recall how 
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he had identified the shells with DUFF, as opposed to the two ' 
others* There were two closets in the apartment and the effects of 
these individuals were commingled. It was ROBERTS' recollection 
that he had found something else in the shoe box which had identi* 
fied the shoe box, containing the shells, with DUFF* 

ROBERTS stated that he had not narked the shells 
with anything which he could identify when the shells were found, 
nor does he believe he now could identify the shells, except 
through a chain of evidence by testimony that he had given the 
shells to Mr. CLYDE J. WATTS, counsel for WALKER. 

ROBERTS stated that he had found no evidence in his 
contacts with DUFF, nor when he had located, the shells, that 
DUFF had a rifle, a firearm of any other type, or had any particular 
knowledge of the use of firearms. 

Never, ROBERTS said, had he or KEESTER confronted DUFF

The July, 1958, Issue of "The Thunderbolt", self- 
descrlbed as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that 
rank and file "States Rlghters" had merged with the UWP

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
Is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites* 

Issue Number 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had

On June 17, 1960, a source advised that Edward B*

Mississippi campus at about 9:30 PM, and drove to Batesvllle, 
Mississippi, to phone in his story and when he arrived back at 
the campus at about 11:00 PM, all of the State Highway Patrol 
were leaving and the gates were unattended.

received no answer to this statement. He stated he talked 
to and observed General Walker for about thirty minutes, 
and during this time the General appeared to be quite 
normal. He stated General walker was quiet and participated 
in no overt act but merely observed the scene. At one 
point General Walker commente^iow terrible the whole ^ 

thing was, and by thls|||||||H he assumed he ^ 

meant the riot. On tw^o^thre^occasions he stated the ^ 
General sent a young man, believed to be an associate of 
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the General, up closer to the rioting to cJetcrmine what 
was taliin" place. Other than this, he stated the General 
stood and talked quietly v/ith nuiacrovis individuals who 
cane up and introduced themselves, lie stated during the 
V/ashin^ton interview the General v/as hard to understand 
and appeared to he ''nuts," by which he c:cplaincd he meant 
mentally unbalanced, but on this occasion he seemed to be 
quite normal, and during the time he talked to and 
observed the General, he sav/ nor heard anything; that would 
lead him to believe otherwise.

contains an article on page 32 titled "Watts Wins First 
Round for Client-Friend Walker," An "Editor's Note" relating 
to this article states: 

"Oklahoma City attorney Clyde J, Watts 
made national headlines Sunday when he 
succeeded in getting former Maj , Gen, 

Edwin A. Walker released from the U. S. 

Medical Center for federal prisoners at 
Springfield, Mo. The following personality 
sketch of Watts was written by United Press 
International 

This article reads as follows: 

"Attorney Clyde J. Watts first met former army 
Maj , Gen. Edwin A. Walker when they were students 
at a military prep school in 1926. More than 30 
years later they joined in a 'battle against 
communism. ' 

'"We are in the twilight of the cold phase of 
a protracted conflict,' Watts said, 'the stakes in 
which are slavery and freedom-- life and death. The 
time to clean house is limited,' 

"Watts represents Walker as an attorney. Unlike 
Walker, Watts is a very articulate person. Like Walker, 
Watts was a general in the army,

*'Katts bitterly blasted the United States for 
its 'less than half-hearted effort' against conmunisn, 
but his words never caught the national ear. 

"Watts retired quietly from a colorful military 
career while Walker left the service in a blare of 
publicity over the political indoctrination of troops 
under his command in Germany. 

"Walker acquired Watts as legal aide when he 
appeared before congress to lash out at national 
policy and prominent political leaders. 

"Watts filed a libel suit for Walker against a 
Chicago columnist last spring and Saturday stepped 
into the spotlight to argue for Walker's release from 
a federal prison at Springfield, ‘'c. 

"A handsome gray-haired man, Watts came to his 
friend's aid when Walker was arrested in Oxford, 

Miss., during the integration crisis. He carried 
Walker's fight into federal court and successfully 
argued for a reduced bond and freedom for Walker. 

"Watts flew from Oxford to Springfield Saturday 
night 0 comfort and advise Walker after freedom was 
ordered. 

"The two were associates for years. They met 
at the New Mexico Military Institue. From there. 
Walker went to West Point and WatU to the University 
of Oklahoma law school. Later, they met on the polo 
fields and Watts said 'Walker is one of the greatest 
polo players.' 

"Both amassed fine military records as officers. 

"It was in China in 1944 when Watts said he first 
was confronted with communism. He said that it was 
his job to tell Nationalist Chinese why the United 
States was supporting Communist Chinese. 

"Watts said his limited speech in Chinese was not 
sufficient to convince the Nationalists that the 
alliance was to fight Japan, a common enemy. He said 
instead that the Nationalists convinced him the Reds 
wert a greater threat.

”He then launched into his personal drive to 
awaken the United States to the Communist threat. . 

"His essay, 'Strategy for Survival,' was printed 
in the May 15, 1961, Congressional Record. He said: 

'We are at war. A space age type of war. We are 
making less than a half-hearted effort.' 

"Co-existence, Watts said, was America's weakness. 
He said American industry had built Russia ana China 
from 'fourth rate' nations to great forces since World 
War II. He deplored the aid. 

"'We are pursuing happiness at the expense of 
life and liberty,’ he said. 

"Post -mi litary life has been good for Watts. He 
is a successful insurance-surety attorney in Oklahoma 
City and has four children, ages 9 to 22. He is a 
native of Wagoner, Okla., and is p'art Cherokee Indian. 
His father was a pioneer Oklahoma district judge. 

"The 51-year-old lawyer said he disliked such 
terms as 'ultra-conservative,* and 'extreme right 
wing* when persons speak of him and Walker.

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The March 30, 1962, final home edition of the 
“Muskogee Daily Phoenix," an established newspaper in 
Muskogee, Oklahoma, on page ■ 1 contains an article titled 
"Legal Fight Continues On Wheat Case." This article reads, 
in part, as follows: 

"Evetts Haley Jr,, of Canyon City, Texas, 
brought his fight against a federal ruling 
that he violated the wheat quota system on a 
43-acre farm in Sequoyah County to the Federal 
Court here Thursday. 

"He ased the court to reverse a decision 
of the Review Committee of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service up- 
holding the Sequoyah County ASCS committee in 
fining him for planting wheat without a quota 
in 1956. 

"Haley was fined $506.11. • 

"Federal District Judge T. K'hitefield 
Davidson at Dallas, Texas^ February 2 ruled 
that Haley did not have to pay the fine and 
added that the United States Supreme Court had 
no jurisdiction in the wheat allotment case. 

"United States Attorney Barefoot Sanders 
of Dallas appealed to the Supreme Court from 
the judge's decision. 

"Haley, who said he did not market wheat 
raised on the farm, but fed it to livestock, 
said at Canyon City: 'This appeal, which is 

being made by a Kennedy appointee as United 
States attorney, has political implications 
in the cheapest sense of the word. 

"'This whole thing does not mean that 
I'm in trouble,' Haley added. 'It means the 
Department of Agriculture and the whole farm 
program is in trouble,'"

Two or 
three hours after the rioting started a revolver being 
fired somewhere behind them and they had to get cvjt of the 
Way but did not seen the persons responsib.le for the shooting. 
A group of persons got an old fire truck and drove it toward 
the Marshals who were around the Lyceum Building Turning the 
hose on the Marshals for about ten minutes. Another group got 
a tractor and drove it up against a tree. He observed some 
demonstrators after this making Molotov cocktails by filling 
coke bottles with gasoline. He also saw three or four cars 
pulled- across the road to block the military trucks and saw 
three or four cars burned.

I 
would say that It certainly is obvious now that 
the cause of states rights extends far beyond 
Mississippi and practically every stats in the 
union is reccgniaing the importance of the 
sovereignty of the state and that that is very 
much involved, greatly involved in this issue. 

Well sir, what has been the general 
reaction to your plans cf going tc Mississippi 
with groups of citizens?

She stated she was of course aware 
that a large number of students were making noise and 
were throwing stones at the united States Marshals 
who were on the campus. She stated, however, she was 
unable to obtain a description of anyone engaged in 
the rioting, nor could she at this time Identify any- 
one so engaged. 

She stated at no time did she see anyone 
with a weapon such as a gun or a knife. 

She statftd the only time she saw General 
E^WIN WALKER was the following morning, Monday, 

October 1, 1962, as he was leaving the Admission 
Building of the University of Mississippi.

Since he could not use the statement for his column 
in view of his deadline, he set the statement aside 
and is not sure where his notes co ncerning this interview 
are at the present time.

His statement, in part, did not mak^sen^ 
to eithe r of them and was incoherent , Both 
HHil^.usstioned WALIC2R concerning clarification oi 
parts of it. As much of the statement as he could 
remember was that it was a message to the people of 
Mississippi and believes that it started out 'Onto 
Mississippi". 

following day, during the afternoon, he 
and mP heard that the United States Marshals had 
arrived at Oxford. That afternoon, everyone except 
students- wei*e excluded from the campus of the University 
of Mississippi. 
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All during this time, the Mississippi State 
Police continued their passive attitude and the mob 
action continued to build up against the United States 
Marshals until it was imperative that the United States 
Marshals fire tear gas, as they had, for their own 
protection. 

The mob of students and outside hoodlums had 
built up to such a hostile spirit evidenced by shouting 
and throwing of objects at the United States Marshals 
and finally moving toward the United States Marshals, 
where he believed that if the United States Marshals 
did not respond with tear gas it would have been no 
more than ten minutes before they would have been at 
the mercy of the mob. 

Throughout the intensive mob action, he had 
heard that General VIAL'.GR had positioned himself near 
the Memorial Statue of the Confederate Soldier, which 
was near the Lyce'on Building, and that he was giving 
instructions to participants of the mob action. He, 
however, did not see General WALICER during any of 
this action that night. 

Throughout that night he observed no weapons 
used by the mob other than rocks, bottles and other 
objects that they could get their hands on to throw. 
Shots were reported to have been fired by some of the 
mob, but he did not hear any shots nor did he see any 
weapon, such as a gun, being carried by any of the mob. 

Since 1:00 a.m. (October 1, 19^2) was the 
deadline that his story could be sent to his paper, 
he left the campus between 10:00 p.m. and 11:00 p.m. 
and went to his hotel where he could vnrite his story. 

At the time of his leaving, the hoodlums 
had almost completely taken over and the students were 
a minority. About 2:00 a.m., he tried to get some 
sleep, but the noise in town became so loud that he

had moved the rioters off the campus and no;; the rioters 
v;ere in the tovm of O::rord carrying on with their 
destructive action.

General UAUjER was, at that tine, surrounded 
by a group of hoodlums to v?hon he we.s taihiiig. V.liile 
they v;ere observing General WALIER, t;;o loud shots, 
apparently rifle shots, v;ere fired about one hundr'ed 
(100) yards up the street. 

Almost spontaneously. General VJALI^ER stepped 
out of the hall’.-jay of the drugstore and x-javed his hat 
in the direction of where the shots had been fired 
shouting, "Good going boys". 

The National Guard immediately went to the 
source of the shots, but he does not knov; the disposition 
of this incident. 

No definite information could be furnished 
concerning the identities of any of the participants 
in the riot. No weapons were observed other than rocks, 
bottles and other objects thrown by the rioters. 
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The only personal knowledge of gunfire 
rioters was on the second day (Monday) v;hen he 
tv;o (2) rifle shots in the vicinity of the Court 
Square . 
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stated th.at he returned to Oxford, 
Mississippi on Monday morning, October 1, 19^2, but 
observed no outbreaks of violence on the campus of 
the University or in the tovm of Oxford, and though 
he remained at Oxford for several days .after the first 
violence on September 30, 19^2, he himself observed

After MEREDITI^alled to register on September 21 , 19^2, as 
xnmiored^llUHHB^ In the area. Early Sunday afternoon 
on September 30, 19^2, he met retired General EDWIN A, WALKER 
at the Ole Miss Motel restaurant In Oxford and briefly 
Interviewed him. When ha asked WALKER why he was there, 

WAIi^ER said he just happened to be there and did not say 
what Us plans were. There were two persons with VJAIKER, 
on^^^nar^^^i^^l^e 40' s and one In his early 20' s. 

He could not describe these men. 
he asked General WAIKER for an Interview, WALKER criticized 
H^pfoi^ransposlng the context of a prior Interview with 
him. explained to him that It could have happened 

In the editing, whereupon one of WALKER ' 0 comuan^^ asked 
If the editor v;as a "nigger" or a "Jev;". VHHBV

On November 26, 1962, Dallas Cbnfidential Informant T-1, 
who has furnished reliable information in liie past, aavised 
that be was told by a member of EDWIN A. WALKER *s staff, name 
unrecalled, that WALKER did not desire any armed resistance to 
federal marshals or U. S. troops in Oxford, Mississippi, but 
favored passive resistance. T-1 stated that after WALlCER’s 
television appeal for people to go to Oxford, Mississippi, he * 
received many telephone calls from individuals from all over the * 
country offering aid of one sort or another. Apparently the 
offer of 100 armed men from California was some type "crank” 
call since there is no indication that this group of men ever 
materialized and it was the understanding of this informant that 
WALKER did not desire such assistance. 

As to the report that the followers of EDWIN A. WALKER 
were gathering arms and ammunition prior to WALICER’s television 
appeal to resist integration at Oxford, Mississippi, this informant 
pointed out that most of WALKER’S admirers and followers are 
firmly convinced that the U. S. State Department is infiltrated 
and controlled by the Communist Party and that they are planning 
to surrender the United States to the Soviet Union directly or 
possibly through the United Nations, which these individuals 
are also firmly convinced is controlled by the Communist Party. 
According to T-1, these Individuals are gathering arms and 
ammunition to resist this Imminent communist take-over of the " 
United States which they are firmly convinced could come at any 
time.

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"The United Spates Marshals were lined up in front 
of the Administration Building, and across the drive, the 
crowd, apparently mainly composed of students, faced them. 

The rioters were throwing rocks and debris, and occasionally, 
the Marshals would fire tear gas grenades to keep the students 
at a distance. Soon after we arrived, someone in the crowd 
- - had told us that General Walker had made a speech to the 
students. We were advised that Walker had made a speech 
from a Confederate statue located at the other end of the 
campus circle from the Administration Building, known as 
the lirceura. Apparently Walker's speech had occurred about 
ten minutes before. our arrival and immediately preceded the 
start of the riots. 

"I was Intereste^^ General Walker’s part in the 
disturbances and asked ||^flHBto spot Walker for me in the 
crowd. He soon polntec^W^ueneral Walker to me, and I 
suggested that we move up close to the General and over- 
hear any of his conversation. This for approxi- 
mately five minutes, more or less, ^nd. I were 

usually about six to nine feet in o^SSnc^^Tor^y^^eneral, 

I could not hear everything ^hlch was said, and^UPP was 
not in a position to hear everything that went on, but 
between us we were able tc/plece together a story, 

"General Edw’ln Walker, stood with a friend, a man 
in his fifties, facing* f He" scene’ of rioting. I would say he 
was some forty yards behind the line of students and could 
easily see the action, that is, the rioters throwing debris 
at the Marshals and tear gas grenades being fired. Walker 
was dressed in civilian clothes, wearing a Texas hat, and 
during the time we were near him, groups of young men, 
apparently students from age seventeen to twenty, kept 
running from the line of rioting and reporting to the General. 
Jt appeared _to me as if Walker was taking up _a_j 50 jraT|an 4 ^ 
bacK or a l ittle sc ene, *’~art(r~the~'young men were*" acVlng in the 
c apacity o~f adj'o^infs reporting t'o’"him . 

"Occasionally, WALKER was forced to move back from 
this particular position because of the influx of tear gas, 
but when the gas went away, he resumed the same position, 

I was able to hear one young man, about eighteen years old, 
report to General Walker that one of the students had talked 
to a Marshal, and the Marshal had stated, in effect that he 
hated to do this job but had no choice. The student re- 
ported that the Marshal had stated that he had been out of 
work and that is why he took the job as United States Marshal 
and had received orders and must fulfill the job. 
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”I heard General Walker comment: 'Why doesn't the 
man desert? ' 


*'I heard another student ask If It would_not be a 
good Idea to break Into the power plant and blacken the 
carapu^^^Iwas unable to hear General Walker's answer, but 

advised me that Walker had replied, fine, do you 
know where it is located? 



"One of the students asked Walker about the 
possibility that if all the students joined in a charge, 
would the Marshals dare to shoot. The General had told him 
•they would have to,' Hewent on to state, in substance, that 
that was not necessary; that we now have what we need. We 
have protested - there has been bloodshe^d. Everything will 
be in the news reports tomorrow. Walker went on to state 
that tomorrow he intended to make a radio speech. 

"At this point, one of the students yelled, 'Give 
them hell. General.' V/alker replied, 'I sure will.'

This is 
apparent from an E.E.G. test taken on Edwin A. Walker during Xhe 
month of November, 1962. Walker rated superior in some areas 
and above average in other areas. He should have rated superior 
in all areas or above average in all areas. 

Walker was very disappointed at his failure to win 
election to the office of Governor of Texas in May, 1962, but 
did remark that Lincoln tried ten times before finally being 
elected President of the United States. 

Walker has a strong conviction that things should be 
done differently in the Government. Walker appears to have a 
strong unconscious resentment toward the United States. 

Walker is not an overt or partial psychotic, but 
operates better when he believes be is being persecuted or 
prosecuted; that is, when someone is subjecting him to pressure, 
he tends to become more stable. When Walker is being ignored, 
be is liable to do something to attract attention and bring 
pressure against himself. Walker is an action-oriented indi- 
vidual and very active physically. 

Walker apparently became involved in the integration 
at the University of Mississippi, Oxford, Mississippi, in an 
effort to win wider political support. It apparently bothered 
Walker that be lacked wide support in his effort to win political 
office, and be felt bis association with the states rights issue 
and the integration issue would widen bis political support even 
though he knew he could not prevent integration at the University 
of Mississippi.

It can be seen that the movie closely follows 
the book as the so-called witnesses which comprised the 
greater part of the movie are all set out in the book. 

It is also obvious that the book has many more witnesses 
and is a far more complete "case" for LANE's objectives. 

At the conclusion of the majority of these 
interviews in the movie, LANE asks the witness a question 
such as, "Did you furnish this information to anyone?" or 
"Were you called before the Warren Commission?" The 
answers, which had a telling effect, were in general, 
"Tes, I gave t)iis information to the Dallas Police 
Department or the Secret Service or the FBI," and "No, 
was not called before the Warren Commission." 

Some witnesses, who were called before the 
Warren Commission, stated that the Warren Commission did 
not appear interested in everything they might know about 
the matter and which information' they had previously 
furnished to othe/ agencies. ^ 

The over-all impression, in these interviews and 
to some extent in the entire movie is that the main 
l^rget of LANE is not the Dallas^Pp^ice_D^paijtm^.nt, the 
- <^cret Service or the FBI, but the Warren Commiffspan.

Mr, Manchester first thanked the Director for seeing him. He expla 
that he had already seen approximately 90 people, principally in Washington; howev 
had not yet gone to Dallas, Texas, inasmuch as Chief Justice Warren felt that he si 
not conduct interviews in Dallas until after the Warren Commission report had beer 

In instituting a series of questions to the Directfir, Mr, Manchester < 
inquired as to what the Director was doing on November 22, 23, 24 and 25, 1963, -- 
Manchester added that he would first like to start with November 22, 1963, at the p^ 
moment the Director first received the news that the President had been shot. The 
Director replied that he had just returned from lunch. This was approximately 1:1' 
A news item was brought in to him reflecting the President had been shot. The Dir 
immediately called the Attorney General who was at his home dining with the U. S. 
Attorney from New York, Mr, Morgenthau. The Director advised the Attorney Gen 
that a news announcement had been made that the President had been wounded, Th( 
Director stated he next talked to the SAC of our Office in Dallas, Texas, He was ii : 
that the President had been wounded and had been taken to the Parkland Memorial 1 
The SAC also advised that Governor Connally had been shot and was now in the erne 
room with Kennedy at the same hospital, Mrs. Kennedy and Mrs. Connally, who w 
riding in the same car, had not been hit.

The Dallas Office additionally advised the Director shortly after 2:00 p, m, 
that day that the President had died. The Director immediately called the Attorney 
General once again and told him of the death of his brother. At this time the Director 
inquired as to whether the Attorney General planned to go to Dallas. The Director stated 
that he had^dvised the Attorney General that if such plans were in the making he would 
facilitate his departure and arrival. The Director told Manchester that shortly thereafter 
our Dallas Office called once again to indicate that the President's body would be 
immediately flown back to Washington and that the Vice President had already been sworn 
in as President. The Director later called the Attorney General once again and told him 
that the FBI was moving into the investigation. The Director advised Manchester that the 
FBI took this action despite the fact that there was no law making it a Federal violation to 
assassinate the President. 

At this point the Ditector gave Manchester a brief history of the 
assassination of SAC Shanahan in C^cago, Illinois, in the middle 1920^s, There was no 
Federal law against assaulting or murdering an FBI Agent at that time. The Director 
told Manchester he initiated action to make it a Federal crime to assault ®r kill an FBI 
Agent so that proper action could be taken in Federal court rather than a local court in 
such matters. 


The Director told Manchester that if the FBI had taken custody of 
Lee Harvey Oswald, Jr,, Oswald would never have been killed by Jack Ruby, The 
Director stated that the murder of Oswald by Ruby naturally gave rise to considerable 
speculation and rumor. All of this could have been avoided had the Dallas police taken 
proper action to protect Oswald. 


The Director told Manchester that the FBI immediately entered the case, 
despite non-jurisdiction, and that we interviewed Oswald as soon as he was made available. 
The Director stated that on the evening of November 22, 1963, at approximately 7:25 p, m., 
President Johnson called him at his home and requested that the FBI take complete charge 
of the case involving the assassination. The Director stated he advised the President 
that the FBI had already entered the case and that we would, of course, go all out in this 
matter. The Director also told the President that he was concerned about the great 
amount of publicity coming out of Dallas, 


The Director then told Manchester that the Dallas police had given out 
considerable information received as a result of FBI findings, particularly from ®ur 
Laboratory. He added that on the 4th or 5th day following the assassination he instructed 
our SAC in Dallas to contact Chief of Polic«»^urry and order him to make no further 
statements to the press with respect to the evidence or investigation surrounding the 
assassination. The Director told Manchester that this Chief of Police could have told

the necessity to keep physical evidence confined prior to the prosecution of an individual,

The Director told Manchester that on Saturday evening, November 23, 

1963, our Dallas Office had received an anonymous telephone call indicating that plans 
had been made to murder Oswald when he was removed from the Dallas City Jail, The 
FBI informed the Dallas Chief of Police immediately. The Director told Manchester 
that original plans for removal of Oswald had been made for 10:00 p, m, that Saturday 
night. The Chief of Police, however, changed these plans by acce^ng to the pressure 
of the press that Oswald be removed at a convenient time so that communications media 
could cover the event. Our Dallas Office again called the Dallas Police Department tn 
Sunday morning, November 24, 1963, and reminded that Department of the same 
anonymous telephone call. At that time the Chief of Police assured our Dallas Office that 
all precautions were being taken to protect Oswald, 

The Director informed Manchester that following the President's call 
at 7:25 p, m. , Noven^ber 22, 1963, he gave specific instructions that the FBI do everything 
possible to thoroughly investigate this case. The Director stated that additional 
personnel were immediately sent to Dallas, He told Manchester this was necessary 
inasmuch as our Dallas Office and FBI Headquarters, as well as other offices, received 
hundreds and hundreds of phone calls, telegrams and letters setting forth leads in this 
case. 


Manchester inquired as to whether the Director placed any significance 
to the anonymous phone call concerning the plan to murder Oswald. The Director replied 
that we had no way of knowing at the time whether any importance should be attached i»r 
not; however, we did have the responsibility to immediately notify the Dallas police, 
which we did. 


The Director characterized Jack Ruby as somewhat of a "pelice buff. ” 

As a result of his friendship with a number of police officers he had easy accessibility 
to the Dallas Police Department, The Director stated that he did not know whether Ruby’s 
reported insanity was of the sincere or faked type inasmuch as we were not psychiatrists. 
He stated that Ruby had given the excuse that he had killed Oswald because of his obvious 
affection for the late President and the fact that he wanted to prevent any further sorrow 
to Mrs, Kennedy inasmuch as she would necessarily have to return to Etellas and testify 
against Oswald, '

Manchester inquired as to the exact location of the Director at the time 
Oswald was killed on ^nday, November 24, 1963, The Director replied that he was at 
home.

The Director told Manchester that his first conversation on November 22, ' 

1963, with our Dallas Office occurred at approximately 1:48 p, m. The Director was i 

advised at that time that the President was not believed to be dead yet but that he had 
suffered a mortal wound. The Director mentioned that on the occasion of his second | 

call to the Attorney General, the Attorney General had indicated that he had also been in 
touch with a number of the Presidential Staff and had been informed of a number of 
details concerning the shooting and the fact that the President had died, 

Manchester inquired as to the Director's opinion of the Attorney General’s 
reaction upon being informed that the President had been shot. The Director replied 
that the Attorney General had been silent for a few moments and had then requested that 
the Director keep him informed of any further facts received concerning this matter. 

The Director told Manchester that the Attorney General is usually very quiet in manner 
until he has all the necessary facts of a given situation.

Manchester told the Director that the President’s call to the Director at ' 
7:25 p, m. , l^ovember 22, 1963, appeared to be one of the first calls that the President 
made upon returning to Washin^on that evening. The Director replied that he would 
surmise that this was correct. The Director added that our investigation proceeded 
forthwith; however, it was not until Monday or Tuesday of the following week that the 
President decided to name a Presidential Commission to look into the assassination. 

The Director told Manchester that an FBI report had been sent to the Warren Commission 
within ten days after the President had set up this body. The Director stated that he 
personally had appeared before the Warren Commission and that he considered their 
questioning of him to be quite thorough. He stated that thoroughness was necessary on 
the part of the Commission inasmuch as this would serve to assist in quelling gossip and 
speculation in the future. The Director quickly added, however, that rumors will 
continue concerning this case, especially in Europe where there is widespread gossip 
concerning a supposed conspiracy, for many years,

The Director told Manchester that the statement that some of the ! 

information may be withheld by the Warren Commission naturally gave rise to further ' 

rumor, Manchester replied that he could understand the Chief Justice’s statement in this 
regard inasmuch as not just any individual should be allowed to look at the classified 
material sent to the Commission by some agencies. The Director replied that the issue 
in point is such that excessive precautions of security is unwise. The Director explained 
that he had never been a great believer in wasteful precautions or going overboard ; 

regarding excessive security. He stated that an item is either classified or else it isn’t ! 
classified. The Director gave examples of leaks in Government that have given several t 
Presidents extreme cause and worry. He stated that the FBI is usually called upon to 
investigate these leaks, however, newspapermen naturally do not desire to reveal their i 
sources. The Director stated that if newspapermen did reveal such sources that quite 
naturally the sources would dry up, 

Manchester inquired of the Director as to whether the assassination case 
became one of major concern following the President’s call at 7:25 p, m, , November 22, 
1963. The Director stated that as he had previously indicated, the FBI had already 
entered this case. He added, however, that after the President’s call we went all out in 
doing such things as working around the clock, sending a Washington-based FBI official 
to Dallas and adding approximately 30 Agents to the Dallas personnel complement. The 
Director stated that we still have at least 50 men who are tied up in running down leads 
on this particular case throughout the FBI’s service. He stated that this case will never 
be closed from an investigative point of view inasmuch as we will continually receive

Manchester inquired as to whether the FBI had prior ma^rial on Oswald 
lQt)efore the assassination. The Director replied that we did teve some information 
|[^;axding Oswald, however, it was quite flimsy in nature. The Director then explained 
« some length the background of Oswald, He told Manchester of the press releases that 
^rwald made in Moscow, He told Manchester of Oswald's employment in a factory in 
Minsk, Russia, and »f fact that Oswald had later returned to Moscow, The Director 
|M|ted that he certainly did not understand why the Department of State had failed to have 
■^Oswald sign an affidavit forfeitting his American citizenship at the time Oswald returned 
to Moscow and visited the U. S. Embassy, Manchester spoke up and stated that the 
State Department claimed they had wanted to find out if Oswald had committed an

The Director continued that we had interviewed Oswald within two or three 
*^ys following his arrival in the United States. He explained that we, of course, desired 
^^nd out if Oswald had been recruited as an intelligence agent by the Soviet Union, The 
^rector told Manchester that this did not appear to be true. He added that Oswald 
lified hij 5 is§lf,as a Marxist rather than a communist. The Director added that 
id later been interviewed in New Orleans after getting into a street squabbld' 
d-Castroites over leaflets being handed out by Oswald, The Director told 
}r that Oswald could best be termed a 'loner, " He explained Oswald's^ 
^M6ations with the Communist Party in the United States but added that Oswald

attempt to kill GeneraP%alker in Dallas. He added that Oswald's wife, Marina, had 
advised us of this incident following the assassination.

Manchester asked if the Director did not find it odd that Mrs,-^swald 
had failed to tell anyone about the attempted assassination of General Walker until after 
the murder of President Kennedy, The Director replied that he did not find this edd in 
view of the cold relationship between Oswald and his wife, the language barrier on the 
part of Mrs. ^wg^d ^d the fact that Mrs. Oswald did not hav^ the natural instincts of 
an American woiM,n bit to the contrary had a different attitude altogether. He stated he 
placed no significance in Mrs, Oswald's failure to advise of this incident prior to the 
assassination.

The Director told Manchester that it was extremely difficult to speculate 
on the motivations of Oswald to kill the President. The Director stated it was entirely 
possible Oswald may have wanted to kill Governor Johiv^onnally. He explained that 
Oswald had written communications to Governor Connally protesting his particular type 
of discharge from the U. S. Marine Corps. The Director added that President Kennedy 
was an intellectual liberal type. He stated that Presidait Kennedy had been desirous of 
keeping peace with honor. He stated that President Kennedy desired peaceful co-existence 
—American Style, The Director added that the President, although he had been firm 
in his dealings with Khrushchev, had a fairly good relationship with Khrushchev and the 
Soviet Union. The Director summed up by stating that Oswald could not have desired to 
kill the President because the President had dealt harshly, or spoken harshly, against 
the Communist Party and Chairmaij4Uirushchev, / l ( 

Manchester speculated that perhaps the communists, including Oswald, 
did not like the relationship between the late President and Khrushchev; therefore, the 
communists desired to do away with President Kennedy so that this obstacle to their 
desired philosophy could be removed. The Director replied that this was entirely 
possible; however, he wanted Manchester to clearly understand that Khrushchev was not 
a person to be trusted and that Chairman Khrushchev had a very cold and evil mind. 

The Director, at this point, gave examples of Khrushchevas understanding of the English 
language despite the fact that he had-^oyanovsky, an excellent interpreter, with him 
at all times while on his visits to the United States, The Director told Manchester that 
he had always felt it better to kick individuals like Khrushchev on the shins once in a 
while rather than to boot-lick them. The Director explained that Khrushchev was 
basically an oriental and that individuals opposing orientals usually lost face in the 
orientates opinion when fear or trepidation was shown. 

Manchester inquired as to whether the Director's duties and 
responsibilities allowed him to participate personally in the funeral ceremonies. The 
Director replied in the negative. He stated he had been at his desk constantly. He 
added that he had issued instructions that FBI personnel participate officially in the 
ceremonies by assisting Secret Service as much as possible. The Director spoke of the 
many visiting foreign dignitaries and of the dangers involved in the march from the 
White House to St, Matthew’s Cathedral, He told Manchester that over 40 Special 
Agents had been assigned to assist Secret Service, particularly at St, Matthew’s 
Cathedral, He further told Manchester that the authority to protect the President was 
clearly a function of the Secret Service; however, since the assassination we have 
assisted when called upon. The Director briefly advised Manchester at this point of the 
immediate widespread ramifications of this case following the actual shooting. He told 
Manchester that leads had spread to Mexico as well as throughout the entire United States, 
Therefore, it has been necessary fsr him personally to remain at his desk so as to
